are always applicable, for giving is a 

KNEE race: which has mach to do with spiit- 
ual growth in all men at all times. Without this grace, 
the soul shrivels; but where giving is practiced as a 
vital part of Christian living, the soul expands and be- 
comes God-like in liberality and generosity. Restor- 
ation to the likeness of God cannot be complete unless 
mind and heart and soul are daily opening out into 
that large, free, bestowing spirit which characterizes 
our God and Father. It is not surprising, therefore, to 
find that our text classes the grace of giving with faith 
and knowledge and love. 

In his first epistle to the Corinthian church; Paul 
had suggested a very simple, practical plan for the exer- 
cise of the spiritual grace of giving. It was this: 
"Upon the first day of the week, let everyone of you 
lay by him in store as God hath prospered him." That 
is, each member was asked to establish a treasury. It 
was to be the Lord's storehouse and they were to put 
their offerings into it regularly and proportionately. 
In adopting this plan, the offerer became a steward of 
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the Lord's goods and entered upon the discipline and 
training necessary to make a good steward, for it takes 
wisdom to know how to dispense the bounty of God. 

Probably no simpler way to begin one's growth in 
the grace of giving can be suggested for our own day. 
Those who have followed this course have usually had 
more to give than they had thought possible. 

That the plan may be entirely successful, several 
things must be observed. First, there must be a willing 
mind. "If there be first a willing mind, it is accepted 
according to what a man hath, and not according to 
what he hath not." God loveth a cheerful giver.” 

Second, giving must be done in faith, and there 
must be no withholding because the offerings seem 
small. Instances of giving in the Bible record, counted 
worthy of special mention, commendation and bless- 
ing, are those in which the gift was small. The widow 
who fed Elijah in time of famine when she had only a 
little meal and a little oil in a cruse, gave him a cake 
made of her last handful of meal, and for her faith and 
her free generous spirit she was rewarded with a plenti- 
ful daily supply of food for herself and her son as well 
as for Elijah. And the barrel of meal wasted not, 
neither did the cruse of oil fail" (I Kings 17:16). 

The New Testament furnishes an incident which 
sets forth this same truth, that it is not the amount of the 
offering but the spirit in which it is given that determines 
its value and power. “And Jesus sat over against the 
treasury, and beheld how people cast money into the 
treasury: and many that were rich cast in much. And 
there came a certain poor widow, and she threw in two 
mites which make a farthing. Апа he called unto him 
his disciples, and saith unto them, Verily I say unto 
you, That this poor widow hath cast more in, than all 
they which have cast into the treasury: For all they 
did cast in of their abundance; but she of her want did 
cast in all that she had, even all her living" (Mark 
12:41-44). 
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These widows, in their giving, exemplify what it is 
to give in faith. The results of faith are just as sure in 
this age and in all ages. 


A third requisite in the keeping of the Lord's treas- 
ury is that the offerings shall be a just and fair propor- 
tion of all that one receives. The amount was settled 
by Paul and at the same time it is left to the free will of 
the giver. This statement may sound contradictory, 
but it will not if it is considered in connection with the 
measure Paul gave which is "as God hath prospered 
him." There is a certain definiteness about this and 
yet it admits of freedom to exercise individual faith, 
judgment and will. 


Under the Mosaic law a tithe or tenth was required 
as the Lord's portion. Throughout the Old Testament 
the tithe is mentioned as a reasonable and just return to 
the Lord in acknowledgment of him as the Source of 
bounty. After Jacob's vision of the ladder with angels 
ascending and descending upon it, he set up a pillar 
and made a vow unto the Lord saying, “ОЁ all that 


thou shalt give me I will surely give the tenth unto thee" 
(Gen. 28:22). 


The Spirit said, by the prophet Malachi: Will а 
man rob God? Yet ye have robbed me. But ye say, 
Wherein have we robbed thee? In tithes and offerings. 
Ye are cursed with a curse: for you have robbed me, 
even this whole nation. Bring ye all the tithes into the 
storehouse, that there may be meat in mine house, and 
prove me now herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, if I 
will not open you the windows of heaven, and pour 
you out a blessing, that there shall not be room enough 
to receive it. And I will rebuke the devourer for your 
sake, and he shall not destroy the fruits of your ground; 
neither shall your vine cast her fruit before the time in 
the field, saith the Lord of hosts" (Malachi 3:8-11). 

Here blessing is directly connected with faithful- 
ness to the Lord's treasury; but gifts should be made 
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because it is right and because one loves to give, not for 
the sake of reward. 

Jesus gave the same promise of reward and increase 
for giving. Luke records it thus: “Give and it shall 
be given unto you; good measure, pressed down, and 
shaken together, and running over, shall men give into 
your bosom. For with the same measure that ye mete 
withal it shall be measured to you again" (Luke 6:38). 

Promises and assurances of spiritual benefit and in- 
crease of God's bounty through the keeping of this 
divine law of giving and receiving, abound in all the 
Scriptures. "There is that scattereth, and yet increas- 
eth; and there is that withholdeth more than is meet, 
but it tendeth to poverty. The liberal soul shall be 
made fat: and he that watereth shall be watered also 
himself" (Prov. 11:24, 25). "He that hath a bounti- 
ful eye shall be blessed; for he giveth of his bread to 
the poor" (Prov. 22:9). "He which soweth bounti- 
fully shall reap also bountifully" (II Cor. 9:6). 
"Blessed are ye that sow beside all waters" (Isaiah 
32:20). 

Concerning the giving of tithes, it is worth while to 
remember that we are living now under the larger, 
fuller blessings of the gospel, and that it is therefore 
meet to give accordingly. If, under the law, a tenth 
was required, certainly no less is fitting now. One of 
the best incentives to generous giving 15 a keen appreci- 
ation of the favors secured to us by the redemptive work 
of Jesus Christ. “He that spared not his own Son, but 
delivered him up for us all, how shall he not with him 
also, freely give us all things?" (Кот. 8:32). Freely 
ye have received, freely give." True giving is the love 
and generosity of the Spirit-quickened heart responding 
to the love and generosity of the Father's heart. 

Along with matters relating to the filling of God's 
treasury, there come questions about wise distribution. 
To whom shall we give and how much and when? 
There are general truths that aid in settling these ques- 
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tions, but even then each individual finds it necessary to 
trust the spirit of wisdom manifesting in his own heart, 
for there are no rules or precedents that can be followed 
in all details. This is as it should be, for it keeps active 
judgment, faith, love, sympathy and will Diligent 
study of the underlying laws of spiritual giving will 
help one to exercise these faculties in accord with law. 
If we follow the spirit of wisdom, we will not give to 
anything that is contrary to the teachings of Jesus, but 
every penny will be spent in the furtherance of the good 
news of life which he proclaimed and the Brotherhood 
which it is his mission to establish among all who be- 
come Sons through him. 

There is a double joy in spiritual giving; first, that 
which attends the laying of the gift upon the altar as it 
is placed in the treasury; then the joy of sharing with 
others our share of bounty. Out of the Lord's storehouse 
we pay our debt of love and justice, and the knowl- 
edge that we are meeting the law is one of the blessings 
of keeping a treasury unto the Lord. Justice comes 
first; then generosity. 

Giving is а part of worship. Even the heathen 
recognize this, for always we find them coming with 
offerings to worship before their idols. All ages and 
dispensations of the revelation of God to man have 
been alike in requiring gifts as part of worship. In this 
age more is required, even the giving of oneself with all 
that one is and has. This is a privilege that carries 
with it immeasurable benefits, for it looses one from the 
personal life, unifies him with the universal and so opens 
him on every side within and without to the inflow and 
out flow of the life and love and favor and grace and 
bounty of God. This is the blessed result of faithful- 
ness in the exercise of the grace of giving. 

"Honor the Lord with thy substance, and with the 
first-fruits of all thine increase: So shall thy barns be 
filled with plenty, and thy presses shall burst out with 
new wine. —Prov. 3:9, 10.

[EDITORIAL Note—In connection with the foregoing 
article on The Grace of Giving" our attention has 
called to a demonstration of the law therein described by a 
Methodist congregation in Geneva, New York. The article 
was written by Mary Dewhurst for the "Outlook." The 
following extracts will give the reader an idea of how this 
demonstration was carried out.]

[шт air. It was built by working people, 
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and so recklessly built that the congre- 
gation found itself saddled with a building debt of 
$82,000, a weekly budget of $230, and an income 
of less than one hundred dollars. In two years the debt 
has been cut to $49,000, and the weekly income is 
nearly $300. The church has more than a thousand 
members, of whom 350 are tithers.“ А tither is a 
person who sets aside one-tenth of his income for Chris- 
tian activities. These Geneva Methodist tithers are 
doing more than pay for their church; they are pioneers 
in a financial policy which bids fair to spread through 
Methodism. 

When the Centenary Commission of the Methodist 
Church, the organization which is preparing for the 
centenary of its Home and Foreign Missions, asked me 
to go to Geneva to write the history of its Tithing and 
Stewardship Movement, I was scarcely enthusiastic. 
I doubted if I would find much of a "story," and, with 
war-giving and war-saving іп mind, І doubted if I 
would be sympathetic toward what I found. 

Nevertheless I was curious to talk to these people 
who found it possible to give so much in the face of rising 
prices, war charities, and added taxes. How did they 
do it?

My directions led me first to the town’s principal 
shoe store, where I asked for Mr. Cassatt. 

We tithers, he said, proudly, turning to me after 
waiting on a customer, "don't feel that we begin to 
give until after we have returned our tenth to the store- 
house. I've already paid in $700 on the church debt, 
and have pledged a thousand more in ten years. By 
that time I hope to wipe off the $2,500 mortgage on my 
own home." 

] tried him with a mean attack. 

"Doesn't your wife ever tell you that you could 
own your own house sooner if you didn't pay so much 
on the church?" 

"No, she doesn't. She's not that kind," he an- 
swered, promptly. Humiliated. I went elsewhere to 
seek understanding. 

Mrs. Silver, а young and pretty widow, lives with 
her four children in a shabby little house overlooking the 
b:g frozen lake. She was introduced to me as one who 
had just joined the Tithers’ Association and wanted to 
give one-tenth of the dollar a day she earned by sewing 
bags for the near-by fiour-mill. 

"| guess I can give one bag and trust Him to 
stretch the other nine," she explained. When I spoke 
of fuel and food and clothes, she agreed, smilingly, 
but said: 

There's always money spent foolishly which could 
be better spent by the Lord, and it ain't right to rob 
him of what's his." 

I went on down the frosty lake road to the home of 
Mrs. Silver's neighbor, Mrs. Hardy. 

"W/hat do I think of tithing?" she repeated, as she 
brought me into the neat, warm kitchen. Why. if I 
didn't tithe Га be picked as clean as a bird. I've got 
to tithe to keep goin'." 

"But what does your husband say about it?“ 

"My husband is a drinkin' man, as I guess you've 
heard. Не says I sha'n't touch a cent of his money, so 
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I take a tenth of what is left after I’ve paid for food 
and rent; sometimes it's only five cents, sometimes it's 
ten, but whatever it is don't belong to me." 

When I returned to the church, I found a meeting 
of a group of ministers from near-by parishes, gathered 
to learn the technique of putting tithing before their con- 
gregations. There were sixteen, most of them young 
fellows with bluff ways and honest faces. They came 
from farming communities and had the hard task of 
persuading the New York farmer that a tenth of his 
produce did not belong to him. I was amused at the 
naive way they ran business and religion together, and 
at first I was genuinely shocked at the familiar way in 
which they addressed the Deity. Their homely speech 
seemed blasphemous until I grasped the fact that no 
disrespect was intended and that they but put into 
practical expression the philosophy of pantheism. 

"A man looks up into Jesus’ face and says, ‘Lord, 
I surrender; all to thee I owe.” And the Lord says, ‘If 
you mean business, what are you going to give?’ ” 

“The Lord's no fool. We get our business sense 
from him, along with every other good thing." 

"Why wouldn't the Lord take care of the tither? 
He knows he gets his money that way to carry on his 
work. If he owns a tenth of a business, he'll see that 
it don't suffer." 

When they knelt for prayer, I found I liked their 
" Amens" and "Yes, Lords" and "Hallelujahs" chim- 
ing across the speaker's invocation. It all had a lively 
sense of intercession and emotional validity. 

Later, some of them told of their experiences, es- 
pecially of the rewards reserved for those who clung to 
their stewardship. 

“You'll never find a ег in the poorhouse, one 
said, and another, “I’m a parson on six hundred a year; 
and I found I had to tithe to get out of debt.“ 

One told of a man in Syracuse who tithed regularly 
when the tenth was only ten dollars a month; he pros- 
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pered until it grew to a hundred dollars. This looked 
too big to relinquish, so he gave up the practice. Dis- 
aster followed, until he was brought to poverty and 
humility. He began tithing again, and now he is on 
his feet financially and spiritually. 

“I want you to hear the story of Mrs. Gordan,” said 
one young minister. She has a masterful, loud-spoken 
way about her, which made some of us in the church 
think she ruled the house. I guess this story shows who 
is master. She told it to me last night after prayer- 
meeting. 

‘*** “Gordan,” I says to my husband, “this week 
you'll have to take your tithe money or go hungry. 
There's nothing in the house to eat, and there's no 
money to buy anything." 

Wife.“ he says, "I guess we'll go hungry.” 

* * "But, husband, the Lord means you to work, 
and you can't work if you don't eat." 

Have we enough to buy bread?” he asks. 

“Yes, there's enough for bread and maybe but- 
ter, and there are some potatoes left from that bushel 
last week, but that's all there is." 

All nght; this week we'll eat bread and butter 
and potatoes, but we ain't a-goin to touch the Lord's 
money." 

And just the next day the postman brought us a 
letter, and in it was five dollars that we had loaned two 
years before and given up for a bad debt.” ” 

But the best story came from Syracuse, where a 
manufacturing concern has put the tthe into its articles 
of incorporation. It is a business for making dish-cloths, 
and has five directors, four of them brothers; they em- 
ploy about seventy-five people. There is a clause in 
their constitution that ten per cent of the profits must 
go for “Kingdom work” before any dividends are paid. 
The business prospered, and the directors wanted to 
expand with new machinery and additional capital. 
They went to the bank and asked to borrow $25,000. 
Google 
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The president of the bank knew the concern, thought it 
a good proposition, and offered to float their bonds. 
The bank's lawyer went over the company's books and 
papers, found the tithing clause in the articles of in- 
corporation, and called a halt. Не pointed out that 
interest on bonds is always a first lien on a company's 
income; that here there was some other claim ahead of 
interest, and he advised that the articles of incorpo- 
ration be amended to strike out this absurd clause be- 
fore money could be safely loaned. 

When the directors learned of this, they held a 
prayer-meeting to decide what they should do. After 
prayer and hymns a secret vote was taken as to whether 
the offending clause should be cast forth. “Yes” meant 
that they would yield to the bank. “No” that they 
would retain the provision. On counting the votes there 
were five “Noes” in the ballot-box, and the company 
has gone on with its old machinery and its old capitali- 
zation, but doing the biggest business of its experience. 

As I took the train for New York I found myself 
believing the unbelievable. I had not met any one 
who wanted to give up tithing. I could not make any 
one admit that it was irksome or a hardship. In the 
past four years, all over the world, sacrifices for patriot- 
ism have become commonplaces. But we had grown 
a long way from the pains and privations of the early 
Christians. We had forgotten the blood of the martyrs. 
It might be that their seed was quickening and a new 
spirit about to appear. Perhaps the indictment of 
Christianity that many had felt this war to be might yet 
be quashed and the Church return to its old-time leader- 
ship through the hard road of sacrifice and self-denial.

Have 
you heard the wind sighing and cooing among the trees, 
and the leaves talking, rustling, and whispering in re- 
sponse. Have you? 


But beyond all these have you seen the dawn of 
day, the salmon-pink, the sliver-grey, the amber-gold 
of glory as the sun rises. Then the little birds tweet 
and preen their plumage and prepare to send forth the 
loveliest melody from their hearts and sing their prayers 
of praise to God for the new day. How lovely are 
these messengers which bring us the gospel of peace." 

Have you seen and heard these things? Has a 
little pulse throbbed and stirred your innermost being so 
that you felt a finer and better man for coming into 
touch with God's beauty, or are you merely an observer 
of the beautiful? Every common thing is beautiful, but 


everything has not beauty. 


Beauty is not skin deep. It is too deep for words. 
It cannot be defined. "Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither hath it entered the heart of man the ‘beauty’ 
prepared for him." 

Beauty seems to be a quality, which can be pos- 
sessed, given away and used, but the possession of it 
does not make the possessor the owner. It is God's 
gift to man to use and keep for him. It is a loan of 
precious substance, fragrant and sweet, which must be 
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used so carefully and intelligently that it accumulates in 
volume and power. When the father asks the return 
of this loan, he expects interest to be paid by the son 
who has used it. The son must shine before men so 
that they are drawn by the beauty revealed. 

Being physically beautiful is no indication of pos- 
sessing beauty. The one a surface attraction, so potent 
that next to gold, is more sought after than any other 
thing; the latter is a grace, white as snow, clear as 
crystal, and as radiant as the sun. It is a jewel set in 
the heart called holiness—wholeness in God, whole- 
someness in man. This beauty is so pure as to be accept- 
able to God. It is the Spirit of the Father renewed in 
man, so that man has clean hands, a pure heart, and 
doth not behave unseemly. "Worship the Lord in the 
beauty of holiness.” Appoint signs unto the Lord that 
should praise the beauty of holiness.” How great is 
the Lord's beauty." 

The secret of beauty is only to be found by those 
who are prepared to receive the hidden meaning, those 
who have eyes to see, ears to hear, and hearts to under- 
stand. No one but God and I know what is in my 
heart." But beauty, being in the heart of a man, shines 
forth without effort or ostentation, and cther men know 
it, although they may not understand. Beauty, holi- 
ness, wholeness, wholesomeness have an attractive force. 
‘They are so genuine that men are drawn to them, by 
them. 

Beauty seems to be sensitiveness, a quick undeviating 
perception of goodness and truth, an unhesitating clear- 
ness of vision to act spontaneously in a way that is 
pleasing to God. Beauty is а wireless current connect- 
ing the heart of God with his child, and reveals in a 
flash what to think, what to say, how to act under every 
condition of life with the assurance that God is the 
motive power directing the course to pursue. Let the 
beauty of the Lord be upon us to establish the work of 
our hands upon us." The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
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me... He appointeth те... to give beauty for 
ashes." So the child of God, who possesses beauty 15 
appointed to give it away for ashes. | 

Ashes are the refuse of things consumed, the dross, 
the dregs, the dissatisfied regrets that remain to those 
who fail to connect with God. They seek the glamour 
of the beautiful, accept it as the real and permanent, 
only to find at a latter period, ashes. When this is 
realized, there is hope. The giving of beauty for ashes 
to another is revealing the real, the lasting, the all-ness, 
wholeness, holiness of God in all his creations. In all 
thy ways acknowledge him, and he will direct thee." 

The cold ashes can then gradually warm, glow, and 
radiate heat again. The father offers the choice of his 
beauty even to the ashes of life, and man lives again— 
not a half dead гепетіс existence—but as a healthy 
palpitating being of spirit. God's laws are invariable, 
obedience to them is never pressed, and the choice of this 
beauty is optional with man. But man merely remains 
ashes until he knows something of God's beauty. 

God's beauty is priceless. It is free to be taken 
when needed. It cannot be earned; it cannot be de- 
served. When a man possesses it, then God wants it 
again on the cooperative principle. The King greatly 
desires thy beauty for he is thy Lord: worship thou 
him." 

The beauty of God is the motif and music of life, 
the well being, fine living, hearty, healthy, clean pur- 
pose, knowing you are right, staking your existence, 
your all on the trembling, impulsive quiver of the Spirit. 
It is an electric throb to you, the inward you which none 
can see or know but yourself, which directs you un- 
hesitatingly to right, truth and goodness. Then the 
perfection of the beauty of God hath shined in you, and 
for you, and you are wholesome. ‘Without holiness 
none shall see the Lord." Life should not be one of 
self-discontent, self-abnegation, self-abasement. There 
is no self-condescension in beauty or goodness. It is 
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self-satisfying and self-inspiring in contributing to God's 
purpose and scheme of our being. Our beauty is of 
God. It suffices—modestly, sensitively so. | 

The self satisfied man or woman is the one with 
whom God works. They are instruments overflowing 
with an abundant supply of beauty and seek an outlet 
to attract others to the ways of the father. Beauty is 
bounding and leaping to express its greatness and good- 
ness to all life and exercises restraint only in the ignoble 
and ashes process. 

God smiles in the lives of those who reflect the glory 
and sweetness of his gentle soothing presence. The 
passing from sin and death—that discordant, inhar- 
monious attitude towards God—to goodness and life, 
brings the revelation of beauty and what it means to a 
hungry and thirsty man.

Every woman 
bas her ideal man. Being unable to make the divine 
union of marriage (a union of the lower self with the 
higher, which simply means to recognize one's own con- 
science), they take a substitute, and the union intended 
really becomes a separation, as the substitute wife or 
husband proves to be more attractive than the higher 
self. . . . Marriage then becomes a symbol of a uni- 
versal law. It tells us in symbolic language that man 
has a bride or nature; that his own spirit or nature is his 
bride. . . . Every human soul is a reflector of divine 
love; every world is a radiator, by the medium of the 
life upon it. 

If you had the power to speak the truth from the 
standpoint of soul, you could command the world to 
dissolve and immediately it would disappear. Truth is 
a most fearful and powerful weapon. 

Masonry is a progressive moral science. It is 
taught by allegory and illustrated by symbols. An 
allegory, as you know, is not the truth, but something 
calculated to hide the truth, and yet so constructed to 
reveal it to those who possess the power to look behind 
the scenes or read between the lines. 

Each human being is a soul or an idea of the great 
soul, the universal mind, and the only way a soul gains 
wisdom is by repeated births and deaths, each life or 
expression being an added strand in the cabletow of 
the individual life. . . . If, then, in the realm of the 
soul there is no time, you can comprehend what Christ 
meant when he said, "Before Abraham was I am." 
Masonry teaches, then, by its symbols the laws of soul 
growth, or the unfolding of wisdom and the revelation 
of truth; and the candidate is a symbol of the soul of 
man, while the lodge room is a symbol of the universe. 
. .. Knowing that the fountain of life resides within 
himself, that its waters are pure or defiled according to 
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the condition of his own mind, he comes into a realiza- 
tion of the fact that he is now a Freemason or builder, 
and no longer bound by the cabletow of necessity. No 
longer does he mechanically respond to the demands of 
time like the wheels of a clock. Being a free worker in 
the great temple of the universe, and knowing that every 
soul is, like himself of God (the Universal Mind), and 
destined for the same goal, he need take no obligation 
to regard man as his brother, neither need he be sworn 
to protect the virtue of woman; because he sees in every 
woman his own mother, sister or daughter, and in every 
man a brother. Simply to discover these virtues as 
being at his command, however, is not sufficient. He 
must incorporate them in his daily life by living them, 
as he comes in contact with humanity. 

There is an ancient legend in connection with the 
building of King Solomon's Temple, which relates that 
all the stones and timbers that were used were prepared 
in the quarries and forests of Lebanon, transported to 
Joppa on the sea coast, and then floated to the temple, 
where they were fitted into place without any further 
hewing, cutting or shaping. So perfectly were the ma- 
terlals prepared that the various parts fitted. together 
without the sound of any metal tool being heard. 

This is simply a Masonic kindergarten story, setting 
forth the labors of the soul during the nine months of 
gestation, for the materials that enter into the formation 
of the human foetus are floated to it through the umbil- 
ical cord, and the work of building is done from within. 
Pure arterial blood from the mother's heart is sent 
through this umbilical cord to the builder, the soul, 
which works in secret and not having mortal eyes in 
darkness, erecting a physical temple for its future habi- 
tation, and the materials are fitted into place by the 
supreme power of love. 

If we could think of God, not as a person nor as a 
spirit, but as Divine Mind, we might then come nearer 
comprehending what Job meant when he said: There 
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is a spirit [mind] in man, and the inspiration. [breath] 
of the Almighty giveth them understanding.” . . A 
compass describes a perfect circle, and a perfect circle 
is without beginning or end. It is therefore, a symbol 
of Divinity—the infinite, perfect mind, that mind which 
is limitless, boundless, and which includes within itself 
all real things—that mind which is at once all things, 
and yet no particular thing. . . . As the mind of man 
enlarges, and as he grows mentally and his conscious- 
ness enlarges, his sphere of activity and usefulness en- 
larges. He comprehends more of the Divine or Deific 
mind, and he finds himself the center of a larger world 
of thought. As a point he remains the same, but his 
mental sphere or circle of consciousness enlarges. 

Give your mind freedom of action; place no restric- 
tion upon your search for truth; allow your mind full 
and perfect expansion, and your circumference of 
thought will expand into regions of unknown bliss and 
wisdom. Mortality will be swallowed up in immortal- 
itr. Man is mind. He is constantly working in mind, 
and his mental picture language is followed by his word 
language, for he first sees his plans in a mental picture, 
and strives to externalize that mental picture. 

Wee do not know what perfect health and harmony 
is because we believe in sickness. . . . Seeing is a 
mental faculty. . . . lust think for a moment how ab- 
solutely impossible it would be for a perfect mind, such 
as the Divine Mind must be, to conceive or give ex- 
pression to an imperfect thought, which would neces- 
sarily be the process if one person or human being 
should be created more perfect than another. How 
could one idea be more like God than another—for that 
is all we are, simply ideas of the Divine Mind? 

Adam is a human name applied to one man whose 
dominant principles were not innocence, childlike faith 
and pure-mindedness. . . . Pre-Adamic man was per- 
fect in body and mind; he had no other mind but the 
Divine Mind. His trust was in God (himself) and he 
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feared no evil for evil was unknown. All were of one 
mind. If you and I could read and know each other's 
minds, language would be unnecessary; or at least it 
would not be necessary for us to use our vocal organs, 
and clothe our ideas in audible words and sentences. 
We would not divide the raiment of truth. 

The world, including man, is a compound idea of 
infinite mind, and Jesus the Christ the most perfect type 
of man so far evolved. Не claimed to be conscious of 
life before Abraham was, and to be at one with God 
before the world was in existence. . . . Disease can- 
not be of the creative mind, for the creative mind of 
God could not make disease and pronounce it good. 
Therefore it follows that pain is not of divine origin. 

. . . In the twenty-eighth degree of the Scottish Rite, 
the candidate is instructed as follows: Cod is the 
principle of everything that exists, and the Father of 
all beings. Не is eternal, immovable, and self-existent. 
There are no bounds to his power." "God is the first; 
indestructible, eternal, uncreated, indivisible. Wisdom, 
justice, truth, mercy, harmony and love, are all of his 
essence, and eternity and infinitude of extension. Не is 
silent and consents with mind, and is known to souls 
through mind alone. In him were all things originally 
contained, and from him all things were evolved. From 
the divine silence and rest, after an infinitude of time, 
was unfolded the Word, or the Divine Power, and 
then in turn the mighty, ever-acting, measureless intel- 
lect; and from the Word were evolved the myriads of 
suns and systems that make the universe; and fire and 
light, and electric harmony, which is the harmony of 
spheres and numbers; and from the intellect, all souls 
and intellects of men.” 

He is in constant communion with God, who speaks 
to him through the medium of conscience, and as the 
sound of the gavel is obeyed by the fraternity, so should 
the individual Mason respect the sound of the gavel of 


conscience, for it is the word of the law—the Master.

It is to man's recognition of time that he really owes 
his downfall. Before time began or was known to man 
he was an immortal, but when he recognized time he 
became mortal, and therefore subject to death. With 
God there can be no future and no past—but one 
eternal Now. Time belongs to worlds—to planets— 
suns and systems of suns. . . .

That is impersonal which cannot be con- 
fined or limited, and which is forever the same under 
all conditions. You as an individual understand the 
impersonal principles of mathematics, such as multipli- 
cation, division, addition and subtraction, and while 
you comprehend them they are also the property of any- 
one who can grasp them; but their comprehension must 
be mental. 

If the Christ had had no other possessions than were 
visible to the physical sense at the time of the crucifixion, 
he would never have been seen or heard from after his 
body had been deposited in the tomb. But he had 
other possessions and those other possessions are the 
real secrets of a Master Mason, and are indestructible. 
. . . Every Mason is told that he is not only a humble 
workman engaged upon a spiritual temple, eternal in 
the heavens, but that he is a living stone in that temple, 
and that he is to present this stone (his mental body) 
to the Supreme Architect without a mar or blemish. 
[he culminating lesson of the Master's degree is the 
demonstration made to prove that life is eternal, and 
that it requires a master of life's principles to speak the 
Word of Life that raises the dead. 


God is omnipresent. You have but to ask a men- 
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tal question, earnestly desiring a spiritual interpretation 
of the emblem, and the truth will be revealed to you. 
You may accept it as axiomatic that in no other way 
will the true Master ever recover the Lost Word or 
discover the Grand Secret. . . . Mary, the mother of 
Jesus, discovered or perceived the spiritual law of God 
within her own consciousness and gave to that mental 
conception a physical body; in other words she estab- 
lished the mind of God in human form, and thus was 
established on earth the kingdom of heaven or the laws 
of divine mind.

Therefore King Hiram, though a man, could represent 
in the legend the female principle. . . . So long as man 
dwells in houses made of clay, or houses made by the 
exercise of the five senses, he is а Fellowcraft Mason, 
mistaking his human education for divine wisdom.

He is ashamed before the blade of 
grass or the blowing rose. These roses under my win- 
dow make no reference to former roses or to better 
ones; they exist with God today. There is no time to 
them. There is simply the rose; it is perfect in every 
moment of its existence. Before a leaf bud has burst. 
its whole life acts; in the full blown flower there is no 
noise; in the leafless root there is no less. [ts nature is 
satisfied, and it satisfies nature in all moments alike. 
There is no time to it. But man postpones or remem- 
bers; he does not live in the present, but with reverted 
eyes laments the past, or, heedless of the riches that sur- 
round him, stands on tiptoe to forsee the future. He 
cannot be happy and strong until he, too, lives with 
nature in the present, above time. | 

This should be plain enough; yet see what strong 
intellects dare not yet hear God himself unless he speak 
the phraseology of I know not what— David, or Jere- 
miath, or Paul. We shall not always set so great a 
price on a few texts, on a few lives. We are like 
children who repeat by note the sentences of grand- 
dames and tutors, and, as they grow older, of the men 
of talents and character they chance to see, painfully 
recollecting the exact words they spoke. Afterward, 
when they come into the point of view which those had 
who uttered these sayings, they understand them and 
are willing to let the words go, for at any time they 
can use words as good when occasion comes. So was 
it with us, so will it be, if we proceed. It is as easy for the 
strong man to be strong as it is for the weak to be weak. 
When we have new perception we shall gladly disbur- 
den the memory of its hoarded treasures as old rubbish. 
When a man lives with God, his voice shall be as sweet 
as the murmur of the brooks and the rustle of the corn. 
— Emerson.

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THE MAN WHO KNEW 


Coda. HE Jew boy who grew to manhood at 
П hard labor among the hills of Galilee 
knew what he was talking about. Four 
men, intimate with him during the years 
of his public activity, wrote their mem- 


19 ories of some of his doings and sayings: 


r and one of the four. John, especially re- 


ported his rules for living a successful and dominant 
life. John's conclusion, after the death of Jesus, is 
summed up in the statement: Friends, even if our 
heart should not discover it, we have free approach to 
God; and what we may ask we shall receive from him 
when we regard his commands and practice those vir- 
tues in his sight." 

All four of the reports of his rules for a successful 
life correspond in all their essential details. It is fair 
and reasonable to suppose that the statements of these 
intimates of this rugged Jewish reformer, this simple 
carpenter of Nazareth, express clearly his rules for a 
powerful, happy life. We will consider the reported 
words of Jesus only. His rules for getting what you 
may desire are direct and easily understood if we take 
him at his word. 

"Ask and it will be given to you, . . . for who- 
ever asks will receive!" Every one of the four men 
who reported his sayings and doings are sure this is 
what he said. Repeated again and again is the advice 
or order that we must "ask" always with the assurance 
that we shall receive. There is no question or doubt 
that what we ask for in the right way we shall receive. 
“I therefore tell you that whatever you ask for, believe 
that you receive it; and it [the thing vou ask for] 
will come to you. 

This man, whose life and words we are here con- 
sidering, made the blind see, cured the insane, made 


the deaf hear, the lame walk, the dumb talk sad said 
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that if we asked in the right way all the things of the 
world would be subject to us. Не said, "If you only 
believe, all is possible to the believer." And this man 
made good, he delivered the goods, he was a practical 
dreamer, a man who did things. 

“The ideas that I have expressed to you are spirit 
and are life. . . . The Spirit is the lifegiver." Our 
life is an idea! A lot of thoughts that we are thinking 
is our life!“ Cod is Spirit and those worshipping 
him must worship him in Spirit and in truth. . . . The 
ideas that I have expressed to you are Spirit.” God is 
Spirit, the Great Idea, the Great Spirit, the Limitless 
Conception, the Universal Thought, the Creator and 
the Created, all that is is his idea, his Spirit! 

We can have anything we ask for and there is 
everything in the Universe! What shall we ask for 
frst? The instruction of the boy of Galilee regarding 
what is the frst and most important thing to secure is 
definite and clear; and without the nght guidance in 
our asking we are sure to go astray and not get the 
things that will make us happy. 

So that there might not be any question in our 
minds as to the "things" to which he referred he specific- 
ally mentioned the grocery, the house rent and clothes 
problems. Не said that, as important as they might 
seem to be, to take that part of life as incidental and 
that it would be cared for in lavish style, that the first, 
the important, basic, primal, requisite matter that should 
occupy our minds, our lives, our most serious attention 
was to "secure first the Kingdom of God and his right- 
eousness and all these things will be ready," and he 
adds, "the Kingdom of God exists within yourselves." 

Secure first the Kingdom of God within ourselves? 
Kingdom of God? Secure it? How? If the secur- 
ing of this Kingdom of God and the right acting that 
comes with it will make all our desires real, make all 
our dreams come true, here is the very clue we are 
wert for! Here is the magic carpet, the Aladdin 
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lamp, the fairy wand that will make this a wonderful 
life indeed, a life in the land of a wonderful loving 
God. 

When you have secured this Kingdom, made it 
your conscious daily life, “all these things will be ready 
for you!" Yes, that is always what "happens" when 
we first make a working connection between our outer, 
our objective consciousness and our subjective or spir- 
itual mind, when we make the securing of the King- 
dom of God the principal object of our daily life. 
That is surely what the wise, wonderful lad of Galilee 
told his friends. Апа he told them how to enter this 
beautiful land, this Kingdom of God where all our 
wishes are fulfilled—he told how to secure this con- 
sciousness of limitless Love and provision for every de- 
sire of our hearts.

Let the purpose of your life be 
to show this love in your work—every move of it every 
day—and you will become a master of Life as he is.

If the thing you are doing is not easy and the bur- 
den light, you may be sure that you are not acting ac- 
cording to the rules. Love on another, not one himself. 
"Gentle and kind-hearted, my way is easy and my bur- 
den light!” That sounds attractive and worth while! 
"Easy!" "Light!" "All these ‘things’ ready, ask and 
it will be given to vou!“ And all this time we have 
been having this struggle and strain! What is the use 
when the way is easy and the work light? 

“If my teaching remains іп you, what you may wish 
you shall ask for and it will come to you.” What you 
may wish will come to you! Can this be really true? 
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Those are the words. What you may ask will come to 
you, be "ready" for you, if you first secure this King- 
dom of God that is within you. Not once but many, 
many times this same statement. When you do obey 
this command that you love one another—if you do 
frst secure the kingdom that is yours, when you do 
love in the way he directs, if his teaching does remain in 
you, then what vou may wish will come to you. The 
power to make your desires appear comes to you with 
his teaching. This being true, to get at his teaching 
seems rather important.

Father, is waiting for you to claim your own—waiting 
to give you what is yours now. The may is always 
open for you, on the above terms, to the land of happi- 
ness, and the fulfillment of your dreams.—M. .

SUNDAY, JULY 28. 


FRIENDSHIP OF DAVID AND JONATHAN— 
I Samuel 20:30-42. 


30. Then Saul's anger was kindled against Jonathan, 
and he said unto him, Thou son of a perverse rebellious 
woman, do not I know that thou hast chosen the son of 
Jesse to thine own shame, and unto the shame of thy 
mother's nakedness? 

31. For as long as the son of Jesse liveth upon the 
ground, thou shalt not be established, nor thy kingdom. 
Wherefore now send and fetch him unto me, for he shall 
surely die. 

32. And Jonathan answered Saul his father, and said 
unto him, Wherefore should he be put to death? what 
hath he done? 

33. And Saul cast his spear at him to smite him; 
whereby Jonathan knew that it was determined of his father 
to put David to death. 

34. So Jonathan arose from the table in fierce anger, 
and did eat no food the second day of the month; for he 
was grieved for David, because his father had done him 
shame.

42. And Jonathan said to David, Go in peace, for- 
asmuch as we have sworn both of us in the name of Je- 
hovah, saying, Jehovah shall be between me and thee, and 
between my seed and thy seed, for ever. And he arose and 
departed: and Jonathan went into the city. 

SILENT PRAYER: The Lord shall be between me

With a few hints, the student can interpret these les- 
sons for himself. 

Saul, Jonathan, David, represent three departments 
of one man's consciousness. 

Saul is the Will, functioning in the limitations of 

David is Love, quickened, but not yet in control. 

Jonathan is the Soul, the son, or result of the activ- 
ity of the Will. The Soul pervades the whole man as a 
unifying principle, but is especially attracted to the love- 
center. "He loved David as his own soul." 

The soul is both masculine and feminine. The 
thoughts that emanate from the will are masculine, 
those that emanate from the heart are feminine. Jona- 
than is from the Will or the head, hence masculine. 

In verse 4, Jonathan as soul identity is revealed 
where he is made to say to David. Whatsoever thy 
soul desireth, I will even do it for thee." 

It is the nature of the soul to gladly and willingly do 
the bidding of Love. 

The Will functioning in sense consciousnes, would 
destroy its soul (son Jonathan) and Innate Love 
(David). (Verse 33). 

The shooting of arrows by Jonathan in the direction 
of David represents the sending forth of thoughts of 
love with a definite object. When the soul desires a 
stronger union with Love it must express it in thoughts 
directed toward the heart-center. These thoughts do 
not become an abiding part of consciousness but are 
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merely used to open the way, carrying out a previously 
understood arrangement or law of man's being. 

The little lad who gathered up the arrows represents 
the external consciousness. "As soon as the lad was 
gone, David arose out of a place toward the south." 
This means that when we have sent away the external 
consciousness, with it thoughts (arrows), Love (David) 
arises out of a place in the subconscious (south). 

Then there follows a deep and strong union be- 
tween Soul and Love. This unity is not of the temporal 
life of the outer, but has laid hold of the eternal. “The 
Lord shall be between me and thee, and between my 
seed and thy seed, forever." 


SUNDAY, AUGUST 4. 
DAVID SPARES SAUL’S LIFE.—I Sam. 26:17-25. 


17. And Saul knew David's voice, and said, Is this 
thy voice, my son David? And David said, It is my voice, 
my lord, O king. 

18. And he said, Wherefore doth my lord pursue 
after his servant? for what have I done? or what evil is in 
my hand? 

19. Now therefore, I pray thee, let my lord the king 
hear the words of his servant. If it be Jehovah that hath 
stirred thee up against me, let him accept an offering: but 
if it be the children of men, cursed be they before Jehovah; 
for they have driven me out this day that I should not cleave 
Su the inheritance of Jehovah, saying, Go, serve other 
gods. 

20. Now therefore, let not my blood fall to the earth 
away from the presence of Jehovah: for the king of Israel 
is come out to seek a flea, as when one doth hunt a partridge 
in the mountains. 

21. Then said Saul, I have sinned: return, my son 
David; for I will no more do thee harm, because my life 
was precious in thine eyes this day: behold, I have played 
the fool, and have erred exceedingly. 

22. And David answered and said, Behold the spear, 
O king! let then one of the young men come over and fetch it. 

23. And Jehovah will render to every man his right- 
eousness and his faithfulness; forasmuch as Jehovah de- 
livered thee into my hand today, and I would not put forth 
my hand against Jehovah's anointed. 
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24. And, behold, as thy life was much set by this day 
in mine eyes, so let my life be much set by in the eyes of 
Jehovah, and let him deliver me out of all tribulation. 

25. '[hen Saul said to David, Blessed be thou, my 
son David: thou shalt both do mightily, and shalt surely 
prevail. So David went his way, and Saul returned to his 
place. 


SILENT PRAYER: The Lord shall render to every 
man his righteousness and his faithfulness. 


Even the perverse will is softened, and manifests a 
forgiving, relenting spirit when it sees the magnanimity 
of an enemy. 

The war between the head and the heart is for con- 
trol. Saul, the head, feels that he is being gradually 
undermined by the heart, and will eventually lose his 
kingdom. Jealousy is the root of the adverse, destruc- 
tive thought which Saul sends out to kill David. 

The Will (Saul) is directing the affairs of man 
under sufferance. The Will could be deposed if the 
mightier power, Love, would so decree. But it is never 
the desire of Love to destroy. Love is always pro- 
tective, constructive. 

The arrogant Will thinks that its dictates shall pre- 
vail always, but there are laws of action and reaction 
in the realms external where it functions. Activity in 
sense consciousness is followed by sleep, and it is in this 
quietness of the senses that man places himself in the 
power of his better nature. 

In the acknowledgment by Saul that he had sinned 
we have the evidence of the developing soul that it is 
in the wrong. 

Confession is good for man. Self analysis is a 
necessary movement in the mind of the neophyte. If 
your course has been unjust, and your better nature 
makes an appeal for its rights, you will do well to ad- 
mit, with Saul, "I have played the fool.” 

When man takes this attitude he feels an awaken- 
ing of the Divine impulses of his soul. He grows closer 
to God by becoming God-like in thought and act. 
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Saul realized that as David had spared his life so 
would the Lord deliver him out of tribulation. 

In the state of mind where the soul sees the final 
ascendency of the Law of Love it acknowledges as 
did Saul, that Love shall surely prevail. Blessed be 
thou, my son David: thou shalt both do mightily, and 
shalt surely prevail." 


SUNDAY, AUGUST 11 


SAUL AND JONATHAN SLAIN IN BATTLE. 
I Samuel 31:1-13. 


1. Now the Philistines fought against Israel: and the 
men of Israel fled from before the Philistines, and fell down 
slain in mount Gilboa. 

2. And the Philistines followed hard upon Saul and 
upon his sons; and the Philistines slew Jonathan, and 
Abinadab, and Malchi-shua, the sons of Saul. 

3. And the battle went sore against Saul, and the 
archers overtook him; and he was greatly distressed by rea- 
son of the archers. 

4. Then said Saul to his armorbearer, Draw thy sword, 
and thrust me through therewith, lest these uncircumcised 
come and thrust me through, and abuse me. But his armor- 
bearer would not; for he was sore afraid. Therefore Saul 
took his sword, and fell upon it. 

5. And when his armorbearer saw that Saul was dead, 
he likewise fell upon his sword, and died with him. 

6. So Saul died, and his three sons, and his armor- 
bearer, and all his men, that same day together. 

7. And when the men of Israel that were on the other 
side of the valley, and they that were beyond the Jordan, saw 
that the men of Israel fled, and that Saul and his sons were 
dead, they forsook the cities, and fled; and the Philistines 
came and dwelt in them. 

8. And it came to pass on the morrow, when the 
Philistines came to strip the slain, that they found Saul and 
his three sons fallen in mount Gilboa. 

9. And they cut off his head, and stripped off his 
armor, and sent into the land of the Philistines round about, 
to carry the tidings unto the house of their idols, and to the 
people. 

10. And they put his armor in the house of Ash- 
taroth; and they fastened his body to the wall of Beth-shan. 
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11. And when the inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead heard 
concerning him that which the Philistines had done to Saul, 

12. All the valiant men arose, and went all night, and 
took the body of Saul and the bodies of his sons from the 
wall of Beth-shan; and they came to Jabesh, and burnt them 
there. 

13. And they took their bones, and buried them under 
the tamarisk-tree in Jabesh, and fasted seven days.

confident of Divine Protection. 


Everything in man that does not recognize and ac- 
knowledge its source in God, must finally die to things 
spiritual. This is the death of Saul and Jonathan. 

Neither Saul nor Jonathan were wholly dedicated 
to the Lord. They stood alone in personal conscious- 
ness, and Saul's insanity was the epilepsy that accom- 
panies excessive personality. Jonathan's love for David 
was personal—he was not in spiritual understanding. 

Not having the resource of the Spirit, Personal Will 
and Personal Consciousness grow weaker and weaker 
until the Philistines, representing thoughts in open re- 
bellion against all spiritual law, destroy them. 

History says that Israel fought with the Philistines 
for over a century. These aliens in the Promised Land 
represent the narrow, ignorant, rebellious thoughts that 
even the spiritually minded harbor. 

The Philistines worshiped Ashtaroth instead of Je- 
hovah. They were idol worshipers and in this respect in 
direct opposition to the Israelites, who made no graven 
image of Jehovah. 

However, until the Will is regenerated it is subject 
to thoughts of materiality, and unless it is strictly loyal 
to Divine Law, will finally be overwhelmed by these 
Philistines of the mind. 

On one side Saul was open to Spirit and was often 
guided by Jehovah. But he was not loyal to Jehovah. 
When his error thoughts obscured his inspiration and the 
Almighty answered him not "by dreams, nor by Urim. 
пог by prophets,” Saul disguised himself and went to 
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the woman at Endor "who hath a familiar Spirit." 
(See I Samuel 28). Saul had the woman call up 
Samuel, just as mediums do in this day, and she told 
him what the prophet said. Samuel protested against 
being disturbed in his rest, and incidentally revealed 
the condition of those who have left their bodies. 

It is not lawful to consult the dead, even though it 
be a great prophet. Isaiah says, "And when they 
shall say unto you, Seek unto them that have familiar 
spirits and unto the wizards, that chirp and that mutter; 
should not a people seek unto their God? on behalf of 
the living should they seek unto the dead?" 

Had Saul followed the law he would have pa- 
tiently waited on the Lord until he got his answer direct. 
When we place anybody or anything between ourselves 
and our Indwelling Lord we weaken our power and the 
adverse thoughts overwhelm us just as they did Saul.

DAVID MADE KING OVER JUDAH AND 
ISRAEL.—II Samuel 2:1-7; 5:1-5. 


l. And it came to pass after this, that David inquired 
of Jehovah, saying, Shall I go up into any of the cities of 
Judah? And Jehovah said unto him, Go up. And David 
said, Whither shall I go up? Апа he said, Unto Hebron. 

2. So David went up thither, and his two wives also, 
Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and Abigail the wife of Nabal the 
Carmelite. 

3. Апа his men that were with him did David bring 
up, every man with his household: and they dwelt in the 
cities of Hebron. 

4. And the men of Judah came, and there they 
anointed David king over the house of Judah. And they 
told David, saying, The men of Jabesh-gilead were they that 
buried Saul. 

5. And David sent messengers unto the men of Jabesh- 
gilead, and said unto them, Blessed be ye of Jehovah, that 
ye have showed this kindness unto your lord, even unto Saul, 
and have buried him. 

6. And now Jehovah show lovingkindness and truth 
unto you: and I also will requite you this kindness, because 
ye have done this thing. 
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/. Now therefore let your hands be strong, and be ye 
valiant; for Saul your lord is dead, and also the house of 
Judah have anointed me king over them. 

Then came all the tribes of Israel to David unto 
Hebron, and spake, saying, Behold, we are thy bone and 
thy flesh. 

2. In times past, when Saul was king over us, it was 
thou that leddest out and broughtest in Israel: and Jehovah 
said to thee, Thou shalt be shepherd of my people Israel, 
and thou shalt be prince over Israel. 

3. So all the elders of Israel came to the king to 
Hebron; and king David made a covenant with them in 
Hebron before Jehovah: and they anointed David king 
over Israel. 

4. David was thirty years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned forty years. 

5. In Hebron he reigned over Judah seven years and 
six months; and in Jerusalem he reigned thirty and three 
vears over all Israel and Judah. 

SILENT PRAYER: My Wisdom and my Love are 


united in Christ Jesus in me. 


Love does not at once master the whole man. Two 
tribes, Israel and Judah, are under the rule of David. 
These represent the highest realms of consciousness. 
David was told by the Lord to “Go up.” Judah 
means praise or prayer, and has its center in the top 
head. 

The union of the head and heart was in the begin- 
ing subjective. Ishbosheth, a younger son of Saul, 
with his general, Abner, ruled the ten tribes and over- 
came the Philistines. Afterward all were subject to 
David. 

Where there is a conscious subjective unity of head 
and heart victory is assured. Man can overcome every 
enemy, and establish a great kingdom, as did David, 
by uniting and harmonizing the spiritual forces of his 
being. 

David was made king over Israel—Love rules in 
spiritual consciousness. 

The brain of Love is the heart center, but there 
must be union between Wisdom and Love—head and 
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heart. David asked of the Lord if he should go up 
into any of the cities of Judah, and the Lord said unto 
him, "Go up. . . . Unto Hebron." 

Judah means praise, prayer. It is that place in con- 
sciousness where we come in touch with the highest ac- 
tivities of Divine Mind. Phrenology points out that 
the top head is the seat of reverence or spirituality. Di- 
vine Science corroborates this. When we pray we roll 
our eyes up, showing that our center of thought is in 
the top brain. 

Hebron is the front brain, the seat of conscious 
thought. When the Lord told David to go up to the 
cities of Judah, and especially Hebron, he was pointing 
the way to a harmonious cooperation between the in- 
dwelling Love in the heart and the Understanding in 
the head. 

The gathering of the tribes of Israel at Hebron 20 
acknowledge David as King represents the conscious 
recognition by all the thoughts that Love shall reign 
supreme in consciousness. Love shall henceforth feed 
the thoughts (the people) and Love shall be prince over 
Israel. 

This union of head and heart is the next great 
movement of God in the whole race. Out of the house 
of David has come Christ Jesus and his reign shall 
cover the earth.

There is a great difference between conservation 
and hoarding or saving. Please see the article we have 
marked in the inclosed booklet, "Questions and Answers 
No. 10.” The booklets, Conservation“ and "The 
Saving Habit," as well as the article, "The Simple Life 
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in Demonstrating Prosperity," will give you some very 
helpful ideas along the line of conservation. 

Because there is abundance is no reason why any- 
thing should be wasted. We believe that the present 
rules for conserving certain foods, which our government 
is at present trying to enforce, have at the foundation 
the power of God working to bring about the good of 
the American people. In the first place it will help 
them to overcome to a great extent at least, the extreme 
wastefulness which is practiced in this country. This 
waste of substance exists not only in the matter of food, 
but through the hurry and worry of fast living and lack 
of the conservation idea, the very substance and life- 
forces of the peoples's minds and bodies are being 
thrown away. The thought of conservation of food 
will lead to the conservation of the forces of the body 
and thus great good will result. When one eats more 
than he needs a great amount of strength and reserve 
force is needed to care for the extra food and to get it 
out of the system, that illness may not result. Conser- 
vation may help to eliminate much of the over-eating 
to which we are addicted. Conservation of the life 
forces of the body has been the keynote of our teaching 
for many years. 

We especially give thanks for the government rules 
governng meat. People are being taught everywhere 
that they can live a day or two without eating dead 
animals. This is a step in the right direction, and when 
they learn to do without flesh altogether, as they surely 
will, they will be very much healthier. 

Anyone who understands food values will tell you 
that sugar, candy and pastries are unnecessary and 
should not be eaten except in very small quantities. 
There is plenty of sugar in the fruits and vegetables that 
we eat, especially if they are eaten in their natural, 
uncooked state. We do not need artificial sweets nor 
cooked food. 


When, however. these rules are being enforced 
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more and more, we cannot help thinking about the 
prophecies in the Bible concerning the ruling of the 
nations with а rod of iron" when Christ first sets up his 
kingdom in this earth. The inhabitants, many of them 
at least, will no doubt be forced at first to do right, 
until they come to see the wisdom of righteousness. 
These changes in the habits of living will be easy to 
those who have, through meditation on the law of God 
and waiting on the Lord in prayer, learned how to eat 
and drink and do all things to the glory of God, and 
incidentally, to their own well-being. 

There is abundance provided on this earth for all 
people. They but need to learn how to use and share 
it properly, when lack will be done away with entirely, 
and abundance to meet every need of those who ob- 
serve God's Law, will be sure and certain always.

Like all other parables in the Bible, the most im- 
portant meaning of the parable of the “Unjust Stew- 
ard" is the spiritual meaning. 

In this parable the Master is the Spirit; the steward 
is Man, the Son of God, to whom the Master has in- 
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trusted the care of his Substance, Life, Love and all 
he possesses. 

The Master has put a just price on all this and it 
is ours to use without limit, providing it is not used un- 
justly, that is, in a selfish, personal way. It is to be 
used only for universal good. 

But man, becoming conceited of his powers, has 
disregarded the commands of the Master, and has en- 
deavored to pervert this Life Substance of Spirit to his 
selfish use. This has led to the wasting of it, in 
thoughts and deeds that are far from being for the uni- 
versal good. 

But a time comes when man must render an account 
of his stewardship. Those who report a misuse, or 
waste of Substance are the vital organs of the body, the 
life organs, the eyes, the ears, etc. The report is mis- 
called by man an illness, or a lack of health. In reality 
there is no lack of any kind, for the Master's supply is 
inexhaustible. The apparent lack is simply a warning 
that the time for rendering an account is at hand. 

When this time comes man is greatly disturbed, for 
no one wants to give up his body, and he looks within 
himself for a cause, and a cure, of the failing life forces. 
The wise man heeds the warning; the wisdom of the 
inner Intelligence recognizes the error of his ways, stops 
the mental and practiced habits that are the cause of 
the waste, and returns to the Law of righteousness, like 
a prodigal son. It is this that pleases the Master; it is 
the Spirit of true contrition, love and obedience which 
wins his praise and approval. 

The unwise man “dodges” the truth shown to him 
by the inner Spirit, and turns from God to external 
remedies. In his wild effort to keep his life and vitality, 
and at the same time enjoy his appetites, pleasures and 
dissipations, man has resorted to the most diabolical, 
unreasonable remedies, cures and charms of which his 
human mind can conceive. This has led his mind to 
conceive and create ideals and reasonings that are di-

(error). However, these error thoughts are not to be 
hated or condemned, for condemnation is not a con- 
dition of Divine Mind.

Being is / Ат апа it creates states of consciousness 
by the power of its Word. All centers in Being that 
have the power to say / Am are by their Word creating 
states of consciousness. Man in this state of existence 
has established twelve states of consciousness, which 
have centers in his body. When the / Am is centered 
in the head man generates intelligence; when centered 
at the heart he generates Love; when centered at the 
pit of the stomach he generates Substance; when cen- 
tered in the generative organs he generates Life.

BELIEVING AND HEALING 


] am aware that Jesus and the apostles healed all man- 
ner of sickness, but what assurance is there that God is 
willing in this age to cure all who will ask in faith>—* * * 

God has indicated clearly in the Bible that sickness 
among the Israelites was due to their disobedience or 
wrong doing, and he positively promised to take all 
sickness from among them on the sole condition of obedi- 
ence. Evidently obedience to infinite Wisdom removes 
the cause of sickness, and health is the natural result. 
Obedience implies faith and love on the part of the indi- 
vidual, for only faith and love can serve "God with joy- 
fulness, and with gladness of heart." (See Deut. 28:1- 
14, 47; 7:15; Ex. 15:26, 27; 23:25.) 

Under the Jewish dispensation the obedient in faith 
and love could say: “Bless the Lord, O my soul; and 
all that is within me bless his holy name . . . who 
healeth all thy diseases." And under that dispensation 
David could pray that God's "saving health" should 
be "known among all nations" (Psalms 42:11; 
67:2.) 

Surely, under the Christian. dispensation, it is pos- 
sible to know as much, if not more, of God's saving 
health that healeth all diseases, than under the old dis- 
pensation! 

It was by healing all the sick who had faith enough 
to ask for health, that Jesus fulfilled the prophecy that 
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he would "himself take our infirmities and heal our 
sicknesses," so the apostle informs us. (Matt. 8:17.) 
In that day, as in this, those who through unbelief 
neglected to ask the Christ-Spirit to heal all their sick- 
ness, and to become their health, prevented Jesus from 
fulfilling to them the promise in that prophecy. Jesus 
said to the unbelieving Jews: “Үе will not come unto 
me that ye might have Life; and he declared also that 
they had allowed unbelief to shut their eyes, ears and 
understanding and thus prevent him from healing them. 
(Matt. 13:15; John 5:40; 10:10; 6:53-63.) Un- 
belief is robbing the church in this day in like manner: 
the unbelieving are neglecting or refusing to let Jesus 
- Christ remove their infirmities and heal their sicknesses, 
and become their life and health. The unbelieving 
Jews thought they had life and health; some have yet 
to learn that they cannot truly have either life or health 
except in unity with the Christ-Spirit, in which is Life, 
and that only in unity with Christ is man complete, or 
whole man (Col. 2:10), free from error and conse- 
quent evils. 

Christ in us is the only sure hope of true glory in the 
present, as well as in the future, because this Christ- 
Spirit embodied within us, communing with us as prom- 
ised, is the only infallible guide of thought, word and 
deed, into all Truth—t is the center by which Wisdom- 
ideas are inspired from divine Understanding; it should 
be the "head" of the individual, and until this relation- 
ship is established the individual is incomplete, and 
errant in thought, word and deed. 

It may have seemed shocking to those very religious 
Pharisees when Jesus told them positively: “Үе have 
no Life in you.” [t was contrary to their theories and 
beliefs. They felt sure that they had life and were 
enjoying health, but they had neither life nor health— 
the unregenerated individual, not yet reborn of the 
Spirit, is simply "dying until dead;" that is his nearest 
approach to possessing either Life or Health. 
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In the Christ-Spirit is the one and only real, true 
Life, and it must be assimilated and embodied by the 
individual in order to enter into that essential, mutual 
unity prayed for by Jesus Christ-—" Ye in me, and I in 
you." The Holy Spirit is working in every individual, 
inspiring all, both to will and to do the Wisdom-will, 
thus operating to establish that mutual unification. 
This unification with the Christ-Spirit by which we be- 
come partakers of the divine Nature, may be ours to 
the extent that we accept it in faith and love. 

The promise of the Spirit is free to all—as many as 
have faith enough to call upon God (Acts 2:1-39); 
this Spirit imparts its power or gifts to all who embody 
it, so as to fit each individual to fulfill his work as a 
member in the Christ body. We should not be ignorant 
regarding these spiritual gifts. (See Eph. 4:11-16; I 
Cor. 12:1-31; Matt. 10:8; Mark 16:18.) Paul tells 
us these gifts were designed to remain in the church 
until, by their assistance, all should attain to the "meas- 
ure of the stature of the fullness of Christ." The Spirit 
empowers certain members as healers for all manner of 
sickness, and the church is commanded to call in these 
divinely empowered healers to heal the penitent sick. 
(See James 5:14-16.) James says that the "prayer 
of faith shall save the sick and the Lord shall raise him 
up." If the present-day churches have no members 
able to pray the prayer of faith, evidently it is not living 
up to its privileges—it has fallen far into unbelief. 

But the best evidence that God is willing to heal all 
and be the health of all in this age, is the fact that God 
is now healing hundreds who are asking in simple, living 
faith. Many of these cures are instantaneous and re- 
markable. 

The statement that, "To him that believeth all 
things are possible," is not limited to any age nor to 
any people. 

“If ye abide in me and my words abide in you, ye 
shall ask what ye will and it shall be done unto you." 
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This promise is to any and all who "abide," irrespective 
of time, place, or people. 

"If our heart [its love] condemns us not, then have 
we confidence toward God, and whatsoever we ask we 
receive of him, because we keep his commandments and 
do those things that are pleasing in his sight." This 
statement is just as true regarding individuals in this 
age as in any age. 

“This is his commandment, that we should believe 
on the name of his Son Jesus Christ, and love one an- 
other." Faith and love constitute the righteousness that 
is of God; there is no self-righteousness in it, for it is 
inspired by and is the gift of the Spirit of Life, Love, 
Wisdom and Truth. 

The Bible is full of promises that make it as clear 
as words can make it, that God is willing and waiting 
to supply all our needs according to his riches in glory, 
in so far as we are prepared to accept it in faith and use 
it in love. 

Let us be careful therefore “‘lest a promise being 
left us of entering to his rest, any of us should seem to 
come short of it.”

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"IN GOD WE TRUST" 


President Wilson's proclamation that all people 
observe May 30th as a "day of fasting and prayer" 
has set into action a wave of spiritual faith. and trust 
in the minds of all those who believe in the power of 
God. The war-stricken people of Europe have prayed 
for peace ever since the beginning of the conflict, and 
we are informed that their churches that were sparingly 
attended before the war, are now filled to the doors. 

This dependence upon a higher power to solve the 
great problems of life that confront the human family, 
must become more pronounced before we shall find the 
basis of permanent peace. 

The whole world needs educating in the Truths 
taught by Jesus. When every government on earth 
recognizes the law stated by Jesus to be the "whole 
law," then and then only will men find the standard 
of true interrelation. This law which, men are discov- 
ering is the foundation of peaceful existence, was given 
by Jesus in these few words: Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind. This is the great and first com- 
mandment. Апа the second like unto it is this, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. Оп these two com- 
mandments hangeth the whole law, and the prophets.” 

"In God we trust," spoken silently and aloud by a 
million people every day will have more power in har- 
monizing the violence of human strife than all the plans 
and inventions of теп. The acknowledgment of this 
mighty truth is spreading over our land, and we are all 
helping to make it universal. Here is a clipping from 
the Washington Times, showing what is being done 
in our national capitol to this end: 

"At midday from now until the end of the war Wash- 
ington will stand at reverent attention for a moment of in- 
trospection and prayer to God to watch over our forces on 
land and sea—abroad and at home. 
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At midday, as the workers lay aside their tasks for the 
noon rest, as the children arise from their desks before leav- 
ing school, an Angelus will be rung in every tower where a 
bell hangs—the signal in the Nation's capital for a prayer 
to God from every heart. 

“This announcement comes as the result of a series of 
meetings of representative citizens of the city held in the 
board room of the District Building, called to order by 
Commissioner Brownlow and presided over by the Rev. Dr. 
Wallace Redcliffe, pastor of the New York Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church. 

“The suggestion for a daily Angelus was lauded by a 
dozen speakers, clergymen and laymen being represented in 
the talks before the meeting. At the end of the discussion 
a motion that the noon hour be observed all over the city was 
unanimously adopted.” 

What they are doing in Great Britain is told in 
the following letter from Beatrix Isabel Collinson: 

In the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
the noon hour is generally known as The hour of Interces- 
sion, and is observed by all denominations as the hour for 
asking protection for the forces on land and sea. 

In a London "Times" of last February was a letter sug- 
gesting that at this hour the National Anthem be uniformly 
used by all as the prayer covering all needs. 

An American resident of Belfast, Ireland, writing to a 
relative here mentioned how the twelfth of July" (the 
holiday of Unionist Ireland) was observed two years ago 
there. Instead of the customary picnics and beating of 
drums, there was held a Silent Prayer Service of five min- 
utes, prayers being offered for those at that time battling at 
the Somme. This lady was in the center of that busy city 
when the clock struck twelve; instantly her car stopped and 
every other vehicle in sight, both public and private; men, 
women and children stood with bowed heads on the streets, 
in the offices, in the shops, wherever the hour found them. 
Over the great city, which had sent so many of her sons to 
the fields of France, fell a great hush—five minutes of potent 
silence! 

In a Daily Mirror," London, for March, I saw a 
letter from the Bishop of London asking a similar observ- 
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ance for London all during Holy Week—this as well as the 
regular church noon hour intercession. 

All signs are pointing towards an increasing unanimity 
and knowledge of the power of prayer, and I thought you 
might be interested in these incidents. They shall all 
know me, from the least unto the greatest.”

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THE METAPHYSICS OF ORDER 
CHARLES FILLMORE

LL SANE people acknowledge the ne- 
11 cessity of observing some law in their 
daily living, but the great majority have 
. a human standard. Now the whole 
ТЙ тїт race is awakening to the knowledge of 
— a Higher Source, and more people are 
uM every day giving attention to the law of 
Spirit in their lives. 

Order is heaven’s first law. When we receive more 
spiritual life it is necessary that it be put in right rela- 
tion. If not so ordered, mental discord will ensue. This 
applies to all we do. Everything must be in order. If 
you affirm prosperity, that too must be brought into or- 
derly conditions. You may be declaring life and pros- 
perity and at the same time be holding some disorgan- 
izing thought. This will produce inharmony and dis- 
cord in your affairs. Lack of orderly arrangement of 
thought is responsible for many delayed demonstrations. 

We find in the Scriptures constant reference in sym- 
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bols, and also direct commands, to order as a funda- 
mental law of the universe and of man. There must be 
order in the spiritual life as well as the material. All 
peoples have observed this, and especially the people of 
God. Paul said, "Let all things be done decently and 
in order.” 

The whole world has changed in the last decade in 
the matter of order. Not so many years ago the average 
business man piled his letters together on his desk and 
had to tumble them all over to find what he wanted. 
Now he has a card index and he knows from a glance 
at the card just where to find the particular letter or 
paper that he wants. 

Y ou have probably all had experience with people 
who sell books, encyclopedias for instance, for one 
dollar down and one dollar a month as long as you 
live. These firms have a "follow-up" system. You get 
a nice letter telling you the merits of the book, and if 
you do not answer you get another one, in just one 
month, suggesting that you cannot get along without 
their book. If this letter is not heeded, a third one comes 
telling you that you simply cannot exist without that 
book. By this time, perhaps, the "follow-up" system 
has begun to take hold of you and you have a feeling 
that after all that book is an absolute necessity in your 
life. You have come under the spell of the "follow-up" 
suggestion system of the man behind the letter. 

This orderly system of thought-suggestion is widely 
used in the business world, and unless you are strong in 
your own conviction as to what your needs are, you 
will be loaded up with many things for which you have 
no use. The remedy is, establish yourself in the spir- 
itual law. You will come under one or the other of 
these laws, the man-made or the spiritual, and it is for 
you to choose which is best. 

You want to know, then, the metaphysics of order. 
How shall you order your life by the Divine plan? By 
laying down as a truth that there is such a plan and by 
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making it yours through affirming your oneness with 
the Omnipresent Divine Mind, in which that plan exists 
in its righteousness. Say: “I, as the offspring of God 
and his executive power, am one with his perfect wis- 
dom now ordering my life into Divine Harmony." Ask 
for—then affirm the Divine Order. Put yourself in 
touch with Spirit. Then you will come into conscious- 
ness of a new world in thought and act and find your- 
self doing many things differently, because the orderly 
mind that directs the universe is working through you. 
It will not be long until you break forth in original 
ways of doing many things; changes will come in the 
way you eat and dress, in the way you write your let- 
ters, and in everything that you do. A harmonious re- 
lation will be established in all of your ways. "Things 
that were out of harmony will easily adjust themselves 
when you open the way in your mind for the manifesta- 
tion of Divine Order. 

There is an orderly procedure in bringing forth man, 
even in the material sense. The birth of Jesus Christ is 
an example. His coming was foretold and arranged 
beforehand. It was not left to chance. His mother 
"magnified" the Lord before he was born. "This illus- 
trates that it is necessary to have order from the very 
beginning. The bringing forth of John the Baptist is 
an example of the coming of another state of conscious- 
ness, and the necessity of law and order in prenatal 
culture. 

The same law holds good in our houses and our 
food, in our daily intercourse with our fellows, in even 
the mottoes on our walls. Dr. Morgan, of London, 
was married when a young man, and his father, a strict 
religionist, came to see him. The father went all 
through the new home, then said to his son, "No man 
could tell whether this house was dedicated to God or 
the devil. There is nothing on the walls to indicate it." 
Dr. Morgan says he saw the point and did not fail to 
have his wall mottoes express his loyalty to God. The 
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power of the Word should be expressed in our houses. 
We should surround ourselves with words suggestive 
of spiritual things? If words count, and we know they 
do, should we not be careful of all, every idea, taken 
into consciousness through the eye as well as through 
the ear? 

From their inception to their expression, words are 
important. The law is fulfilled not only in mind but in 
manifestation also. Every suggestion that enters the 
mind brings forth like expression in act. The time is 
coming when it will be unlawful to print in the daily 
papers any record of crime or of anything that will 
bring discord into the lives of readers. Recently I read 
of a man who committed a crime, and in his pocket was 
found a newspaper clipping describing almost ident- 
ically the same criminal act. This was the fruit of 
suggestion. How many such suggestions does one large 
daily paper carry to its thousands of readers in its re- 
cital of the daily horrors that make up intense news? 
As the world comes more and more under the spiritual 
law, editors and publishers will not ask their readers 
what they want, but will give them what they should 
have for mental food. Апа as the people are raised 
to higher planes of consciousness they will demand 
reading of uplifting character. They will be just as 
careful what they read as they are now beginning to 
be of their foods. There will be the same demand for 
pure reading as for pure food. If it is against the law 
of thought to adulterate foods, how much more is it 
against the law of thought to adulterate the Truth. We 
can see the necessity of order and law according to 
Spirit. Every deteriorating thought should be kept out 
of our mental food, even more carefully than such ele- 
ments are kept out of our material food. 

This applies also to music. Is music in Divine 
Mind? Certainly. ‘The religious tendency of man's 
soul reaches out for expression in music. When our 
thoughts are in right relation, our nerves will not be 
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twinged by inharmonious song. We bring about what- 
ever we hold in thought. Our own does come to us. 
If we lay hold of Spirit only the Divine Harmony will 
be expressed in us, and the song celestial shall be sung 
by us. 

This spiritual law is operative in food and clothing. 
If we think about order and harmony our taste in seem- 
ing material things will change. We will desire the 
purest foods, and there will be more harmony їп the 
colors we choose to wear. "If God so clothe the lilies 
of the field will he not much more clothe you?" Some 
people think it impossible for man to be clothed like the 
lilies of the field. Ви if man stands above all cre- 
ation has he not power to clothe himself in the rich- 
ness and glory of Spint? Out of the air we may manu- 
facture the things we eat and wear. This is not a flight 
of fancy. Chemists are already considering the possi- 
bility. It is not an assumption of theoretical meta- 
physics that we may be able to make our food and 
clothing from the air, but a logical conclusion following 
the understanding of God as the Omnipresent Resource 
of all that appears. So long as we believe in the slow 
processes of what we call Nature, we shall place our- 
*elves under that kind of a law. But if we know the 
spiritual law, and the power of the Word, we shall 
bring into operation in our lives an entirely different law. 
Where is the limit to the power of thought? 

So let us begin anew, and lay down the law of 
order in all that we do. If there is a tendency to hurry, 
stop and affirm Divine Order and rest yourself in its 
pose. Geologists tell us that our world has been whirl- 
ing around the sun for over five hundred million years, 
and that man has been on the planet for over fifty mil- 
lion years. So you see there is no hurry. Remember 
that you live in eternity now. This thought of omni- 
present eternity will alleviate nervous tension. Put 
every thought and act under the Divine Law. Even if 
you think you are going to miss a car, do not hurry; 
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another car will be right along, and if your mind is m 
Divine Order, it will be your car. 

If you are disorderly and indefinite along any line, 
put yourself at once under the Order of Divine Mind, 
by affirming daily that the same Law that swings the 
stars in the cushioned ethers, is operative in and through 


your life and all your affairs.

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PURIFICATION, THE FOUNDATION 
PRINCIPLE OF SPIRITUAL 
DEVELOPMENT

=- 1 of a guilty conscience, and not until man 
— arrives at a point in his unfoldment 
where he has courage enough to face himself, so to 
speak, is he able to enter into the purification of his 
ideas, which are the impelling motive of his activities 
along апу line of expression. 

When the necessity of purification is mentioned, 
man naturally associates it with the idea of overcoming 
sexual tendencies. This is because man instinctively 
knows that the cause of his maladies is an inharmonious 
relation of his creative forces. But purification must be 
entered into along every line of expression in both mind 
and body, and while sex-impurity is recognized as the 
breeding place of all the ills of mankind, yet the primal 
cause of impurity is separation from God in the realm 
of ideas. 

Purification cannot be established in consciousness 
through suppression because expression is the law of 
gowth There is no growth without joyous activity, 
and this activity must have perfect expression in the 
realm of mind as well as in the manifest world. Simply 
reframing from doing that which might be detrimental 
is selfishness, and does not constitute a scientific step in 
building up a consciousness of purity, for purity must be 
based upon an unselfish and impersonal desire. “Who- 
soever would save his life shall lose it: and whosoever 
shall lose his life for my sake shall find it.” The de- 


sire to express the Divine Self, * 
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Spirit may be made manifest in the earth, is the only 
safe and legitimate motive upon which man may base 
his hope of freedom from fleshly limitations. 

It is an interesting fact that straightway after Jesus 
had been baptized by John, and approved by the 
Father, which symbolizes the fulfillment of his activity 
in the intellectual perception of Truth, and his readiness 
for a greater degree of unfoldment, he was led into the 
wilderness where he fasted forty days and forty nights. 
During this period of separating himself more fully from 
the demands of the flesh consciousness, he laid the foun- 
dation for the bringing forth of the Christ body, and 
entered more perfectly into the purification of the whole 
man. 

Traditional Christianity has held that Jesus wa: 
purity personified, but if we are to believe that he was 
tempted in all points, yet without sin, we must also come 
to the conclusion that the cause of his temptations lie in 
his own consciousness, and that through a law of mind 
action of like attracting like," he brought into expres- 
sion the opportunity to prove himself an overcomer of 
evil. Jesus won the title of Master because he met and 
mastered every idea that was not in harmony with the 
eternal principle of Truth, which he, in his Divine na- 
ture, represented. 

Every man is the Son of God and co-equal with the 
Father in his Divine selfhood. It remains for man, 
however, to ascertain how to unify himself with the 
Father-Mind. This union with the Father-Mind 1s 
accomplished, primarily, through purity of thought. 
Too many students quicken their sense consciousness 
with living words of Truth, without giving proper 
thought to purification. This is the cause of a great 
deal of inharmony, which if persisted in, leads to dis- 
satisfaction with Truth, disorganization of soul forces 
and degeneration of bodily activities. 

‘Truth is never destructive nor devitalizing, but to 
pour wholesome and sweet nourishment into a filthy 
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receptacle is to set up a disastrous cross-current of activ- 
ty in the consciousness. Men cannot put new wine into 
od wine-skins, "else the skins burst, and the wine is 
sailed, and the skins perish: but they put new wine into 
fresh wine-skins, and both are preserved.” The wine 
cf life, the product of vitalizing words of Truth, must 
ind a harmonious response in the body consciousness 
(wine-skins ) if man is to be preserved entire. This 
being true, certain outer steps of purification must be 
taken. Freedom from impure bodily action, such as 
sensual contact, whether it be on the sex, soul or af- 
fechonal planes of consciousness, must be established 
before man can become the attracting magnet to invite 
the inflow of God's pure life into his organism. Man 
must free himself from the demands of appetite, whether 
t be the revelry in food, drink or other indulgences. 
Desire for pleasurable soul or body stimulation must 
be transmuted into the desire for God alone, for the only 
passion in which man can safely indulge is the passion to 
know God and to express him. 

Three specific steps are involved in the process of 
purification, designated in Scripture terms as water, 
fre and the Holy Spirit. Scientifically stated, water 
sands for denial or cleansing of the mind of erroneous 
thoughts, and their corresponding impure activity in the 
body, and in regeneration precedes the building into 
consciousness of affirmations of Truth. The Mosaic 

jon, as set forth in Scripture, symbolizes the 
"та of denial through which man passes in his journey 
from sense to soul. Man needs first to be disciplined 
by “Thou shalt not" until he has developed the will to 
do that which he knows is for his highest good. He 
may administer his own discipline through making cer- 
tam demands upon himself, or if he fails to do this, his 
wrong thoughts and acts react upon him and he comes 
mto purification through painful experiences, which, 
because of his disobedience to the laws of Being, be- 
come the schoolmaster that bring him unto Christ. 
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When one is constantly affirming words of Truth 
without eliminating error, and, if need be, making spe- 
cific denials of conscious weaknesses, he is building 
upon a false foundation, which must eventually totter 
and fall. It is quite true that the student, up to a cer- 
tain point in spiritual unfoldment, gets results through 
eliminating denials from his process of growth. At this 
point the body, being no longer able to contain the re- 
generate soul, sloughs off by way of the grave, and the 
soul builds again a more fitting habitation. ‘This is not 
the regeneration taught by Jesus Christ, but the law of 
karma in a process of fulfillment. 

There are students of Truth, who are so fastidious 
at the mention of an erroneous word, that they abso- 
lutely refuse to make a denial because it emphasizes, 
as they say, error in consciousness. If this is the case, 
it is only because the student has not fully entered into 
the realization of the unreality of error, and its utter 
lack of power to intensify or reproduce itself. Keen ob- 
servation of the student who refuses to recognize error 
in any sense, reveals the fact that in nearly every in- 
stance, his method of handling this erroneous phase of 
consciousness, 15 due to either a conscious or subconscious 
fear of it. Jesus is our exemplar, and we cannot, by 
any process of deduction infer that he deliberately let 
error grow and flourish, or failed to discern that man 
was involved in a state of consciousness which separated 
him from the harmony of the Father's kingdom. So 
pure was Jesus in his discernment, and so balanced was 
he in the execution of an idea discerned, that he entered 
whole-souled into all that he touched. If it was neces- 
sary for him to reprove the Pharisee, he did it as a 
Master, conscious that in so doing he was promoting 
his Father's kingdom in the earth. When he beheld the 
sick man by the roadside, he must have discerned that 
the harmony of heaven was not expressed (otherwise, 
discerned error), and the necessity of a purer relation 
of man to the Father, else he would not have forgiven 
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error and admonished the erring one to "sin no more, 
jest a worse thing come unto thee." Jesus, during his 
ministry to mankind, was always conscious of the truth 
that the Christ principle in him was greater than that 
phase of consciousness built up by man through ages of 
belief that man is separated from God and a product 
of flesh generation. 

After one has thoroughly proved himself master of 
erroneous thoughts and corresponding outer activities, 
he enters into the next step of purification, designated 
by the term fre. This step in spiritual development is 
not always one of peace and harmony, and because of 
the adjustments that are made, the devotee of Truth 
is sometimes inclined to feel that he has taken a back- 
ward step, or at least is not moving forward in harmony 
with the ideals he cherishes. If man had remained in 
Divine consciousness painful adjustments would not 
present themselves. However, because they do present 
themselves, it does not necessarily follow that man need 
recognize the pain as a mode of purification. At this 
point of growth, man holds firmly to the Truth that he 
s spiritual being, not subject to the secondary law of 
pain and death, and claims his power to press forward 
free from all mortal limitations. Persistently holding to 
this Truth will alleviate the intensity of this second step 
in purification, and at a moment when one is least un- 
aware of it, a change in consciousness takes place, and 
the warm, glowing light and Ше of God flows into 
Being, transmuting the remnants of the grosser elements 
of any idea into the fine gold of spiritual substance, and 
the Holy Spirit is crowned Lord of the holy temple 
(the body). Seeking to unify himself with the Holy 
Sprit, man no longer lives after the flesh, but shapes 
every thought and act to conform to the principles of 
Absolute Truth, and presses onward in faith and cour- 
age, regardless of personal crucifixions, misunderstand- 
mgs and apparent obstacles, conscious always in his 
overcoming of the sweet aproval of the loving Spirit 
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within which counsels at moments when we need it 
most. Well done, thou good and faithful servant: thou 
hast been faithful over a few things, I will make thee 
ruler over many things: enter thou into the joy of thy 
lord." 

Purification is the Alpha and Omega of spiritual 
growth. It means the silent or audible rejection of 
every idea adverse to eternal principles of Truth, leav- 
ing only the substance of pure mental energy to accumu- 
late and bless the mind and body with its radiant 
presence. 

All the faculties of Mind find their highest and full- 
est fruition in the consciousness of one earnestly seeking 
to purify his mind and body. Love, the great harmo- 
nizer, fulfills the law when every jot and tittle” of the 
consciousness has been brought into a harmonious re- 
lation with pure Principle. Divine Love is not attained 
through the metaphysical jugglery of a few statements 
of Truth, nor is it expressed through assuring the erring 
one that he is growing wonderfully when gross errors 
stand out demanding attention. Jesus attained his 
crowning victories through Divine Love, but this full 
realization of Divine Love came to him as a result of 
his having proved the supremacy of Truth over error 
at every step of the way. Through purifying his con- 
sciousness in relation to every activity of living, reject- 
ing the error and declaring the reality of Truth, he 
became so conscious of his unity with the Father-Mother 
Principle that he rested secure in the wisdom and love 
of God, depending upon it wholly for his defense during 
the trying periods that preceded the crucifixion of his 
personal consciousnes. When one understands the 
exactness of Divine Law, he discerns that Jesus was 
not especially favored either by God or man, but that 
he was especially faithful to both God and man. Рег- 
haps the actions of Jesus were not always particularly 
pleasing to men, but the inner conviction that they were 
pleasing to God was sufficient to enable him to set into 
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operation all the ideas he came to establish in the con- 
sciousness of man and in the earth. 

Every individual cherishes ideals in his heart. 
These ideals can be consummated, for it is impossible 
to conceive of anything that we cannot achieve. Purity 
of thoughts pertaining to any ideal must be established 
before one is ready to set into activity the ideas neces- 
sary to fulfill the ideal. Every step of growth is first 
idealized in Mind, and when a pure foundation of 
thought is established a union is made with the in- 
dwelling Christ Spirit, "who doeth the works." 

If the foundation of a building is well laid, one can 
rely upon the stability of the structure to weather the 
wear and tear of the elements; but if the foundation 
is weak or falsely constructed the entire building is un- 
safe and non-dependable. Purity is the only reliable 
base upon which to erect the eternal body structure. 
If one is conscientious in balancing his thoughts and 
acts to the Christ Principle within, he will not need to 
continually struggle to overcome any phase of con- 
sciousness of the flesh man, for every event in life, if 
handled from the standpoint of Truth, will refine, 
chasten and purify the consciousness until man shall 
become the glorifed image and likeness of the Pure 
Principle that begat him.

"Come let us reason together.” 
N HAS been endowed with the 
power to think, to discern, to choose, to 
| reason. Man has a discriminative 
faculty. We often cite the wisdom of 
Solomon and Shakespeare in such 
statements as these: As a man think- 
eth in his heart so is he." here is 
nothing good nor bad, but thinking makes it so." 

There is a sense in which these profound thinkers 
were right, and yet from the standpoint of absolute 
Truth they are both in error, for Truth cannot be 
changed. It is fixed, permanent, changeless; and from 
this standard we clearly see that man is what he is re- 
gardless of what he thinks. But the character of his 
thinking does determine the character of the conditions 
that environ him. 

Man uses his reasoning faculties according to the 
indication of appearances, and the way he has been 
taught in some particular school; or he uses those fac- 
ulties according to the fixed, changeless, eternal Truth 
standard. As he thinks he reasons himself and his con- 
ditions into manifestation. He literally reasons himself, 
so to speak, either into heaven or hell conditions; and 
usually, when it is hell, he wonders what he ever did to 
make it so. But his thinking, in the last analysis, made 
it so; but thinking never changed the Truth of what 
he is. 

Our whole problem is to overcome that inherent 
tendency to think, act and live as if we are that which 
we are not and can never be, and to begin, or go on, 
expressing that which we eternally and unchangeably 
are. If we get right busy centering and concentrating 
our thoughts on the Truth of what we are, we can posi- 
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tively and effectively change our tendencies to thinking 
and acting as if we are that which we are not. But 
we must keep up a drum: fire of spiritual thought into 
the subconscious phase of our being until our tendencies 
spontaneously and continuously think according to the 
Truth standard. 

In cultivating this state of mind I find it necessary 
to treat the whole environment, because the Truth of 
one is the Truth of all, and is changeless.

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FORGIVE US OUR DEBTS 
Extracts from Mr. Fillmore's Sunday Morning Talks 


xxx КОРПЕ. say, What can a man do with 

3| the thoughts of his mind? He can do 
everything with them. They are under 
his absolute control. He can direct 
them. Не can coerce them. Не can 
hush them or crush them. Не can dis- 
solve them and put others in their place. 
There is no other spot in the universe where man has 
mastery. The dominion which is his by Divine right 
is over his own thoughts. When man apprehends this 
and commences to exercise that dominion, he has begun 
to open the way to God, the only door to God—through 
mind and thought. 


“Forgive us our debts as we have forgiven our 
debtors” (R. V.). Jesus’ comments were, How can 
you expect men to forgive your transgressions until you 
have first forgiven them their transgressions? This we 
find to be in harmony with a law of mind. That is, an 
idea must be dissolved before another can take its place. 
If you have in mind a thought that some one has 
wronged you, you cannot let in the cleansing power of 
the Spirit until you have dissolved and cast out the 
idea of the mortal wrong. You may be wondering why 
you do not get spiritual illumination like others. What 
kind of thoughts is your mind filled with? Have you 
made room in your mind by forgiving your transgressors, 
or is it filled with thoughts of resentment against this 
one, and a feeling that you have been slighted by that 
one? Jesus cited a right law of mind when he 
said, “If ye forgive men their trespasses, your heavenly 
Father will also forgive you. But if ye forgive not men 
their trespasses, neither will your Father forgive your 
trespasses.” (Matt. 6:14.) In this is a statement of 
Science on any of its planes, physical or metaphysical. 
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“Thoughts are things," and they occupy space. They 
are alive and think themselves after their kind. They 
bring forth fruit according to the seed planted by 
thought in the mind. 

Tell me what kind of thoughts you are holding 
about yourself or your neighbor, and I will tell you what 
you will experience in health, finances, and family re- 
lations. Are you suspicious of your neighbor? How 
can the great love and trust of the Father find place 
when the room is occupied by mis-trust? Try the 
power there is in trusting one another—there’s magic in 
it—white magic." Are you accusing men of being 
thieves and highwaymen? With that thought gener- 
ating its currents of fear and terror, and filling your 
whole consciousness with its darkness, where is there 
room for the Father's aura of protection? Love and 
Trust are dynamic. Build walls of vibratory substance 
out of Love. Send out invisible messengers of protec- 
tion; they are better guards than policemen or de- 
tectives. Have you forgiven all dishonest and unjust 
men and women—forgiven your thoughts or the 
thoughts and opinions of the world about their trans- 
gressions? Say to them, “I forgive your transgressions, 
and the Father forgives mine." 

The question is not, “How guilty is the тап?” 
but, "How do I stand in the sight of the Father as to 
my ideas about his guilt?" Reform yourself first. 
That means very much more to one in the understand- 
ing of mind and its laws than to the ordinary individual. 

He who knows not himself wholly, but just his su- 
perficial, external personality, thinks he is reformed 
when he conforms to the moral and municipal law. He 
may be filled with self-righteousness and daily lift up 
his voice in prayer, thanking God that he is not as other 
men are, but he has not "forgiven men their transgres- 
sions." Не looks upon every man not conforming to 
his standard of morality, religion or finances, as a trans- 
gressor, and thanks God for his supposed insight and 
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perspicuity. But he is not at peace. There is some- 
thing lacking. God does not talk to him "face to 
face," because the mind, where God and man meet, is 
darkened with the smoke of the belief that other men 
are sinners. God is too pure to behold iniquity. So 
our first resolve in starting reforms is that we will for- 
give all men their transgressions, that the Father may 
forgive us our transgressions. 

"All men" includes ourselves. Forgive yourself. 
Let the finger of denial erase every sin or "falling short" 
which you have charged to yourself. Say to that part 
of your being which is liable to fall short," “Thy sins 
be forgiven thee—go and sin no more, lest a worse 
thing come upon thee." Then see to it that there is no 
further sin. Treat it as a mental transgression instead 
of a physical or moral deflection. Deny in thought the 
tendency to the error way, and hold yourself firmly to 
the Christ Spirit, which you divinely are. Part com- 
pany forever with "accusing conscience." Не is the 
friend and “‘whipper in“ of sinners, and not of those 
who have resolved to sin no more. 

The real search of all people is to ind God. They 
may think they are looking for other things, but will 
eventually admit that it was God they sought, espec- 
ially after they have once felt his presence in their souls. 
This being true, our whole aim should be to make the 
place where we meet God so pure that we shall never 
mistake his voice nor be hidden from his face. This 
place we know is in the mind—the inmost recess of the 
soul—the kingdom of heaven within you. 

"Shall I be in debt so long as I hold debts against 
others?" This we find to be the law of mind. A 
thought of debt will produce debt. So long as you be- 
lieve in debt you will go into debt, and accumulate 
the burdens that follow that thought. Whoever has 
not forgiven all men what they owe him, stands liable 
himself to fall into debt. Shall you hand receipted bills 
to all who owe you? No, that would not be crasing 
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the idea of debt from your mind. First, deny in mind 
that any man or woman owes you. If necessary, go 
over the names separately and forgive the idea of obh- 
gation you hold against them. It is opposed to Divine 
Law—the law of universal equilibrium. 

In Spirit, there is no obligation. The true disciples 
have all things in common. Commence your liquida- 
tion of debts at the right place, where they exist as 
living, original, producing entities, and that is in idea. 
The world will never be free from the bondage of debt 
and interest until men go to their minds and erase the 
ideas that are generating debi and interest. If you 
forgive all your debtors, will they never pay you? Ex- 
amine the law of mind and see. Analyze the idea of 
debt, and see if it doesn't involve an idea of lack. Debt 
is a thought of absence with lack at both ends. You 
believe you lack what is owing you, and also that he 
who owes, lacks, or he would have paid, rather than 
have incurred the obligation. So there is error at both 
ends, and nothing in the middle. This being true, ac- 
cording to the law of mind, we should dissolve by de- 
nial every idea that another owes us, or that we owe 
anybody, and hold thoughts right the opposite—fill our 
minds with ideas of abundance. 

We have abundance, and all have abundance. 
Such thoughts will more quickly bring to us that which 
is rightfully ours than any other. See abundance every- 
where, and the thought of fullness in your mind will 
bring to you its fruits. Then let the law work itself out. 
In this way the Father will forgive us our debts. The 
Father is the everywhere-present Spirit, in which all that 
appears has origin.

NS i classes of the human family, and as a re- 
> В! sult the world has been led to believe 
{| that sickness, sorrow, pain, and death 
are the natural inheritance of the race, 
and that there is no way of escape. 
Although Jesus pointedly and unmis- 
takably taught that his mission was that of redemption 
from the power of death, yet all men have died, even 
the most devout. The conclusion, therefore, seems in- 
evitable that he must have been talking in parables, that 
a hidden meaning lay in his words. The Christian 
Church has decided that the death of which he spoke 
was the death of the soul; and as she universally ac- 
cepts the doctrine of the immortality of the soul, she has 
been forced to explain that the death to which he re- 
ferred did not mean death in any sense of the word, but 
that it meant continued life in a state of misery worse 
than death. Although it requires a considerable stretch 
of the imagination to torture the word into such a 
meaning, yet, in view of the fact that death seems in- 
evitable and comes to all alike, this explanation is the 
only way out of the dilemma. 


When Paul says, "As in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive," he seems to furnish an 
escape from the conclusion that the redemption of the 
race includes that of the physical body, but when we 
consider how “in Adam all die.“ —what died?—the 
belief in the death of the physical body plunges us in as 
great a dilemma as did the effort to reconcile Christ's 


teachings in this connection with their interpretation by 
the Christian Church. God said to Adam, "Because 
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thou hast hearkened unto the voice of thy wife... 
dust thou art, and unto dust shalt thou return." Now, 
no one believes that this could have been said of the 
soul, for God had breathed into man “Һе breath of 
lives" and man had become “а living soul." These 
words were spoken of the body and not of the soul; and 
if the death that came through Adam was a returning 
of the body to the dust from which it was taken, then 
the redemption through Christ must be just what he 
himself said it was—the bringing of life and immor- 
tality to light. 

Jesus brought that immortality to light in his own 
life and resurrection. The Church thinks that his death 
and resurrection prove the necessity of going down 
through the death of the body and its ultimate resur- 
rection. This is not the case, however; for, unless he 
had remained in the world through the centuries, Jesus 
could not have demonstrated his power over death ex- 
cept by being put to death, even having his heart opened 
by the spear, by then overcoming the power of death in 
the body, by raising it to life, healing its wounds, and 
finally, by walking, talking, and eating with his dis- 
ciples for forty days before he left the world; which he 
did by the ascension of the body, and not by its disso- 
lution. One might write on indefinitely, proving beyond 
all question that Jesus and the prophets united in 
teaching the immortality of the physical body. It 
should be remembered that, when the Christ was upon 
earth, his main work was upon the bodies of men and 
women, healing them, casting out evil spirits, and rais- 
ing some from the dead. 

But no matter how convincing the proof that the im- 
mortality of the body was the doctrine of Biblical 
teachers, it will not help the world unless we can give 
them methods by which they may obtain immortality. 
Here, again, we turn to the Scriptures and find there 
suggestions of these methods. Among its first utter- 
ances is a most comprehensive declaration of these prin- 
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ciple. The first chapter of Genesis contains an ex- 
pression of the purpose of man's creation. Let us make 
man in our image, after our likeness.” That likeness of 
the Father is expressed in the statement that “the worlds 
were framed by the word of God;” that is to say, the 
spoken word is first formed by the mind, and then sent 
out by the will, imbued with the power to cause to be 
manifest that which was designed. Therefore the in- 
evitable conclusion is that the image and likeness of 
God is in the power of mind—not only the power of 
mind over matter, but the power of mind to produce 
matter. 

If, then, the likeness of God is in the ability of the 
mind not only to control but to produce matter accord- 
ing to the design of the thinker, we must conclude that 
immortality will be obtained only when the mind of 
man shall have developed to such a state of clearness, 
positiveness, and ability as will enable him, first, to keep 
his own body in perfect health, and, second, to make 
it that which he wills to have it. This attainment is 
expressed in the definition of the great name which man 
is to take upon himself, the / will be what I will to 
be," a mental condition which is the result of growth, 
self-control, and self-development. 

The evolutionary forces have brought into existence 
a great many people who are now holding and teach- 
ing the possibility of the human mind keeping the phys- 
ical body in perfect health, and, among that advanced 
class, there are some that have gone so far as to teach 
—which is true—that by this power of mind the body 
may not only be healed, but may be kept indefinitely 
in perfect health and youthfulness. The presence of 
this thought in the mind of the race heralds the mani- 
festation of the great truth of the ages. 

But this same class of people are, nevertheless, 
dying, are occasionally sick, and in many ways prove 
themselves to be subject to the vicissitudes of mortality. 
Their position is that of one standing at the foot of the 
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great and high mountain of attainment, and who points 
to its illuminated top and says, "I am up there.” He 
says to those around him, "If you will go up there too, 
you will never be sick, you will never die, you will have 
immortal life, and everything that you desire will be 
yours." Апа in so far as, through faith and inspira- 
tional ability, the individual is able to draw down to 
himself a little of the atmosphere of that high moun- 
tain, he obtains results consequent thereupon. But that 
inspiration can be kept up only so long as the individual 
is able to maintain a certain vigor of mind, and while 
surroundings are such as to enable him to have a degree 
of faith; but when he meets an adverse force of suf- 
ficient intensity to overcome the body, he fails and falls 
before it. 

The high mountain is before you, our reader, there 
are many steps, hard struggles, and a difficult path- 
way to reach its summit. ‘Through esoteric teachings 
we have endeavored to set forth in the most careful 
manner the way to that summit. We have endeavored 
to show that in order to obtain the strength of mind 
necessary to the undertaking, you must first, by means 
of the regeneration, lay hold upon the fountain of life, 
conserving all the seed generated by the body for the 
use of the nerves and brain—the use of mind. Jesus 
lived and taught the regeneration. 

But the conservation of the seed is not by any 
means sufficient to lift you to the high altitude where 
you would be. You must live in the mind, and also in 
the spirit of devotion, that you may gather to yourself 
the mind that created the world. You must live in the 
will—the will of self-control. You must live in a high 
morality—in righteousness always. You must, in short, 
be a perfect man. Nothing more thoroughly disgraces 
an esoteric student than to be sick. Upon the surface 
it is an acknowledgment that, although he may be liv- 
ing the regenerate life, he is not living in the mind, that 
he has not taken the name Yahveh. He is like a man 
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mg to build a house who gathers around him all 
tre toois and materials requisite to the building, but who 
never uses them in the construction of the house. The 
regeneration is only a method for attaining an object, 
and that object is to place the mind in touch with the 
currents of the Mind of the universe; and even this i5 
^o sufficient unless one uses the powers thereby ob- 
‘алей in fitting himself for usefulness in this world, for 
the inheritance of the dominion under the whole heaven. 

Therefore the work of the aspirant is to live the life 
of regeneration, by means of which he gathers power to 
carry that life up through the body into the mind, and 
at once to begin the work of creating the new earth by 
ru renewing his own body with perfect life and health, 
and by refusing to live in the dream life. The whole 
world is in a dream. How few can sit down and think, 
orderty and consecutively, unless something of great 
nterest forces itself upon them! How often the stu- 
dent finds himself in a negative state, so that, without 
consent of his will, thoughts of every name and nature 
come trooping through his intelligence, until his individ- 
uality is lost in the mass of the world’s thought! [t is 
this class of persons who tell us that they are gaining 
nothing by the regenerate life. This negative state 
zeciudes the retention of the vital fluids in the organ- 
sm, and opens the system to the disease and death of 
the world. 

We know, of course, that the student will not at first 
de able continually to hold his mind in that clear, 
ummous condition, even after he has reached such a 
condition, because, before strength is gained, certain 
organs of the body would be affected by the strain and 
“а give way under its constant influence. Не 
thould. however, hold himself in a positive state en- 
abing him to turn his mind in whatever direction he 
in the attitude of a master surveying the work of 
‘he servants upon his estate; and when any organ of 
de body begins to tire under this influence, then useful 
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work with the hands, wherein the mind is doing and 
accomplishing, will give rest from the intensity. When 
this is not practicable, let him read some work con- 
ducive to the higher spirituality, quietly musing upon 
such subjects as he desires to occupy his attention. 
Again, when it is not possible to do this, the mind can 
be placed upon the mind of the Spirit and held there 
passively, restfully; for there is a passive, interior men- 
tality which may be kept always active, in which one 
may live and never tire. 

The aspirant should remember that he learns 
through the senses. The five senses, symbolized by Sol- 
omon's Pentagraph, are the source of immortality when 
they have been perfected and are kept wholly under the 
guidance and control of a mind and will in perfect har- 
mony with the purpose of the God of the universe. 
There will be no more death there—in that body— 
"neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there be any 
more pain: for the former things are passed away."

menace of German might, but its in- 
ner meaning, the power of materialism. 
By the cutting down of ideals, and by 
the substitution of the doctrine of mat- 
ter, has Germany prepared and selected 
for herself the position of adversary, 
and thus has she become the great symbol of material- 
ism against the supreme power of Spirit. 

What is holding back the German hordes, what is 
the greatest asset of the defending nations? It is none 
other than Spirit, the vast, perhaps unformed belief in 
the power of clean, pure idealism, to save and protect 
its own. Is it not the great power back of the men who 
have so gloriously said, “They shall not pass"? The 
brutal might of matter shall never trespass upon the 
bounds of our ideals, our belief in our land and the 
spirit of our people. Is this not the only power to save, 
this wonderful, inner illumination which held, when no 
training, no preparedness was at hand? 

This vast struggle is the birth-throes of the new race. 
The enormous, seething mass of matter is being trans- 
planted, to give a place for the new, clean race of 
Spirit, in which the brotherhood of man is an established 
fact, not a theory. How could it be otherwise, when 
in every survivor of this struggle, is there born the knowl- 
edge that the Spirit within, he doeth the works?

When we have found a few of the faculties of mind 
and perceived their office and action we have a key 
that will unlock many mysteries, both in Scripture and 
out of it. For instance we discern Peter to be Faith, 
and with this as a guide we can discipline our own faith 
so that it shall be abiding and not fluctuate as did 
Peter's. Paul is a tremendous outpicturing of Am- 
bition or Zeal; first, active on the intellectual plane as 
champion of the law and the prophets, afterwards 
swift to carry out the doctrine of the Christ consciousness. 

Studying these characters in their various aspects 
we perceive how every faculty acts for or against 
Truth—in a limited or a free way. This is the prime 
object of the Scriptures: That we may see ourselves 
outpictured and profit by the view.

dominant in human consciousness. Both 
of these ideas are set forth in Gen. 3:17- 
19: “And unto Adam he said Because 
thou has hearkened unto the voice of thy 
wife, and hast eaten of the tree, of 
which I commanded thee, saying, Thou 
shalt not eat of it; cursed is the ground for thy sake; in 
toil shalt thou eat of it all the days of thy life; thorns 
and thistles shall it bring forth to thee; in the sweat of 
thy face shalt thou eat bread, till thou return unto the 
ground, for out of it wast thou taken: for dust thou art, 
and unto dust shalt thou return.” 

It is evident, from the reading of the first part of this 
Scripture, that "hard labor" was set into activity when 
man separated himself from Divine Mind through think- 
ing upon ideas less than Divine ideas. Because of this 
thought process, man developed a material or earthly 
consciousness which is the cause of the hard conditions 
under which he sometimes works. But it is specifically 
stated that this curse upon man becomes null and void 
when he returns "unto the ground, for out of it was 
thou taken: for dust thou art, and unto dust shalt thou 
return." In other words, when man unifies himself 
again with the formless ideas (dust) of Divine Mind, 
making them the keynote of all activity, he enters into a 
joyous expression of the creative capacities of his Divine 
Self. In this consciousness all work is glorified and a 
means of growth. 

However, growth is progression, and no work 
after it has become a mechanical process, can be con- 
sidered means whereby one moves forward. For ages 
it has been the custom for man to fit himself for some 
definite work without any regard whatever to whether 
it afforded opportunity for growth after the first flurry 
of success. Much of the poverty and death to which 
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the human family has subjected itself сап be traced to 
tte outworking of this idea alone. Lack of growth 
means stagnation and inertia both in body and affairs, 
ard death (inactivity) is the natural sequence. 

When we consider work to be a means of growth 
we view it in the same light as we would the different 
gades in school. We would not think of studying the 
Fzst Reader after we had mastered the Second, and 
«e would expect to advance with some degree of rapid- 
Ду if we were to be considered wise and growing stu- 
dents. It is no more legitimate to mechanically perform 
a certain work for years than it is to continue to spell 
cat when we should be reading in the Fifth Reader. If 
we have played truant and missed important lessons, it 
will be necessary to continue longer in certain lines of 
activity, but if we have applied ourselves in the under- 
tanding. absorption and assimilation of different ideas 
entering into a given line of work, as they presented 
‘themselves, it is reasonable to conclude that these ideas 
shouid be carried forward in a work involving greater 
activity and expression. 

А commercial firm recognizes that a new, but сх- 
[rienced employee, brings to them the fruit of his 
rze- ious lessons and compensates him accordingly. The 
commercial world has worked out many fine points of 
Truth, which can be studied with profit. It may be an 
unconscious application of Principle on their part, but 
t indicates the activities of the Spirit of Truth in the 
heart of humanity ever seeking to bring into full expres- 
son the goodness of God. The “installment plan” in- 
augurated by the commercial world signifies an effort 
on the part of growing mankind to codperate with and 
assist those still laboring under the idea of limited finan- 
ces. Limitation in finances is the direct result of work- 
ing under the "curse" of Genesis, heretofore quoted. 

In the Divine Order and under the Divine Law. 
individual compensation keeps pace with the service 
rendered. The greater the capacity to give, the greater 
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is the inflow of substance both into the body and the 
pocketbook. The Cæsar law may, for а time, appear to 
make null and void this scientific truth as related to 
visible finances, but through keeping faith in the Law. 
and holding persistently that one cannot be separated 
from the manifestation of his true and rich thought- 
substance, new avenues for service will open up, and 
the universal law of Love, which harmonizes the 
whole man, will abundantly compensate one and set 
him at liberty from the bondage of the Cesar law and 
its authoritative personalities. The student of Truth, 
poised in understanding and ready for greater expres- 
sion, cannot be kept from his own, for the very thing 
he is seeking, under a Jaw of attraction, is seeking him, 
and Divine Mind directs him, at the proper time into 
an expression of that which 1s for his highest good. 

There is no occasion for worry about finances when 
one is giving himself in his work, no matter under what 
conditions the work is being performed. Man is neither 
handicapped nor promoted, in reality, by personal con- 
demnation or praise. True growth and success does 
not come into activity through personal likes or dislikes, 
but is the result of putting oneself, wholesouled, into 
the work at hand, at the same time casting out errone- 
ous ideas and intensifying true and constructive ones. 

‘The student of Truth works to be approved of the 
Lord (Law), and looks to the Lord to compensate him. 
He is not dependent upon anything or anybody outside 
of himself for assurance that he is working well, for it 
is as casy to estimate one's own value as to estimate the 
value of another, when one is established in Principle, 
or impersonal consciousness. Condemnation and praise 
аге received in the same spirit by the growing worker of 
the Lord. Both stimulate to greater and more perfect 
expression. 

The ultimate result of all work is perfection. When 
this goal has been attained in any line of work, the law 
lias been fulfilled and a forward slep is in order. lo 
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kecp performing the work perfectly over and over 15 to 
invite a mechanical expression, which is death produc- 
ing to either success or bodily activity. The letter kill- 
cth, it matters not whether one is literally interpreting 
an idea or mechanically performing a piece of work. 

Elbert Hubbard tells us that "art is the love for 
ones work." Тһе woman who, in the spirit of love, 
fashions a garment, is as much an artist as the one who 
paints a landscape. Both are expressing (pressing out) 
a creative capacity, and the idea that urges the expres- 
sion determines whether one is working under the curse 
of hard labor or is free from it. Freedom, poised for 
descent into the earth, is awaiting the proper adjustment 
in man’s mind, heart and affairs before she nestles down 
to stay. There is no freedom apart from service. Work, 
regardless of its nature, when done in the proper mental 
attitude, is one way Love is liberated and set into ac- 
tivity in the affairs of mankind.—/. M. M. 


BIBLE STUDY 


Interpretation of Genesis 2:4-7, К. V.; Its Application 
in Individual Consciousness. 


4. These are the generations of the heavens and 
of the earth when they were created, in the day that 
Jehovah God made earth and heaven. 

Jehovah, in the Hebrew, is written Y ehveh. Y eh is 
masculine and veh is feminine. The Word is made up 
of masculine and feminine ideas, the joining of Wisdom 
and love as a procreating nucleus. This is the God 
that made the visible man, the man of self-conscious- 
ness. God identified in substance is the Jesus Christ 
Man. There is no self-consciousness in Being, for 
Being is without beginning or ending. Elohim, or Uni- 
versal Mind creates, but Jehovah God makes. Uni- 
versal Mind imaged itself in all that it created, and 


all its tdeas are contained in Divine Idea Man, the 
Jchovah or the Christ. 
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5. And no plant of the field was yet in the earth, 
and no herb of the field had yet sprung up; for Jehovah 
God has not caused it to rain upon the earth: and there 
was not a man to till the ground; 

Spiritual creating is idealization in Truth. The 
ideas of Divine Mind are contained in substance, but 
until these ideas are identified by Jehovah God, or Di- 
vine Idea Man, they are not manifest. The “rain” rep- 
resents the descent of ideas into substance or earth 
consciousness. Man, in whom is imaged all the ideas 
of Divine Mind, has not yet come forth into visibility. 

6. But there went up a mist from the earth, and 
watered the whole face of the ground. 

The "mist" means that there is obscuration of Truth 
to the end that some great objective may be worked out. 
The "face" represents the outward aspect, while the 
"ground" stands for formed substance, the product of 
related ideas. When man first begins to work toward 
his Creative Center, there appears to be a mist between 
the earth consciousness and Divine Mind. 

7. And Jehovah Ged formed man of the dust of 
the ground, and breathed into his nostrils the breath of 
life; and man became a living soul. 

“Dust” represents the universal substance; it is that 
which contains the ideas of Divine Mind, yet 15 "with- 
out form and void.” The "ground" has definite shape 
and form and corresponds to the "earth" mentioned in 
the first chapter of Genesis. The "dust" represents the 
realm of original Divine ideas in Man, implanted by 
the Father; the "ground" is that formed realm of ideas 
in us, and typifies the body. When Man (I Am) 
enters into the "dust of the ground" and cooperates with 
the inherent God ideas he brings forth the perfected 
man, or Christ Jesus. The real body of man is not 
material, but partakes of the nature of the universal 
dust body, or Divine Substance Body. The perfect 
“image and likeness” man is perfect in body as well as 
in mind. 
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“Nostrils” mean acuteness or discernment. The 
"breath" stands for an inner movement of mind. The 
breathing of the manifest man corresponds to the in- 
spiration of the spiritual man. Man must be inspired 
with high ideals before he can breathe into his nostrils 
the breath of life." Spiritual inspiration quickens the 
consciousness and man becomes a living soul." The 
soul is the sum-total of ‘consciousness. Through the Z 
Ат, or Jehovah God, man enters into the soul realm 
and re-breathes into it the Truths of Being until these 
ideas quicken the consciousness to a response that har- 
monizes it with the underlying Christ Principles. Man 
is, in reality, Jehovah God cooperating with Divine 


Principle to bring forth a spiritual being, or the Christ 
Man. 


“THY KINGDOM COME”

Many are realizing these are the "last days" 
prophesied in the Bible and that the kingdom of order, 
peace and harmony is to be established upon the earth, 
but there is another very important thing to be under- 
stood and that is the responsibility resting upon every- 
one in helping to establish this condition. So-called 
Christian people have been praying for nearly 2,000 
years, “Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done on 
earth as it is in heaven." The answer to this prayer is 
soon to be realized and the metaphysician knows how 
it is coming about. The discord of these "last days" is 
the harvest of human thought, both good and evil, 
necessary before the Truth can flow into human con- 
sciousness. Jesus foretold this time because he saw the 
cause of it in men's minds. Jesus discerned the unwill- 
ingness of men to learn the law of Love which he came 
to teach. 

"Except these days had been shortened, no flesh 
would have been saved; but for the elect's sake, those 
days shall be shortened." The "elect" are those who 
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are seeking first the kingdom of God and his righteous- 
ness; those who are learning to hear and obey the still, 
small voice of the Spirit of Truth within. ЈЕ is to these 
that the Spirit gives a realization of God as Omnipres- 
ent Peace, and the power of the Word to bring God's 
peace into manifestation. No condition has ever come 
into the earth without its cause originating first in the 
mind of man, and no condition will ever come in any 
other way. God, the Father-Mind, creates only in the 
realm of ideas, leaving to his son, the Word, (which 
everyone is potentially), to bring his creations into man- 
ifestation. 

If there were no one conscious of the Father as Om- 
nipresent Peace, that condition could not be established 
in the earth. The Spirit of Harmony is everywhere, or 
the earth would cease to make its timely revolutions 
around the sun; there would be no awakening of the 
springtime, and even our hearts would cease to beat; 
for that same Spirit is our Life and Substance—is Being 
itself. We could not be without it. 

We are all one with the Father, but the benefit to 
us as individuals comes through making conscious at- 
one-ment with him. It is the privilege of everyone to 
claim Spirit as Omnipresent Peace and thus help to 
establish it. This may be at first only an intellectual 
idea, but through meditation and prayer, the Truth of 
it will be established in the heart. 

It has been man's habit to lay the blame of his dis- 
obedience and its unhappy results upon someone else; 
but the fact is that every one who has harbored an evil 
thought must take his share of responsibility toward 
eliminating error from the consciousness of the race. 
Man is giving account in this day of judgment for 
"every idle word." So long as man is fairly comfort- 
able and happy, he seems unwilling to use his mental- 
spiritual. faculties farther than to solve the problems of 
every day existence; but "Man's extremity is God's 
opportunity," and we have come to a place where we 
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must know God as our protection, our supply and our 
health in order to come safely through the wars, famines, 
plagues and other terrors attendant to the passing of 
error. We must know him as the mathematician knows 
his principle with which he solves his problems. 

Salvation has not as its object the saving from error 
after death, but saves from sin, ignorance, poverty, dis- 
ease and death, here and now. It is time for mankind 
to awaken to the joys of its spiritual nature. Eye 
bath not seen, nor ear heard. . the things which 
God hath prepared for them that love him." 

The object of man's existence is to express God. 
[he flowers and birds are expressing the harmony of 
God in beauty and praise. Man is expected to mani- 
fest all of the attributes of Divine Mind, for in him is 
the fullness of the God-head. Man makes his own 
limitations in mind, soul and body, here and now, by 
the power of the Christ within himself. 

All demonstrations of Truth depend upon one's 
willingness to forgive sin. Our sin (missing the mark) is 
forgiven as we forgive the sin of others. The Master 
admonishes that we overcome evil with good.

The Ark of the Covenant represents the original 
spark of divinity in man’s being. It is a covenant, or 
agreement, of the Father with the Son that he shall in- 
herit all that the Father has. All things whatsoever 
the Father hath are mine.” (John 16:15). 

This original spiritual spark is a very sacred, holy 
thing, because upon its development depends man's im- 
mortality. It is represented as occupying the most holy 
place in the temple and being protected and cared for 
with great devotion. | 

АП that man is has been brought forth from this 
central spiritual spark, yet in its evolution the conscious 
man often neglects it and ignores its very existence. 
The attention is taken up with the things of sense to the 
utter exclusion of Spirit. 

David rested from his wars, having conquered the 
Philistines and other aliens in his dominion, and began 
giving attention to things spiritual. When the mind is 
turbulent and contentious, the Spirit is not in evidence, 
but when peace is restored the thoughts tend to God. 
So the Ark of the Covenant is brought from the house 
of Abinadab, “‘in the hill," or superconsciousness. Ab- 
inadab means "the father of liberality," representing 
the realm of unlimited mind. 

When the Spirit 15 again. brought to consciousness 
there is joy and gladness, and music fills the soul. But 
in its moving from place to place it comes in contact with 
states of consciousness out of harmony with divine law. 
The threshing floor of Nacon represents such a place in 
which destruction rules. Масоп means destruction, and 
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the symbology is further strengthened by reference to 
the threshing floor. 

Uzzah means human strength. When the oxen, 
representing divine-natural strength, "stumbled," the 
effort from the human side to steady the Spirit met with 
a quick reaction from the Law. This is, in the nar- 
rative, "the anger of the Lord," to bring out forcibly the 
resstance of the Spirit to mortal intervention. When a 
thing is put in the hands of the Spirit, it should not be 
touched by mortal thought. Put your entire trust in the 
Lord and he will bring it to pass. 

When man allows the mortal part of himself to act 
in place of the spiritual, and is defeated, he often rebels, 
or is "displeased." Не cannot see why strength of 
muscle is not just as good as strength of Spirit, and in 
his confusion he says. How shall the ark of the Lord 
come unto me?" 

David put the Spirit aside until he heard of the 
blessings it was bringing to Obed-edom (life) when he 
went and brought it to the city of David with joy. The 
“city of David" is Jerusalem, the great central brain 
back of the heart. From this point the Spirit sends its 
radiance to all parts of the body.

When man reaches the limit of mere physical existence 
ze 's desirous of something better, his soul reaches out for 
De enduring things of life. What is a span of life run- 
amg but three score years and ten worth? About the 
zme a man begins to live he finds his body falling into 
decay. Such experiences cause thinking minds to long 
fx more enduring temples. The great interest of the 
cresent day in longevity and the various expedients for 
prolcnging human life are evidences of that desire in 
man for mmortal flesh. The desire will lead to the at- 
tamment, and the advice of the prophet Nathan to 
David, "Do all that is in thine heart, for God is with 
thee,” is good for all men. Although it may not be 
feasible for а quarrelsome state of mind to attempt to 
suid an immortal body, the foundation may be laid bv 
realizmg its possibility in spirit and through spiritual 
laws. 

David passed from that warrior state of mind to 
tte Solomon state, in which he was a sage instead of a 
captain. and he built the temple. We live in a still 
more advanced age than Solomon, even that of Jesus 
Christ. We can build the great body temple unto the 
Lord easier than ever before in the history of the race. 
“Your body is the temple of the living God."

SILENT PRAYER: Divine Love reigns in my heart 
and the order and harmony of Spirit rules. 


Solomon means peaceful.“ Some authorities 
claim that the name and history of Solomon is derived 
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from very ancient mythology; that Sol-o-man means 
Sun Man, the sun being symbolically represented by the 
man, and his history, the changes that occur in the 
yearly journeys of our great solar luminary. 

That Solomon stands for more than a great Hebrew 
king and wise man is quite evident to those who have 
searched deeply in religious and mythological history. 

As students who look especially for information 
about the individual man, we discern in Solomon a 
certain development of the presiding genius at the heart- 
center or solar plexus, the sun-center in man. In Scrip- 
ture brain-centers, or, more strictly speaking, mind- 
cenlers, are designated as cities, and the presiding or 
ruling intelligence that controls or directs the work of 
the center, as personalities. Jerusalem (city of peace) 
sands for the heart-center, and Solomon (peaceful 
man) the presiding intelligence. 

When the ruling intelligence is in harmony with the 
fundamental character of the center, rapid construction 
of the spiritual body goes оп. Thus we are told that 
David could not build the great temple, because he 
was a "man of war." When violent and resistant 
emotions hold sway in the mind, the turmoil is such that 
the corpuscles of the blood are constantly broken up as 
they pass through the valves of the heart, preventing 
any permanent construction on the higher planes of 
consciousness of the new body. So the importance of 
cultivating peace and not war, non-resistance instead of 
resistance, harmony and love, instead of discord and 
hate. 

Anointing the king with oil represents speaking the 
word of authority in love. We establish the ruling at- 
titudes of mind throughout our bodies by our daily 
thoughts, and they may or may not be in harmony with 
Principle. For instance, our dominant thoughts about 
love will show forth in the heart-center and establish 
there a general character, without any definite rule of 
action or authority. Under such conditions our love 
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would be merely that of the superficial world in which 
we lived. But learning the power of man to set up 
definite mind and body conditions through his word, we 
begin the anointing of our kings, or ruling states of con- 
sciousness, throughout our domain. 

Solomon (peace and wisdom), is to be king in our 
heart, and we mentally anoint him in the name of the 
Lord. Nathan, the prophet, and Zadok, the priest, 
are representatives of the spiritual kingdom, which is the 
real source of all enduring power. If we declare our 
word of authority without its spiritual relation in our 
thought, it will lack certain elements of stability and 
truth, and instead of being related to the One Inner 
Source, it will be associated with some of the many man- 
made thought atmospheres. We should also always 
anoint our ruling thoughts with oil, which represents 
Divine Love. The particles composing oil are related 
in mathematical symmetry; they roll upon each other 
without friction, and fitly represent that Divine adjust- 
ment which is possible to the whole body when it comes 
under the dominion of spiritual ideas. 

The mule represents human will. When it is ridden 
upon and is obedient, the inference is of subjection of 
that faculty to the established order. Gihon means 
"stream." It is the name of the second river of the 
Garden of Eden, and represents the thought of the 
body as fluid. When the will is brought down to a 
consciousness that the body is pervaded by an invisible 
fluid, it becomes stable and steady and makes con- 
centration easy.

SILENT Prayer: The All-Knowing Mind now 
reveals its presence and wisdom and I behold the In- 
пег Illumination. 


Gibeon means "pertaining to a hill.“ It was a 
sacred place five or six miles from Jerusalem, where the 
tabernacle had been erected for a time, and with its 
buildings had been a center of worship. 
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People are continually running to and fro seeking 
spiritual knowledge, and asking how they shall know 
what the will of God is, that they may do it. Here 
the first step toward learning the will of God 15 given, 
"Go up into the hill of the Lord." This Gibeon is an 
attitude of mind and may be attained in various ways. 
It is written. The fear of the Lord is the beginning of 
wisdom." The word "fear" is in the original "rever- 
ence; it is then the reverence of the Lord that opens the 
way to spiritual understanding. Ап earnest desire to 
know God is often all that is necessary to put the mind 
in touch with the kingdom within. Jesus said, "Ask 
and ye shall receive.” 

But still another step is required to make perma- 
nent in mind the spiritual condition, and that is sacrifice. 
"A thousand burnt offerings did Solomon offer upon 
that altar." The mind that is filled with thoughts of 
sense must give them up to make room for the new spir- 
itual thoughts which the Lord will give. 

Man's mind and body may be compared to a hive 
of bees. There is a constant gathering of substance by 
the busy thoughts, which is stored up in ten thousand 
little pockets in the subconsciousness. If new honey 
is desired the old must be taken away. If you want 
your thoughts to gather the sweets of the Spirit, put 
away the honey of the old material life. 

You may think you are not especially attached 
to materiality, but self-examination will doubtless show 
you that there are unseen thought attachments that hold 
you. A small boy whose hand was caught in a nar- 
row-mouthed vase, was told to open his hand loosely. 
He answered, "If I do that I will drop my penny." 
The reason his hand would not come out was that he 
was gripping a penny all the time. The inner will is 
gripping many a scant desire that holds man in sin. 

It may be that the creatures you are to sacrifice 
are the animal appetites or passions, or some of the 
so-called enjoyments of mere animal existence Where 
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bodily comfort has been considered of importance hog- 
gish habits gradually creep over one. Instead of getting 
up in time for church Sunday morning we stay in the 
warm straw with the hog, under the delusion that we are 
resting from the week's labors. Actual rest is attained 
through a change in thought which may be had at re- 
ligious services. Right here is an opportunity to sacri- 
fice the creature unto the Lord. Again, it may be that 
you have money, or clothes, or food, or some material 
thing, and are clinging to them, fearing that you will 
come to want. This is animal selfishness and must be 
"sacrificed unto the Lord” before you can realize the 
things of the Spirit. Begin at once to give to some good 
caute, or worthy person, part of your money, or what- 
ever you are hoarding. Denial of material bondage 
will open the way to this "letting go," and you will 
find it easy and natural. 

Solomon took the attitude of a little child, which 
is receptive to higher authority and obedience. Jesus 
understood the necessity of this state of mind in those 
who come under Divine guidance, and he said, “Ye 
must become as a little child." 

The only safe spiritual development is based on 
an "understanding heart." Superficial people think 
that they would be supremely happy if the Lord would 
pour out upon them riches and honor. But do they 
know how to handle these things that are apt to lead 
to misery with those who are inexperienced? The 
power of money is considered great in the world, and 
it masters the man unless he is very wise.

All the God qualities, Life, Love, Strength, Sub- 
stance, Intelligence, Power, etc., are in embryo within 
every person. Through proper use of any faculty de- 
velopment from within takes place, just as the plant.

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It is a law of spiritual growth and increase that 
that which is realized within must be expressed in the 
without, and the body is the medium through which 
ideas are expressed. he freer the body is the 
easier life, health and the perfection of God can be 
caused to manifest in and through it. Through suppres- 
sion many of the channels of the mind and body may 
be closed up so the Spirit cannot have perfect activity. 

If, through the guidance of the Holy Spirit within 
you, and the illumination of the Revealer of Wisdom, 
you find out the special needs of your pupils, you can 
help each one to free his body through the outer activ- 
ity of the muscles in physical exercises, in connection 
with realizing the quickening, freeing intelligence and 
power of the Life and Truth within him, you can do 
lasting good to those whom you teach. We are told 
in I Timothy 4:8 that "bodily exercise profiteth little 
[for a little time—mar.]; but godliness is profitable 
unto all things, having promise of the life that now is, 
and of that which is to come." 

We read in the Bible that our bodies are the 
temples of the Holy Spirit and of the living Сод. It 
Is through our bodies that the Spirit of God finds expres- 
son. Since we need our bodies through which to 
express God, they are a very necessary part of us. 
They should be lifted up and redeemed just as the body 
of Jesus Christ was quickened and resurrected and 
changed by the Spirit of God dwelling in him. This 
change from the mortal to the spiritual went on all the 
üme during his ministry, and was made fully manifest 
when his body was raised from the tomb, and after 
forty days it became so refined as to be no longer visible 
to the eyes of mortal man.

A BARRAGE OF PRAYER 


The senate has passed a resolution calling for daily 
prayer in behalf of the nation, its fighting sons, its cause. 
It is proposed that men and women everywhere and of 
every faith pause at the hour of nocn to pray. 

There will be those who will speak scornfully of this 
proposal. Let them keep to themselves their unbelief. 
Millions of Americans will welcome the idea because it 
gives national expression to the truth that spiritual values 
are the supreme concern in this war and that spiritual 
forces must have their part in winning it. 

In a little folder issued by some loop business men 
who have been meeting daily for prayer an incident is 
told of the early days of the war: 

“When the telegram announcing the French victory 
over the German hordes at the battle of the Marne in 
September, 1914, was delivered to the English war de- 
partment, Lord Roberts, who was in Lord Kitchener's 
office, said: “Only God Almighty could have done 
this And Lord Kitchener said quietly: ‘Somebody 
must have been praying.“ 

The same folder quotes General Foch as saying 
concerning prayer: We shall be saved by it, and it 
will not be the first time in this deadly struggle." 

‘The brave soldier is rarely an unbeliever. He comes 
in such close contact with the stark realities of life and 
death that he feels the need of God. If these men, who 
plan their battles in terms of man power, of guns and 
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shell and airplanes, find place for prayer as a factor in 
fighting for a righteous cause, what civilian dare oppose 
his little three-foot shelf of intellectual doubt? 

Some emphasize the objective value of prayer; some 
make more of its subjective value. The particular 
theory is of small moment. The vital thing is recognition 
of the spiritual significance of this great conflict. With 
à few exceptions, all of us, whatever be our creed, can 
fnd common ground here.—Chicago Post.

The foregoing is a document the execution of 
which has long been contemplated by the legal 
owners of the financial interests of the Unity work. 
When the business was incorporated a few years ago 
everything was transferred to the company by the 
owners, Charles and Myrtle Fillmore. Then there had 
to be stockholders and officers to comply with the cor- 
porate law, so those having the business in charge, 
Charles Fillmore, Myrtle Fillmore, Lowell Fillmore and 
Royal Fillmore, became the stockholders. But their 
intention was to give outright all their interests to the 
Society to be used for all time for the benefit of its 
members. Legal authorities differed as to how this could 
be done and it has been in abeyance for over a year, 
until the foregoing plan was proposed and accepted. 

We trust this will answer the often received in- 
quiries from our members as to the legal ownership of 
the Unity possessions. We have worked for thirty 
years building up this Society and have given all the 
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fruit of those years to the spread of this gospel. Count- 
ing both property possessions and good will, this repre- 
sented a gift of over half a million dollars. All we 
have retained is the privilege of managing the affairs of 
the Society until such time as others are raised up who 
are competent to carry it forward to its ultimate as a 
world educator of Practical Christianity.

m OOD and evil are mental perceptions. 
ШЧ) I wo perceptions wholly opposite as 
these are, come through two qualities of 
mind. The quality that perceives good 
is intelligence; that which perceives evil 
is earth-textured. Evil is the antithesis 
of reality, even as it is of good. It is 
“тен in itself, has nothing in itself whereby it may 
produce a materialization. It has neither substance nor 
power, the two indispensable elements to manifestation. 
It comes of nothing and remains eternally a no-thing. 

Physical events come out of the mind of the race, 
and are the outward forms of what is being carried 
forward mentally by the race. Our lives are on the in- 
visible, and the invisible activities are apparent to the 
intelligent mind. The invisible is as the steam which 
makes the cloud, under given conditions. 

Mental events have origin, development and matur- 
ity. Dependent upon its mental genesis, the physical 
event pushes up over the rim of the mental, grows in the 
visible, matures, and then subsides. The mental sup- 
port on which it was built has been withdrawn to work 
out another event which moves in an order like that 
which marked its predecessor. If each event is per- 
mitted to grow, develop and subside in an uninterrupted 
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procedure, there are no disasters on the surface of life, 
because there are no thwartings beneath the surface. 
The composite mind of humanity works on the in- 
visible, manipulating the universal essence. The event 
has its visible and its invisible steps, and the intelligent 
mind looks through both the invisible and visible pro- 
cedures, noting the lawfulness of purpose, the orderly 
innocence with which the invisible event manifests. It 
knows that the visible event is never calamitous, never 
evil. The earth-textured mind knows in the zone of the 
earthy, and is incapable of penetrating to the invisible; 
therefore it is unable to see events in their true perspec- 
tive. It views the Punch and Judy of the show, but has 
no idea of the wires or of the manipulator of the wires. 
All that it sees it adjudges as substantial, unappealable. 
The ignorance of the earth-textured mind is re- 
sponsible for what appears calamitous. It sees an 
event emerging from the invisible and not understand- 
ing that the event is in process of development, it takes 
fright, and begins defensive, perhaps offensive prep- 
arations against a supposed antagonist. Because the 
mind is the source of all that appears, movements of 
offense or defense arrest the event, and lengthen the 
time which it requires for the working out of its destiny. 
When a mind looks from the intelligent and from 
the earth-texture standard it sees contradictions, appar- 
ent warfare between good and evil. Paul observed 
from this dual outlook when he spoke of Spirit warring 
against the flesh and the flesh warring against the Spirit. 
What Paul saw was the arrested event broken in its 
own confusion. Flesh has not the power to war, and 
Spirit does not war, being essential peace. Тһе con- 
dition which Paul partly described is illustrated by the 
waves of the sea beating against the enduring wall of a 
granite promontory. ‘There is apparent warfare when 
the swift-running swells hurl themselves against the rock, 
but all the uproar and defeat is in the water recoiling 
upon itself when it tries to overleap its natural bounds. 
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The promontory stands unmoved, non-contentious. It 
has no active part in the turmoil. It is itself, calm, un- 
disturbed. The Spirit does not war. The flesh, trying 
to do what it cannot do, is the cause and only agent of 
disorder. 

Prophecies that point to disaster are based upon 
observation of the unripe event. Such forecasts are 
basically untrue, and may be wholly defeated by 
switching the observation from the earthy to the intelli- 
gent viewpoint. Evil is no-thing, and the nearest it can 
come to reality is to absorb the attention of the earth- 
textured mind. It never wholly enters into an alive 
world. To the credulous mind an arrested event looks 
hke prophecy fulfilled, whereas it is but an item in the 
endless, shifting procession of mind. The credulous 
mind is the matrix of the disagreeable occurrence. A 
child will pull up a tender pea vine and call the young 
leaves flowers. The dog in the story dropped good 
food out of its mouth into the water below, to snatch at 
what was tempting in the mouth of the reflected dog. 
An ignorant man fears the heat of the liquid iron in 
its sand mold, and his mind does not see the utility of 
the cooled and dressed metal. 

In less obvious connections than cited by the fore- 
zoing examples, the unripe event is called a calamity, a 
plague, a loss. Floods, fires, crop failures, are arrest- 
ments which the earth-textured mind has put upon nat- 
ural agencies in some stage of action. The salvation of 
our planet is committed to the intelligent minds of our 
planet, because the ignorant, earth-textured mind never 
makes progress. Its tendency is to travel around and 
around in a circle, following after its own foundation- 
iess prophecies and believing them fulfilled. 

From the time when the Son of God quickened the 
ife germ of this planet, the mind of man has observed 
in ite own zone, and judged accordingly. It has car- 
ned with it through its many-aged evolution its evil and 
ts good. Its evil has been the shadow blindness of its 
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own ignorance; its good has been the daystar gleam of 
its veiled divinity. The earth texture of its mind caused 
it to pluck the undeveloped event into the realm of ex- 
perience, to arrest the growth of what is altogether 
good. Its God-mind obscured and ignored, has never- 
theless urged it on, until now we have the first visible 
signs of what God meant when he approved his own 
works as good, and even very good. 

When we hear an evil predicted, we are listening 
to an earth-textured mind as it delineates an undevel- 
oped good. If we join our expectation to the prophecy, 
we shall be party to an arrested development in the 
perfect race. It is the prerogative of the intelligent mind 
to nullify the predictions of the ignorant mind. When 
ignorance said to its child, "Y ou are blind from birth.“ 
intelligence looked, and saw, and said, "Receive your 
sight." And the man's eyes were opened. 

In these days of food administrations and general 
conservations, the earth-textured mind fearfully reaches 
out to pluck the growing good. It predicts failures, 
hungers, sufferings. But it is operating in its own zone, 
the zone of the no-thing. Its prophecies are based on 
unreality, and it is the business of the intelligent mind 
to see to it that ignorance does not arrest the natural 
good, and so bring disorder into the world. 

It is a fact that too much rain will ruin wheat, that 
drought will shrink the corn yield. But weather is 
man’s harvester, not his destroyer. Floods and droughts 
are arrestments, and they do not need to occur. In the 
intimacy that links the peoples of the world today, each 
shortage, each probability in the estimate of yields is 
known in every civilized section of the globe. The 
rule for the intelligent mind is: Keep your faith high, 
and your attention on totals. When this is done, the 
foolishness of evil prophecy is plain, for shortage in one 
place is always found to be balanced or more than bal- 
anced by plethora elsewhere; shrinkage in one product 
is compensated by excess in another. 
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"While the earth remaineth, seed-time and harvest, 
and cold and heat, and summer and winter, and day 
and night shall not cease." 

This is the prophecy which the intelligent mind 
brings to bear, especially when it hears ignorance pre- 
dicting abnormal seasons and crop failures. ‘This is the 
inspired statement of the sure law, and those who are 
for God and not against him will cleave to the promise, 
work with it, and let it work with them. 

Adam reached out into the undeveloped event and 
plucked a curse for himself and for those who followed 
him. But the curse was washed away in the obedience 
of Noah. “I will not again curse the ground any 
more for man's sake," was the ripe event as it came in 
through the Master of the Flood. Тһе ignorant mind 
crnges under the curse; the intelligent mind springs up 
with the victory of pardon, poises itself above the 
shadow and keeps forever free from suspicion of fail- 
ure; "there shall be no more curse" for the intelligent 
one. 

The mind of the world is focussed on Europe. But 
there is mind enough to go around and meet all con- 
tingencies. While we are joining the might of our souls 
to the might of God's cause as it centralizes over there, 
intelligence prompts us to hold for an orderly procession 
of events, everywhere. The political tangles will un- 
ravel; the industrialism of the werld will meet the re- 
arrangements of our daily changes and will adapt itself 
to the readjustments impending. Тһе world has al- 
ways come out of its travel pains, stronger and better. 
There is more intelligence in the world now than ever 
before, and the opportunity should invite enthusiasm 
rather than doleful prophecies.

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METAPHYSICAL LAW OF THE І AM 


Extracts from an Address in Unity Auditorium, Kansas 
City, by CHARLES FILLMORE 


ECL LL PEOPLE who have studied meta- 
physics, and understand somewhat the 
| action of the mind, recognize that there 
| is one underlying Law, and through 
that law all things come into expression; 
also that there is One universal Mind, 
the Source and sole origin of all real in- 
5 First is mind, then that mind expresses itself 
in ideas, then those ideas make themselves manifest. 
This is a metaphysical statement of the Divine Trinity 
Father. Son, and Holy Spirit. The trinity Mind. 
the expression of Mind. and the manifestations of Mind 
is found in simple numbers and complex combinations 
everywhere. 

Ihe metaphysics of the Hebrew Scriptures are 
based on this law of the Trinity. They were written 
far ahead of the race thought, and it is probable that 
those who wrote them did not understand all that was 
involved in the Word of the Spirit. It is seldom that 
great writings are fully understood. Less than one 
hundred years ago, a book aiming to give the names of 
all the English poets was published in London, and 
Shakespeare's name was left out. It is said that a great 
man must be dead five hundred years before his work 
will be appreciated. 

The Hebrew Jehovah has been translated Lord.“ 
Lord means an external ruler. Bible students say that 
Jehovah means the self-existent One. Then instead of 
reading "Lord," we should read / am. It makes a 
geat difference whether we think of I Am, self-exist- 
ence, within, or "Lord," master, without. All Scripture 
snows that Jehovah means just what God told Moses 
it meant—/ Am. “This shall be my name to all gen- 
erations.” So instead of "Lord," say I Am, whenever 
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you read it, and you will get a clearer understanding and 
realization of what Jehovah is. Jehovah-jireh means 
“I Am the provider.” If we expect to demonstrate pros- 
perity from without we find it a slow process; but if we 
know Am is the provider, we have the key to the inex- 
haustible resource. God was also known to the Israel- 
ites as Jehovah- shalom I Am peace. It is found we 
can demonstrate peace of mind by holding the words, 
“1 Ат peace," with the understanding that the real / 
Ат is Jehovah within. But if we start any demonstration 
and try to apply the I Am to personality, we fall short. 
This is frequently the cause of lack of results in carry- 
ing out the laws that all metaphysicians recognize as 
fundamentally true. The mind does not always com- 
prehend / Ат in its highest, neither does it discern 
that the All-Knowing, Omnipotent One is within man. 
This recognition must be cultivated, and every one 
should become conscious of / Am presence. This con- 
sciousness will come through prayer and meditation upon 
Truth. In Truth there is but one I Am—Jehovah, the 
Omnipotent I Am. If you take /ehovah-shalom into 
mind and hold it with the thought of a mighty peace, 
you will feel a consciousness, a harmonizing stillness, 
that no man can understand. It must be felt, realized, 
and acknowledged by your I Am, before the Supreme 
1 Am can pour out its power. Then you will know 
you have touched something; but you cannot explain 
to another just what it is, because you have gone beyond 
the realm of words and made union with the Cause side 
of existence. It is the quickening of your divinity through 
the power of the Word. This Divine nature is in us 
all, waiting to be brought into expression through our 
recognition of the power and might of / Am. 

We should not fail to always think of the spiritual 
law under which I Am moves. It is possible for man to 
take I Am power and apply it in external ways and 
leave out the true spiritual law. In our day we are pro- 
claiming that man can use Ї Am power to restore health, 
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bring fmancial prosperity and increase happiness, in 
fact, that he can, through righteous, lawful use, have 
everything that he desires. But some people are using 
this power in a material way, neglecting soul culture, 
building up the external without taking the intermediate 
step between the Supreme Mind and its manifestation in 
the outer. We should remember that the soul must 
grow as well as the body. I know a man who was 
overtaken with physical disability and loss of eyesight 
some seven years ago. In his extremity he turned to the 
spiritual law for help. I saw him not long since, and his 
physical condition was unchanged. But there was a 
great change in his soul. He had found the light and he 
was filled with inward rejoicing. He had become blind 
that he might see. But his family thought all his depen- 
dence upon Truth had been a failure. During all these 
seven years he has managed his business and it has pros- 
pered, and his family has been well provided for. He 
was for a time disappointed and rebellious because his 
eyes were not healed; but now he is glad, because 
through the prayer and thought he was forced to adopt 
he has found the inner light. 

So if you find yourself disappointed because you 
do not at once demonstrate health or success, be at 
peace and know that your earnest prayers and medita- 
tions are working out in you a soul growth that shall yet 
manifest beyond your greatest hopes. Remember that 
if the powers of man are expressed they must also be 
manifested; but do not expect any real manifestation 
without expression. It is easier to seek the Truth will- 
ingly and be watchful and obedient than it is to be forced 
by some severe experience. Hard experiences are not 
necessary if we are obedient to the Truth that saves us 
from them. Every day time should be given to prayer 
and meditation. The soul cannot grow without them, 
and no man who neglects them will develop his spirit- 
ual powers. 

The Great I Am is not far away from man and the 
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earth.’ Spirit is closely connected with the little things of 
daily life. “The kingdom of God is come nigh unto 
you." This means that the mighty One is with us in all 
ways. We are all in touch, heart with heart, and a real 
sympathy makes us one. In reality we all love the simple 
life. The pomp and parade and pageantry of the ex- 
ternal world do not satisfy the soul. It is the small things 
that touch the heart and appeal to us. We want reali- 
ties. Even on the stage we demand the realistic. I once 
read of a playwright who tried to give all of his 
scenes the touch of realism, and in one place he had 
electric fans so placed that they would blow to the audi- 
ence the odors of the viands that the actors were eating, 
thus convincing the people that the food was real. While 
one of his plays was being given, a cat strayed in, came 
on the stage, stretched before the fire place, lay down 
and went to sleep. The audience applauded. This 
added a touch of naturalness that the playwright was 
anxious to introduce as a permanent feature of the play. 
But it is hard to get a cat to do things when you want it 
to do them. However the playwright set himself to study 
out how he could induce the cat to go through with its 
part, and he hit upon this plan: About noon each day 
he shut the cat up in a very small box, so that it had no 
room to stretch, then let it out just at the time its appear- 
ance on the stage was desired. Of course the first thing 
it did was to stretch, then drink from a saucer of milk 
set ready for it; then it would lie down before the fre- 
place and go to sleep. So he solved the problem, and 
this little touch of commonplace realism became the hit 
of the play. 

It is on such little things as these that success hinges 
in the play called "life." I Am Might is not in the 
storm, nor the earthquake, nor the fire, but in the “still 


small voice," according to Elijah the Tishbite.

Peter's admonition, “Be ye all like-minded,” is one 
in which we can join with a larger understanding prob- 
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ably than the early Christians to whom he was writing, 
because we have a better understanding of the mind and 
the laws governing its action. We are receiving new 
phases of truth along all lines, and to us it seems most 
important that our religion be progressive; that we get 
new and higher concepts, and see deeper and more 
scientific relations in the lessons and experiences of those 
who have preceded us in study and demonstration of 
spiritual truth. 

If there is science in God's universe there must be 
science in the Mind that projected that universe. If 
there is mathematical accuracy in the order of the mate- 
nal world, there is a like accuracy and order in the 
mental world. If there is science in the relation of atom 
to atom, if there is science in the current that flows 
over the wire and sets in motion the electric fan, there 
must be science in the Mind back of all these manifes- 
tations. 

God created all things from his mind, by his thought, 
through the power of his Word. The Divine fiat went 
forth "Let there be," and "it was.” The one Mind is 
still projecting itself into the universe, and its law is 
expressed through thought rightly directed. The highest 
expression of Divine thought is man. How important, 
then, that man should study the science of mind, and in 
every way seek to find the law lying back of the harmo- 
nious universe. 

If we make living cells through the power of thought 
we should know something of the law underlying the 
process. On every hand thoughtful men are searching 
for the scientific cause of things. Here is an illustration 
that came under my notice yesterday. A lady had been 
sick for a long time, had tried everything to get well, 
finally had come to the Jesus Christ way of healing, and 
had made a good start toward health. But she met 
with opposition in her family, especially from her hus- 
band. To overcome this opposition she began, in a 
quiet way, calling attention to the various demonstrations 
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that had come under her notice, among others the heal- 
ing of a mole on her mother's face. The husband be- 
gan to show an interest, and said, “If there is such power 
behind this healing system I am willing to think about 
it. There is something satisfactory in knowing that one 
may learn how it works. I can see as a reasonable 
proposition that mind acts on the body through nerves, 
and the conditions are nourished by thought. When 
your mother stopped thinking about that mole it was no 
longer nourished, and consequently disappeared. "That 
appeals to my reason. I thought this was a religion, a 
sect; but if it is something that a logical mind can under- 
stand, I want to know more about it." You will find 
people like that everywhere. They think this is some new 
religion, and when they come to understand that it is 
absolute science they are willing to look into it. 

The creation of the universe is not based on illogi- 
cal assumptions of law, but law is its foundation. There 
are no miracles in science. Jesus Christ did no miracles. 
All of his marvelous works were done under laws which 
we may learn and use as he did. As the body is moved 
by mind, so the mind is moved by ideas; and right here 
in the mind we find the secret of the universe. This is 
where Jesus Christ differed from the ordinary man. He 
knew the power of spiritual ideas to do mighty works. 
He said, "The Father within me, he doeth the works." 

Before you can realize the great, mighty power of 
ideas, you must unify them. All must pull together. Get 
your ideas in divine order, and a mighty mind force will 
begin to work for you right away. This divine order is 
necessary to the upbuilding of both mind and body. 
This divine order is the "kingdom of heaven" so often 
referred to by Jesus. To attain this unity and harmony 
of mind it is necessary to have perfect statements of 
Truth, and adhere to them in thought and word. States 
of mind can be set into activity just as, through the man- 
ipulation of gasses, electricity, etc., we may purify and 
impart certain potencies to the atmosphere. In a far 
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larger degree ideas change the atmosphere of the race. 
Jesus Christ had a grasp on Divine Ideas, and if I be- 
lieve in and follow him I shall come into that same state 
of mind. We become like-minded by entering into the 
absolute. In the one Infinite Mind there is only harmony. 
In that Mind is the Idea Love; and you can see that as 
we all think thoughts of love it will do away with all dis- 
cord, all separation, all caste; selfishness will be elim- 
inated, and the whole human family will be joined in 
the one Divine Love. 

Last week a man came saying he was in harmony 
with and wished to join Unity; but he also wanted to 
join a socialist society. Не had been reading on social- 
ism and thought our work and theirs were along similar 
lines, and he asked if there would be any conflict if he 
joined both societies. Now, we believe in the broadest, 
most generous thought. Search where you will, read 
what you want to read, think for yourself, be free; at 
the same time keep your eye on the highest you can con- 
ceive, and avoid all lines of thought that are contentious 
and argumentative. Socialism has a truth back of it. 
The early disciples had all things in common, and the 
Truth as exemplified in the universe shows that every- 
thing really belongs to the whole creation. We may 
think as we look at the ocean that it is separate from 
the rivers and the moisture in the clouds. But the mois- 
ture in the clouds will be precipitated and find its way 
into the ocean. The same unity of life is seen every- 
where, and when we take hold of and adjust ourselves 
to a right understanding of life all things adjust them- 
selves to us. We are all sharers in all things, and if we 
go about it in the right way, the great Law will bring to 
us our very own. But to succeed we must adopt the 
law of love and justice. If we see contentions and take 
a fighting attitude toward those who seem to have more 
than we, we violate the law and cut off our supply. 

All the money in the world might be equally dis- 
tributed, but if selfishness and ignorance of truth con- 
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tinued to rule, it would not be long until some men 
would again have more than others. If those who now 
have but little could exchange places with the men of 
wealth, they in turn would become oppressors. The 
same mental states will always produce the same con- 
ditions. Therefore we must look deeper and lay hold 
of the Law of Love and unify ourselves with it. A 
rich man will give his money to you as freely as to his 
family, if you find the way to his heart. Love is the 
great unifier, and when the whole human family are 
united in love, no one will lack; and there will be no 
soldiers nor warships, no strife, no contention. Every 
knee must bow to the Prince of Peace. Jesus Christ 
must be held up as a standard, and all our ideas must 
be unified with his ideas. Do not allow any opposing, 
clashing thought toward anybody or anything to work 
in you. If you do it will separate you from friends and 
finances. 

As you unify your own mind forces in the one Mind, 
the body will be lifted up into a new state of harmony. 
If anyone is not demonstrating the principle, it is be- 
cause he is not unified with the one great Harmony. 
He is not expressing the Divine Mind as he should, 
because he is not realizing his oneness with it. Resolve 
to become one with God through Christ. Harmonize 
yourself with him, and all your world will be in har- 
mony. Be on the alert to see harmony everywhere. Do 
not magnify seeming differences. Do not keep up any 
petty divisions, but continually declare the one universal 
Harmony. The Christ Mind is here as the unifying 
Principle of this race, and we must believe in the Divine 
Man working in us and through us, and know that 
through it we are joined to the Father Mind. That is 
the Father’s house to which we have all so long been 
seeking to return. In the consciousness of the Father 
Mind the unity of God and man is demonstrated. "I

Relative to Law, the number twelve in the Bible, 
from Genesis to Revelation is basically associated with 
the human being. Starting with the twelve sons (char- 
acteristics) of Jacob—first advancement over the purely 
physical man—we have these twelve qualities, or char- 
acteristics, described synthetically, and later in analyt- 
ical detail, as the parcels of ground, or inheritances of 
the twelve tribes of Israel. 

We read of the twelve foundation stones as the 
temple—body; the twelve precious stones of the breast- 
plate of the Jewish High Priest, which reflected the 
light from the altar. Stone represents crystallized 
thought. А precious stone is one whose quality—char- 
acteristic—cannot be alloyed with a baser sort. There- 
fore, the twelve precious stones, reflecting the light from 
the altar, represent the twelve qualities, or mind radi- 
ations, which are perfectly harmonized with Truth— 
the Inner Light. 

The twelve disciples (characteristics, qualities, or 
modes of energy) of Jesus—consciousness of identity, or 
1 Am—were brought under his control—harmonized, 
that is, heavenized—in order for him to control the ele- 
ments and the human being, even to the extent of 
raising the dead. 

As Being is an aggregate of forces, the perfect Be- 
ing is clearly one of perfectly balanced forces. The 
soul consciousness is poised in the body through the 
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organs and their functions. The unit of the body is the 
organ; the unit of the organ 15 the cell, and the unit of 
the cell is the organic and inorganic cell salts, the latter 
being twelve in number. Biological chemistry asserts 
that upon the equilibrium of balance of these twelve 
inorganic or mineral cell salts, the structure and vitality 
of the cell depends. 

As thoughts have been photographed through a drop 
of a solution of one of these twelve mineral or inorganic

Jesus, the perfect man, brought these modes of mo- 
tion, or rates of energy, or ideas, or qualities of being, 
under the control of his Divine understanding, or his 
degree of faith expanded understanding, or divine plan 
of consciousness, or his harmonized—heavenized— con- 
sciousness. When Jesus was in trouble, he said, if he 
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wished, he could command more than twelve legions 
of these rates of vibration or mentation to restore him or 
help him to overcome any possible calamity. 

Jesus said his disciples—characteristics— were the 
salt of the earth. Webster says the earth here men- 
tioned is a figure, meaning the body. This is the con- 
clusion of metaphysicians. Salt, according to Webster, 
as well as the Savior, is the essential characteristic, or 
quality, or feeling, as applied to persons. Salt is the 
universal preserver of organic substances. 

Following the law of analogy, we see that the 
twelve qualities, or characteristics, or twelve disciples, 
manifesting as and through the twelve centers of con- 
sciousness, are the saving quality of the body or mani- 
fested Divine Life. 

Thoughts are now proven to have size, weight, 
color, shape, and to occupy space, and to be measured 
in terms of force. 

In Cellular Therapeutics we have a system, Schu- 
essler by name, which the natural action or force, fixed 
by a law of chemical affinity of any of the inorganic 
constituents, is systematically employed to eliminate any 
given disease from any of the tissue cells, by means 
of molecules of special adequate magnitude.

= not man put asunder.” Marriage is 
the union within the individual of the Father-wisdom of 
God and the Mother-substance of Love, out of which 
union comes the perfected Man. 

Jesus, conscious of the unification of his Divine mas- 
culine and feminine, perceived that the world of men 
had looked upon the idea of marriage in a literal way 
until it had come to represent the act of legally uniting a 
man and woman in wedlock. The Sadducees, to whom 
Jesus uttered the words of the above quoted text, rec- 
ognized only civil law as binding, and had no knowl- 
edge whatever of a resurrection. They denied entirely 
the existence of God as a governing power in the activ- 
ities of men. 

The Sadducees, intent upon believing that license 
of marriage is also a license covering fleshly in- 
dulgence of various natures, are still with us. They 
deceive themselves in believing that they can in- 
dulge in the lusts of the flesh and escape the con- 
sequences, provided they have the proper sanction 
of civil authorities. Because of erroneous teaching con- 
cerning heaven, these people believe that in some mirac- 
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ulous manner, the outworking of which they are quite 
willing to leave to God, they will be suddenly trans- 
ported, through the door of death, into a realm where 
there will be neither marrying nor giving in marriage; 
neither will there be any more death. This idea of 
heaven is not in harmony with the teachings of Jesus 
Christ, who, himself, became the Wayshower to life 
everlasting through overcoming the limitations of the 
flesh man and the grave. When one realizes that Mind 
is the governing cause, it is easy to discern that people, 
who are living in the lusts of the flesh, will have no sud- 
den transition into a state of harmony inhabited only 
by angels. The kingdom of heaven is within man, that 
is, it is within consciousness, and is a realm of harmoni- 
ous thought activity, fashioned and built as one har- 
monizes his ideas and desires with Absolute Principles 
of Truth. Certain scientific principles of mental action 
are continually expressing all about us. Everything 
brings forth after its kind. Men do not gather grapes of 
thorns nor figs of thistles. “Ве not deceived; God is 
not mocked; for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap. 

The resurrection takes place momently once man 
has been quickened of the Spirit, and once he realizes 
he is spiritual, subject only to the law of Omnipotent 
Good. “I die daily," affirmed the wise Paul. This 
sort of dying, dying to false ideas and their activity in 
consciousness, is the foundation of eternal life in the 
flesh, for the corruptible cells, formed by corrupt think- 
ing, are transmuted into incorruptible ones through spir- 
itual thinking. Eternal life is not something to be at- 
tained, but is something to be lived. 

As every thought is brought into captivity to the 
Christ Mind, pure thought-substance is formed and the 
Divine Idea Body comes into expression in natural 
order. It is clear to the thinking student that as one 
purifies the mind he comes to a place in regeneration 
where he cannot indulge in any death-producing activ- 
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ities, or as Jesus expressed it, "neither can they die any 
more. The generative marriage is the besetting sin of 
the body, and is the primal cause of death, for through 
it man robs the body of the product of the life forces 
which, under a law of purification and holiness, natur- 
ally regenerate and renew the body tissues. Whether 
one is living in lust, legalized by the laws of the land, 
or allowing sex ideas to run riot in the consciousness 
through fostering carnal desires, the effect in the body 
is demoralizing and destructive. Man produces re- 
sults in the body according to the nature and intensity 
of his ideas. 

And God created man in his own image . . . male 
and female created he them. And God blessed them: 
and God said unto them, Be fruitful, and multiply, and 
replenish the earth, and subdue it; and have dominion 
over the fish of the sea, and over the birds of the 
heavens, and over every living thing that moveth upon 
the earth (Gen. 1:27-28 R. V.). This fiat of God is 
quoted as authority by mankind for their reason in be- 
lieving that God placed his particular stamp of ap- 
proval upon the flesh marriage and its product. Yet we 
read in Genesis 2:5 that "there was not a man to till the 
ground.” It must be concluded, therefore, that God's 
blesing was given to the male and female of himself, 
the Ideal of Mind, the man created in his own image. 
Man is ever seeking to become the angel, the god he 
onginally was, but not until he forsakes the desires of 
the personal man will he make much progress toward 
this goal. 

Marriage, as we see it pictured in the earth today, 
is but the symbol of the real marriage eternally existing 
in Being. Just as the world became lost in the idea of 
medicine as a power to save the body from disease, so 
the mass of people today are groping about for liberty 
from the bondage of carnality, aud in no other state of 
organization does such deſillement and carnal indulgence 
еті as in that precinct presciibed by the civil law of 
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marriage. But like all other pleasurable evils that grow 
and flourish, there comes a harvest time, when error is 
uncovered and uprooted and the righteous (right-use) 
principle comes into its own. Affairs in the world to- 
day herald a great adjustment of the marriage relation, 
and as has often been the case, necessity becomes again 
the mother of invention. Thrown back upon the soul 
for satisfaction, man has always emerged more refined 
and chastened. 

The Truth is that satisfaction is not found by seek- 
ing in the external, and marriage will fail to satisfy so 
long as men and women look in the without for the 
“helpmeet” that should come, as originally, from within. 
To realize the marriage of the resurrection man must 
be reborn; he must come into the realization that he is 
the offspring of God, and therefore not subject to the 
desires of the flesh. This realization places man upon 
a sound foundation and opens to him the possibility of 
attaining eternal life and love here and now. Being 
satisfied to work with his inherent creative forces, man 
cannot again become involved in death-producing sex 
activities on either the physical or psychical planes of 
expression. 

Chastity of the body, in its external application, is 
not such a difficult attainment. Man says whether he 
shall or shall not indulge in the outer carnal desires of 
the flesh. But unless the consciousness is specifically 
cleansed, sex ideas run riot in mind, causing suppression 
of forces which set up inharmonies in the body; or union 
with another on the soul or psychic plane is indulged in 
as a safety valve. Affectional and emotional demon- 
strations between men and women, when prompted by 
desire for sense satisfaction, are as devitalizing to the 
soul as sex indulgences are to the body, and both activ- 
ities prevent spintual growth. 

Purification of the consciousness from all ideas of 
sex is the first essential toward the realization of the 
marriage of the resurrection. Purification is readily 
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established when man is willing to renounce the desire 
for pleasurable evils, and willing to turn his attention 
within, seeking to become conscious of the Truth that 
enly through the union of the male and female elements 
of his being is satisfaction attained. This involves а 
definite step in consecration. Man must retire within 
the consciousness and with loyalty and devotion woo the 
perfect God Idea Self. Att this point of growth one is 
confronted with the question, How shall I conduct my- 
self toward that one who represents my externalized 
Ideal, under the civil law of marriage? What is the 
mental attitude toward the symbol when the reality has 
been glimpsed? Gradually or immediately, depending 
somewhat upon how involved the soul is in the sense 
expression, man works out his salvation. As the real 
union is realized within, the symbolical union is re- 
nounced and relinquished. In fact, it is impossible to 
be attached to any thing in the external except that 
represented by an idea active in mind. When God be- 
comes the lover of man, all external lovers e:ther cease 
to exist as lovers, or else they take on God-like char- 
acteristics corresponding to the purified consciousness. 
Manifestation follows realization in perfect order and 
harmony. 

Spiritual companionship, like all other spiritual at- 
tainments, is realized through working from ideas out- 
ward. So long as men and women are willing to accept 
a counterfeit as the genuine, just that long will they fall 
short of realizing the union with their Ideal Self. Di- 
vine Mind imaged its ideals, and they manifested under 
the Divine Law. Man proceeds in an identical man- 
ner to bring forth the harmony of his world, and works 
from the subjective to the objective. It is unfair, and 
hinders the growth of our companions, to attempt to 
ft our ideals upon them. If the substance of thought, 
heretofore utilized in discerning the weaknesses of a 
companion, is given to dwelling upon the Ideal, all the 
relations of men and women would be adjusted in per- 
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fect harmony; by perfect harmony is meant harmony 
with Divine Ideas, and not an expression governed and 
regulated by sentiment, personal desire or man-made 
laws. 

There is a natural desire for an expression of love 
and companionship between men and women. This 
desire is legitimate, since man and woman stand for the 
externalized male and female idea of God. But the 
man and woman in regenerative consciousness, having 
aligned themselves with Principle, find that their com- 
panionship is regulated and controlled by a Divine Law 
of action in harmony with their Ideals. The expression 
of Divine Love between the externalized male and fe- 
male of God is neither "free love" nor "legalized love," 
but an expression of loyalty and adoration to God, 
which in itself becomes a caress that purifies and refines 
until all that is gross and material in either soul is trans- 
muted into pure spiritual substance. The body of the 
man and woman joined in the holy marriage each be- 
comes a radiating center of purity and life, out of which 
emanates the healing love of the Father-Mother. The 
offspring of the marriage of the resurrection is not of the 
flesh, but of the Spirit. 


The redeemed man and woman blend as one in 
God, having no other interests than that of knowing 
God aright and serving him. То serve God is to serve 
humanity. The marriage of the resurrection becomes a 
unit of helpfulness, rather than a unit of selfishness, as is 
common to the marriage of the flesh. 


The state cannot legalize the marriage of the resur- 
rection though it may be called upon to sanction it, be- 
cause it cannot comprehend it; neither can the man 
and woman joined in this marriage die any more, that 
is, fall back into the death-producing activities of flesh 
lust. "They are equal unto the angels.” Angels rep- 
resent holy thoughts in consciousness, and when the re- 
generated man and woman come to dwell in holiness 
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of thought they are no longer "sons of men" but "sons 
of God, being sons of the resurrection." 

The resurrection marriage is now being consum- 
mated in the earth. A race of gods is in the making. 
Spiritual progress is not a matter of time but one of 
realization. То get a vision of godliness is to proceed 
toward its attainment, for in no other way is God's will 
established in the earth (realm of manifestation) as it 
Is in heaven (realm of the Ideal). The Garden of 
Eden is the redeemed body in which man shall live 
eternally in a state of bliss. In this Paradise of God 
(the holy body-temple) there shall be no more death, 
for the cause of death, sexual generation, shall have 
been wiped out of consciousness. Through purification 
of thought man will again be joined to the woman 
(soul) within himself, from whom he became separated 
by gross and material thought activity. In the resur- 
rection marriage men and women find perfect satisfac- 
tion in utilizing their creative forces in the bringing forth 


of the Christ Self.

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BIBLE STUDIES 


In the wonderful picture-gallery of those "who 
through faith . . . obtained promises," which we find 
in the I 1th chapter of Hebrews, is Gideon. In the Re- 
vised Version we read that "faith is . . . the proving 
of things not seen," and in the 13th verse of this same 
lith chapter, that all these heroes by faith saw these 
unseen things, "and greeted them from afar.” 

Gideon was one of the Judges, who were the leaders 
and magistrates of the Israelites between the time of 
Joshua and Samuel. His name signifies "brave soldier, 
or lit., 'cutter-down.' " 


Like Abraham, Gideon had his dwelling-place un- 
der oak trees. Ап oak tree in itself stands for something 
very strong and protective; but, in Hebrew, it has a 
deeper significance than this. The word comes from 
the root from which is derived the word Elohim, so we 
are reminded of "Whoso dwelleth under the defence 
of the Most High. shall abide under the shadow of the 
Almighty," which we shall see is exactly the spiritual 
interpretation of "dwelling under an oak." Mr. Raw- 
son has written that the oak tree is the symbol for a 
teacher. 

Gideon, we read, was "beating out wheat," divid- 
ing the true from the false, when "the angel of the Lord 
appeared unto him." The thought that came to him 
was Immanuel. The Lord is with thee." It was the 
same thought that came in yet far greater clearness to 
Mary in Nazareth. We must remember that this was 
the promised event to which all holy men of old ever 
looked: the realization on earth of man as the Son of 
God— "as thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee." 


Jesus exemplified the thought as far as was pos- 
sible in the flesh; but he pointed to a higher realization 
touch me not, for І am not yet ascended unto the 
Father"— turning man's gaze away from all outline 
and personality to infinite Spirit. 
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This answer of Gideon to his heavenly visitor seems 
such a natural one: Oh, Lord, if the Lord be with us 
why then is all of this befallen us?“ It is what · millions 
of hearts have asked since the days of Gideon. Divine 
Science alone can give mankind the answer — In the 
day that God created man, in the likeness of God made 
he him“ — and that day knows no going down of the 
sun; it is today, now and always. 

To Gideon's momentary doubt, we read that "the 
Lord looked upon him," or brought Gideon into His 
own presence, and said unto him: "Surely I will be 
with thee . . . peace be unto thee; fear not; thou shalt 
not die." 

We remember the wonderful words of the Hebrew 
Blessing: The Lord lift up his countenance upon 
thee, and give thee peace! —the peace of God, that 
can keep our hearts and minds in the knowledge and 
love of God. 

One word more we will notice. God said unto 
Gideon: “Со in this thy might!" The angel said unto 
Mary, "the power of the Most High shall overshadow 
thee," which power, we know, was the Holy Ghost 
"I can of my own self do nothing," but "with God all 
things are possible.“ 

The enemy against whom Gideon waged war was 
Midian, which means "strife, contention." To many 
people, there is no enemy that is so difficult to kill. 
Petty quarrels, jealousies, uncharitable thoughts, how 
they come back again and again; nor can they ever be 
overcome except by divine Love—the Mind that was 
in Christ Jesus Who, when he was reviled, reviled 
not again; when he suffered, threatened not, but com- 
mitted [it all] to him that judgeth righteously." 

The Midianites, however, must be exterminated be- 
fore we entirely possess the Promised Land; we must 
"smite them as one man," impersonal evil, and that, 
even, as a "claim" that never was, and never shall be. 
—Dereh, in " Active Service.”

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THE TRUE CHARACIER OF GOD

BOUT the first thing one learns, when he 
becomes spiritually quickened, is that 
God is not a being with form as a per- 

son. but is Spirit. Spirit and Mind are 

А synonymous, so when one thinks about 

mind he readily understands God as 

Spirit. God is also Principle, Being, 

Law, Omnipotence, Omnipresence, Omniscience. He 
is the first Cause or Source of all that is. This Cause 
is Good always, and is ever the same. 

There is no personal God. When man first compre- 
hends this, because of the narrowness: of his mortal vi- 
sion, he feels that he has lost the Supreme One alto- 
gether, and he cries out like Mary did when she came 
to Jesus' tomb and found it empty, "They have taken 
my Lord, and I know not where they have laid him." 
But soon the one who has given up his idea of a God of 
limitation or form, learns to know him as his everpresent 
life, love, wisdom, power, strength, substance, and un- 
derstanding. In thus identifying himself with God, 
man becomes conscious of his Presence and learns to 
realize in him a loving, tender Father, Friend, and 
Guide, closer and nearer to him than even the organs 
and functions of his physical body. Thus God becomes 
individualized in man, though he cannot in any way be 
limited to the personal consciousness of man. 

God, as Principle, can be understood by thinking 
about the principle of mathematics or music. Аз Prin- 
ciple, God is not limited in any way, does not fill any 
space, yet he is, always was, and always will be, the 
One Great underlying Cause and Source of all true 
ideas and conditions. Не is the Life, Love, Substance, 
and Intelligence of Being that never changes. 

When we know God as Principle we can easily

understand how he can be every where-present, and how 
everyone could use this Principle and demonstrate with 
it at the same time yet not limit it in any way. E-very- 
one could derive benefit from it, yet take nothing from 
its fullness. 

God as Principle never changes, but is "the same, 
yesterday, today and forever. Without variableness, 
neither shadow of a turning." This gives us a sure 
foundation upon which to base our faith. 

Law is the orderly working out of the Principle, or, 
Principle in action. When people do not work in har- 
mony with the Principle they build up error states of 
consciousness. These later manifest in the body and 
affairs in many inharmonious ways, such as sickness, 
pain, discord, strife, poverty and death. "This explains 
the text in Hebrews 12:6, "Whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth and scourgeth every son whom he receiveth.“ 
If people did not reap the result of their error in suffer- 
ing, they would never seek the kingdom of God, or 
right ideas, that they might come into right relation with 
the Great Principle of Being. When we understand 
the Principle and work from it, in harmony with the 
Law, all things will be possible to us. 

We are asked. What is meant by God immanent 
in the Universe?" This means that God, or Spirit, is 
the One Life, Light, Intelligence, Love, Substance, and 
Power, that pervades everything, everywhere. "There 
is not one tiniest atom in the whole universe that is not 
permeated by the One Mind. God is "In you all, 
above you all and through you all," and "In him we 
live, and move, and have our being." God, as the 
One everywhere-present All-Knowing Mind is often 
spoken of as Omniscience; that is, all-understanding, all- 
knowledge. Every expression of true intelligence every- 
where has its source in the One Mind. 

Omnipresence means always, everywhere-present. 
God is the One Presence that is everywhere, pervading 
all things. He is always present as Principle, but fills 
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no space. This One Presence is also Omnipotence, all 
Power—unlimited. The Spirit of God is the One 
Great moving Force or Power of the whole universe. 

We can understand how this One Presence, One 
Power, and One Intelligence, that is God, dwells in us 
by thinking about the manner in which our minds dwell 
in our bodies. Our bodies are built and controlled by 
our minds. The whole creation is brought into mani- 
festation and controlled through the Power of Mind. 
It would be well for us right here to consider the truth 
that there are not many minds. God or Spirit is the one 
and only Mind there is. He is, as we have already 
said, the Source of all true intelligence. We do not 
have minds of our own apart from the One Mind, nor 
are we portions of the One Mind, for the One Mind 
cannot be divided. We simply have expression or con- 
sciousness in the Great Mind of the Universe and should 
never recognize ourselves as being in any way separate 
from the One Mind. Ап idea of separation builds a 
state of consciousness contrary to God which 1s called 
the devil or the adversary. 

Everything that is manifest has an idea as its im- 
petus, and all ideas have their source in the One Mind. 
Therefore when we look for and study the ideas back 
of creation (or the things that appear) and trace them 
to their source (the One Mind) we are studying Mind 
back of manifestation. 

Many religious people of today question whether 
man is capable of understanding God. Some say at 
once, without any deep thought, that the finite cannot 
comprehend the "Infinite," which is quite true. They, 
however, do not take into consideration that man was 
made in the image and likeness of God and is, therefore, 
in his true nature Infinite. God is Mind and man is the 
offspring of God or Divine Mind, so he too is Mind. 
Since man came forth from the One Mind and has ex- 
pression in it, must have the ability within him to under- 
stand it. 
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Man's inheritance from God is the Ideas in Divine 
Mind. ‘Through an understanding of these man can 
form and bring into manifestation in his world anything 
that he desires. When man understands the all-possi- 
bilities of these Divine ideas, that they are his to use 
whenever he chooses, he will realize the magnitude of 
his birthright. | 

There are three processes involved in bringing forth, 
viz., Mind, Idea, and Expression. The One Mind is 
the Source of all true Ideas. We must first identify 
ourselves with this Mind and become consciously one 
with it. Then we will understand its ideas, and through 
holding them in consciousness and affirming the Truth 
we will bring them into expression. Ideas take form 
through our words and acts. When we are consciously 
one with Divine Mind we cannot help expressing its 
ideas. 

Jesus fed the multitude from the idea of Substance. 
The "bread" represented Substance, and the "fish" 
ideas of increase. Substance is one of the Ideas of the 
One Mind. Jesus understood the inexhaustibility of this 
Idea and how to connect it with the Life Idea and thus 
brought about the needed increase in manifestation. 
The Life Idea, in which is all vitality, vigor and energy. 
was back of Jesus' work in healing the sick, and raising 
the dead. 

We shall do the works that Jesus did, by becoming 
as consciously one with the Father as he was. We 
shall then express the Ideas of the One Mind as he did. 
We must acknowledge the One God and declare our 
oneness with him and know of a Truth that it is not I. 
but the Father within me, he doeth the works." We 
must realize that we have the same Mind that was also 
in Christ Jesus; that we have conscious expression in 
the One Great Mind of the Universe and therefore 
understand how to use all its Ideas. We must know 
that all power is given unto us and that we have the 
ability to use it aright. In other words, we must keep 
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te Law and work in harmonv with the Principle in 
order to do the works that Jesus did. 

The kingdom of heaven (which Jesus Christ told us 
was in and among us, and which he enjoined us to seek 
frst that all outer things might be given us) is made up of 
a right relation of the Ideas in Divine Mind, the expres- 
sion of which brings perfect harmony, order and peace. 
It starts first in the consciousness of man and gradually 
becomes established in mind and body. It then ex- 
presses in the affairs of man and in the whole earth. 
The kingdom of heaven, like Spirit, is omnipresent. It 
must simply be brought into expression and manifes- 
tation. It is very necessary that man should enlarge his 
concept of God in order to bring forth his good more 
freely and fully. Man enlarges his concept of God by 
studying and magnifying the Ideas in Divine Mind, 
thus coming into a fuller and more complete knowledge 
of him as Life, Love, Substance, Power, All-Good, 
Omnipresence. Omnipotence, Omniscience, and every- 
thing that we can think of that is grand and glorious 
and perfect. 

We are not always conscious of our oneness with 
God because we have used our inheritance (the ideas in 
Divine Mind) in wrong relation and, consequently have 
set up states of consciousness that have hid the Father 
from us. We went out into the outer realm of con- 
sciousness and neglected to keep in touch with the inner 
until we thought appearances were real. Our return to 
God is through the same channel by which we wandered 
away from him. Having become tired of outer things of 
sense, we begin to pray, to think about God, and to af- 
frm words of Truth. In this way we become open and 
receptive to the Spirit, who quickens our understand- 
ing that we may enter into a true knowledge of God. 
As we learn to identify ourselves with Divine Mind, our 
consciousness becomes more awakened to its Ideas, and 
we are gradually transformed into our original holiness 
and perfection. 
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BIBLE STUDY 


Interpretation of Genesis 2:8-14 R. V.—Its Applica- 
tion in Individual Consciousness. 


8. And Jehovah God planted a garden eastward, 
in Eden; and there he put the man whom he had 
formed. 

The spiritual emanating force of man is Jehovah 
God, or / Am. The "east" represents the within, and 
the "west" the without. "Eden" means a pleasant, har- 
monious productive state of consciousness in which are 
all possibilities of growth. When man is expressing in 
harmony with Divine Mind, bringing forth the qualities 
of Being in Divine Order, he dwells in Eden, or in a 
state of bliss in a harmonious body. 

9. And out of the ground made Jehovah God to 
grow every tree that is pleasant to the sight, and good 
for food; the tree of life also in the midst of the garden, 
and the tree of the khnowledge of good and evil. 

The "ground" represents formed substance—ideas 
of Truth of which man is conscious. The "tree" is the 
connecting link between earth and heaven— between 
body and mind. The “tree that is pleasant to the sight" 
is the perceptive faculty of mind. It is always pleasant 
to perceive Truth. The substance of spiritual thought 
is the "food" which is good. The “tree of life in the 
midst of the garden” represents the Absolute Life Prin- 
ciple established in Man-consciousness by Divine Mind. 
The roots of the "tree of life" are centered in the Solar 
Plexus region, and they are symbolized in the physical 
organism by the nerves. 

The "tree of the knowledge of good and evil" rep- 
resents the discerning capacity of Mind. Man perceives 
the Truth, and then must discern the relation of ideas 
before perfect activity is set up. 

10. And a river went out of Eden to water the 
garden; and from thence il was parted, and became 
four heads. 
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The "river" symbolizes the activity of the trees or 
the Current of Life in the organism (garden). The 
“head” of a river represents its directive power. 

11 and 12. The name of the first is Pishon: that is 
it which compasseth the whole land of Havilah, where 
there is gold; and the gold of that land is good: there is 
bdellium and the onyx stone. 

"Pishon" means flowing. “Gold” represents the 
most precious spiritual substance. This branch of the 
river stands for the respiratory system in the physical. 
It is in the lungs that the Life current makes a union 
with substance. 

13. And the name of the second river ts Gihon: 
the same is it that compasseth the whole land of Cush. 


“Gihon” means stream. "Cush" means blackness. 
This river flows through the unillumined consciousness 
and symbolizes the circulatory system in the physical. 

14. And the name of the third river is Hiddekel: 
that is it which goeth in front of Assyria. And the 
fourth river is the Euphrates. 

"Hiddekel" means sound. It symbolizes the di- 
gestive system in the physical man. "Euphrates" means 
that which makes fruitful, and symbolizes the nervous 
system. The generative center in the loins of man is the 
point of contact of life in the physical man, but when 
the consciousness has been redeemed and man places 
himself in the Garden through / Am or Jehovah God, 
he contacts the "tree of life" at the Solar Plexus region 
and from this Center exercises authority and. dominion 
over the whole current of Life in the organism.

Му Dear John: 

Now that you are ready at any moment to go 
"Over There," I am writing to you again, hoping to 
throw more light on the Great Truth about which you 
already know something. 

You know that men everywhere, especially in our 
great camps, are turning their attention to the One 
Great Source of All—God. Some are asking for 
strength and courage, some are questioning, and some 
are doubting the Wisdom and Love of the Master 
Mind for his children on this earth. Most of the men 
are Christians, or at least belong to some church, which 
at some time they have attended. But you and I be- 
lieve in the name of Jesus Christ, and reverence him, as 
being the very Son of God. 

Now here is the great shining Truth, which is be- 
ginning to take deep root in the mind of man: That 
you, being spiritual, made in the "image and likeness" 
of God, are the Divine Son of God. This was re- 
peatedly asserted by our Savior and teacher, Jesus, to 
be the true relation of man to God. Jesus tried to bring 
this realization to the minds and hearts of men, but how 
blinded to the Light they have been! 

It is written, "God created man in his own image." 
What does this mean? As taught by Jesus, it simply 
means that man, being created in the image and the 
likeness of God must possess the Divine attributes of 
him. Like him, we have Infinite power, wisdom and 
love. As God is unlimited, man, the likeness of the 
Father, is unlimited. Greater works than these shall 
he do," said Jesus, of him who believeth on the Christ. 
It was the Christ consciousness, or Divine Self of Jesus, 
which enabled him to do his wonderful works. This 
same Christ dwells within each one of us, invisible, but 
All-powerful. 
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Can you grasp this Truth and realize it? That you, 
reading these words, are an expression of the Most 
High God, in very Truth, the Son of God. That within 
you, though you may know it not, is this Divine Pres- 
ence, which is the answer to everything you may ever 
need or desire.

Gone 
would be the doubts and fears, anxieties, and all your 
trouble. You would fall down at his feet and cry,

guide me and direct me in all things.” And what a 
wonderful sense of security and peace would be with 
you.

THE BIBLE 


Among books the Bible has chief place in our 
ministry. Mistranslated, misinterpreted, misunderstood 
as this book has often been, it has lived and been a help 
and comfort to many generations of spiritually minded 
people. Now that a fuller measure of the quickening 
Spirit is with men, and they are better able to look back 
of the letter of the Scripture and discern its spiritual 
meaning, its inspiration is more evident than ever before. 

All the Truth contained in the Bible is from the in- 
spiration of the Spirit. There is no other source of 
Truth. Inspiration is as necessary in reading the Bible 
as it was in writing it. Those who read the Scriptures 
intellectually, can see only the letter, and they often con- 
demn the book as lacking in that spiritual quality which 
many claim for it. The more deeply spiritual a man is, 
the more he sees in the Bible. Truth is not to him a mere 
philosophy, but a living principle that enters into his life 
with quickening, directing power, carrying with it the 
Substance which is to him daily food. 

The only authority for Truth that Jesus ever gave, 
the only leader of men that he recognized, was the Spirit 
of Truth. Men sometimes overlook this fact and sub- 
stitute the Bible, as a book, for their authority and 
guide. This leads to errors, and misunderstanding, and 
confusion, and an endless variety of doctrines Пу ac- 
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knowledging the Spirit of Truth as the one and only 
authority, the Bible will lose nothing, for whatever of 
Truth is expressed in it will then be understood and 
appreciated as never before, while errors of the trans- 
lators and interpreters. will be readily discerned. 
Friends of the Bible are only binding themselves in limi- 
tation and keeping its golden truths hidden by looking 
away from the Spirit of Truth to something external, 
even though that something be so wonderful a thing as 
the Bible. 

Things are not true because they are written in the 
Bible, but they are written in the Bible because they are 
true. And the things that are true are so many and so 
mighty that no single book could contain them all. Of 
Jesus, John wrote: “There are also many other things 
which Jesus did, the which, if they should be written 
everyone, I suppose that even the world itself could not 
contain the books that should be written." In his prom- 
ise of the Holy Spirit, Jesus said: He shall teach you 
all things, and bring all things to your remembrance, 
whatsoever I have said unto you." If one substitutes 
the Bible for the Spirit of Truth as his teacher and au- 
thority, he is like a man telephoning with the wrong con- 
nection, and he fails to receive that inspiration within 
himself which would reveal to him all the truths which 
Jesus taught that are not written in the Bible. This 
illustrates how one cuts himself off from the inspiration 
of the Spirit whenever he looks to anything without for 
light. 

The Bible should be read in prayer that the inspira- 
tion of the Spirit may reveal the spiritual meaning of the 
Truth that has been written by inspiration. This centers 
the mind aright, and keeps it open to receive even more 
light than can be expressed in the faulty language of 
falen man. At best, language often conceals a 
thought, rather than expresses it. 

The surest way to keep from being led away from 
the Spirit of Truth as authority is to rightly understand 
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the meaning of the “Word of God." The Word of 
God is not any book, but as John describes: In the 
beginning was the Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was God." The Word of God is 
so limitless in its scope and power, and so far above and 
beyond anything in the way of a book, that it is sacri- 
lege to think to confine it to any book or anything else 
in the external, formed realm. 

Sometimes the adversary leads men to glory in look- 
ing to the without instead of the indwelling Spirit of 
Truth for light and proof, thus entrenching them in an 
error that would otherwise be clearly seen and over- 
come. For protection hold: 

"I recognize no authority nor guide but the Spirit 
of Truth. Everything in the without claiming to be 
Truth must come before this discerning One within me. 
I know the Truth and the Truth makes me free. I am 
not dependent upon anything external for decision and 
understanding. I recognize and acknowledge my one- 
ness with the Spirit of Truth."

SUNDAY, SEPTEMBER 22. 
SOLOMON DEDICATES THE TEMPLE.—I Kings 
8 : 


1. Then Solomon assembled the elders of Israel, and 
all the heads of the tribes, the princes of the fathers’ houses 
of the children of Israel, unto king Solomon in Jerusalem, 
to bring up the ark of the covenant of Jehovah out of the 
city of David, which is Zion. 

2. And all the men of Israel assembled themselves unto 
king Solomon at the feast, in the month Ethanim, which is 
the seventh month. 

3. And all the elders of Israel came, and the priests 
took up the ark. 

4. And they brought up the ark of Jehovah, and the 
tent of meeting, and all the holy vessels that were in the 
Tent; even these did the priests and the Levites bring up. 

5. And king Solomon and all the congregation of 
Israel, that were assembled unto him, were with him before 
the ark, sacrificing sheep and oxen, that could not be counted 
nor numbered for multitude. 

6. And the priests brought in the ark of the covenant 
of Jehovah unto its place, into the oracle of the house, to the 
most holy place, even under the wings of the cherubim. 

For the cherubim spread forth their wings over the 
place of the ark, and the cherubim covered the ark and the 
staves thereof above. 

8. And the staves were so long that the ends of the 
staves were seen from the holy place before the oracle; but 
they were not seen without: and there they are unto this day. 

9. There was nothing in the ark save the two 
tables of stone which Moses put there at Horeb, when Je- 
hovah made a covenant with the children of Israel, when 
they came out of the land of Egypt. 

10. And it came to pass, when the priests were come 
out of the holy place, that the cloud filed the house of 
Jehovah, 

11. So that the priests could not stand to minister by 
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reason of the cloud; for the glory of Jehovah filled the house 
of Jehovah. | 

SILENCE—4/ was glad when they said unto me, let 
us go unto the house of Jehovah.—Psalm 122-1. 


The body is made up of the accumulated thought 
experiences of the ages. This body is invisible— it is en- 
folded in the subjective consciousness of the individual. 
This is represented as the city of David in Zion(Sepul- 
chur). The word of God in the ark is the Divine Spark 
of man’s being and the ark of the covenant is the 
agreement with Principle which has accumulated in 
inner consciousness. [hat is, it is the sum total of 
results of right thoughts and acts, which have, through- 
out the ages of the soul's experience, united itself to 
God. When we think and act according to Principle, 
there is left in the subjective realm of our being a cer- 
tain mental result, which may be compared to the 
nght answers to the problems in mathematics worked 
out by the school boy. This is carried over from life to 
life as a sort of a trial-balance, which forms the basis 
of each new body. 

When we have through many experiences of body 
buildng accumulated enough of these merit-thoughts, 
they form the foundation in consciousness of a more en- 
during structure. Instead of a transitory body (tent) 
that perishes upon slight cause, we are entering upon the 
construction of a body that shall endure as a permanent 
temple of the Most High God. 

The assembling of the "elders and all of the heads 
of the tribes, the chief of the fathers of the children of 
Israel unto King Solomon in Jerusalem," is a drawing 
together in conscious unity of all the intelligent directive 
powers of the spiritual self, to the standard of Peace 
and Harmony. 

This process may take place without the conscious 
mind understanding its import. The whole consciousness 
is made up of objective and subjective thoughts and 
their results. Like a chemical solution, they go through 
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changes on the subjective side that are observed in 
their outer appearance only, and but dimly understood. 
This feast in the seventh month, Ethanim, refers to a 
culmination each year of certain thought forces engen- 
dered on the natural plane. Seven always refers to 
material fulfillment, and twelve to spiritual. 

Thus the metaphysician by study and meditation 
learns to observe these inner changes in soul and body, 
and instead of calling a certain chemicalization in 
thought a fit of sickness, he says it is а culmination of 
true and error thinking. It is in reality just what this 
Ethanim feast represents, a celebration of a thought 
harvest. The jewish feast took place at a time which 
covers parts of September and October. 

The priests and Levites are our so-called “natural 
religious tendencies." These officiate in the rites and 
ceremonies of the tent, or tabernacle, and when the 
more permanent structure is to be built they bring up 
all the “holy vessels" from that structure. We can thus 
understand why some people are naturally of a religious 
turn of mind, though they may be born of worldly par- 
ents. They carry over from a former tabernacle the re- 
sults of exercising the mind in religious ways. These 
are the priests and the Levites. Thus the savage with 
his vague understanding of Deity may, by constantly 
repeating certain religious ceremonies, accumulate a 
religious tendency that will make him “naturally re- 
ligious“ when he attains a higher plane of expression. 
This also is the basis of the formal religion where rite: 
and ceremonies take the place of true spirituality. 

The "holy vessels" are the thoughts that lie back 
of and form the various organs of the body. The 
"brazen altar" of temple worship represents the gen- 
erative life, the "table of showbread" the substance 
forming organs about the stomach, the "candlestick" 
the intelligence, and the "brazen serpent" the nervous 
system. There are others, but these indicate the prac- 
tical character of the symbology. 
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The "cherubim" were symbolic figures repre- 
senting the attributes and majesty of God. They 
stand for those unfettered truths of Being which must 
always be present in the Holy of Holies within us. 
If we do not have this higher realization. before us 
constantly, we shall drop down onto the physical plane, 
and our religion will become a mere phenomenal dis- 
play. We are told that the cherubim spread their 
wings over the place of the ark and covered it and its 
saves, yet they were "not seen without" and "there 
they are to this day." Неге is a true description of the 
omnipresence of the Principle of Being in the whole 
spiritual life of man, though not outwardly visible. 

At heart we have this holy place and these cherubim 
with their wings spread over the whole ark. It does not 
make any difference how great a back-slider you may . 
be, the presence of the Spirit of God is not far away 
from your conscious mind. Right under your heart 
you will find a brain that in its depths treasures up the 
memories of all religious experiences, engraved on the 
two tables of stone, or very substance of your being. 

The cloud that filled the whole place when the 
priests came out, represents the presence of the mind of 
God in its visibility, that comes to us when we have 
dropped all formal religious exercises and are resting 
in the very consciousness of Deity. This brightness of 
understanding is so great that the priests cannot stand 
to minister it—there is.no place for formal religious 
ceremony or thought exercise. It was in this statement 
that Jesus said, “He who hath seen me hath seen the Fa- 
ther." 


SUNDAY, SEPTEMBER 29. 
REVIEW. 
Read Proverbs, Chapter 4. 
SILENCE—Keep thy heart with all diligence; for 
out of it are the issues of life. Proverbs 4:23. 
One in the understanding of Truth—the omnipres- 
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ence of all Reality—attaches to the word "review" no 
thought of retrospection. His review is of things now 
alive, not dead history nor events passed into oblivion. 
What would be thought of a general who, in the annual 
review of his troops, sought to call up the specters of 
those killed in battle? Generals do not do that; they 
review the living men before them, and pass judgment 
upon their capacity as presented in the living present. 
So the merchant takes a "review" of his financial con- 
dition, and bases his worth upon the assets now on 
hand. 

These are valuable pointers to those who are now 
and then in the habit of reviewing their lives. Most 
people think that a review of this kind should include a 
raking up of all the past, with its failures especially 
prominent, that one may learn by experience. But this 
is not a review from the God standpoint. God does not 
care what you were as an infant, nor a youth, nor a 
young man or woman. What are you now ?—that is 
the important point. 

Again, in taking stock of yourself are you counting 
what you seem to have or what you have in reality? 
Most people count the seeming things and ignore the 
real things. You may be counting your life a failure 
because you have not succeeded in certain. worldly 
ideals. The world looks at the possessor of temporal 
things and says, This one is successful; but the Lord 
may say, Take away that seeming talent and give it 
to the one who has the real treasure. 

It is profitable to review yourself often from the 
standpoint of the Real. If you have even a little spir- 
itual understanding, count it large, very large when 
compared with temporal successes or possessions. In 
his day Jesus was counted a failure, and 'tis a question 
whether he did not himself at times feel that his mission 
had fallen short, as when he cried, "My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?" 

This was the personality: that humanity in hm, as 
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in us all, which looked at the seeming and allowed it 
reality. Let us know that the spiritual only is real. If 
we have the light, and are using that light, we have the 
key to all success. Love is Real, Truth is Real, Jus- 
tice is Real, Integrity, Honesty is Real. If your name 
is Jacob (Supplanter), one who is journeying from 
place to place to find satisfaction, counting the past, 
and looking to the future, change it to this "Is-rael," 
and find peace in the Lord's Reality. 


SUNDAY, OCTOBER 6. 
ASA’S GOOD REIGN IN JUDAH.— II Chron. 
15 ; 


1. And the Spirit of God came upon Azariah the son 
of Odeb: 

2. And he went out to meet Asa, and said unto him, 
Hear ye me, Asa, and all Judah and Benjamin: Jehovah 
is with you, while ye are with him; and if ye seek him, he 
will be found of you; but if ye forsake him, he will forsake 
you. 

3. Now for a long season Israel was without the true 
God, and without a teaching priest, and without law: 

4. But when in their distress they turned unto Je- 
hovah, the God of Israel, and sought him, he was found of 
them. 

5. And in those times there was no peace to him that 
went out, nor to him that came in; but great vexations were 
upon all the inhabitants of the lands. 

6. And they were broken in pieces, nation against 
nation, and city against city; for God did vex them with 
all adversity. 

7. But be ye strong, and let not your hands be slack;

8. And when Asa heard these words, and the prophecv 
of Odeb the prophet, he took courage, and put away the 
abominations out of all the land of Judah and Benjamin, 
and out of the cities which he had taken from the hill- 
country of Ephraim; and he renewed the altar of Jehovah, 
that was before the porch of Jehovah.

Asa means healer. Не is represented as king of 
Judah, which metaphysically represents the inner life 
force of man's organism. We usually refer to this inner 
life force as the vitality. Those who are not students 
of mind have but slight comprehension of the real char- 
acter of these subjective energies. They know that the 
heart beats and the blood circulates; that digestion and 
assimilation go on, and that the body is the most won- 
derful structure in existence; yet they are ignorant of 
the intelligent power that directs and sustains its in- 
tricate machinery. Ап intelligence transcending that 
of the intellect is manifest in this realm under the heart. 
and a desire to understand, and a certain patient union 
of head and heart, reveal that another man preside: 
there, who in this lesson is designated as King Asa. 

King Asa is called healer because of the peace 
which reigned in his kingdom for the first ten years. 
The fact is that the subjective consciousness is in a state 
of perpetual rebuilding of the system when a right re- 
lation is established between it and the Divine Mind. 
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Asa destroyed all the heathen worship of idols, or ex- 
ternal symbols, and commanded that Judah seek the 
"Lord God of their fathers, and to do the law and the 
commandment." The building of the "fenced cities" 
with "walls and towers, gates and bars," refers to the 
establishment, through rest and harmony, of centers of 
life in the organism that are protected by walls of posi- 
tive Truth thought from disintegrating forces without. 

Those who have not studied carefully the laws of 
mind think it foolish to insist upon patients giving up all 
material means when they decide to turn to God for 
healing. There is a very good reason for this, however. 
The mind controls the vital energies of the body, and 
when it directs part of them to the spiritual and part to 
the material there is separation and consequent discord. 
“А house divided against itself cannot stand." 

This law of whole-hearted service to God is here 
set forth: They entered into the covenant to seek Je- 
hovah, the God of their fathers, with all their heart and 
with all their soul." Then they affirmed their loyalty: 
"And they sware unto Jehovah with a loud voice, and 
with shouting, and with trumpets, and with cornets.” 

The power of the spoken word is very great. When 
we think, the mental atmosphere is set into action, in 
the realms where thought forms originate; and when 
we speak, the material world (which is the manifesta- 
tion of the mental) is affected. When feeling, thought, 
and word are united, tremendous results are sure to 
follow. Where the "whole heart" and "whole desire" 
is set upon the Lord and fearless words of loyalty to 
Spirit are spoken, the harmony of the Divine Law is 
established and the rest“ of God is found in the whole 
man.

JEHOSHAPHAT'S GOOD REIGN IN JUDAH. 
—П Chron. 17:1-6, 9-13. 


l. And Jehoshaphat his son reigned in his stead, and 
strengthened himself against Israel. 
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2. And he placed forces in all the fortified cities о: 
Judah, and set garrisons in the land of Judah, and in the 
cities of Ephraim, which Asa his father had taken. 

And Jehovah was with Jehoshaphat, because he 
walked in the first ways of his father David, and sought not 
unto the Baalim, 

4. But sought to the God of his father, and walked in 
his commandments, and not after the doings of Israel. 

5. Therefore Jehovah established the kingdom in his 
hand; and all Judah brought to Jehoshaphat tribute; anc 
he had riches and honor in abundance. 

6. And his heart was lifted up in the ways of Jehovah: 
and furthermore he took away the high places and the Ash- 
erim out of Judah. 

And they taught in Judah, having the book of the 
law of Jehovah with them; and they went about throughout 
all the cities of Judah, and taught among the people. 

10. And the fear of Jehovah fell upon all the king- 
doms of the lands that were round about Judah, so that they 
made no war against Jehoshaphat. 

11. And some of the Philistines brought Jehoshaphat 
presents, and silver for tribute; the Arabians also brought 
him flocks, seven thousand and seven hundred rams, and 
seven thousand and seven hundred he-goats. 

12. And Jehoshaphat waxed great exceedingly; and 
he built in Judah castles and cities of store. 

13. And he had many works in the cities of Judah: 
and men of war, mighty men of valor, in Jerusalem.

The metaphysician perceives at once that this is a 
lesson in development of good judgment. Jehovah, the 
great / Am, gives forth his idea of judgment, which is 
incorporated in man's consciousness and called Jehosh- 
aphat. But true Judgment is not a demonstration, but 
an idea in Divine Mind. The demonstration is in hu- 
man consciousness, and the process is a problem in 
which many factors enter. Man's understanding of 
the Divine Idea-—Judgment—is limited. He expands 
in this as in every other faculty, by use. In its infancy 
the faculty is not united to wisdom, and mistakes are 
made. But there is a monitor, or inner guide, that in- 
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tmtively perceives the right. This is Jehu the “seer,” 
son of Hanani, the grace or expressed power of Divine 
Mind. 

We are warned not to help nor love the ungodly 
desires or propensities. Under the Mosaic law of char- 
acter cleansing, the most severe measures are recom- 
mended. Every enemy was slaughtered without mercy, 
and the most barbaric methods adopted in exterminat- 
ing those who opposed Israel. This is but the parable 
—the enemies are false thoughts and error ways. 
These are to be utterly exterminated in thought and act. 

Jehoshaphat’s great work as king of Israel was the 
eradication of the temples and groves of Ashercth. 
These were the sacred shrines where the idolatry of the 
Phenician Venus was practiced in licentious ways. 
Eadie's Biblical Cyclopedia says: Originally she was 
an Arcadian goddess, the mother and bride of Adonis. 
In Canaan, however, she became the mere reflection of 
the Sun-god, and was as such identified with the moon, 
the symbol in this case being the cow, whose horns re- 
semble the crescent moon lying on its back." 

We perceive that Asheroth typifies human love, 
with its animal propensities. It requires fine discrim- 
ination to distinguish between human and Divine love. 
All love is Divine in its origin, but in passing through 
the lense of man's mind it is apparently broken into 
many colors. Yet, like the ray of white light, it ever 
remains pure. It is man's province to make its mani- 
festations in his life just as pure as its origin. This re- 
quires painstaking discrimination and good judgment. 

Divine judgment can be established in every func- 
ton of our organism by commanding that the various 
thought centers (cities) shall have a perpetual presiding - 
thought of good judgment. This is the way to "set gar- 
nsons in the land." False judgment thoughts often in- 
fest the various centers through which the bodily func- 
tons are carried on. You will find that your stomach 
center hae a lot of arbitrary ideas as to what vou should 
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put into it. [t may refuse to digest certain things that 
are good for your general health, and cheerfully work 
on other things that are detrimental. No two people 
agree on what they can digest, yet there should be, and 
is, a Divine Law of harmony in this respect, as in all 
others. 

The "kingdom" must be established in good judg- 
ment; then the whole system, represented by Judah. 
will contribute to the upbuilding, and that man will 
have "riches and honor in abundance." 


True health is the enduring, unchanging harmony 
of Spirit, established in man's mind and body through 
his conformity to the Divine Law of his being. Any 
appearance of health not based on the Divine Law 15 
temporary. The health of the natural man is a very 
uncertain possession. Today he is apparently well and 
strong; tomorrow his health may be gone, so one should 
not be envious of those who appear to be healthy. 

Every overcomer needs to understand the difference 
between natural, temporary health and health which 
results from the inwrought righteousness of the Spirit. 
It will help him to be patient while he is becoming 
established in the Truth of his being, so making per- 
manent those states of mind which are harmonious. 

When the Spirit begins its cleansing, redeeming 
work in a man, there is often an appearance of inhar- 
mony arising from the necessary changes that are being 
made in the mind and body. Such disorder is not ill 
health any more than the confusion which is apparent 
in house-cleaning, or house-remodeling, is ill health. It 
is well for everyone to understand this, and see every- 
thing that goes on in his consciousness as the renewing, 
upbuilding work of the Spirit, instead of ignorantly be- 
lieving it to be the destructive work of disease. 

Teachers and healers need especially to have this 
understanding that they may the more effectually free 
the minds of their patients from the thought of sickness.

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THE COSMIC MAN 


Extracts from Sunday Morning Talks in Unity Audi- 
torium, Kansas City, Mo., by 
CHARLES FILLMORE 


SSS] S STUDENTS of Truth, sons of the all- 

| knowing Father, we stand at the Center 
and should fearlessly handle the so- 
called "mysteries" of Being. In re- 
ality, nothing is mysterious. There are 
no occult things to the man who knows 
the One Mind. Great minds are 
courageous, and no one makes much 
progress in spiritual understanding until he develops a 
fearless freedom. 

The Cosmic Man, or Grand Man of the Universe, 
often referred to by religious mystics, is the Christ, and 
the Christ is the Higher Self of man. Thus a seeming 
great mystery is reduced to simple numbers. We do 
not realize the nearness of this Cosmic Man, because 
we have not found our Real Selves. Jesus Christ edu- 
cated his followers to discern the real man. They, like 
most people, judged of man from the appearance, and 
Jesus was trying to lead them into the understanding of 
the Truth and help them to find the Higher Self. When 
he asked his disciples who men said the Son of man" 
was, the reply came, "Some say John the Baptist: some, 
Elias; and others, Jeremias, or one of the prophets." 
Then said he to them, "But whom say ye that I am?" 
Spiritual perception was awakened in Peter and he 
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said, “Thou art the Christ, the Son of the living God." 
"And Jesus answered and said unto him, Blessed art 
thou, Simon Barjona: for flesh and blood hath not re- 
vealed it unto thee, but my Father which is in heaven." 

Spiritual perception reveals to us that we are not 
persons, but factors in the Cosmic Mind. Reveal your- 
self to yourself by affirming, "I am the Christ, the Son 
of the living God." Look at yourself not as flesh and 
blood, but as Spirit. Jesus Christ affrmed his True 
Self, and the Father acknowledged him. Тһе reason of 
the limited comprehension and power of the ordinary 
man 15 found in the fact that he sees the world about 
him as under material law, and agreeing with it, he 
makes himself part of it. We can easily reason our- 
selves to be spiritual beings, but we have not the courage 
to affirm it. Whatever we can imagine, that we can 
attain; and if we can perceive our spiritual estate we 
can demonstrate it. Christ Jesus is the Cosmic Man, 
the Grand Man of the Universe, demonstrated, devel- 
oped, brought out, in every man. 

If we lose ourselves in outer study we become sepa- 
rated from the Center, and let go our hold on mind, the 
propelling force. It is possible to look out upon the 
universe with the eye of sense and see all things as ma- 
terial. Everything is then a passing show, and we the 
puppets. But the spiritual man knows that the uni- 
verse is spiritual and within himself, and he studies it 
spiritually. 

All of the great men of the world have realized to 
some extent the powers of the Higher Self. Napoleon 
said he was not as other men. He was not under laws 
and conditions and circumstances, but he made circum- 
stances. Не felt his / Am dominion, although he did 
not understand it. In what is called "genius" there is a 
gleam of the spiritual man expressing himself without 
reference to the world without. When the race thought 
presses down, the genius ceases to manifest his great 
powers; but if he will go by himself, and come in touch 
again with his Higher Self—the Christ—he shall once 
more be a genius. 

The spiritual man is a law unto himself; and when 
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he claims his divine Sonship, like Jesus, he takes on 
authority and rises superior to the mortal law. Nature 
loves to obey the man who speaks to her with authority 
born of true dominion. The Cosmic Man, the Grand 
Man of the Universe, sings, “I set the pace for the hu- 
man race.” The Divine Law of the Unlimited is writ- 
ten in the heart of every man, and will assert itself when 
he proclaims it. 

Jesus Christ came as the demonstration of the Cos- 
mic Man. He walked on the waters, fed the multi- 
tudes from the universal ether, went through closed 
doors, and in every way showed himself superior to the 
laws to which ignorant men hold themselves in bondage. 

It is also the privilege of the Cosmic Man to sweep 
away all discord, sickness, and death. The mind of the 
flesh believes in weakness, hunger, demands sleep, and 
in various ways limits man. But if man will identify 
himself with the Cosmic Man all these beliefs will be dis- 
solved, and he will be free indeed. All is ours now; 
all we need to bring it into expression is to agree with 
the Real Self. Every morning say, "In the beginning 
God created me with full capacity and with dominion 
over all things. I am not personality, but Christ. God 
is my Father, and Ї Am his obedient Son. There is 
nothing I cannot do, because I know that with my al- 
mighty spiritual power all things are possible to те. I 
live in the Universal Spirit. І am not material, I am 
not weak, I am not sick; I am Spirit, and I now and 
forever identify myself with the Christ of God." 

Preach to yourself a sermon like that every morn- 
ing, another at night, and many times through the day. 
It is necessary to preach to the intellectual man and tell 
him the truth. He is very tenacious of what he thinks 
Is true, and he must learn the truth, line upon line, pre- 
cept upon precept, here a little and there a little, until he 
becomes quickened into spiritual understanding. 

If you have to walk instead of fly, you have not 
found yourself. The Higher Self is not under any limi- 
tation whatever. If we follow the Lord Jesus Christ we 
shall do the things that he did, and greater, and the 
works will be done in just the way that he did his 
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mighty works—through the realization of the Cosmic 
Mind and its oneness with the Father.

Our words do construct and also destroy. It was of 
their power that the Jehovah I Am said, “I make alive, 
and 1 kill.” All the structures which we attribute to 
natural growth are the product of thoughts and words. 
"Without the Word was not anything made." 

Study of the power of words reveals that they are 
constructive or destructive, according to the character 
of the idea which they convey. All things are first 
ideas; these ideas take form in mind and afterward be- 
come objective. The One Mind is the realm of Abso- 
lute Ideas. Substance is ап Absolute Idea, but in 
coming into visibility the idea has its first movement, 
which is mental or etheric. 

Our physicists have long been considering the cause 
side of materiality. They have held all kinds of 
theories, only to cast them aside as untenable. They 
now recognize that there is a Universal Ether, which 
they have postulated as lying back of matter, and they 
say it is made of ions of force. But they cannot de- 
scribe the all-potential spiritual Substance in terms of 
matter. God cannot be described in material terms, 
and we find it true along all lines of spiritual knowing. 
that the intellect cannot grasp the unlimited. The mind 
must enter into the Absolute to understand the Abso- 
lute. When scientists try to describe the Universal 
Ether, some of their conclusions are stupendous. Sir 
Oliver Lodge calculates that in each one fifteen-thou- 
sands of a cubic inch of ether there must be the energy 
of a million horsepower station working continuously 
for forty million years. 

Physicists have generally ceased trying to picture 
ether in terms of matter, but rather are inclined to ex- 
plain matter in terms of ether. They tell us about 
atoms, усі atoms are so small that they have never been 
seen by men. They know they exist, because they have 
evidence of something which must have a cause, and 
they call it ether. The Universal Ether, which phys- 
icists are seeing with their minds and trying to estimate 
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with their five senses, is the thought-stuff of Divine 
Mind. It is the real Substance which the Word uses 
to make the universe. 

If you want spiritual understanding, you will not 
fnd it by studying from the material viewpoint. To 
know why words are constructive or destructive, you 
must get an understanding of the living, intelligent, all- 
pervading Substance permeating everything. You may 
think of every “опе fifteen-thousandths of a cubic inch 
of ether as filled with a million horse-power energy 
working continuously for forty million years," but noth- 
ing in the material universe can give an idea of this 
force here waiting to be appropriated and put into 
expression. 

In the understanding of omnipresent spiritual Sub- 
stance, we can see how all the so-called miracles of 
Jesus took place. He entered into the consciousness of 
this thought-stuff, and out of it multiplied the loaves 
and fishes. No material limitations could bind him, 
because he knew what was back of "matter," and he 
went in and out of closed doors as though they were not. 
He entered into the Universal Substance and spoke 
words corresponding to its character. 

We fall short in speaking our true world into ex- 
pression, because we speak negative words. In the 
One Mind all things exist in perfection, and every word 
we speak should be in acknowledgment of that perfec- 
tion. Such words are constructive. When we speak of 
anything less than the perfect, our words fall short of 
the perfect standard in Divine Mind, and some de- 
structive condition ensues. 

It is good for us to consider our words and "take 
with us words," and return unto the Lord. Then out of 
the Universal Substance we shall make a new world 
and a new body. Don't wait for a great resurrection 
day to come in the future. Wake up now. Through 
meditation and prayer you will come in touch with the 
One Substance, which is here as the great matrix. Out 
of it everything is formed, and from it, here upon this 
earth, you shall make the new heavens and the new 
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The new race must have a new vocabulary, and all 
negative, untrue words must be eliminated. If God is 
love, there is no reality in hate. The word "hate" prob- 
ably sends out the most destructive vibration of all 
words. It reaches the mind of him against whom it is 
directed, and comes back, still carrying destruction. 
Thus you get in yourself the effects of every word of 
hate you send out. Think of the power of words of 
love. They construct and sustain, because God, the 
Great Causing Mind, is Love.

SS Yn VENTS in the adjustment of the race 

consciousness, now taking place in the 
earth, testify the day of the harvest is at 
hand. Jesus designated this day as the 
“end of the world.” Christians all 
through the ages have been inclined to 
believe that this end would be brought 
about by the wrath of God. Wrath is 
unknown to God, the Omnipotent Good, the Principle 
of Peace and Love. “A good tree cannot bring forth 
evil fruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring forth good 
frui." The Principle of Harmony does not produce 
disaster, neither can the Omnipotent Principle of Good 
produce evil. Тһе cause of all inharmony lies in the 
seed idea that produced it. Man nourishes this seed in 
his heart as thought, and it brings forth a harvest in exact 
conformity to the character of the seed. 

Sowing and reaping are not confined in their results 
to individual experience. The substance of the thoughts 
of men radiate out into the world and make up the uni- 
versal atmosphere, collectively known as race conscious- 
ness. It is as impossible for the individual to bless or 
curse himself without blessing or cursing humanity, as 
it is impossible for the heart to be stimulated to greater 
activity and the lungs remain unaffected. "There is a 
free circulation of thought continually going on in the 
race consciousness, and the individual takes on and 
gives off according to his state of mind. If ideas of pur- 
ity, righteousness and harmony dominate in individual 
mind, the person becomes a constructive working factor 
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in establishing the kingdom of heaven (harmony) in the 
earth; and at the same time he attracts to himself both 
from the inner consciousness and the universal only that 
which is harmonious and good. Because of the oper- 
ation of this universal mind action, metaphysically 
called Law, minds that are intent upon the acquisition 
of gross, material things, minds that are filled with 
corresponding gross ideas, do not reap good where 
others have sown the good seed, but instead they are 
under a law of adversity set up because their thoughts 
are adverse to the Omnipotent Good Principle. As a 
result, they reap all sorts of adverse things. God is not 
to blame for this state of affairs. God does not behold 
iniquity, neither does he present a remedy for iniquitous 
conditions. 

Man instinctively prays in times of trouble, but the 
effective prayer must have as its basis the Truth that all 
that he desires is already established unto him. Man 
unconsciously makes this acknowledgment when he 
turns to God for help, for in this act of faith he acknowl- 
edges that God (Good) is supreme over the error that 
besets him. 

[here is no chance or "accidental happenings" 
either in individual or race consciousness. If a student 
of Truth carries along some pet indulgence, in spite of 
the Law which decrees that harmony and perfection 
must prevail, he will reap much warped and bitter fruit, 
however intense his desire may be to reap only that 
which is good. Cod is not mocked; whatsoever a 
man soweth that shail he also reap.” 

Man is always master of his harvest. He deter- 
mines the character of his fruits in the way he handles 
every proposition that presents itself. Every suggestion 
of action must be balanced with Principle in the same 
manner as thoughts in the abstract are balanced with 
Principle, if one is to reap harmonious expression in the 
manifest world. If hard experience comes, because of 
thoughts heretofore established in consciousness, man 
should rest in the conviction that the law of the Spirit of 
Life in Christ now sets at naught the law of karma. 
]hrough the power of the present thought, man can 
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offset the effect of past thinking, and at the same time 
lay the foundation of his future harvest. 

In chemistry, two elements of dissimilar character 
do not harmonize, but are said to be antagonistic to 
each other. So in the great universal chemistry of 
Mind, thoughts of good and ill are antagonistic to each 
other, and eventually the inharmony 15 brought to the 
surface in order that purification may take place. This 
period, either in the individual or the race, is the "day 
of harvest," and marks the end of an order of thought. 
When the consciousness of the individual, or of the 
race, has been purged sufficiently of "all things that 
cause stumbling, and them that do iniquity" for the 
Good to become dominant, a new consciousness is es- 
tablished. Universal regeneration is the sum-total of 
individual regeneration. 

All through the ages godly men have appeared, 
who radiated into the earth the substance of their rich 
thought. The holy ideas of godly men are the angels 
sent forth by the Son of Man. In the last half century 
hosts of true thinkers have arisen, and through their 
thought influence the underlying Good forced itself to 
the surface, and evil, as a consequence, expressed itself 
in visible chaos and riot. The wise student does not 
attempt to prolong the universal struggle for supremacy 
between error and Truth, now going on in the earth. 
through attaching himself in thought to the various inci- 
dents of the day, but schooled in the knowledge of the 
working of the law of creation, keeps his mind centered 
and poised in that which he would see manifest in the 
earth. Greater love hath no man than this, that a 
man lay down his life for his friends." Man lays down 
his life when he lets go of personal opinions, ambitions 
and desires, petty convictions, race prejudices, and in- 
stead stays his mind upon the Omnipotent Good and 
its supreme laws. 

Through the activity of the "elect"—the thinkers of 
good—whom the Lord has chosen, the day of adjust- 
ment will be shortened for all flesh. Now is the time 
for the righteous to "shine forth as the sun'"—calm, 
poised, undisturbed and unmoved in the face of turmoil 
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and strife. This is not an unsympathetic attitude to- 
ward suffering humanity, but is an expression of that 
great compassion taught and demonstrated by Jesus 
Christ. 

No one ever rendered assistance to another through 
becoming involved in the inharmony. The master dis- 
cerns error, but for the purpose of correcting it. This 
is the righteous judgment referred to by Jesus, when he 
said: "My judgment is righteous; because I seek not 
mine own will, but the will of him that sent me." The 
will of "him that sent me" is that perfection become 
manifest. “Thy will be done in earth, as it is in 
heaven.” Let the fruits of Divine ideas be established 
in the earth! Divine ideas do not bear fruit only as 
man lays hold of them through thought and makes them 
creative agencies In consciousness. 

It is very evident that if the fruits of the Spirit are 
to become manifest in the earth in this day, that there 
must be a host of workers coóperating wholesouled, 
with the Principles of Truth toward this end.

ДА the King of kings and Lord of lords, 
Ruler in the heavens and the earth. At- 
tention to the manner in which kings re- 
ceive homage would result in kingly man- 
ners commanding homage.: But only in 
kings' houses are children taught to receive homage as 
kings. 'To be a noble courtier is the height of even the 
titled subject's ambition. 

It was only in the king's house that a little child 
six years of age was seated on the French throne with 
sceptre in hand and crown on head, that all the mag- 
nificent people of the court might pay him homage, 
that as dauphin of the house he might early learn to re- 
ceive homage in kingly fashion.

HAT is Prayer?" is the world-old 


question that can only be answered by 
the heart that asks it. Prayer is the 
language in which man talks to God, 
and its answer is ever according to his 
faith. Prayer is the spontaneous sur- 
render of the will to that Power which 
one acknowledges to be greater than 
himself. A little child prays when it places its hand in 
its father's, and gives itself up trustingly to be guided 
by his superior wisdom. 

Prayer is that unquestioning attitude of mind which 
sees the answer before the request is proffered. Prayer 
is either an ecstasy or an agony. [t is the extremity of 
the body; the need of the sou! or the transcendent cry 
of the spirit that wrings it from the heart of man and 
translates it into intelligible speech. 

Premeditated prayer, or mere mouth-service, spends 
itself before it reaches the lowliest step of the Throne 
of Grace. No man can set a pattern for another man's 
necessity, and within the individual heart alone can the 
tender, confidential language between man and God, 
called prayer, be established. 

Enter into thy secret place, the innermost conscious- 
ness, urged the Master, and beware of “‘vain repetition." 
" After this manner therefore pray ye," he said, signify- 
ing the spirit in which all prayer should be formulated; 
namely, that of absolute dependence upon the power 
and protection of the Father, in that wonderfully sub- 
lime and tender relationship of the soul conjoined to 
its highest Being. 

There can be no more tender relation than that of 
father and child. Jesus, in teaching his followers the 
understanding of the wonderful love of God for man, 
could not have established a more beautiful compari- 
son than his reiteration of the Fatherhood of God. To 
pray to God as a Father presupposes absolute conf- 
dence i ip his willingness to give his children all that he 
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has himself. When a child asks its father for any gift 


it does so without any element of fear or doubt. It 
makes its request as a right, by reason of its birth, and 
not in a supplicating manner. А child does not ask its 
father for the privilege of the home; it accepts every- 
thing in it as belonging to itself without the formality of 
begging for it. The child knows that because of its re- 
lationship to its father all things are possessed by it, 
even before it asks for them. Апа so, praying thus, 
man gets nearer to the great Heart, when he knows that 
because of his sonship, no good and perfect gift can 
ever be withheld. To live in this relation to the Father 
is to be an heir to that abundance which increases by 
being taken away, and makes the child who receives it 
a Prince of the Land of Perennial Plenty. 

Jesus the Great Initiate probably realized, more 
than any other man, the importance of doing all things 
within the sanctuary of his own mentality. This is one 
of the greatest psychological lessons in the curriculum of 
Mind, and cannot be learned too early or too well. To 
establish the integrity of one's thoughts and make them 
sti ong enough to stand alone before permitting a public 
interference with their trend by other minds, is the 
highest protection one can have for the preservation of 
his best mental out-put. It is indeed a divine copy- 
right, and is the prerogative of every thinker. 

“To stand praying in the synagogues to be seen of 
men,” is to send out one's thoughts broadcast to become 
the common property of those whose imperfect discrim- 
ination make them sorry keepers of man's spiritually- 
born treasures. Jesus knew this well when he said: 
"But thou when thou prayest" [or when man sur- 
renders his restricted mental possessions to receive the 
influx of the one priceless Mentality], "enter into thy 
closet," and "shut the door." Let man talk the matter 
over with the Presence, which alone is capable of un- 
derstanding his language. And the Presence which 
hears him in this intimate relationship, will send forth 
his beautiful ideas, full-grown, with prodigal hand, to 
regenerate those hungry, appreciative souls who are 
able to receive the baptism of his perfected thought. 
Cast ect your pearls before swine,” said the Per- 
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fect Man. Let no man intrude upon the sanctity of 
your mental castle. Let it remain impregnable to the 
world, with Truth, the Master Thinker, as Keeper of 
the Key. 

True Prayer is a language that cannot be circum- 
scribed by the human mind, but flows so urgingly from 
the yearning, needy soul that one is often unaware of 
the fact that he has prayed at all.

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BIBLE STUDY 
Interpretation of Genesis 2:15-20 К. У. Its Applica- 


tion in Individual Consciousness. 


15. And Jehovah God took the man, and put him 
into the garden of Eden to dress and to keep it. 

The garden of Eden is the consciousness of form 
expressing in Divine Mind, and picturing forth in the 
symmetry of the perfect body. Jehovah God, or that 
active principle of Divine Mind in substance, places man 
in the garden of Eden to "dress and keep it.“ Man 
dresses and keeps this garden through developing in 
consciousness the original, pure ideas of Divine Mind. 
As man establishes ideas of Truth in Mind, he calls 
into manifestation the spiritual body imaged in sub- 
stance by Divine Mind. 

16-17. And Jehovah God commanded the man, 
saying, Of every tree of the garden thou mayest freely 
eat: but of the tree of the knowledge of good and evil, 
thou shalt not eat of it: for in the day that thou eatest 
thereof thou shalt surely die. | 

A “tree” represents the connecting link between the 
formed substance (earth) and the formless spirit (heav- 
en). То “eat” is to appropriate the substance of ideas 
through thinking upon them. "Evil" represents the 
realm of reaction, which is that phase of consciousness 
which loses sight of the Source of ideas, and becomes 
enamored with the thing formed. Form has a place 
in creation, but it is subject to the creative idea that 
begets it. The activity of an idea in Mind produces 
sensation; to become involved in the sensation of an 
idea is to eat of the “tree of the knowledge of good 
and evil;" and to die to the idea, which is the spirit of 
all activity. | 

Materiality, which is adverse to spirituality, was set 
up when man became involved in thoughts of the ex- 
ternal, and lost sight of the creative idea. Because of 
this action, man gradually becomes separated from the 
realm of Divine Ideas, which is separation from God. 
Death is the result that follows separation from God- 
life. 
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18. And Jehovah God said, It is not good that the 


man should be alone; I will make him a helpmeet for 
him. 

Man must have avenues through which to express 
himself. These avenues are the helpmeets designed by 
Jehovah God, or the Christ identified in substance. 
Man represents wisdom. It is not good for wisdom to 
act alone; it must be joined with love in order that 
harmony may be brought forth. Both the soul and 
body are helpmeets to man, and avenues through which 
he expresses the ideas of Mind. 

19-20. And out of the ground Jehovah God 
formed every beast of the field, and very bird of the 
heavens; and brought them unto the man to see whal 
he would call them: and whatsoever the man called 
every living creature, that was the name thereof. And 
the man gave names to all cattle, and to the birds of 
the heavens, and to every beast of the field; but for 
man there was not found a helpmeet for him. 

It is in the soul or substance side of consciousness 
that ideas are identified, that is, named. Whatever we 
recugnize a thing to be, that it becomes to us. This is 
the naming power vested in man (wisdom). The 
"beasts of the field" and the "cattle" represent ideas 
of strength, power, vitality and life. These ideas must 
be recognized by the I Am before they can be formed. 
The “birds of the heavens” are the free thoughts, and 
represent the interchange between the subconscious and 
the conscious activities of Mind. Man has power to 
name all ideas that are presented to his conscious mind, 
whether they come from the inner consciousness or from 
the without. 

Wisdom, the masculine of man needs a helpmeet. 
Love in the soul (woman), has not yet been developed 
and established in substance.

SUNDAY, OcToBER 20. 
UZZIAH, KING OF JUDAH, HUMBLED.—II Chron. 26:8-21. 


8. And the Ammonites gave tribute to Uzziah: and his name 
spread abroad even to the entrance of Egypt; for he waxed exceed- 
ing strong. 

9. Moreover Uzziah built towers in Jerusalem at the corner gate, 
and at the valley gate, and at the turning of the wall, and fortified them. 

10. And he built towers in the wilderness, and hewed out many 
cisterns, for he had much cattle; in the lowland also, and in the plain: 
and he had husbandmen and vinedressers in the mountains and in the 
fruitful fields; for he loved husbandry. 

11. Moreover Uzziah had an army of fighting men, that went out 
to war by bands, according to the number of their reckoning made by 
Jeiel the scribe and Maaseiah the officer, under the hand of Hananiah, 
one of the king's captains. 

12. The whole number of the heads of fathers’ houses, even the 
mighty men of valor, was two thousand and six hundred. 

13. And under their hand was an army, three hundred thousand 
and seven thousand and five hundred, that made war with mighty 
power, to help the king against the enemy. 

14. And Uzziah prepared for them, even for all the host, shields, 
and spears, and helmets, and coats of mail, and bows, and stones for 
slinging. 

15. And he made in Jerusalem engines, invented by skilful men, 
to be on the towers and upon the battlements, wherewith to shoot 
arrows and great stones. And his name spread far abroad; for he was 
marvellously helped, till he was strong. 

16. But when he was strong, his heart was lifted up, so that he 
did corruptly, and he trespassed against. Jehovah his God; for he 
went into the temple of Jehovah to burn incense upon the altar of 
incense. 

17. And Azariah the priest went in after him, and with him four- 
score priests of Jehovah, that were valiant men: 

18. And they withstood Uzziah the king, and said unto him, It 
pertaineth not unto thee, Uzziah, to burn incense unto Jehovah, but to 
the priests the sons of Aaron, that are consecrated to burn incense: go 
out of the sanctuary; for thou hast trespassed; neither shall it be for 
thine honor from Jehovah God. 

19. Then Uzziah was wroth; and he had a censer in his hand to 
burn incense; and while he was wroth with the priests, the leprosy 
brake forth in his forehead before the priests in the house of Jehovah, 
beside the altar of incense. 
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20. And Azariah the chief priest, and all the priests, looked upon 
him, and, behold, he was leprous in his forehead, and they thrust him 
out quickly from thence; yea, himself hasted also to go out, because 
Jehovah had smitten him. 

21. And Uzziah the king was a leper unto the day of his death, 
and dwelt in a separate house, being a leper; for he was cut off from 
the house of Jehovah: and Jotham his son was over the king's house, 
judging the people of the land. 


SILENT PRAYER—Man's strength is not physical 
but spiritual. Be ye strong in the Lord and the power 
of his might. 


This king of Judah had two names—Umzziah, Je- 
hovah is my strength," and Azariah, “Jehovah hath 
given me help." In verse fifteen of this lesson these 
names are combined: “he was marvelously helped, till 
he was strong." All these occult references to a cer- 
tain power in man's constitution indicate that this is 
more than history. History is here used to veil the ac- 
tion of the faculty Strength, under certain movements 
of mind. 

At some point in the history of the soul each faculty 
has had its turn in playing king. When Wisdom domi- 
nates, Solomon is king; when physical Strength absorbs 
all the thoughts and manifestations in body, Uzziah is 
king. So on throughout the twelve faculties. 

The strength center in the body is at the small of 
the back. It is directly connected with the physical 
forces, and when dominant, draws upon all the region 
below the diaphragm. The Ammonites [generative 
region] gave gifts to Uzziah: and his name [character] 
spread abroad even to the entering in of Egypt 
[bowels]; for he waxed exceeding strong." His 
strength extended up to the solar plexus, Jerusalem, 
where he built towers and fortifications. The building 
of towers in the wilderness, the hewing out of cisterns, 
the cattle, his love of husbandry, etc., all point to char- 
acteristics of Strength. This quality is aggressive, war- 
like, combative. It makes generals of some men and 
prize fighters of others, when allowed full sway in con- 
sciousness. 

But there is a limit to the personal domination of 
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the faculties, especially those pertaining to the earth“ 
or substance side of man's being. Strength must not 
attempt to perform the office of a higher faculty; and 
when it is cultivated to the point where it assumes to do 
so, deterioration sets in. Uzziah was "lifted up" until 
he went into the temple of the Lord to burn “‘incense 
upon the altar of incense.” This burning of incense 
upon the altar of incense" is the most delicate, secret 
process that goes оп in the body. It is a process of 
transmutation: the animal nature goes through a refin- 
ing and is changed; the corruptible puts on incorrup- 
ton. This is typified by the offerings to the Lord, 
through the priests, made by the Israelites. The priests 
only can take part in this, because it requires spiritual 
understanding. The natural man, whose strength is in 
his loins, has no conception of his spiritual nature until 
he is purified by the righteous application of the law. 

Whoever cultivates physical strength to the ex- 
clusion of the higher faculties is on the way to the sin 
of Uzziah. Professional athletes and strong men of 
every character are short lived. When they are appar- 
ently at their best they begin to show evidences of weak- 
ness. The “leprosy” or deterioration is caused by the 
strength essence pouring in upon the burning altar of 
transmutation within the organism. Instead of being 
transmuted, the essence is consumed and the body 
weakened. 

АП people who depend upon physical strength have 
this experience. The one and only remedy is in the 
cultivation of the truth that strength is not physical, but 
spiritual. This will lift up Uzziah to the priesthood, 
and he will be allowed to officiate at the altar of in- 
cense.

l. Manasseh was twelve years old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned fifty and five years in Jerusalem. 
2. And he did that which was evil in the sight of Jehovah. after 
the abominations of the nations whom Jehovah cast out before th 
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3. For he built again the high places which Hezekiah his father 
had broken down; and he reared up altars for the Baalim, and made 
Asheroth, and worshipped all the host of heaven, and served them. 

4. And he built altars in the house of Jehovah, whereof Jehovah 
said, In Jerusalem shall my name be for ever. 

5. And he built altars for all the host of heaven in the two couris 
of the house of Jehovah. 

6. He also made his children to pass through the fire in the 
valley of the son of Hinnom; and he practiced augury, and used 
enchantments, and practiced sorcery, and dealt with them that had 
familiar spirits, and with wizards: he wrought much evil in the sight 
of Jehovah, to provoke him to anger. 

7. And he set the graven image of the idol, which he had made, 
in the house of God, of which God said to David and to Solomon 
his son, In this house, and in Jerusalem, which I have chosen out of all 
the tribes of Israel, will | put my name for ever: 

8. Neither will I any more remove the foot of Israel from off the 
land which I have appointed for your fathers, if only they will ob- 
serve to do all that I have commanded them, even all the law and 
the statutes and the ordinances given by Moses. 

9. And Manasseh seduced Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
so that they did evil more than did the nations whom Jehovah de- 
stroyed before the children of Israel. 

10. And Jehovah spake to Manasseh, and to his people; but they 
gave no heed. 

11. Wherefore Jehovah brought upon them the captains of the 
host of the king of Assyria, Who took Manasseh in chains, and bound 
him with fetters, and carried him to Babylon. 

12. And when he was in distress, he besought Jehovah his God. 
and humbled himself greatly before the God of his fathers. 

13. And he prayed unto him; and he was entreated of him, and 
heard his supplication, and brought him again to Jerusalem into his 
kingdom. Then Manasseh knew that Jehovah he was God. 


SILENT PRAYER—W hen Wisdom builds the house 
its foundation is T ruth. 


The meaning of Manasseh is, making to forget." 
Metaphysically, we should designate it as “denial.” 
Ephraim (double fruitfulness) and Manasseh (making 
to forget) were brothers, the sons of Joseph. We find 
that they answer to the Will and the Understanding, or 
the "Yes" and the "No" attitudes of mind in their 
active relation to the body. Thus, when we take the 
affirmative and positive, without seeking to know the 
relation of things, we are Ephraim, the Will. W/hen 
we relax into the realm of related conditions, and lose 
ourselves in observing the phenomenal, we are Manas- 
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seh, the Understanding. The well-balanced man es- 
tablishes both of these states of mind in equilibrium, and 
is poised between affirmation and denial, which is re- 
flected into body as positive and negative. 

A too active will causes one to become tense and 
brittle, while a too active understanding expands and 
opens us to the multitudinous thought emanations of 
the whole race. But affirming and denying, with spir- 
itual ideals constantly before us, gradually raises the 
whole man on a spiral of ascending mind-force, until 
he attains the Christ consciousnes and is free from all 
thoughts of duality. 

The twelve years of age of Manasseh, when he 
began to reign, means that the negative mentality had 
involved all the twelve faculties. Hence all the 
thoughts were evil in the sight of the Lord." One of 
the evidences of a truly spiritual mind is the ability to 
master and overcome conditions. Evil means a falling 
short, or failure, in this respect. 

Baalim and Asheroth represent Nature in its vari- 
ous sensuous aspects. All the hosts of heaven" are 
the sun, moon, and stars and the twelve signs of the 
zodiac. When we fall into the evils of Manasseh we 
think the planets and stars rule over us, and that it is 
necessary to pay them a certain degree of homage, or 
worship, because of their influence. Some people in this 
day have great faith in their "ruling planets," and think 
they are bound to certain traits of character because 
they were born when those sidereal bodies were in the 
ascendency. This is “forgetfulness” of the God power 
within us, and brings us into condemnation. 

The Manasseh mentality usually goes from one 
step of Baalim worship to another, until it exhausts them 
all. Luck, chance, the changeable laws of animal life, 
enchantments, sorcery, familiar spirits and wizards, are 
some of the avenues through which the Manasseh mind 
attempts to regulate its life. Astrology, palmistry, the 
guidance of spirits, mesmerism, hypnotism, are some of 
the many modern forms of "denial" of God. Indulged 
in for a time they lead the negative mentality into 
deeper and deeper bondage, until the transgressed law 
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reacts upon the transgressor, and he is put "in chains" 
and "bound with fetters" and carried to Babylon," or 
utter confusion. The escape is through prayer to God, 
and the return to his "city of peace" within the soul— 
Jerusalem. 


SUNDAY, NOVEMBER 3. 
JOSIAH'S DEVOTION TO СОР. Chron. 34:1-13. 


1. Josiah was eight years old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned thirty and one years in Jerusalem. 

2. And he did that which was right in the eyes of Jehovah, and 
walked in the ways of David his father, and turned not aside to the 
right hand or to the left. 

3. For in the eighth year of his reign, while he was yet young. he 
began to seek after the God of David his father; and in the twelfth 
year he began to purge Judah and Jerusalem from the high places, and 
the Asherim, and the graven images, and the molten images. 

4. And they brake down the altars of the Baalim in his presence; 
and the sun-images that were on high above them he hewed down: and 
the Asherim, and the graven images, and the molten images, he brake 
in pieces, and made dust of them, and strewed it upon the graves of 
them that had sacrificed unto them. 

5. And he burnt the bones of the priests upon their altars, and 
purged Judah and Jerusalem. 

б. And so did he in the cities of Manasseh and Ephraim and 
Simeon, even unto Naphtali, in their ruins round about. 

7. And he brake down the altars, and beat the Asherim and the 
graven images into powder, and hewed down all the sun-umage 
throughout all the land of Israel, and returned to Jerusalem. 

8. Now in the eighteenth year of his reign, when he had purged 
the land and the house, he sent Shaphan the son of Axaliah. and 
Maaseiah the governor of the city, and Joah the son of Joahaz the 
recorder, to repair the house of Jehovah his God. 

9. And they came to Hilkiah the high priest, and delivered the 
money that was brought into the house of God, which the Levites, the 
keepers of the threshold, had gathered of the hand of Manasseh and 
Ephraim, and of all the remnant of Israel, and of all Judah and 
Benjamin, and of the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

10. And they delivered it into the hand of the workmen that had 
the oversight of the house of Jehovah; and the workmen that wrought 
in the house of Jehovah gave it to mend and repair the house: 

11. Even to the carpenters and to the builders gave they it, to 
buy hewn stone, and timber for couplings, and to make beams for the 
houses which the kings of Judah had destroyed. 

12. And the men did the work faithfully: and the overseers of 
them were Jahath and Obadiah, the Levites, of the sons of Meran: 
and Zechariah and Meshullam, of the sons of the Kohathites, to set 
it forward; and others of the Levites, all that were skilful with insiru- 
ments of music. 
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13. Also they were over the bearers of burdens, and set forward 
all that did the work in every manner of service: and of the Levites 
there were scribes, and officers, and porters. 


SILENT PRAYER— Truth is. I am the thought of 
T ruth, hence I am. 


We are told that Josiah "walked in the ways of 
David his father," but history says his father was 
Amon; hence we perceive that the "father" here re- 
ferred to is the spiritual parent, whom David represents 
all through the Hebrew Scriptures. Jesus was the Son 
of David; that is, his root-source was spiritual, and 
through acknowledgment of that source he came into 
the powers of the God-Man. 

So Josiah, meaning “Jehovah supports," is that in 
man that connects itself with the Spirit, and tries to 
carry out or substitute Being for seeming. То do this 
we should begin early, and go right forward, turning 
neither to the right hand nor the left. This unwavering 
loyalty to Truth is necessary to success. Vacillation 
excites distrust in ourselves, our God, and our friends. 
A good affirmation for the vacillating mind is. Though 
he slay me, yet will I trust him." 

The purging of Judah and Jerusalem is systematic 
denial of errors of mind, and wrong practices, that have 
become habits in both the objective and subjective con- 
sciousness. “‘Asherim,” or groves, were the symbols 
of the Phoenician Venus, the goddess of love, and were 
usually of a sensual character. Metaphysically, the 
"molten images" and the "graven images" mean those 
productions of the imagination which are first in a free, 
then in a formed state of consciousness. The lascivious 
imagination is in the molten state, the second step of 
which is the "graven image," or physical sensation. 
These are both to be purged and denied in mind and 
body. We thus dissolve or make dust of these condi- 
tions, and casting them from us utterly, they go back to 
the formless and inert. 

The burning of the bones of the priests on the 
altar means the sacrificing or giving up of the material 
or gross forms of our religion or ideas of God. You 
may have overcome sensuality, and changed your ideas 
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about the personality of God, yet are clinging to some 
personal spiritual leader or priest. Burn these "bones," 
by vigorous denial of human foolishness and ignorance, 
and affirmations of Divine Wisdom. [n ancient times, 
as now, it was the habit of the devout to give special 
reverence to priests and spiritual leaders, and to call 
them "father." Jesus puts a quietus upon this man wor- 
ship, in Matthew 23:8: “But be not ye called Rabbi: 
for one is your teacher, and all ye are brethren. And 
call no man your father on the earth: for one is your 
Father, even he who is in heaven." 

After denying and purging the mind of error we 
should see to it that we put the builders at work upon 
the temple. Denial is always destructive, and leaves 
vacancies in the consciousness to be built up with true 
statements. When vigorous denial is followed by a 
feeling of weakness, we may know that we have de- 
stroyed some thought structure upon which we have been 
depending, and have built nothing in its place. 

We should then affirm our spiritual strength until 
we are again in the consciousness of strength. The car- 
penters and builders are the universal constructive force: 
of Being. These are always at work in the organism. 
when right thought is holding sway, but after a siege of 
error it is necessary to start them anew by affirmation: 
of substance based in Truth—"'hewn stone,“ the unity 
of good, "timber for couplings," and the eternity of the 
now, "beams for the houses." 


SUNDAY NOVEMBER 10. 
THE FINDING OF THE BOOK OF THE LAW.-—II Chron. 
34:14-28. 


14. And when they brought out the money that was brought into 
the house of Jehovah, Hilkiah the priest found the book of the lew 
of Jehovah given by Moses. 

15. And Hilkiah answered and said to Shaphan the scribe. | 
have found the book of the law in the house of Jehovah. And 
Hilkiah delivered the book to Shaphan. 

16. And Shaphan carried the book to the king, and moreover 
brought back word to the king, saying, All that was committed 10 thy 
servants, they are doing. 

17. And they have emptied out the money that was found in the 
house of Jehovah, and have delivered it into the hand of the oversees. 
and into the hand of the workmen. 
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18. And Shaphan the scribe told the king, saying, Hilkiah the 
priest hath delivered me a book. And Shaphan read therein before 
the king. 

19. And it came to pass, when the king had heard the words of 
the law, that he rent his clothes. 

20. And the king commanded Hilkiah, and Ahikam the son of 
Shaphan, and Abdon the son of Micah, and Shaphan the scribe, and 
Asatah the king's servant, saying, 

21. Go ye, inquire of Jehovah for me, and for them that are left 
m Israel and in Judah, concerning the words of the book that is found; 
for great is the wrath of Jehovah that is poured out upon us, because 
ол fathers have not kept the word of Jehovah to do according unto 
all that is written in this book. 

22. So Hilkiah, and they whom the king had commanded, went to 
Huldah the prophetess, the wife of Shallum the son of Tokhath, the 
«on of Hasrah, keeper of the wardrobe (now she dwelt in Jerusalem 
in the second quarter); and they spake to her to that effect. 

23. And she said unto them, Thus saith Jehovah, the God of 
Israel: Tell ye the man that sent you unto me, 

24. Thus saith Jehovah, Behold, I will bring evil upon this place. 
and upon the inhabitants thereof, even all the curses that are written in 
the book which they have read before the king of Judah. 

25. Because they have forsaken me, and have burned incense unto 
other gods, that they might provoke me to anger with all the works of 
their hands; therefore is my wrath poured out upon this place, and 
it shall not be quenched. 

26. But unto the king of Judah, who sent you to inquire of Je- 
hovah, thus shall ye say to him, Thus saith Jehovah, the God of Israel: 
As touching the words which thou hast heard, 

27. Because thy heart was tender, and thou didst humble thyself 
before God, when thou heardest his words against this place, and 
against the inhabitants thereof, and hast humbled thyself before me, 
and hast rent thy clothes, and wept before me; 1 also have heard thee, 
saith Jehovah. 

28. Behold, I will gather thee to thy fathers, and thou shalt be 
gathered to thy grave in peace, neither shall thine eyes see all the 
evil that I will bring upon this place, and upon the inhabitants thereof. 
And they brought back word to the king. 


SILENT PRAYER—Wéith Jesus we proclaim, "I am 
the resurrection and the life." 


The poet says, “There is neither good nor ill, but 
thinking makes it so.” The standards of good and evil 
which we are in our human way setting up are not the 
true, enduring standards of Being. Being itself must 
set up those standards which correspond to its perfect 
nature, and we shall never be at peace until there is a 
conformity thereto in thought and body. 
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Some people are satisfied with a restoration to nor- 
mal good health, others dream of perpetual youth, and 
others go still further and see the possibility of not only 
youth, but comeliness of mind and body far exceeding 
the wildest dreams of the beauty-intoxicated poet or 
artist . 

There is a divinity within us that will never be sat- 
isfied until it works out its ideals in a perfect mind and 
body. This is the teaching of this lesson. Josiah had 
built the temple and restored things to their normal con- 
dition, when in bringing out the money that was in the 
house of the Lord they found the "book of the law of 
the Lord given by Moses." Money represents the re- 
serve vital energies of the mind and body. When these 
begin again to assert their progressive power in con- 
sciousness there is revealed a Divine law of human evo- 
lution. This is the law of the Lord given to Moses. 
"Shaphan the Scribe" means the subjective memory. 
which brings out the inner rule of action that will leac 
on to higher and better things through mental and phys 
ical evolution. 

In the subjective consciousness is stored the mem- 
ories of the past, and we carry in our minds and bodie 
all the results of thoughts and acts of the whole race. 
We are our own ancestors, and when the subjective be- 
gins to come to the surface it is revealed to us that our 
"fathers have not kept the word of the Lord, to do ac- 
cording unto all that is written in this book." There are 
higher standards of life, character, and body to be at- 
tained though it be seemingly through evil conditions. 

Huldah the prophetess, dwelling in the second 
quarter of Jerusalem," and keeper of the "wardrobe," 
is the intuitive perception of the "second" or subjective 
consciousness. The brain through which this "divinity 
within" functions is between the breasts, and is con- 
nected with the love nature. This is why it is designated 
as feminine. 

Some Bible authorities claim that the Wrath“ of 
the Lord might with equal propriety be translated the 
"blessings" of the Lord. We do know that in the de- 


struction of limited and inferior forms of life other and 
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higher forms take their places, and it is actually a bless- 
ing in the end. So the wrath that comes to our fleshly 
tabernacles is ап ultimate blessing if we build anew 
unto the Lord. 

When we are tender and humble—that is, loving 
and nonresistant—we do not suffer under the trans- 
formations that go on when the Mosaic law is being 
carried out. Some people give up the body when this 
change takes place in consciousness. But this is not 
necessary under the Jesus Christ dispensation, which 
had not been given when this Scripture was written. 
Through the strength, power, purity, and love which 
Jesus imparted to the race consciousness we may rise 
superior to the penalty of transgressed law, and live 
forever in these present forms. This is the teaching of 
Christianity, which Jesus demonstrated in his own 
physical resurrection. 


SuNDAY, NOVEMBER 17. 
THE KINGDOM DIVIDED.—I Kings 12:6-16. 


6. And king Rehoboam took counsel with the old men, that had 
stood before Solomon his father while he yet lived, saying, What 
counsel give ye me to return answer to this people? 

7. And they spake unto him, saying, If thou wilt be a servant unto 
this people this day, and wilt serve them, and answer them, and speak 
good words to them, then they will be thy servants for ever. 

8. But he forsook the counsel of the old men which they had 
gven him, and took counsel with the young men that were grown up 
with him, that stood before him. 

9. And he said unto them, What counsel give ye, that we may 
return answer to this people, who have spoken to me, saying, Make 
the yoke that thy father did put upon us lighter? 

10. And the young men that were grown up with him spake unto 
him, saying, Thus shalt thou say unto this people that spake unto thee, 
saying, Thy father made our yoke heavy, but make thou it lighter unto 
us; thus shalt thou speak unto them, My little finger is thicker than my 
father's loins. 

11. And now whereas my father did lade you with a heavy yoke, 
| will add to your yoke: my father chastised you with whips, but I will 
chastise you with scorpions. 

12. So Jeroboam and all the people came to Rehoboam the third 
day, as the king bade, saying, Come to me again the third day. 

13. And the king answered the people roughly, and forsook the 
counsel of the old men which they had given him, 

14. And spake to them after the counsel of the young men, saying, 
My father made your yoke heavy, but I will add to your yoke: my 
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father chastised you with whips, but I will chastise you with scorpions. 

15. So the king hearkened not unto the people; for it was a thing 
brought about of Jehovah, that he might establish his word, which Je- 
hovah spake by Ahijah the Shilonite to Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

16. And when all Israel saw that the king hearkened not unto 
them, the people answered the king, saying, What portion have we in 
David? neither have we inheritance in the son of Jesse: to your tents, 
O Israel: now see to thine own house, David. So Israel departed unto 
their tents. 


SILENT PRAYER— "7 here is but One Mind in the 
universe—the Good Omnipotent. 


A divided mind is to be deplored. It may end in 
a division of soul and body. Those who get into their 
minds the idea that they have enemies who are plotting 
against them, usually become mentally unbalanced. In 
order to develop harmoniously, the mind must have some 
central idea around which it builds its kingdom. This 
central idea should be of the highest—in other words, 
God. When man has centralized his kingdom in God 
he becomes true, pure, honest, righteous in all ways, and 
just in thought and deed. 

Solomon in his early reign was all this, but he did 
not stand up under prosperity. The sensuous nature be- 
came dominant, and he had to levy heavy taxes upon 
his people to keep up the expenditure of substance. 
When man revels in the sensuous nature, as did Sol- 
omon, the vitality of the whole organism is drawn upon. 
Thus all the people of the kingdom are taxed. When 
this is carried to a point where the God-loving man 
loses his original character and becomes a conceited 
profligate, we are informed in Scripture that Solomon 
died and his son Rehoboam reigned in his stead. Ít 
has been said that Solomon had a thousand wives, but 
only one son, and he was a fool.” 

Rehoboam is the selfish ignoramus that a thousand 
sensuous thoughts has brought forth in the man. Give 
yourself up to the sense side of your mind wholly and 
you will eventually find your kingdom divided. No 
man can divorce himself from God and be sane. He 
will sooner or later develop some phase of mental 
aberration. 

But the natural unity of the system seeks to sustain 
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itself. There is always a strong natural tendency to- 
ward unity and homogeneity in the man constitution. 
This is innate in its very being. 

The ten tribes that have revolted, and set up a 
separate kingdom in the mountains of Israel under Jero- 
boam, represent a certain intellectual rebellion against 
sensual excess. These strive to harmonize and unify 
the nature, but the thoroughly sensualized Rehoboam 
will have none of it. Listening to the young men of 
his realm, who represent the inexperienced, he meets all 
advances with a wild threat of further tyranny and 
greater burdens. 

Judah represents the central faculty of conscious- 
ness. It may be roughly described as the focal point 
of body organization. Its physical expression is the 
spinal cord, yet this is but the visibility of an invisible 
energy. This energy or mind-substance at the very cen- 
ter of the man is susceptible of the highest and the low- 
est. [t is the serpent that may resist Divine Wisdom 
and crawl upon its belly in the dust of materiality, or 
it may be lifted up and exalted to the most high place 
among the faculties of man. When it is sensualized it 
becomes Judas, who had a devil. It is related that the 
only tribe that followed Rehoboam was Judah. Thus 
persistent sensuality vitiated the very core of the man, 
and he lost complete control of his other faculties. This 
is often observed in people who have lived on the sense 
plane until they are an:mals in human forms. 

Yet it is hinted in verse 15 that this division of the 
kingdom was "brought about of Jehovah, that he might 
establish his word.“ God works in a mysterious way 
his wonders to perform," and it is not for us to say that 
those in the depths of sense consciousness will not work 
out their salvation in due season. 


"But one thing is needful." Seek that. “Опе thing 
have I desired of the Lord, that will I seek after; that 
I may dwell in the house of the Lord forever.“ That I 
may dwell in the consciousness of omnipresence is the 
one thing needful.— Washington News Letter.

THE CREATIVE LAW

somewhere in the providence of God 
be fulfilled. Creation would be weak 
in its most vital part if this were not 
true. Desire is recognized as the onward 
impetus of the ever evolving soul as it 
builds from the within out, and it carries 
with it fulfillment as a necessary corrollary. 

All is Mind, and the things that appear must be 
statements of Mind. Thus Mind is, and it also ap- 
pears to be. The is-ness of Mind is but the one side of 
it. Being is not limited to the level of is-ness—it has 
all possibility, which includes the breaking forth of its 
inherencies into the realm of appearance. 

Thus Mind has two sides, the invisible and the 
visible. Neither can be left out of a true philosophy. 
To say that Mind is all, and at the same time deny 
that the things that do appear have any part in that 
allness is to give place to but one-half of the Great 
Truth. 

Every mental problem has its statement. That 
statement is made in response to the desire to know 
experimentally whether the ideal concept is capable of 
proof. A variety of factors are involved in every state- 
ment of a mental concept. These factors are not an 
integral part of the statement itself, but it is through 
them it is worked out. Thus in the simplest problem in 
mathematics enter processes which are not preserved 
after the solution has been arrived at, yet were necessary 
to that solution. These processes are made up of a com- 
bination of factors, and the exact outcome of each step 
is a matter of experiment. The ultimate must be the 
fulfillment of the idea, but the intermediate steps may 
be diverged or retraced many times. 
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If this be true in the simplest problem of mathematics, 
it must be true in the creation of the universe. “As it 
is above, so it is below." Here is where he who has 
caught sight of the perfectness of the ideal realm falls to 
denying the appearance because it does not express that 
perfectness in its wholeness. 

With like judgment the student in the depths of a 
mathematical problem would suddenly erase all his work 
because the answer was not at once apparent, though 
he may have completed but a portion of the process 
leading up to that answer. We would not consider a 
farmer of sound judgment who cut down his corn in the 
tassel because it did not show the ripened ears. 

Don't jump at conclusions. Study the situation 
carefully before you decide. Look upon all sides, the 
visible and the invisible, the within and the without. 

The fact that you have an ideal world carries with 
it the possibility of fulfillment in expression. In Being 
you cannot shirk expression. To think is to express, 
and you are doing that without cessation. You may 
deny that these things of the world have existence, yet 
so long as you live in contact with them you are recog- 
nizing their place. A wholesale denial of their existence 
keeps you even as a house divided against itself. A rec- 
onciliation must take place before you can demonstrate 
the power of the Christ-man over death. Jesus did not 
say that his body was nothing, but he did say that he 
had power to take it up or lay it down. He laid it down 
in corruption, and raised it in incorruption. He found 
that his ideal was not being expressed in the body which 
was subject to decay, so he let the corruptible be crossed 
out, and from the ruins raised the body of light, which 
appeared and disappeared at will. This was the ful- 
fillment of his ministry, and the demonstration of the 
power of the Spirit to overcome that last enemy, death. 

All men desire to overcome disease and death. The 
fulfillment of this desire would be perpetuation of ex- 
istence in form; so in its last analysis we see that we all 
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want to continue our chain of expression unbroken in 
duration indefinitely extended. This has always been 
the desire of mankind, and the whole world is today, 
and ever has been, fighting this monster, death. Oceans 
of medicines are swallowed daily, millions of doctors 
are exerting all their energies, and prayers unnumbered 
are uttered in a blind struggle to vanquish this dreaded 
enemy of mankind. This indicates а most powerful 
desire to be fulfilled. Jesus showed how it might be 
done, and gave the recipe. He said, “Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, If a man keep my sayings, he shall never 
see death." Не also said, “The word which ye hear 
is not mine, but the Father's which sent me," and, “The 
words that I speak unto you they are Spirit апд they 
are life." 

There is a chain of mind action connecting cause 
and effect in all the activities of life. This chain is 
forged by man, and its links are thoughts, words. Jesus 
laid great stress upon the power of the word. Yet he 
was wise in the injunction that his words should be kept; 
that is, men were to keep before them the ideal which he 
had. This ideal is the realm from which the word draws 
its substance, and its character determines the result. 

The "sayings" of Jesus were tremendous. They 
raised the ideal of man and God far above what had 
ever before been conceived. They so far transcended the 
thought plane of the people that even his followers could 
not accept them, and many “walked no more with him. 
And until the last decade men have not grasped the les- 
son of the power of the Word expressed from his high 
ideal. Who in the past has taken Jesus literally, and 
sought to overcome death by keeping his sayings? 
Many have believed in his doctrine, and a great eccles- 
iastical industry has been built upon it as a foundation, 
but who has taken in full faith the words of Jesus and 
made them flesh of his flesh and bone of his bone, by 
not only believing them but by saturating his mind with 
them until they reincarnated themseles in his body? 
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This is the secret of every spiritual demonstration, not 
only a concept of what is true of Being, but a carrying 
out in thought, word, and act of that concept. 

If I can conceive a truth, it follows that there is a 
way by which I can make it manifest. If I can con- 
ceive of inexhaustible supplies existing in the omnipres- 
ent ethers, there is a way by which I can make those 
supplies to appear. When once the mind has accepted 
this as an axiomatic truth, it has then arrived at a point 
where the question of processes begins. No one ever 
fully sees the steps he is to take in reaching a certain end. 
He may see in a general way that he is to go on from 
one point to another, but the details are not definitely 
clear to him unless he has gone over the ground before. 
The architect tells the builder to follow the plans. So 
in this demonstration of the spiritual powers ready to 
express through man, he must be willing to follow 
the directions of one who has proved his efficiency by 
demonstration. 

We all intuitively know that there is something 
wrong in a world where poverty prevails. It brings 
sorrow and suffering. We would not, any of us, create 
a world where it exists. We all want to see it blotted 
out. This is the index pointing the way to the possibility 
of doing so. Whatever we see as wrong, it is for us to 
right. Lack of any kind is not prevalent in God's uni- 
verse, and if there is such an appearance anywhere 
among men, it is our duty to do away with it. 

There is a way—the "highway of the Lord." Will 
you take that way? It is a broad way, and there is 
room for everybody. Jesus said it was the kingdom of 
heaven, and that "all these things" should be added to 
those who sought it. This implies that you do not have 
to fully enter this kingdom to have the things added, but 
you have to seek; you must turn your attention in that 
direction—then they begin to come to you. 

This is being proven by many thousands in this age 
who have accepted the promises of Scripture literally, 
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and are looking to God for every need. They may not 
in the beginning of the seeking have a single thing to en- 
courage them to expect that they will be provided for in 
any particular. They just accept the promise, and pro- 
ceed to carry it out in faith and act as if it were true, and 
there gradually comes to them new ways of getting a 
living. Avenues are opened up along lines to which 
they were strangers, but which they find by experience 
to be pleasant. This encourages them to go on still 
further in seeking this kingdom of God; and many of 
them are now rejoicing in its bounties. 

These are they who have wisely used their one talent. 
They may not have caught sight of the Holy of Holies 
in that inner sanctuary, but they are gradually getting 
closer and closer to it. This is the step that everybody 
is commanded to take. Trust God in all things, and see 
the result made apparent by the mental currents which 
you set going all about you. You may not be able to 
point out just how each separate word of allegiance to 
the Father took effect, but as the months go by you will 
gradually observe the various changes that are taking 
place in your mind, body and affairs. You will find 
that your ideas have broadened immensely to begin with. 
The little world has been transformed into a big world. 
Y ou have begun to think about realities instead of ap- 
pearances. Your mind is more alert, and you can dis- 
cern when before you were in doubt. You are not so 
fearful. The consciousness that there is a Divine Hand 
guiding the universe and you, has given you a feeling of 
security. This has extended to your body and to your 
affairs. There is an absence of prejudice and fault- 
finding in you. You do not judge so harshly. You are 
more generous, and other people appreciate you by re- 
turning the compliment. Things are coming your way 
now where you thought they were stranded. 

This is not only true of your own particular affairs, 
but if you are observing you will note its effect in a 
measure upon those with whom you come in contact. 
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They are getting more substantially prosperous and 
happy. They may not in the remotest way connect it 
with you or your thoughts, but that does not affect the 
truth about it. All things have their cause, and every 
cause is mental. Whoever comes in daily contact with 
a high order of thinking cannot help but take on some 
of it. His mind takes it on unconsciously just as his 
lungs breathe the air of the room. Ideas are catching, 
and no man can live where true ideas are being held 
without becoming more or less infected with them. “No 
man liveth unto himself alone." 

Now these are some of the tangible steps along the 
way to that larger realization which you desire. These 
steps are necessary, too, because no one is introduced 
into the storehouse of the Father, and given the keys and 
authority to fully pass out the goods, until he has proven 
his efficiency and reliability. Suppose that men of the 
world, with their present ideas of mine and thine, were 
given without mental cleansing the power to produce at 
will whatsoever they desired? Would not the same 
ambitions and selfishness lead to still greater oppres- 
sions? Would there be any improvement over existing 
conditions? Verily not! So it is wise that we are to 
seek first the kingdom of God and his righteousness be- 
fore these things are in their fullness added. 

But there is such a kingdom, and it may be found 
in that supreme fullness by those who are willing to 
come to its admission terms. Jesus said that the rich 
man’s entrance into the kingdom must be like the camel 
going through the eye of a needle. This comparison re- 
ferred to the little gates in the wall about Jerusalem— 
so small that the camel had to be unloaded and then 
get down on its knees to squeeze through. This is an 
excellent illustration of the way in which everyone has 
to go into the kingdom. Something has to be unloaded. 
It is not necessarily money, because the poor man gets 
in no faster than the rich man unless he also unloads. 
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That unloading is your ideas about money; about its 
use, and who it belongs to. 

Men's ideas about money are an index to their ideas 
about all possessions—they believe that the things that 
come from the earth, the air, and the water are theirs to 
take control of and claim as individual property to be 
held in store regardless how needy for those things other 
men may be. These ideas are today prevalent in both 
the rich and the poor, and if these two classes were to 
suddenly change places it would not remedy the in- 
equalities in possessions which these ideas produce. 

Men must understand their relation to God, to each 
other, and the status of the universal resource. They 
must unload some of their erroneous ideas about their 
rights in the sight of an all-provident Father. They must 
understand that they cannot possess and lock up that 
which belongs to God without suffering the effects them- 
selves of that congestion. It is not the poor man who in 
the end is the greatest sufferer from this action, because 
he has not by his concentrated belief in and trust of ma- 
terial things chained his soul to them. Those who are 
rich in the things of this world are by their dependence 
upon those things and faith in them binding themselves in 
material darkness, a darkness that will take ages to 
dissipate. 

Before man can get into the realization of the 
Supply Invisible, he must drop out of mind every idea of 
personal possession. He cannot possess money, houses 
or lands, as his own. He cannot possess the idea in his 
mind for which these stand. In fact, he cannot possess 
any ideas whatever as his own. There are possessions 
that rust and get moth-eaten besides those on the plane 
of phenomena. 

Men possess as valuable their education, their trade, 
their ability, their talent in any of the many ways of 
the intellect. Ministers of the gospel possess eloquence 
or scholarship; some are proud of their spiritual posses- 
sions. These are burdens that have to be unloaded at 
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the narrow way into the kingdom of heaven. Even the 
saint who is puffed up with his saintly goodness must 
unload before he can get in. Whoever is ambitious to 
do good, whoever strives to excel in righteousness above 
his fellowmen—these must unload before they can be- 
hold the face of the all-provident Father. 

The realm of causes may be compared to steam in 
a glass boiler. It is perfectly invisible, and if the glass 
is without flaw the eye might look right at it without 
seeing anything at all. Touch an escape valve and it 
rushes out, instantly condenses, and becomes visible. 
But by this process it has lost its power. Ideas exist in 
a realm of ideas, and they are powerful only when they 
are handled by one who is familiar with their characteris- 
tics. The ignorant open the valves of the mind and let 
them flow forth into a thought realm in which they have 
nothing in common. They are condensed into the bond- 
age of time and space which ignorance conceives as 
necessary to their fruition. Their power is thus lost, and 
a weary round of seed time and harvest is inaugurated 
to fulfill the demands of that world. 

It is the mind that believes in personal possessions 
that is responsible for this limitation of the full idea. 
God does not have it that way. His world is a world of 
results following demands simultaneously. This is the 
world where man finds his true home. Labor, as we 
understand it, has ceased for the man who has found 
this inner kingdom. The Divine Supply is brought forth 
without laborious struggle—to desire is to see fulfilled. 
This is the second step in demonstration for everyone 
who has dedicated himself to the Divine Guidance. 
He immediately enters into easier lines and more hap- 
piness than the world affords when he has covenanted to 
follow the Good only, but this is an advanced degree 
along the same line of initiation into the mysteries of the 
Divine Magic. Before this step may be taken a deeper 
and more thorough mental cleansing has to be undergone 
by the devotee. He awakens the action of a higher set 
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of faculties within his own body, and there are opened 
to him fresh avenues of expression for his powers, or the 
powers of the Spirit manifesting through him. As he 
proceeds in the exercise of the inner faculties, he may 
find them clogged by the crystals of thought which some 
selfish idea has deposited, and he must go through a 
fresh cleansing. If he is obedient and willing to meekly 
follow the leading of the Spirit without cavil or protest, 
the way is easy. If, however, like Job, he finds fault, 
questions, and argues, he will meet with many obstruc- 
tions, and his journey will be tedious. 

Again, he who seeks the kingdom of God for the 
loaves and fishes he may get out of it, will surely be dis- 
appointed in the end. He may get the loaves and fishes 
—this is possible, but if there remains in the soul that 
which would use them to selfish ends, the ultimate will 
be disastrous. 

Wee see many people in this day seeking the aid of 
the Spirit to cure them of their physical ills. They do 
not approach it with that true desire for the higher life 
which should inspire them. They find indulgence of 
their lusts and passions curtailed by some infirmity, 
which they want restored in order that they may con- 
tinue in the fleshly way. The Spirit does not judge 
motives. It is Principle, and applies principles; so he 
that is in sin may be healed and again go forth and 
repeat his folly. Jesus said. Go and sin no more lest a 
worse thing come upon thee." 

It is the experience of those who have dealt with the 
Spirit that it is a vigorous stimulant. It restores the vi- 
tality of every organ, and they become even more acute 
to pain or pleasure than before the treatment. This 
super-sensitiveness renders them liable to more rapid 
waste, and when the fleshly indulgence is gratified they 
are quickly burned out, and the collapse is even more 
complete than before the healing. This is why those 
who receive Spiritual healing should be instructed in the 
Truth of Being. They should be shown that they are 
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sinning against the law of their existence when they in- 
dulge their appetites and passions for mere sensation. 
Retribution always follows this, and the ignorant suffer 
equally with the wise. 

Dedicate yourself to God and his work. Lay at 
the feet of the Spirit all your desires, passions, and ap- 
petites. Make a definite and detailed covenant with 
the Father, and agree to use in the most exalted way all 
your substance. Turn resolutely away from the old 
habits that have robbed you of your vitality and sunk 
your body into the depths of inanition. 

Humanity is today in the grasp of bodily death 
through the indulgence of false appetites. They can 
never put on the immortal robe of purity until they cove- 
nant with God to sacrifice upon his altar of spiritual fires 
all their energies. They must lift up the old serpent 
that they are now crawling in the dust with. No one 
can do this without Spiritual aid. Jesus Christ saw this, 
and through him was provided a helper, “Even the Holy 
Spirit whom the Father will send in my name." 

Whoever silently calls upon this Spirit, and in its 
abiding place in his own soul agrees to follow it and do 
its will, shall be helped to overcome all the habits and 
indulgences that are keeping him out of the kingdom of 
heaven.

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CONSERVATION, TRANSMUTATION 
AND DIET 


Ipa M. MINGLE 


„ NE OF the most dominant demands in 
dme world today is that conservation be 
practiced. For ages man has been the 
prodigal, casting off his substance in vari- 
ous wasteful ways until he reached a 
point where the Law, governing his be- 
ing, decreed, “Thou shalt return unto thy 
Father’s house even though every step be accompanied 
by the lash of necessity.” Tired with existing upon 
“husks,” man is demanding a knowledge of the genuine 
methods of living; methods which will assure peace and 
satisfaction, and at the same time give him an oppor- 
tunity to expand and develop his inherent capacities. 
However, man must learn to conserve his natural forces 
before he can unfold his God-possibilities. 

The well-balanced soul learns his lessons from those 
things which press upon him from without, as well as 
from his inward realm of thought. The Spirit of Oppor- 
tunity is an omnipresent factor, but in order that con- 
servation may be effectively practiced there must be a 
deep-rooted conviction of the benefits to be derived. 
The chief essential in all advancement of a permanent 
nature is the establishment of consciousness in the indi- 
vidual of the ideas entering into that which is to be at- 
tained. 

Conservation is the righteous use of all things, 
whether those things be visibly manifest or embryonic 
creative ideas. The most central starting point in the 
practice of conservation, and one which touches all 
planes of consciousness, is that of conserving words. On 
every hand we note the great waste of energy through in- 
harmonious word-activity. Оп the mental plane of con- 
sciousness, this waste is expressed as uncontrolled 
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thought force. In the realm of the soul the riot of emo- 
tions and feelings correspond to the waste of words, 
while on the physical plane this waste is synonomized in 
the expulsion of seminal seed. When one begins to con- 
serve in the expression of words, immediately his thought 
world becomes more poised and steady, and less de- 
mand is made upon the nerve energy of the organism. 
As a consequence, the vital fluid, which was converted 
into word-substance, is transmuted into its original life 
elements, and rejuvenation and vitalization of the body 
follows. 

Every idea of Truth that is formulated into thought- 
energy and word-substance vibrates harmoniously upon 
the vital fluid, and there is incorporated into the very 
flesh of the devotee the substance of Spirit. In my flesh 
shall I see God." The word is the seed and, no doubt, 
the tendency of all living creatures to produce a super- 
abundance of seed is the effect of the unrighteous use of 
words. 

Man is ever seeking a higher expression. Let him 
learn the process of transmuting the now commonplace 
energies of his being, and he will find the key to substan- 
tial progress and satisfaction. If the human family were 
to cease from its ejaculations of surprise —its ahs.“ 
"ohs," "uh-ns," and all such other superflous talk, and 
transmute this energy into thought on substantial answer 
to the remark which called forth the ejaculation, it would 
convert a great stream of energy into constructive body 
building, for every word writes something upon the inner 
consciousness of man. Let the womanhood alone con- 
vert the laugh of self-consciousness, so common to them 
as to be labeled a "giggle" into constructive thought 
energy, and she would become the master of herself, not 
only on the mental plane, but on the physical as well. 

Knowledge of the righteous use of all forms of en- 
ergy is the only guarantee toward a legitimate conser- 
vation. However, action though harmful, is more con- 
ducive to growth and expansion than inertia, and no 
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phase of expression is to be condemned. The only genu- 
ine method of stopping all waste and leakage is involved 
in the process of transmutation. 

Transmutation is simply the conversion of seed into 
vital life energy whether the process be enforced or 
voluntarily established. Transmutation of seed in veg- 
etable and fruit producing plants is being worked out by 
scientific minds, and more nourishing and vitalizing 
foods are presented to man for his consumption. But 
what of man? Shall he continue in the great waste of 
seed? There is no one but desires more abundant life. 
When the soul is convinced that transmutation is the 
keynote to the attainment, not only of more abundant 
life, but life eternal in the flesh, who of us would refrain 
from entering wholesouled into the understanding and 
application of the process of transmutation ? 

Jesus taught that in order that a man might be said 
to live at all, he must be born of the Spirit. This is the 
first essential toward attaining eternal life, and embodies 
the fulfillment of all Law. The man, in material 
thought, may get a certain result from conservative living. 
which is well and good in evolving the soul to a point in 
consciousness where it can receive an influx of higher 
power. But he cannot tarry at points along the way 
even though they mean to him health of body and peace 
of mind, for perfection as spiritual being is already wnt- 
ten in the heart of man as the goal to be attained. Per- 
fection is to be expressed in both the inner consciousness 
(heaven) and the manifest realm (earth) ; in both soul 
and body. If man is involved in a maze of petty, per- 
sonal thoughts, words and actions, he is expending the 
inner God-substance in “riotous living," and diverting 
his attention from the bringing forth of the Christ Self. 

Man’s desire to live continually in the body is but the 
prelude to this attainment. Originally man dwelt in the 
Garden of Eden (spiritual body), and he cannot escape 
from the urge to again enter into and take possession of 
this Promised Land." When man is conserving purely 
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in the physical expression, he takes on added powers in 
the physical. When he is conserving on the mental 
plane, he experiences a regeneration of mental forces; 
but if his ideas are centered in the Spiritual Self, in the 
I Am, he is consciously unifying himself again, in a 
three-fold way, with the "tree of life" in the midst of 
the Garden (spiritual body), and is partaking of its 
living waters. 

In the regeneration transmutation becomes a natural 
process, though if sense thoughts have been intensified in 
consciousness it may be necessary to lift up the forces of 
the body, thus offsetting their tendency to flow down- 
ward. It has been demonstrated conclusively that the 
life forces follow the thought, and that the character of 
the thought quickens or retards its activity. If the student 
in regeneration feels heavy, morose and dull, it is evident 
that the vital fluid is following the unnatural trend forced 
upon it through ages of impure thought, and immediate 
attention should be given to the upliftment of these forces. 
To uplift the life forces there must first be a conviction 
that man is both male and female; that union between 
these principles of Being takes place within the individual 
for the purpose of begetting a consciousness of life. So 
long as man believes in sex union as a necessity to the gen- 
eration of life, the vital fluid, very naturally centralizes at 
the generative center, and is there stamped with the de- 
sire in mind. As a result, there is a tendency to lose the 
precious fluid involuntarily, or to voluntarily expel it. 
just at a time when generation under a Divine Law 
should be set into action. 

We are told by St. John in Rev. 22:2 that the 
"tree of life" bears twelve manners of fruit, and yields 
its fruits every month. Twelve represents the dominant 
powers of spiritual man, which powers are symbolized 
by the twelve disciples of Jesus. The characteristic of 
these disciples represent the "twelve manners of fruit" 
yielded by the tree of life. One, who 15 conserving 
and transmuting his vital fluid, readily discerns when in 
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the month he should specifically convert this inner force 
into spiritual quality. If you wish to bring forth James 
(the brother of John), which is symbolical of Substance, 
let the Substance Idea dominate the consciousness, sup- 
ervised, of course, by Wisdom and Love, the procreating 
Father-Mother nucleus in regeneration. Relate all 
ideas relative to Substance, active in mind, to the idea 
of Divine Substance. Cast out, through denial, all ideas 
of materiality, limitation, etc., and hold firmly to the 
Truth that Substance is the one reality out of which all 
is formed. 

The well-rounded and well-balanced soul, working 
toward the regeneration of the whole man, will give 
specific attention to the bringing forth each month of one 
of the spiritual qualities. After the seed of man has been 
established in a regenerate habit of procreation, ideas of 
Divine Mind flow more easily and naturally in conscious- 
ness, and spiritual growth is accelerated. There is no 
longer any drain upon the inner organism for the tend- 
ency to expel the "fruit of the tree" involuntarily, or to 
waste it in sex or emotional expression is entirely over- 
come, when the law of regeneration has been sufficiently 
impressed upon the strata of the heart. The law of re- 
generation 15 adverse, though not opposed, to the ac- 
tivities of generation, and when cooperated with intelli- 
gently and earnestly, will again dominate the conscious- 
ness until the whole body glows and thrills with the pure 
life of God. 

In the regeneration, the body takes оп a more spir- 
itual character, expressing more harmony and less 
weight. A buoyancy and lightness is experienced in 
the organism which forever offsets the idea that the body 
is material. Eventually, codperation with the God-life 
must bring to light the deathless body in which even the 
"blood of life" will be transmuted into the original Di- 
vine energy. The perfected body is the “Holy City" 
described by St. John in the twenty-first chapter of 
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Revelations, in which there shall be nothing unclean nor 
unrighteous. 

Diet has much influence upon the body. Food 
stands for an idea, which idea, when appropriated and 
assimilated, relates itself harmoniously or inharmoniously 
to the thought force incorporated into the cellular struc- 
ture of the organism. Again, the food elements are 
carried in the blood, which is also the avenue through 
which the life-seed is distributed to the tissues. If the 
blood is thick with gross, material elements it does not 
have access to the minute capillaries of the organism, 
and the tissues being deprived of the vitalizing life forces, 
deteriorate and die. Food that will contribute to thin- 
ness of blood is therefore more vitalizing in its effect than 
foods of grosser nature. 

Fruits excel in purity of quality and no doubt are 
the most suitable food for one unfolding spiritual con- 
sciousness. Eminent physicians insist that fruits are the 
ideal food. Nuts may be added to the fruits and make 
a well-balanced diet. Undoubtedely foods in their 
natural state are more desirable than cooked foods, since 
the latter are dead and, therefore, are not life-inviting. 
Much of the energy of the organism, which should be 
used in bringing forth the perfection of the spiritual man, 
is usually needed to digest and assimilate food. The 
natural forces in the organism are almost continually 
making an effort to relieve the body of excessive food 
accumulations. 

One of the most noticeable effects, where transmu- 
tation of seed is consciously carried on, is the lessened 
demand for food. One finds satisfaction in appropri- 
ating the spiritual substance of ideas, and a period of 
silent communion with the God-life within is much more 
refreshing and nourishing than even a well-balanced 
meal of live food. 

It is repeatedly emphasized that no one, except 
Jesus, has attained eternal life in the body. This fact 
stimulates us to an understanding of the principles which 
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governed his life, and is not a stumbling block to prog- 
ress. The claims that Jesus made for himself, he made 
for all men. "I am the light of the world." Ve are 
the light of the world." Jesus promised that they who 
follow him in the regeneration shall be master in both 
mind and body. “Апа every one that hath left houses, 
or brethren, or sisters, or father, or mother, or children, 
or lands, for my name's sake, shall receive a hundred 
fold, and shall inherit eternal life" (Matt. 19:29, R. 
V.). And because Jesus discerned the propensities of 
human nature, he added: “Ви many shall be last that 
are first; and first that are last." Many souls, con- 
spicuous in some particular phase of spiritual unfold- 
ment, cling with wilful tenacity to some human phase of 
expression because it delights the sense man, ignoring 
the Truth that everything of the human must be trans- 
muted into its righteous expression before man can enter 
into eternal life. 

No phase of human nature requires such weeding 
out as that related to appetite. Man originally sinned 
through eating of the fruit of the tree in the midst of the 
Garden, and the effect was death in the body. All 
perversions of appetite, common to man today, are but 
this primary sin intensified in consciousness. It follows 
then that when man shall enter into the conservation and 
transmutation of the fruit of the tree in the midst of the 
Garden,” or in other words, utilize the vital fluid for the 
purpose of regenerating the body, death will cease. As 
St. John in Rev. 22:3-5, speaking of redeemed man, 
expresses it: “There shall be no curse any тоге... 
and there shall be night no more; and they need no light 
of lamp, neither light of sun; for the Lord God shall 
give them light: and they shall reign for ever and ever.

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SPIRITUALITY; OR PRAYER AND 
PRAISE 


Correspondence School Lesson Written By

MHE BODY is the temple of the living 
God and is built or produced by mind 
action, which always builds under law. 
Mind makes its centers of activity, and 
the centers build forms through which 
creative ideas manifest. This is illus- 
trated by the way the minds of blind 

people develop brain cells in their finger tips. 

There are twelve faculties of mind and these express 
through twelve centers in the body of man. These fac- 
ulties are represented in the Scriptures by the twelve dis- 
ciples of Jesus, the twelve foundation stones, the twelve 
sons of Jacob, the twelve tribes. All through the Scrip- 
tures we find that the number twelve is used in symbol- 
ogy. As we study the twelve disciples of Jesus with the 
idea that they represent twelve faculties of man’s mind, 
which are expressed through the twelve centers of con- 
sciousness, we learn the order in which the development 
of the various centers of our bodies takes place. We 
also learn the function of the various centers, and their 
relation to each other. 

Among the disciples there were James and John, 
who were brothers. Jesus called them, “Sons of 
thunder.” When we recognize the great vibrations sent 
out from the nerve center which is supervised by these 
two disciples we can understand this statement made by 
Jesus. The faculties of Love and Discrimination in 
Judgment find expression through the Solar Plexus, 
which is located just back of the pit of the stomach and 
near the heart; this is the center represented by James 
and John. 


It is our obligation to let the Christ within rule over 
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these various centers, and to develop them in Divine 
order, and thus bring into manifestation the Christ man. 

If we believe in planetary influences or any other 
power ruling man, except the Universal Power Divine, 
we put limitation on the power of God, which is limitless 
and free. It is the knowledge that man is spiritual Being 
that frees us from bondage to earthly conditions. All is 
mind, free and limitless. 

Ideas make man and all his conditions. Не is ruled 
through the power of thought. "The ideas or thoughts 
we have in mind attract other thoughts of like character 
and they form states of consciousness. Thoughts are 
drawn together just as people are drawn together in 
various societies. The old proverb, “Birds of a feather 
flock together," is also true of thoughts. “Thoughts of 
like character are drawn together around some dominant 
idea to which they are related, thus forming what 1s 
known as Thought Centers. 

Jesus said, "I am the light of the world; Ye are the 
light of the world." He tried to make all people under- 
stand that they were invested with the same power that 
he had. The failure to recognize the Christ power in 
man has held man in limitation. When man recognizes 
that the Christ power dwells in him as it did in Jesus the 
Christ, he will rule over the centers of consciousness in 
an orderly way, and bring his thoughts into a right re- 
lation with the thoughts of God, thereby expressing the 
Divine Order of creation. 

This Christ man in each individual must traverse the 
body temple and cleanse and purify it. "Through the 
Christ Mind error thoughts are cast out of the thought 
centers; new states of consciousness are built in through 
affrming the Truth. In this way all the faculties of 
man's mind and body will be redeemed and brought 
under the rule of the Christ Mind. 

It is by the renewing of the mind that the body is 
transformed. Paul said, "Be ye transformed by the 
renewing of your minds." When this renewal of mind 
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takes place the cell structures are changed; instead of 
dead cells sloughing off there is a quickening of life 
which keeps them all alive, and the body thus becomes 
incorruptible and immortal. 

It is the Center of Spirituality, which is located in 
the top of the head, that the Christ Mind is contacted 
by man. When one prays one naturally turns to the 
Center of Spirituality, at the top of the head. This is 
the reason men look up in prayer. 

In building the body anew, we must call our dis- 
ciples, (our faculties of mind) as Jesus called his dis- 
ciples. The first thing essential is to enter into thine 
inner chamber, and having shut thy door, pray to thy 
Father who is in secret." We thus make conscious union 
with the Father, the One Divine Mind. We should 
then direct our attention to the center we wish to quicken, 
speaking the words of Truth to that center that we wish 
established. There will be a response if we are faith- 
ful and earnest in the work and are willing to think the 
thoughts of God after him. 

We should make our prayers those of thanksgiving 
and praise. The Father hears before we call. We 
know that the thing we ask for in faith believing we 
shall have, so we should give thanks because we have 
already received in the Spirit. 

Lack of perfect faith and understanding is the cause 
of our not receiving the outer manifestation at once. 
Prayer does not change God's attitude toward man, but 
it does change man's attitude toward God. 

The attitude of praise makes man ready to recog- 
nize his blessings. Praising awakens the individual to 
the realization of the presence and limitless power of 
God. By serving with praise and thanksgiving we 
bring good to us in the right way. Through the singing 
of joyful songs of praise we set free energy that inspires 
ourselves and others, while the singing of sad, mournful 
songs tears down rather than upbuilds. Ву applying 
the law of praise we bring good to ourselves and others. 
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We must praise God first and then ourselves as his off. 
spring. We must praise all as good and then only 
good will manifest. 

We live in and are surrounded by a Substance, the 
spiritual manifestation of which the scientists call Uni- 
versal Ether. Out of this ether or Substance man makes 
whatsoever he will. Through thought he lays hold of 
the Substance, and by words of prayer and praise he 
forms the thing he desires. 

If we wish to manifest success, we should not enter 
passively into the thought atmosphere of persons who 
are talking of failure. If we wish to manifest health we 
must avoid the thought atmosphere of those who com- 
plain of ill health, and are always talking of sickness and 
disease. We cannot attain health by studying disease, 
as many people think we can. Wee can only attain 
health by recognizing the real true Source of health, the 
Divine Mind, and by making our conscious union with 
this Mind. We should talk health and prosperity if we 
wish to manifest them in our lives, because every word 
and attitude of mind has a corresponding effect upon our 
lives. 

Thought is the great ruling power of man's body and 
affairs. Thought not only rules the members and the 
fluids of the body, but it is by thought that the body 1s 
formed. 

The gathering together of the disciples in the upper 
room symbolizes the centering of the faculties at the 
Center of Spirituality for communion with the Father. 

Christ Jesus represents the spiritual Man, and his 
disciples are the twelve faculties of mind. The Christ. 
or the 1 Am, is higher than the personality, and it is 
through the activity of the Christ Mind or the Super- 
consciousness that the new race is to come into ex- 
pression. 

The Solar Plexus is a great nerve center, the lower 
part of which lies back of the pit of the stomach form- 
ing the Substance Center. This Substance Center iz 
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symbolized in Scripture by Bethlehem (the House of 
Bread), the birthplace of the Christ child. The upper 
part of the Solar Plexus is the center through which Love 
expresses and it is symbolized by Jerusalem (City of 
Peace), where all the Jews went to worship God. 
Bethlehem is six miles below Jerusalem; so the Sub- 
stance Center is found below the Love Center. 

Man's body is represented by Palestine. As Jesus 
went up and down Judea preaching the gospel (good 
news), healing the sick, casting out devils, and raising 
the dead, so must we let the Christ man go up and down 
through the various centers of our bodies, cleansing, puri- 
fying, and making us whole and free by the good news 
that Christ abides in us, and rules in our lives. 

Man's activities in living апа demonstrating the 
Truth are represented in Scripture by the Israelites. 
Their wanderings in the wilderness symbolizes how man 
wanders in the wilderness of thought, and brings suffer- 
ing upon himself because of his disobedience to the Law, 
and not because God willed that he should suffer and 
endure afflictions. 

We are taught to pray believing that we have re- 
ceived. When we pray in this manner we can give a 
prayer of praise and thanksgiving and say with Jesus, 
"Father, I thank thee that thou hast heard те." Man 
puts off receiving by expecting his prayers to be an- 
swered at some future time. There is no such thing as 
"time" with God. So in Spirit every request is granted 
instantly. We, by our own thought, prevent the out- 
ward manifestation, for we receive according to our 
faith. 

Happiness, at least, is not solitary; it joys to com- 
municate; it loves others; it sanctions and encourages to 
all delights that are not unkind in themselves. The very 
name and appearance of a happy man breathe of good 
nature, and help the rest of us to live. NRoberi Steven-

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THANKSGIVING

" All Thy works shall give thanks unto thee, О Jehovah, 
and thy saints shall bless thee. They shall speak of the 
glory of thy kingdom, and talk of thy power.” 

"Enter into his gates with thanksgiving, and into his 
courts with praise. Give thanks unto him, and bless his 
name. 


OU WILL observe, if you study the 
Scriptures in the light of the Spirit, that 
those wise prophets who bore testimony 
to God's inspiration, always gave thanks. 
1 Their thanksgiving may not have been 
couched in just the terms which we 
would use, but there was recognition 
and gratitude, and a devout thanksgiving on the part 
of the wise one for the good, even before it was received. 
There was going forth from the heart of the devotee the 
spirit of thanksgiving, for wisdom, for the things of 
daily need, and, in the case of Jesus, for the always 
present Father of power and support. 
Y ou remember how Daniel, when he was a prisoner 
in Babylon, appealed to God for discernment of the 
king's dream. 


“Then Daniel blessed the God of heaven. Daniel an- 
swered and said: Blessed be the name of God for ever and 
ever; for wisdom and might are his. And he changeth the 
times and the seasons; he removeth kings and setteth up 
kings; he giveth wisdom unto the wise, and knowledge 
unto them that have understanding; he revealeth the deep 
and secret things; he knoweth what is in the darkness, and 
the light dwelleth with him. I thank thee and praise thee, 
O thou God of my fathers, who hast given me wisdom and 
might, and hast now made known unto me what we desired 


of thee; for thou hast made known unto us the kings 
matter.” 
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Daniel praised and gave thanks unto the great God 
for his wisdom, for his inspiration, for revealing to him 
the dream of the king. The matter was opened to him, 
his vision became clear and he read out of the Spirit 
the king's dream and also interpreted its meaning. 

I am calling your attention especially to this, be- 
cause it accords with what modern metaphysicians have 
discovered as a universal law. If you wish to know 
about a certain thing, and you believe in the great, 
everywhere present Mind as the source of all knowl- 
edge, go into your “Secret Place," the deep recesses of 
your mind, and begin at once to give thanks to God 
that you do know. Praise the mind of Wisdom and 
Understanding—exalt your understanding, and that 
Presence, through your word; and in some way, 
through a vision, or a dream, or a flash of spiritual dis- 
cernment you will receive the necessary knowledge. 

This law has been used by wise men all down the 
ages, but few have attempted to explain it. However, 
it is not hard to understand that mind synchronizes 
with mind, like the blending of music, when a keynote 
has been struck. When you have considered a 
matter in the light of Spirit, and given thanks for its 
consummation, you have fulfilled the most potent, yet 
most simple of all laws. It is a law of mind action, and 
it always proves itself. Being a law, how important it 
is that we take advantage of it. Neglecting it, we see 
why we have fallen short in some of our demonstrations. 
As a nation we give thanks to God in but one day out 
of the year. We are not commanded to give thanks 
even then. In the year 1863, President Lincoln sug- 
gested that the nation follow the precedent given by 
our Pilgrim Fathers in 1623, and have a yearly day of 
thanksgiving—giving thanks especially for an abun- 
dant harvest. It is quite perfunctory in spirit and no 
one has expected or observed special results. We 
should not look for great results from one day’s thanks- 


e out of 365. Thanksgiving does not depend 
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upon the president's proclamation. Neither is it ful- 
filled by ceasing to chase dollars for a single day out 
of the year. 

Thanksgiving must be something more than mere 
cessation from one's daily work. All those feast days 
in the old Levitical Law— giving thanks unto God for 
the escape from Egypt, for the passing through the Red 
Sea, and the entering into the Promised Land, had а 
deep meaning to the Jewish people. It was not the eat- 
ing and drinking at the feast, but prayer and suppli- 
cation and thanksgiving to God that moved them. 
Through obedience they came into possession of a law 
that lies at the very foundation of all true prosperity. 
Thanksgiving is accumulative. True thanksgiving is 
the soul’s recognition of its relation to Resource—that 
there is no limit to its capacity. Jesus, in his parable 
of the talents, taught that the one who used his talent 
was commended of his lord, while the one who buried 
his talent was condemned. (Matt. 25:14-30.) 

Do you think Jesus advised getting ahead of others 
by tricky competiton or heartless oppression? No. He 
knew the value of knowledge in lessening the burdens 
of the oppressed. If men were possessed of larger wis- 
dom they would have greater possessions. 

Now, there is a Spirit of finance. There is a Spint 
of accumulation and an aberration of dissipation also. 
These are thought atmospheres that work in the minds of 
men and are carried along by the race. Jesus Christ 
came as the master manipulator of these thought at- 
mospheres. He told us to get away from the mere ma- 
terial—to rise up into the psychological; to take ad- 
vantage of mental and spiritual law. Jesus knew that 
the spiritually wise should be one degree above the 
materially wise, yet without guile. "Be ye wise as 
serpents and harmless as doves.” 

There is a law, which, through the action of the 
mind, increases everything it praises. If you give thanks 
in the Spirit of generosity—sceing abundance for every- 
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body, the law works for you. But you must forgive 
men their debts. Jesus commended the steward who 
cut in half the sums owed to their landlord. ‘Owe no 
man anything but love," said Paul. Debt is to be for- 
given in the kingdom of God. In their great thanks- 
giving feasts the Jews forgave all debts. This was 
prophetic of that Golden Age now being ushered in, 
where debt and usury and taxes will be wiped away. 

The limitations of the realm of appearances stand 
in the way of those who do not know this great law of 
increase through praising and thanksgiving. When 
Jesus was informed that the multitudes that followed 
him into the wilderness were hungry, he asked what 
they had. The answer was, "Five loaves and two 
small fishes." This was so inadequate to the feeding 
of five thousand people that the disciples would not con- 
sider it; but Jesus said, "Bring them hither to me." 
"And he took the five loaves and the two fishes, and 
looking up to heaven, he blessed and brake, and gave 
the loaves to the disciples, and the disciples to the 
multitudes.” They were all fed, and had twelve bas- 
ketfuls left over. The central idea in this lesson is the 
capacity of the Divine Law to bring about large re- 
sults from small beginnings, when the increasing law 
of thanksgiving is set into action. 

When you deal with spiritual forces, you should 
drop out of your mind all consideration of the meager- 
ness of your faith. It is the little mustard seed of faith 
that will remove the mountain of materiality. Man 
must stimulate his mind with ideas of the presence and 
power of the Omnipotent God. Then he will build up 
within him the dynamic energy of the One Life and 
the One Substance until they overflow and increase 
everything he touches. This is not selfish accumulation 
of riches, but the demonstration of plenty for the multi- 
tudes. 

Now, this is a law which has its origin in mind, in 
ideas. Like Daniel, take into your mind ideas of the 
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mightiness of God. Не makes kings and he unmake: 
them; he fixes the stars in the heavens; he makes the 
earth and he fills it with his creations. Everything be- 
longs to the Lord. Such thoughts will build up your 
appreciation of God as your Resource. Then praise 
him, and give thanks unto him for all those things you 
so greatly desire to be brought into manifestation, and 
it will "be unto thee according to thy word."

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LOVE IS THE FULFILLING OF THE 
LAW 


Dora GOLDSMITH 


HRIST came to fulfill the law, not to 
destroy it. But the purpose of his mis- 
sion has been obscured by false interpre- 
tation, adulteration, and wrong teach- 
ing of the law which he fulfilled in his 
life and work. The misinterpretations 

= аге the result of a literal, instead of а 

spiritual, understanding of his teachings. 

The very existence of the desire to know and real- 
ize the law is proof of the existence of ways and means 
to that end, and the earnest seeker will be gratified to 
read: For verily I say unto you, Till heaven and earth 
pass, one jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass from the 
law, till all be fulfilled (Matt. 5:18). This signifies 
more when recognized as a scientific statement of 
truth, the hypothesis which meets all the facts of na- 
ture's inexorable law in her evolutionary processes. It 
thrills down to us from its divine source, direct through 
the ages. 

Having responded to the guidance of general in- 
telligence through the succession of grades to the 
point where we realize we are personally accountable 
and morally responsible, we are stimulated to search 
out the law, to condense it and entertain it in our 
hearts. 

The Mosaic law is too ponderous and cumbersome 
for practical use, so Romans 13:10 comes to the rescue, 
and we read: "Love worketh no ill to his neighbor: 
therefore love is the fulfilling of the law." All law, 
then, is absolved in this brief, "love is the fulfilling of 
the law." 

The question of whom we should love is answered 
beyond a shadow of a doubt by the following refer- 
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ences: This is my commandment, That ye love one 
another, as I have loved you (John 15:12). For all 
the law is fulfilled in one word, even this: Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself (Gal. 5:14). Love thy 
neighbor as thyself (Matt. 19:19). And the second 
is like unto it, Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself 
(Matt. 22:39). Owe no man anything, but to love 
one another: for he that loveth another hath fulfilled 
the law (Romans 13:8). If ye fulfill the royal law 
according to the scripture: Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself, ye do well (James 2:8). 

The preceding commands, however, are transcended 
by the following: But I say unto you, Love your ene- 
mies, bless them that curse you, do good to them that 
hate you, and pray for them which despitefully use 
you; and persecute you (Matt. 5:44). Having fixed 
in our minds whom the recipients of our love should be, 
further comment is unnecessary, except to establish the 
identity of our neighbor. To do this we turn to Luke 
10:30-37, and from the recital given there we conclude 
that our neighbor is anyone in need. And since God 
is love, there is no person, place or condition of hu- 
manity from which we can deny our love and keep the 
law of life as given us by Jesus Christ. We do not 
have to look for peculiar conditions under which to keep 
the law. We keep it perfectly at all times by loving 
perfectly at all times. If we never fail in love, the law 
can never call us to account; we have met all demands, 
known and unknown, and stand approved by the 


Judge of all the earth. 


Yes, to this thought I shall hold with firm persistence: 
The last result of wisdom stamps it true: 

He only earns his freedom and existence 
Who daily conquers them anew —Goethe.

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BIBLE STUDY 
Interpretation of Genesis 2:21-25 К. V. Its Appli- 


cation in Individual Consciousness. 


21. Апа Jehovah God caused a deep sleep to fall 
upon the man, and he slept; and he took one of his ribs, 
and closed up the flesh instead thereof: 

The soul is coming into the positive development of 
Divine Love (the woman). Love is the negative qual- 
ity of mind, and before it can be brought forth, man 
must enter into the negative side of Being, and cease 
from outer mental activity. This state is symbolized by 
the "deep sleep," sleep being a negative idea. The 
twelve pairs of ribs represent the externalized expression 
of the positive and negative poles of being. When 
the poles of Being are harmoniously adjusted, the 
positive and negative blend in a new creation. The 
positive quality is Wisdom, the father Principle, while 
the negative quality is Love, the mother Principle. 

22. And the rib, which Jehovah God had taken 
from the man, made he a woman, and brought her 
unto the man. 

The rib symbolizes the focalizing point of procre- 
ation—where the positive and negative qualities of 
Mind blend as one. Love is brought forth in the 
soul in perfect relation to Divine Mind. Jehovah God, 
the / Am, identified in Substance, is bringing into ex- 
pression the ideas of Divine Mind. When man be- 
comes conscious of himself as spiritual Being, knowing 
himself to be the Christ of God, he is / Am and ready 
to re-create his world. 

23. And the man said, This is now bone of my 
bones, and flesh of my flesh: she shall be called 
W oman, because she was taken out of Man. 

Wisdom, the man, delights itself in that which it 
fathers and procreates. That which is manifest par- 
takes of the nature of the idea that produced it. Man 
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and Woman are one in Spirit, being the manifestation 
of the Father-Mother Principle in Divine Mind. 

24. Therefore shall a man leave his father and hi 
mother, and shall cleave unto his wife: and they shall 
be one flesh. ; 

Wisdom and Love are the procreating nucleus of 
every idea. The manifestation (flesh) is one with the 
idea. When an idea has been established in con- 
sciousness we cleave' to it, or are "attached strongly" 
to it. As a result, the idea manifests as the substance 
of our bones and flesh. Man's body is the "flesh" of 
his ideas. 

25. And they were both naked, the man and his 
wife, and were not ashamed. 

Wisdom and Love are one, inseparable and not 
ashamed. That which is eternally joined as one in 
Spirit is not adulterated. Shame comes out of adulter- 
ation. Man and woman were naked—that is, their 


robe was Truth. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


What is the true communion? 


True communion with God is through the Christ 
consciousness, in the Silence of the soul. If one is hold- 
ing himself to the thought of being unworthy of God's 
notice, he needs to still this voice of the "adversary" by 
coming into the glorious presence of the Father. Before 
one can have spiritual contact with God, he must rise 
out of the adverse consciousness through declaring his 
spiritual character as the one reality. 

Forgiveness is the process through which sin and 
error are erased from mind and body. You can dis- 
place error and replace it with Truth by communing 
with the Real Presence of Christ in affirmative prayer. 

Every kind of communion has the same purpose in 
view, whether one is following the symbols of the sacra- 


C ment or enjoying the true inner communion. We never 
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advise anyone to give up the symbols. One who asks 
for advice shows he still has use for them; one who is 
ready to give them up does not require advice. But we 
do say: have regular communion with the Father in the 
way which appeals to you most at the time of need. 
Overcoming is a process of growth and each succeeding 
day will take care of itself. 


Explain briefly the tree of life," "living waters. 


The "tree of life" is the inherent life of the organism, 
symbolized in the physical by the seminal fluid (living 
waters) and the spinal column. The spinal column 
represents the tree, the nerves which carry the living 
waters being the branches and the leaves of the tree. 
Every month a transmutation of the seminal seed takes 
place, under the Divine Order—thus is the "twelve 
manners of fruit" produced by the "tree of life in the 
midst of the garden" (the spiritualized body). Man is 
“walled out” from this precious fruit only by thoughts of 
sensuality in consciousness. When this phase of sense 
consciousness is taken up in Truth and eliminated, and 
the idea of purity built in, man's body begins to express 
its original holiness and perfection. We eat of the fruit 
of the "tree" when we appropriate Ideas of Divine 
Life, ceasing to dwell upon life as something that comes 


and goes, or something that is governed by birth and 
death. 


How is that which is called carnal combined with the 
spiritual? how does the mortal come into possession of the 
"Divine germ?” 

The mortal never comes into possession of the Di— 
vine germ." The Spiritual man, the true Ego, is the 
only rightful heir to the Divine inheritance. We, as 
individuals, must first awake from the dream of mortal- 
ity, leave Egypt (the flesh-consciousness) forever, cross 
the Red Sea (the boundary line where we sacrifice 
every tie that binds us to the past), thence through the 
wilderness (a transitory state), through the waters 
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of Jordan (the boundary line between the transitional 
and the permanent), and plant our feet on Caanan's 
land—our inheritance. Once there, we have the thirty- 
one kings (usurping thought-forces) to conquer before 
we can peaceably settle down in our inheritance. But 
Christ, the captain of the army of the Lord God of 
hosts, meets us (is revealed to conscious thought) on 
Caanan's shore, and directs our battles— Truth be- 
comes an active, irresistible power. 

When the Spiritual man awakens and finds that he 
is the possessor of the "Divine germ" (the Word of 
Truth), he begins at once to make use of it, the result 
of which is an influx of light. And what effect does 
this have? Mortality, which is synonymous with dark- 
ness, begins to fade from conscious thought. As this 
light increases, mortality decreases, until, as Paul says, 
"Mortality is swallowed up of immortality." — The 
carnal, or mortal state of consciousness, is the negative 
of which the spiritual is the positive, the former being the 
absence or lack of the latter. There is no reality, no 
connection between them. What connection is there be- 
tween darkness and light, ignorance and knowledge. 
or "Christ and Belial"? A cask stands empty at the 
fountain; now we will fill it with clear, sparkling water; 
what connection exists between its former emptiness and 
its present fullness? Its first state was “о” (zero), its 
last overflowing abundance. 

"And the Lord God" (a limited conception of 
Elohim the Almighty One) caused a deep sleep"—a 
mesmeric state to fall upon Adam;: but there is no 
Scriptural record to show that he has ever awakened. 
In this dreamy state of consciousness, he, the mentality, 
reproduces from his former experiences a universe of his 
own, and peoples it with ideas corresponding in their 
nature to his sleep-benumbed consciousness. "Tis but a 
dream, yet, to Adam (the mortal or human race) it 
all appears real and tangible. Thus, "the old heaven" 
(or the present conception of it) "and the old earth shall 
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pass away," then the new heaven and the new earth 
shall appear. 

The Scriptural mandate is, “Awake thou that sleep- 
est and arise from the dead" (the mortal dream of life) 
"and Christ" (Truth) "shall give thee light." David, 
glimpsing the real man, cries out, "I will be satisfied 
when I awake in thy likeness.” Isaiah, when with spir- 
itual vision he had penetrated the time-worn veil of the 
flesh, sends down the ages this warning cry, “Cease ye 
from man whose breath" (sense of life) “is in his nos- 
trils, for whence is he to be accounted of" (for). 

Can you give me light on the words, Jesus Christ“? 
In some writings I notice the above term, and again it is 
written "Christ Jesus." What is the difference in their 
meaning when thus used? 

Christ is the Divine Idea-Man. Jesus is the name 
which represents the individual expression of the Christ 
Idea. "Jesus Christ" is the form of the name commonly 
applied to the man of Galilee who demonstrated his 
perfection. Christ Jesus" is the Idea being expressed 
by all men as the result of their faith in and under- 
standing of Truth. For example, we have the expres- 
sion "in Christ Jesus," meaning in the bringing forth 
of the Christ consciousness by the individual," or “аз 
man is one with God it is so." 

If there is only one Idea in Divine Mind, is it proper to 
use the plural—ideas? 

Christ is the only begotten Son of God, or the one 
complete Idea of Perfect Man in Divine Mind. He is 
the embodiment of all Divine ideas such as Intelligence, 
Life, Love, Substance, Strength, etc. In the architect's 
mind there may be one masterpiece, but that Idea is the 
sum-total of all beautiful ideas that have come to his 
mind.

JEROBOAM MAKES IDOLS FOR ISRAEL TO 
WORSHIP.—I Kings 12:25-33. 


25. Then Jeroboam built Shechem in the hill-country 
of Ephraim, and dwelt therein; and he went out from 
thence, and built Penuel. 

26. And Jeroboam said in his heart, Now will the 
kingdom return to the house of David: 

27. If this people go up to offer sacrifices in the house 
of Jehovah at Jerusalem, then will the heart of this people 
turn again unto their lord, even unto Rehoboam king of 
Judah; and they will kill me, and return to Rehoboam 
king of Judah. 

28. Whereupon the king took counsel, and made two 
calves of gold; and he said unto them, It is too much for 
you to go up to Jerusalem: behold thy gods, O Israel, 
which brought thee up out of the land of Egypt. 

29. And he set the one in Beth-el, and the other put 
he in Dan. 

30. And this thing became a sin; for the people went 
to worship before the one, even unto Dan. 

31. And he made houses of high places, and made 
priests from among all the people, that were not of the sons 
of Levi. 

32. And Jeroboam ordained a feast in the eighth 
month, on the fifteenth day of the month, like unto the feast 
that is in Judah, and he went up unto the altar; so did he 
in Beth-el, sacrificing unto the calves that he had made: and 
he placed in Beth-el the priests of the high places that he 
had made. 

33. And he went up unto the altar which he had made 
in Beth-el on the fifteenth day in the eighth month, even in 
the month which he had devised of his own heart: and he 
ordained a feast for the children of Israel, and went up 
unto the altar, to burn incense. 


SILENT PRAYER: The command, “Thou shalt 
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have no other gods before me," is now and here ful- 


filled. 


The division of the kingdom was the separation be- 
tween the objective and subjective planes of conscious- 
ness, "which continues to this дау '——о those who live 
in sense consciousness. This break has not yet been 
united, and the “middle wall of partition“ still contin- 
ues. But “these twain” are made one through Christ. 
When we take up the study of Truth our first revela- 
tion is of the unity of all things in God. This unity in- 
cludes mind and body, and we begin at once to make 
the at-one-ment through Christ the Truth. This in its 
simplest aspect brings about a uniting of the intellect, 
which is the objective or Jeroboam kingdom, and the 
natural life forces of the organism, which is the subjec- 
tive or Rehoboam kingdom. But this lesson shows how 
the intellect or objective plane of consciousness sets up a 
separate government and system of religious worship. 

Jeroboam, whose name means “adverse are the 
people," perceives that in order to preserve the sepa- 
ration of the people, or thoughts of an external char- 
acter, from the realm within, he must establish objects 
of worship. Man is inherently religious, and when he 
turns away mentally from the Divine Mind he makes 
some object of sense his god. 

Gold is and always has been the god of the intel- 
lect. The worship of the golden calves is not merely a 
Bible story of what once took place in a small kingdom 
of the East, but it is today a fact of tremendous import. 
An official of experience in governmental affairs once 
said with money he could buy the influence of any 
kingdom on earth. This universal bowing down to 
wealth is abnormal, and has its foundation in a divided 
mind. 

Centers of consciousness have been established at 
Bethel and Dan. Bethel is the intellectual heart and 
Dan the intellectual head—one in the north and the 
other in the south. Houses of worship are established 
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all over the land called the "churches of God," and 
priests officiate therein "which are not of the sons of 
Levi." 

All observances of the true worship are imitated, 
and the feasts of soul are carried out in cold formality. 
This sin of idolatry has its ramifications in every depart- 
ment of intellectual life. It places a greater value upon 
material things than upon spiritual; thus the whole cre- 
ative process is stopped, so far as man's individual well- 
being is concerned. 

The remedy for all this lies in a unification of the 
within and the without through spiritual understanding 
and power. Jesus showed the way to make this unity, 
and he is our only safe guide. 


SUNDAY, DECEMBER 1. 


OMRI AND AHAB LEAD ISRAEL INTO 
GREATER SIN.—I Kings 16:23-33. 


23. In the thirty and first year of Asa king of Judah 
began Omri to reign over Israel, and reigned twelve years: 
six years reigned he in Tirzah. 

24. And he bought the hill Samaria of Shemer for 
two talents of silver; and he built on the hill, and called the 
name of the city which he built, after the name of Shemer, 
the owner of the hill, Samaria. 

25. And Omri did that which was evil in the sight of 
Jehovah, and dealt wickedly above all that were before 
him. 

26. For he walked in all the way of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat, and in his sins wherewith he made Israel to sm, 
to provoke Jehovah, the God of Israel, to anger with their 
vanities. 

27. Now the rest of the acts of Omri which he did, 
and his might that he showed, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

28. So Omri slept with his fathers, and was buried in 
Samaria; and Ahab his son reigned in his stead. 

29. And in the thirty and eighth year of Asa king of 
Judah began Ahab the son of Omri to reign over Israel: 
and Ahab the son of Omri reigned over Israel in Samana 
twenty and two years. 
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30. And Ahab the son of Omri did that which was 
evil in the sight of Jehovah above all that were before him. 

31. And it came to pass, as if it had been a light 
thing for him to walk in the sins of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, that he took to wife Jezebel the daughter of Eth- 
baal king of the Sidonians, and went and served Baal, and 
worshipped him. 

32. And he reared up an altar for Baal in the house 
of Baal, which he had built in Samaria. 

33. And Ahab made the Asherah; and Ahab did yet 
more to provoke Jehovah, the God of Israel, to anger than 
all the kings of Israel that were before him. 

SILENT PRAYER: The consuming fire of God- 
Mind destroys all error and 1 am free from sense sin. 


Omri means like a sheaf, and symbolizes that phase 
of consciousness in which the ruling thought is not in 
Truth, but outside of it. When the center of identity 
drops from Spirit to a recognition of form as the real, 
an entire change of character ensues—the thoughts of the 
outer world are the basis of action, and life becomes a 
kind of fool's paradise." 

In the beginning this reign has its pleasant aspects. 
"Six years reigned he in Tirzah.” (Tirzah means de- 
light.) But the foundation being outside of Truth, the 
thoughts and acts wander farther and farther into error. 
Omri bought the hill Samaria, which means an exalta- 
tion of personality, and set up a city, or center, there. 
He walked in the way of Jeroboam, who symbolizes 
that which his name implies— "the people are adverse.” 
This all illustrates a certain phase of intellectual ruler- 
ship in which the One True God of Reality is ignored, 
and a lot of secondary deities are substituted. Baal 
means lord, and it was the besetting sin of the ancient 
Hebrews to apply this to things formed instead of the 
formless. This tendency is still prevalent among follow- 
ers of the Hebrews. All concepts of God less than Uni- 
versal Mind are Baal. Whoever believes in a personal 
god is a worshiper of Baal, because he makes an image 
of that which is "without body, parts or passions." A 
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personal god leads to a materialization of religion in all 
its aspects. When the mind is centered in the outer 
realm of consciousness, where the thoughts or “people” 
are adverse to God, it retrogrades until that whole state 
of consciousness goes to pieces. This retrogression is by 
stages, from bad to worse. Omri was a little worse than 
any that had preceded him, but he was followed by 
Ahab, his son, who provoked more opposition or an- 
ger" of the True Law than all the kings of Israel that 
were before him. 

Ahab's pinnacle of sin was marrying Jezebel, who 
represents the animal soul of unbridled passions of sense 
consciousness. When this union of the ruling identity in 
the intellect and the licentious desires of the body is 
complete, the whole man is involved in error. This is 
rearing an altar for Baal in the house of Baal. 

But the reign of these error states of consciousness 
is temporary, and there is an undercurrent of Truth con- 
stantly at work, deep in the man, that finally brings him 
to his senses. Omri and Ahab passed away; Jezebel 
met a violent death. The prophets of Baal were de- 
stroyed in a bunch by Elijah, the fiery word of God. 
and Israel was redeemed. So the higher principle in 
man erases the thoughts of error, and harmony in mind 
and body is restored. 


SuNDAY, DECEMBER 8. 


ELIJAH THE PROPHET APPEARS IN ISRAEL. 
—I Kings 17:1-16. 


1. And Elijah the Tishbite, who was of the so- 
journers of Gilead, said unto Ahab, As Jehovah, the God 
of Israel, liveth, before whom I stand, there shall not be 
dew nor rain these years, but according to my word. 

nd the word of Jehovah came unto him, saying. 

3. Get thee hence, and turn thee eastward, and hide 
thyself by the brook Cherith, that 1s before the Jordan. 

4. And it shall be, that thou shalt drink of the brook: 
and I have commanded the ravens to feed thee there. 

So he went and did according unto the word о! 
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Jehovah; for he went and dwelt by the brook Cherith, that 
is before the Jordan. 

6. And the ravens brought him bread and flesh in the 
morning, and bread and flesh in the evening; and he drank 
of the brook. 

7. And it came to pass after a while, that the brook 
dried up, because there was no rain in the land. 

8. And the word of Jehovah came unto him, saying, 

9. Arise, get thee to Zarephath, which belongeth to 
Sidon, and dwell there: behold, I have commanded a 
widow there to sustain thee. . 

10. So he arose and went to Zarephath; and when 
he came to the gate of the city, behold, a widow was there 
gathering sticks: and he called to her, and said, Fetch me, 
I pray thee, a little water in a vessel, that I may drink. 

And as she was going to fetch it, he called to her, 
un un Bring me, Í pray thee, a morsel of bread in thy 
hand. 

12. And she said, As Jehovah thy God liveth, I have 
not a cake, but a handful of meal in the jar, and a little 
oil in the cruse: and, behold, I am gathering two sticks, that 
I may go in and dress it for me and my son, that we may 
eat it, and die. 

13. And Elijah said unto her, Fear not; go and do 
as thou hast said; but make me thereof a little cake first, 
and bring it forth unto me, and afterward make for thee 
and for thy son. 

14. For thus saith Jehovah, the God of Israel, The 
jar of meal shall not waste, neither shall the cruse of oil 
fail, until the day that Jehovah sendeth rain upon the earth. 

15. And she went and did according to the saying of 
Elijah: and she, and he, and her house, did eat many days. 

16. The jar of meal wasted not, neither did the cruse 
of oil fail, according to the word of Jehovah, which he 
spake by Elijah. 


SILENT PRAYER: The inner light and life are 
united with the outer thought and I am healed. 


The Bible gives the workings of man's conscious- 
ness in all its departments. Omri and Ahab represent 
the external movements of the mind in a whiil of dis- 
cord, caused largely by a lack of spiritual development, 
or recognition of the spiritual source of life. This leads 
to a separation of intellect from the inner mind, and 
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finally draws the vital forces of the organism so far 
away from the center that the life currents run low and 
a drought sets in. This is the condition which the dis- 
sipations of Omri and Ahab had brought upon the sys- 
tem when Elijah appears upon the scene. 

Elijah means Jehovah is God. Jehovah is Lord 
God, or Spiritual / Am, of man’s consciousness. This 
spiritual identity is in the superconsciousness and be- 
yond the appreciation of those who have drifted into 
matter and things of sense. But it is on the inner side 
of every life, as the sun is behind the darkest clouds. 
When man reaches the limit of sensuality and material 
thinking, the Spiritual / Am, Elijah, asserts the law of 
cessation of vitality. This running low of the life cur- 
rent seems to be under a natural law, but there is always 
a cause back of nature. In this extremity it is the cut- 
ting off by the Spiritual / Am of the "rain," or life flow, 
that it shall no longer be dissipated in sensual ways. If 
the sense consciousness were allowed to have free access 
to Divine Life, and draw upon it without stint, destruc- 
tion of mind and body would ensue. So in this extremity 
the / Am severs the link that connects it with the parent 
life source, in order that the sense consciousness shall 
not utterly destroy the body. 

Men and women on every side are having this very 
experience. They live the life of sense and ignore the 
Spirit, until all at once they break down. It may be 
called nervous prostration or softening of the brain. It 
has been given many names, but all physicians agree 
that its basis is a lack of nerve substance. The waters 
of life are withdrawn, for there is “no rain in the land." 

Unbridled dissipation is short-lived, because the 
Spiritual / Am by its word severs the natural link that 
connects man with his Divine Source. So the collapse 
of those who have been worshipers of sense idols is not 
an evil, but for their ultimate good. They will be 
brought to their sanity by losing the energy that carried 
them forward in sense insanity. This world is a great 
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insane asylum, and the millions who are wrapped up in 
money getting and pleasure seeking are unbalanced. 
Unless they change their thought, or in some way break 
the hypnotic spell, the end will be a mortal tragedy. 

But / Ат (Elijah) is the guardian of the Law, 
though it is itself deprived of the full life influx when 
it cuts it off from the consciousness. But God provides 
for the preservation of the spiritual life. “Eastward” 
means within; Cherith before Jordan" refers to sub- 
jective life currents. The ravens that fed Elijah flesh 
and bread represent natural forces moving with the free- 
dom of birds, or thoughts in objective consciousness. 

Zarephath means smelting or extracting precious 
metals by heat. It refers to the purifying fires of the 
inner subjective life centers. The "widow" is Love 
bereft of Wisdom. Such a one is in a state of partial 
starvation. But there is a little substance and a little 
Joy left in her receptacle, and through faith in the in- 
creasing power of Spirit it is made the source of a per- 
petual inflow. 

This lesson shows us in symbols what is going on 
in those who are in apparent physical and mental dearth 
through false living. They are passing through a trans- 
formation that will bring them to their supreme senses, 
and maybe in this or another body experience they will 
make amends for all shortcomings.

ELIJAH'S кини О. RETURN.—I Kings 
: 1-16. 


1. And Ahab told Jezebel all that Elijah had done, 
and withal how he had slain all the prophets with the sword. 

2. Then Jezebel sent a messenger unto Elijah, saying, 
So let the gods do to me, and more also, if I make not thy 
life as the life of one of them by tomorrow about this time. 

3. And when he saw that, he arose, and went for his 
life, and cáme to Beersheba, which belongeth to Judah, and 
left his servant there. 

4. But he himself went a day's journey into the

In soul development there is often a reaction after 
a great effort. In modern mental therapeutics it is 
called “‘chemicalization.” This is the name given it by 
Mrs. Eddy, whose system of treating disease by denials 
and affirmations, to the end that Truth may be realized, 
is widely used by modern mind healers. The claim 
is that Truth in erasing error causes a commotion 
similar to that of the union of acid and alkali in chem- 
istry. Many healers affirm that chemicalizaton“ is 
evidence of amateur healing—that the one who under- 
stands and applies the Absolute Truth should leave no 
remnant of error to cause a reaction. This is good logic, 
and it is a wise healer who constantly holds in his treat- 
ments that there shall be no chemicalization“ or re- 
action of any kind. If you anticipate this battle be- 
tween Truth and error, you will help it to manifest. 
Again, those healers who have eliminated from their 
own minds the error which they seek to destroy for an- 
other seldom have "chemicalization" in their patients. 
So it is found that the purer the mind of the healer, the 
easier it is for the patient. 

However, the soul is not transformed by a single 
overcoming. We do not attain heaven at a single 
bound. Тоо many factors enter into its construction to 
admit of such a radical change. The development is 
similar to that of transforming ice into steam. The 
ice is first melted into water, then raised to a higher vi- 
bration in steam. So the material thoughts in man have 
to be spiritualized, and the process is something more 
than the healing of a specific disease. 

Elijah had called down the fire of heaven and 
consumed all his false concepts of God, yet he had other 
errors. He was violent in his methods. This violence 
is represented by Jezebel—the ruling emotions on the 
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physical planes of consciousness. This one is in sympa- 
thy with external nature, and when the / Am has de- 
nied away all these "prophets of Baal," and planted 
himself squarely on the One Formless Mind, this queen 
of the body fills the vacuum with her vibrations. ‘There 
is in consequence a feeling of discouragement. The 
ecstasy of the Spirit gives way to a negative depression, 
which flows into consciousness from the "wilderness" of 
mortal thought. 

This depression of Elijah after a great exaltation 
is paralleled by that of Jesus. After the baptism of the 
Spirit he was driven into the wilderness, where he wa: 
tempted by the adverse consciousness, fasted for forty 
days, and was ministered to by angels. ‘This is all sym- 
bolical of mental activities that go on in the souls of 
those who are cleansing themselves from error con- 
sciousness. 

The sleeping of Elijah under the juniper tree repre- 
sents the abiding of the soul under the shadow of the 
“everlasting arms." If you are depressed after you 
have done all that you know to do in self-purification, 
you should withdraw into the silence and abide there in 
confidence and security. Then one of the invisible 
springs of light in the depths of your soul will open, and 
the angel will touch you and bid you arise and eat. 

The eating of spiritual things is the affirmation of 
spiritual sustenance. The "cake on the coals and crux 
of water at the head" are the thoughts, or words, which 
these things represent. When in this soul-silence you 
affirm that you are sustained and nourished by the 
Spirit, you are following the command of the angel, and 
are eating the cake and drinking the water. These аге 
"at the head," place of intelligence. This eating of 
the "hidden manna" is to be done the "second time." 
In fact, it should become a daily habit. 

“The strength of that meat” lasts "forty days and 
forty nights," which is symbolical of completeness —-four 
square. Mount Horeb represents a state of high spu- 
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itual realization, which is attained by affirming the 
power and presence of the One Inner Sustenance and 
Nourishment. 


IMPERSONALITY 

Emerson in his essay on Circles, says: “I thought 
as I walked in the woods and mused on my friends, why 
should I play with them this game of idolatry? I know 
and see too well, when not voluntarily blind, the speedy 
limits of persons called high and worthy. О blessed 
Spirit, whom I forsake for these, they are not thou. 
Every personal consideration that we allow costs us 
heavenly state. We sell the thrones of angels for a 
short and turbulent pleasure." 

This passage shows clearly Emerson's attitude of 
mind, how unwilling he was to give up what he believed 
to be true and what was the result of his long and deep 
reflection. What I must do is all that concerns me, 
not what the people think," he exclaims. “This rule, 
equally arduous in actual and in intellectual life, may 
serve for the whole distinction between greatness and 
meanness. It is the harder because you will always 
find those who think they know what is your duty better 
than you know it. It is easy in the world to live after 
the world's opinion; it is easy in solitude to live after our 
own; but the great man is he who in the midst of the 
crowd keeps with perfect sweetness the independence of 
solitude." Great Souls sometimes seem very uncompro- 
mising because they are unwilling to sacrifice that which 
they believe to be vital. They necessarily have a dif- 
ferent standard, and they cannot be untrue to that 
standard even though the whole world turn against 
them. As Emerson says: “The angels are so en- 
amored of the language that is spoken in heaven that 
they will not distort their lips with the hissing and un- 
musical dialects of men, but speak their own, whether 
there be any who understand it or not." "Those who 
possess such courage of conviction are the only ones 
who really contribute towards the well-being of man- 
kind.—7 he Message of the East, from the “Vedanta 
Monthly."

This refers 
to the interpretation of abstract and abstruse Scripture, 
like "Revelation." The tendency of the mind to try to 
unravel states of consciousness that it has not yet, 
through its unfoldment, come in contact with, is waste- 
ful and inexpedient. Rapid growth is made by those 
who deal scientifically with the simple propositions that 
come up in the natural evolution of man. Thinking 
about and trying to fathom the deep mysteries that are 
beyond one's present growth attracts the mind from 
the things at hand, thereby wasting substance. There 
is no real growth except by dealing with and mastering 
the things at hand. Our aim is to deal as little as pos- 
sible with theories, and make the Truth practical. It 
is pleasant to "soar" in consciousness, and "theorize" 
regarding spiritual things, but one righteous principle 
put into practice is worth countless numbers of beauti- 
ful sermons, books, and ideas, that are never acted upon 
to one's development and good. We seek, therefore, 
to simplify Truth, and make the overcoming life so 
clear and plain that even the most unlearned in the 
wisdom of man, can understand it readily.

One must learn to rightly divide the word of Truth 
(II Tim. 2:15) if one is to discern the good set forth 
in the Bible. See the leaflet, “The Study of the 
Bible," and the first article in "Questions and An- 
swers No. 4." The recognition of the Spirit of Truth 
within as your Guide and Teacher is necessary that 
you may understand the wonderful Truths expressed 
in the Bible. These Truths are often hidden beneath 
narratives and the experiences of the different characters 
mentioned. 

If you would study prayerfully the Bible lessons 
given in our Monthly Unity, you would see that we 
study the Bible, not as history but as an allegory. 
Paul, in speaking of Abraham and Sarah and Hagar, 
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said, Which things are an allegory.” (See Gal. 
4:24). Ап allegory may relate to something that liter- 
ally took place or it may not, but its import is to teach a 
Truth. So we see back of every historical narrative 
in the Bible, a Truth for our own individual instruction 
and development. The history of the "children of 
Israel" reveals our own inner experiences as we journey 
from the darkness of the personal, sense consciousness, 
to the fullness of spiritual understanding and demon- 
stration of eternal life and abiding Good. The "sac 
rifices" typify the giving up of the personal, mortal or 
carnal of us that the Christ or true spiritual man within 
may be brought into full dominion and expression. 

Whether or not incidents related in the Bible really 
took place in the outer does not concern us. We are to 
learn the Truth underlying them. We should not care 
to think that the outer form of sacrifices, wars and 
murders were of God. We know that God is un- 
changeable Love, and if these things really took place 
in the name of God it was because of the limited under- 
standing that people had of the great Father of Love. 
Of course, God in his Love makes the sun to rise on the 
evil and on the good, and sends rain on the just and on 
the unjust, so when a person has even a little faith in 
God, his faith is honored and God gives him increase 
accordingly. 

In regard to the sacrificing of animals, God did not 
want such а thing. (See Jer. 7:22-23, and Hosea 
6:6). In I Samuel 15:22 we are told that "to obey :* 
better than sacrifice, and to hearken than the fat ^f 
rams," which shows that the Spirit was trying to teach 
the people the Truth. As a whole they could not then 
perceive the real character of God nor worship him :n 
Spirit and in Truth, but set up outer ordinances and 
commandments of Thou shalt” and "Thou shalt not." 
The majority of even so-called Christian people toda; 
worship God in outer types and symbols and cere- 
monies, not recognizing and entering into the real Spun 
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of the law, which alone gives life. It is only through the 
Spirit of Truth that spiritual things can be discerned, 
so look to this Spirit within you for light, and the illumi- 
nation will come to you.

It is true that "there is a natural body, and there is 
a spiritual body," (I Cor. 15:44) and the "mortal 
must put on immortality and thus be raised in power" 
(1 Cor. 15:43 and 53). 

"Israel" (Prince with God) represents the real“ 
of man, that consciousness which is founded in. God. 
It requires the story of Israel from Abraham to Jesus 
Christ to picture forth the growth and spiritualization of 
the whole man. The unfoldment and lifting up into 
full spiritual consciousness includes the body of man, 
which must be unified with soul and Spirit in Christ, 
that it may take on and manifest the true spiritual sub- 
stance and character idealized of God in the beginning 
for man. In Spirit, soul and body each of us must 
come into the perfect expression of God-likeness. 

Since faith is the foundation faculty or power in 
mind, through which spiritual man is brought forth, we 
must look farther back than David to find the character 
who represents this faculty. If you will read about 
Abraham, from whom the children of Israel descended, 
you will see at once that he typifies "faith." 

Saul, the first king of Israel, represents the personal 
will. When the personal will does not recognize the 
right of I Am or Christ to rule, and does not make a 
union with Wisdom and Love, it becomes very obstinate 
and acts unwisely. Thus Saul brought great trouble to 
himself and his subjects, and had to give place to a 
higher phase of consciousness—or was succeeded by 
David. 

Animals represent certain physical qualities in the 
organism. Horses stand for vitality; oxen for strength; 
etc. А mule would typify some very stubborn phase of 
the personal man; and in the case of David it depicts 
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the obstinacy of the personal will (Saul) over which 
David gained dominion. 

David who is Love (heart), makes a union with 
Wisdom (head.) The human will is unified with the 
Divine and so is guided by Love and Wisdom. Thu 
David rides on or has dominion over the mule—the ob- 
stinacy of personal will. From this union of Love and 
Wisdom, the feminine and masculine principles within 
man——Solomon (peaceful, the wisdom consciousness) 
is brought forth into kingship. He reigns in peace, ex- 
ercises wisdom, and builds the temple—the body. Не 
is the natural offspring or outcome of David's over- 
coming, and he judges wisely in ruling the people of 
Israel (the ideas which make up the real consciousness 
in man.) 

The lifting up and redeeming of the entire man и 
not complete until man is born of the Spirit, and Jesus 
Christ comes to perfection in and through him. The 
spiritual body, which is the Perfect Idea Body in each 
of us, enters into the very cells of the seemingly physical 
body until the outermost of man expresses and manifests 
the real spiritual substance, intelligence, and life which 
underlie every form. It is through the Spirit within us, 
the Christ or real Self, that the intellect is quickened and 
the Truth established in consciousness. Jesus Christ 
was of the house of David (Love) and he brought the 
law of Love to perfect fruition. He also quickened all 
his faculties and powers. This process is typified by 
the calling of the twelve disciples who, individually, 
represent different spiritual qualities. The twelve sons 
of Jacob, are the first or natural bringing forth of the 
faculties, which culminate in a higher expression in the 
twelve disciples of Jesus.

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THE HEALING LAW REDISCOVERED 


That the healing law taught and demonstrated by 
Jesus has been lost for seventeen hundred years seems 
almost incredible, but it is true. The immediate follow- 
ers of Jesus knew the law and used it, and taught it as 
part of the "gifts" given by the Lord to his followers.

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THE RELATION OF IGNORANCE AND 
CONTAGION 


The power of fear in epidemics has been noted 
wherever there has been an observing mind. А very 
ancient saying is, "Disease has slain her thousands and 
fear her tens of thousands." David, possessed of Di- 
vine Wisdom, said that those who abided in the Secret 
Place of the Most High should be protected from the 
pestilence and the fear of evil. 

Instances without number are found of the power 
of intense mental activity to throw off disease. Where 
physicians and nurses are busily engaged with their 
work they seldom have the diseases they so intimately 
come in touch with. 

But in spite of these evidences of a psychological 
law, our health boards ignore them. The reason is 
that they are under the control of old line doctors, who 
never go outside material remedies. At present they 
are making the body immune by injecting into it a 
different kind of serum for each complaint. One soldier 
writes that he had five different kinds of serum in his 
system at one time. He said he was alive, but mighty 
shaky. 

What our doctors and ministers need above all 
things is an understanding of the power of the mind. 
They have right at hand in the action of the mind in 
the simplest movement of the body the evidence of its 
power, yet they totally ignore it when they come to 
the consideration of disease. If a telegram containing 
bad news will stop digestion and take away appetite, 
why may not this power of the mind be responsible for 
most of the torpidities of functions where sickness is 
apparent 2 

Metaphysicians have discovered, and are demon- 
strating on every hand, that an active confidence in an 
overruling power of goodness will stimulate one's cir- 
culation.

NO CHANGE IN PRICE 


The question of advancing the price of Unity pub- 
lications has been under consideration by the manage- 
ment for quite a time and it reached a climax when 
the report for the fiscal year just passed showed a loss 
of several hundred dollars. Then it was decided that 
the greatly increased cost of production justified an in- 
crease in the price of subscriptions and the announce- 
ments to that end were written up and sent to the 
printers. 

But at this point the Spirit made it clearly known 
to us that this proposed advance should not be made, 
because it showed that we were depending for our 
support on the finances of men instead of the Substance 
of God; also that it would eventually throw our whole 
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institution upon a commercial instead of а spir- 
itual basis. So the announcements that Unity would 
increase her prices were quickly withdrawn, and this 
explanation substituted. 

The fact is that we have never depended upon the 
income from the fixed prices of our publications for our 
support. We have always given a great deal more 
than money could buy, and we have trusted that our 
members would see this and give as they receive. We 
are glad to say that they have done this as a rule and 
we have found that a spontaneous spirit of righteous- 
ness is gradually being established in the minds of those 
who have otherwise never given the matter serious 
thought. 

Y ou may not realize it, but it is a fact that you, as a 
member of Unity, are being educated to occupy a place 
in the New Kingdom which Jesus is establishing in the 
earth. You are being tried to see if you will act spon- 
taneously in matters of equity between man and man. 
One of the qualities being called out in you is that of 
giving freely and without compulsion, and according to 
the real value of the thing received, regardless of the 
world's standards. Giving men this privilege of express- 
ing their appreciation of the value of Unity literature is 
part of their spiritual education and it would be robbing 
them of an opportunity to express their innate justice 
and honesty, if we put the transaction on a purely com- 
mercial basis. 

So we say to you all, This is your work. We have 
deeded it to you and we are going to trust you to see 
that it is provided with the funds to carry it forward.

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THE BIRTH OF CHRIST IN INDIVID- 
UAL AND UNIVERSAL 
CONSCIOUSNESS 


Iba M. MINGLE 


ZW VERY man is in essence the Christ of 
1 God, but not until he comes into con- 
scious knowledge of how to relate him- 
self to this Truth does he begin to un- 
| fold his godlike nature. “Ye must be 
born again,” admonished the Man who 
demonstrated his Christhood, before you 
can enter into the kingdom of heaven. Man, con- 
tent in personal consciousness, has no access to the king- 
dom of heaven within his being, for only through desire 
for higher unfoldment does man knock at the door of 
this inner kingdom for admittance. Desire for advance- 
ment invites knowledge of how to advance, and this 
knowledge applied ushers the yearning soul into such 
satisfactory living that he would not again enter will- 
ingly into a selfish, personal expression of life. 

There is no mystery attached to the birth of Christ 
in either individual or universal consciousness. Christ 
may press for birth in the heart of man, through desires 
to express greater strength and stability of character, 
but not until man permits its coming forth does the 
Christ-seed implanted in him begin to unfold. Once 
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man becomes conscious of his Christ nature he, himself. 
becomes the father-mother of the new born creature. 

The Christ in man is originally begotten by the 
Father (Wisdom) and Mother (Love) in Divine 
Mind, and contains within itself all the unexpressed 
capacities of the Divine Parent. The Christ is the 
"only begotten son of God," the beloved gift of the 
Father to man. As Christ was originally created 
through the merging of the Wisdom and Love element: 
of Divine Mind, it follows that if man would liberate 
the Christ capacities in his own being, he must align his 
ideas of Wisdom and Love to a Divine pattern. Нау- 
ing discerned that man is God-created, the quickened 
soul boldly lays claim to his inheritance. Instead of 
thinking of himself as sinful, sickly and dying flesh, 
man asserts the Truth that he is sinless, sickless, death- 
less spiritual Being, and with an expectant attitude of 
mind awaits the evidence of his true words; for words 
of a spiritual character, words that express the Truth 
concerning the real nature of man's Being set into ac- 
tivity the realities of the Christ Mind within, and pic- 
ture their substance in the flesh, ofttimes with remarkable 
results. Within two years after the writer began de- 
claring the Truth of Being, she became so changed 
in appearance that it was necessary to introduce herself 
to her friends. 

Man passes over the substance of his ideas, and 
Luilds it into flesh according to the intensity of his feel- 
ing. lo attempt to work in the Wisdom or father side 
alone of spiritual thought is to quicken the masculine 
elements of one’s nature, and stimulate mental activities, 
but the Christ nature cannot be incorporated into flesh 
and the body of the devotee regenerated until Wisdom 
is unified with Love, or until one feels the I ruth of 
ideas discerned and delights himself in their substance. 

Some students of Truth become over-balanced in 
the feeling side of their development and Wisdom 1з 
overthrown. ‘The Divine Order, in which the ideas of 
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the Christ Mind are liberated in man-consciousness, is 
identical with the plan of creation. The first fiat of 
Divine Mind was, "Let there be light." The develop- 
ment of Wisdom (Light) is the first step essential to- 
ward the bringing forth of the Christ in man. This is 
followed in natural order with the development of Love, 
or the feeling side of an idea, and from this union be- 
tween the father-mother elements in Being is born the 
Christ of God, or spiritual man. 

All ideas of Truth, perceived in Wisdom, are 
treasured in the heart, and the heart, therefore, becomes 
the matrix in which the Christ is born. The heart is 
the seat of Love, the feminine nature in man, and no 
one can bring forth the Christ of his own Being except 
it be done in love and humility. By humility is not 
meant a servile attitude, but an expression of those posi- 
tive qualities of gentleness, kindness and good-will 
which characterize man growing in grace and godliness. 

Where Wisdom and Love are simultaneously de- 
veloped in consciousness there is a well-balanced expres- 
sion of both the masculine and feminine qualities in 
man. This well-balanced expression characterizes the 
Master, for in order that man may overcome and master 
erroneous ideas in his thought world, and corresponding 
erroneous external conditions, he must exercise the Wis- 
dom of the serpent and the harmlessness of Love. The 
Master is meek, yet bold; receptive, yet positive; com- 
passionate, yet balanced in Wisdom; gentle, yet firm. 
The Master is poised in the Truth that Wisdom must 
be applied before it can become eternal consciousness. 

When the student of Truth carries forward both 
the Wisdom and Love elements of his Being, that is, 
conceives the ideas perceived with a view of putting 
them into execution, or acting upon them, he is realizing 
the natural union of the male and female elements of 
his Being, and is satisfied with bringing forth the fruits 
of his spiritual nature. The tendency to seek satis- 
faction in indulgences of the flesh is thus naturally over- 
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come, and all struggle to offset desires of the flesh-man 
are eliminated at the very outset of spiritual unfoldment 
Many students may be wholly unaware of having made 
this union, but if supreme joy and satisfaction are found 
in the study and application of Truth, all externa! 
things being subservient to the desire for spiritual unfold- 
ment, they can rest assured that they are estanlishing 
the Holy marriage, and bringing forth the Christ with:n 
their Being. 

Contrariwise there are students of Truth who ar: 
almost constantly in the midst of upheavals either in 
the realm of thought or in an external realm of activ- 
ity. [here may be a time in one's ascent from sense 1с 
Spirit when the tares are brought to the harvest and 
error seems dominant, but if Wisdom has been de- 
veloped one should perceive the adjustment to be but a 
step toward an expression of greater harmony and lib. 
erty. A prolonged experience of inharmony either in 
body or affairs, or the inability to adjust matters with. 
out the aid of a healer, are indicators that the student is 
failing either in the perception of the Wisdom of Divine 
Law. or in the realization (feeling) of the Truth dun- 
cerned. More often it is the lack of delight in Truth 
that hinders the expression of the harmony desired 
Man, in personal consciousness, is very mechanical in 
his thinking, and when he begins to unfold his spiritual 
character, unless he makes special effort to enter inte 
the Spirit of his words, he is inclined to utter his affirma 
tions of Truth in a mechanical way; yet, because of 
the encouragement of friends or through his own desire 
for relief from inharmony, he expects his words to sud- 
denly take root in the soil of his consciousness, hereto- 
fore built up, and produce fruit at once. This is e+ 
pecially true of students who turn to Truth for the 
“loaves and fishes." These souls, however, must realize 
that a God-seed takes root in God-soil, and if the fruit 
of the Word is not at once apparent, it does not follow 
that Truth is insufficient to meet the need, or that the 
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case is hopeless. "The soil of mind must be all the more 
intensely cultivated with the silent and audible Word 
of Truth, until the density of mortal thought is dissipated 
and the inherent Spirit brought to Light. А Word of 
Truth thought upon and spoken with feeling that it 
does bring forth after its kind cannot fail to build its 
substance into flesh, or bring about the manifestation 
of harmony for which it stands. 

Jesus Christ proved his Christhood in the midst of 
humanity, and set into operation the activity of the 
Truth of man's real nature, thereby accelerating in uni- 
versal consciousness the desire to express God, until 
today, mankind with one accord, has arisen to that 
point in consciousness where it demands a knowledge 
of a God of Love, Justice and Righteousness, and an 
application of this knowledge in daily living. 

Practical Christianity is ready to supply the demand 
for Light on the teachings of Jesus Christ, for it brings 
the message of a living Christ, already implanted in the 
heart of man by a loving Father, awaiting only recog- 
nition before it can spring forth as the health, the 
wealth, the joy, the peace, and the eternal satisfaction 
of all mankind. Man has looked in all directions except 
within, for God, and found him not. Yet Jesus, in 
plain language, declared the kingdom of heaven to be 
within man, and we very naturally conclude that God 
is in his kingdom. 

It is rumored in these days that the church is greatly 
responsible for present destructive upheavals in the race. 
When one discerns that the church, generally speaking, 
has taught that man is a "mere worm of the dust," 
wholly unworthy to approach God, except in a worm- 
like attitude; that sickness, and even death is the will of 
God, and something to be borne in fortitude and pa- 
tience; that heaven is a locality in the skies to which 
people, who have been sanctified by the priests and 
preachers in ceremonial rites, pass through means of the 
grave (after doing all possible to prevent entrance into 
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glory and reunion with God); that God is a mighty 
potentate, gracious to those who are good (after the 
world's standard) and unmerciful to those who do evil 
(after the world's standard), unless the erring one re- 
pents and is forgiven before the wrath of God breaks 
forth; that prayer may be indulged in as а means of 
freeing the soul, but medicine is the god to be worshiped 
as a means of freeing the habitation of the soul (the 
body); that there is a double standard of purity for 
the married and the unmarried; that knowledge per- 
taining to sex is to be withheld from the growing youth, 
but sexual tendencies committed through ignorance of 
how to cope with the creative energy, labelled "sex 
feeling" by the worldly wise, is to be criticized and con- 
demned; that the sword is a legitimate weapon of de- 
fense when men or nations are hard-pressed, and sanc- 
tioned by Christ; that it is righteous to slay the beast 
and the bird for food, as well as to slay men for ven- 
geance; and to crown all, that Jesus Christ died and is 
still dead, despite his resurrection and habitation in a 
resurrected body, and therefore religion is a very solemn 
function, so solemn that children (and often grown-up 
people) want to crawl under the table and assume a 
worm-like attitude at the mention of God. With this 
evidence of what the churches have taught, mankind is 
justified in the query of today, "Is Christianity a 
failure?" 

Christianity is not a failure, but there is as much 
difference between the Christianity taught and demon- 
strated by Jesus Christ and that of the organized 
churches of today, as between the light of day and the 
darkness of night. Jesus Christ gave us the substance 
f a glorious spirituality; the churches give us the shadow 
of a religion. 

Jesus Christ taught that man is co-equal with God. 
“I and the Father are one. Не taught that the 
things he did and "even greater things" should be ac- 
complished by his followers, forever setting at naught 
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the idea that he was a superman. “I am the light of 
the world." “Ye are the light of the world." Jesus 
made no claims for himself that he did not make for all 
men, but he expects something more of mankind than 
a mere belief in him as a Saviour. "Faith without 
works is dead." 

Jesus Christ taught that sickness is the effect of sin 
and proved his capacity both to forgive sin and heal the 
sick in the case of the man sick with the palsy, as re- 
corded in Mark 2:10. Since sickness is the effect of 
sin, and death the culmination of sin-sickness, it could 
not be very reasonably concluded that death is the 
open door to a heaven peopled only by saints! 

Jesus Christ taught that God is Spirit; and those 
worshiping him must worship in Spirit and Truth." 
Nowhere in the teachings of Jesus Christ does he attach 
personality or personal form to God; this idea is man- 
made and grows out of man's false and unrighteous 
ideas about his own nature. 

Jesus Christ taught that "God is Love" How 
can God, who is the very essence of Love, be unmerci- 
ful, unkind, or stimulate revenge and hatred in the 
hearts of men for each other. How can God who is 
Love, inspire men to kill either man or beast? Love 
never destroys, but fulfills. Love fills full to overflowing 
with good every need of man, when man cooperates 
with Good (God) in thought, word and act. Man 
attracts his own punishment through the operation of 
infallible laws governing thought and action. “With 
what measure ye mete, it shall be measured unto you." 
"Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also reap." 
“А good man out of his good treasure bringeth forth 
good things; and the evil man out of his evil treasure 
bringeth forth evil things." For there is no good tree 
that bringeth forth corrupt fruit; nor again a corrupt 
tree that bringeth forth good fruit. For each tree is 
known by its own fruit." The motive of our thoughts 
and acts govern our reaping. 
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Jesus Christ taught that man has power to forgive 
sins, but he also taught that sin and its effect (sickness 
and death) is forgiven only as man ceases to sin. Be- 
hold, thou art made whole: sin no more, lest a worse 
thing befall thee." Jesus Christ repeatedly used prayer 
to heal the body, realizing that in so doing he was also 
purifying mental consciousness and thus freeing the soul, 
and offsetting the cause of the error. 

Jesus Christ taught no double standard of punty 
for the married and the unmarried. Не made it very 
plain that those who were living in the flesh, indulging 
in any of the many forms of adultery, (and marriage 
was not mentioned when he said that "every one that 
looketh upon a woman to lust after her hath committed 
adultery with her already in his heart"), were dead 
in trespasses and sins; but he assured humanity that 
when they had risen from the dead, that is, overcome 
the tendencies of the flesh man, they would be like unto 
the angels. Jesus taught a pure relationship between 
men and women, a relationship entirely free from at- 
tachments of the flesh nature. He taught that God is 
the Father of man, thereby offsetting the necessity of 
"flesh and blood" parentage as an endless procedure. 
When man gives the substance of his thought to ideas of 
purity and godliness, he will demonstrate his Christhood, 
and there will be no necessity of his entering again into 
activity in the flesh by means of generative birth, for 
he will not die, but be clothed upon with the immortal 
body as Jesus is. 

Man's mission is to demonstrate in the earth, that is, 
bring into manifestation, the perfection already estab- 
lished and presided over by God in the heavens (Christ 
Mind) of his own Being. Those who have known and 
understood the activity of thought and its power to pro- 
duce effects in universal consciousness during these years 
of turmoil and strife, have held aloft the Divine idea: 
they would see liberated in the earth, and because of 
the thought activity of these "elect," the days have been 
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shortened for all flesh. Close observation and study of 
the "epidemic" to which America has particularly been 
subjected, reveal that the "epidemic" was simply the 
reaction in the race of ideas of hatred, revenge and fear 
entertained by the race during the last few years of 
upheaval. Those people who related themselves to the 
race thought, either through a sympathetic relation, or 
through a positive expression of thoughts of hatred, 
revenge and fear, naturally became the attracting mag- 
net toward the intensified reaction of the erroneous 
thoughts entertained, and reaped in their bodies the 
effect. Nothing happens by chance. Back of every 
national! activity is a procreating nucleus of like thought 
generated and nourished in the minds of men. We 
measure unto ourselves in strict accordance with "what 
measure ye mete." 

Jesus Christ taught that they who take the sword 
shall perish with the sword, and one of his final acts of 
love was the restoration to its normal activities, the ear 
of the servant of the high priest, which Peter, in right- 
eous indignation, had cut off with his sword. Love is the 
healing balm for all the ills of mankind. as Jesus dem- 
onstrated. 

The most glorious news that practical Christianity 
brings to light is that Jesus Christ, the embodiment of 
God, is the living Spirit of Good governing and con- 
trolling this planet today; that his resurrection marked 
the end of the reign of a sorrowful, ignorant religion. 
and the beginning of a joyous expression of Christ- 
hood for every soul who seeks to love God with all the 
heart, mind, soul and strength, as did Jesus. Jesus 
Christ is an ever-ready Helper, Comforter, and Guide, 
for "Lo, I am with you always, even unto the end of 
the world." The end of the world is at hand. The 
world of error is being dissipated and the kingdom of 
heaven is coming into the earth, even though the son of 
Man (Christ manifested) is obscured by the clouds of 
mortal thought at present. But Christ is being re-born 
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in the hearts of humanity, and the message of his angels 
(holy thought), "Glory to God in the highest, peace 
on earth, good-will toward men," is received with in- 
tensified joy and gladness because humanity 15 empty 
of its time-worn and false ideas, customs, traditions, and 
superstitions, and is ready to receive the inflow of a 
Truth that shall enable them to know God aright and 
serve him only. 

The hunger of humanity for a knowledge of God 
will be appeased by those stewards of the Lord, who 
know the Truth as Jesus Christ taught it, and are them- 
selves the embodiment of that which they preach. All 
the teachings of Jesus Christ, even to the raising of the 
dead, have been demonstrated in the last quarter of a 
century, but by students understanding and making 
practical the teaching of a living spiritual Christianity. 
Just as men will never again be satisfied with anything 
less than that which makes for the freedom and uplift 
of the whole race, so they shall not be satisfied with the 
husks of a formal religion. Faith and the fruits of faith 
must be wedded in the new Christianity, and the teach- 
ing of Jesus Christ given a literal interpretation as well 
as a spiritual one. The follower of Jesus Christ must 
live the life, not merely talk about it. 


“We live in a practical age. Words have very little 
interest if they do not lead to action. We cannot 
understand some of the petty discussions of the past. 
We crave today for reality. It is the same in the church. 
Words about Jesus are good and necessary, but they 
must lead to action, to a life that is like the life of the 
Master. This is the test of all education: what is it 
zood for? What use can be made of it? Pray for 
this highest kind of education into the very spirit. of 
Jesus. From "The Choir."

Who are men saying that the Son of Man is? 

And they said Some indeed, John the Immerser, and 
others Elijah. But others Jeremiah, or one of the prophets. 
He said unto them—But who say ye that I am? 

And Simon Peter answering said— Thou art the Christ, 

the Son of the Living God.—Matt. 16:13-16, Rother- 
ham's Translation. 
[rpm AN SEEMS to be dual, a higher and 
a lower man, an inner and an outer 
man, a material and a spiritual man, a 
God-man and an Adam-man, but a 
close analysis reveals but one man, the 
God-man. We have to admit that 
there is an outer consciousness that sees 
personality as man. When man does extraordinary 
things, as did Jesus, it assumes that he is the reincar- 
nation of one of the prophets of old. This outer con- 
sciousness sees everything from the viewpoint of per- 
sonality. It does not think for itself, but bases its con- 
clusions upon what others say. This is the conscious- 
ness that inherits its religion—its authorities are all ex- 
ternal, its ideas are reflections, it has no originating 
capacity. But at the center of this realm of floating 
thought there is a discerning faculty which when ap- 
pealed to upon its individual merits perceives the Truth 
about man and proclaims: Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the Living Сод.” 

The question naturally arises, What relation does 
this outer realm of thought bear to the all-potential 
cause within? This is no easy question to answer in 
words. Words are the symbols of the thought realm, 
and they are competent to express nothing higher. The 
Spirit expresses itself in ideas. Thoughts are the char- 
acters of ideas, and -words the masks of thoughts. 
Words bear witness of ideas, but being removed to 
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the third degree they more often obscure the Truth than 
reveal it. A philosopher once said, "Language was 
invented by man to conceal the Truth." To the Phar- 
isees, who made the letter of the Scriptures their author- 
ity, Jesus said, "Ye search the Scriptures, because ye 
think that in them ye have eternal life; and these are 
they which bear witness of me; and ye will not come 
to me, that ye may have life." 

Life is a principle whose legitimate expression is 
energy and activity in the thing which conceives and 
receives it. When the life principle is generating its 
power in us, we feel the thrill and are moved by the 
energy. We might read about life and talk about it in 
an abstract way for ages and yet never experience its 
presence. So words can never describe the Real Man. 
He must be felt by the inner side of the soul —discerned 
by the light of Spirit. “Flesh and blood hath not re- 
vealed it unto thee, but my Father who is in heav- 
en." No explanation of the relation of the thought to 
the idea, the soul to the Spirit, will even prove satis- 
factory. But we can in words point the way to a men- 
tal attitude or process through which the soul may know 
for itself the existence of that higher principle of which 
it is the expression. The way is, Look within. “The 
kingdom of God is within you." 

This inner principle is the epitome of all existence. 
We speak of it as pervading everything in the universe. 
Here language is at fault. It does not pervade as a 
space-occupying element. It is the Mind whose ideas 
are the standard of all existence. This Mind and its 
ideas do not fill space any more than do the rules of 
1athematics or music. Yet from this Principle originate 

ose concepts whose outer expression make what we 
:all space. When we vibrate a stringed instrument ac- 
cording to the rules of symphony waves are sent forth, 
which, when received by another instrument called an 
car, a certain state of consciousness is established, and 
music is said to pervade the air. But the fact is that 
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music is nowhere outside the ears that receive the vi- 
brative impulses from the instrument. So we know that 
the One Mind does not fill the Universe, but that it is 
the Principle which man uses to send forth his thoughts, 
and they fill the universe and establish those relations 
which we name time, space, and the many conditions 
which we behold. 

Looking within we discern that the real of each of 
us is Spirit-—the Christ of God, the maker of the man of 
thought and action. This Spirit-Man cannot be com- 
prehended by the thought-man except as the thought- 
man conforms to his superlative degree of consciousness. 
This conformation is first spiritual, then mental. That 
in us which says / is the door to the higher realms, the 
"kingdom of the heavens," mentioned by Jesus. If the 
] opens to the lower world of mentality and matter, it 
is linked to their limitations and shorn of its heavenly 
power. If it looks up and links itself to the realm of 
Spirit it becomes God-Man. When thus lifted up it 
elevates the whole consciousness— soul and body. “I, 
if I be lifted up, . . . will draw all men unto me." 

When, through this process of / am Spirit identi- 
fication, we have opened to us the inner realm of Being, 
which cannot be described in words, we begin gradu- 
ally to perceive that we are forming by our thought and 
word the man of intellect and body. Jesus said a man 
should be held accountable for his lightest word, so we 
find that this man we are making 15 our word put into 
action and visibility, and that we are held accountable 
for his character and acts. God made us and iinished 
us on the sixth day in his image and likeness then 
he entered into his "rest" or completeness. Now we, 
the Lord God, or / Ат Will, make our man Adam out 
of the "dust of the ground," or changeable thought sub- 
stance. 

We make this Adam-man according to the law 
fixed by God. His first estate is a consciousness of life 
he is an animal; we breathe into his nostrils the breath 
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of life and he becomes a living animal. This is the 
exact language of a careful translation of that part of 
the process as recorded in Second Genesis. Through 
experience our man is ready for the inspiration or in- 
thought of intelligence. This is his part of the work— 
this trimming and keeping of the garden, the conscious- 
ness of substance. Неге is also where our Adam-man 
goes astray. He is endowed with free-will, and he 
develops tastes of his own—he seeks other sources of 
knowledge than the / Am Will and dissipates his en- 
ergies. He can no longer hold his center of conscious- 
ness in the garden, or body, and is forced outside the 
body. 

But now we are restoring this Adam-man his birth- 
right in God, and the way 1s being opened for his re- 
entering the garden. We now declare his disobedience 
at an end, his sin annulled, and the voice of the Lord 
his willing guide. This declaration opens the way for 
the soul realization of that super-consciousness which 
cannot be described in human language. Those who 
do the will of the Lord shall know the doctrine. 

Concentrating our attention within, at the solar 
plexus, brings us into intelligent communion with the 
mind that controls the body. ‘This plexus is the brain 
of the physical, and through it the processes that build 
up and tear down the organism are carried forward. 
Here is the center of our garden, and from this point we 
must work to cleanse it of the weeds that have grown 
up in the absence of the real keeper. Before we can 
put our man back in the garden, all inharmonious con- 
ditions must be put out. Thus we find that there is 
really a dual process necessary to the complete com- 
pliance with the Divine Law. ‘The Adam conscious- 
ness must be cultivated in right thinking, and the phys- 
ical gradually purified. 

[his is character building and true physical culture 
combined in Christian discipline. The character із 
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spiritualized by declaring it free from all material 
thought. If in this process there is an impulse to mus- 
cular exercise it should be given expression. Whatever 
the force within suggests should be carried into mani- 
festation. This is not mere muscular strengthening but 
a transformation of muscle into vital energy through 
mental dynamics. Those who practice this from this 
standpoint find the result very different from that of 
mere muscle building. 

The character of the thinking mind, Adam, and its 
temple, the body, are transformed through a renewing 
of the whole consciousness. "Be ye transformed by the 
renewing of your mind." The mind works upon ideas, 
so we see plainly that we need only plant right ideas in 
this thinking mind to bring forth whatever we desire. 
The only ideas worth planting in the mind are those 
that have their origin in the Divine Mind. What we 
term the Idea is called in Scripture the Word. Jesus 
said, the word is the Seed." The Word grows in the 
mind like a seed in the ground. If you plant right 
words in the thinking mind, and fertilize and water 
them by your watchful attention, they will transform 
your character. This is the supreme culture system, and 
it will build man up until he outgrows human man and 
attains the stature of God-Man. 

To attain the Jesus Christ standard we must in- 
corporate into the thinking mind the Logos, the Word 
which was in the beginning with God, and which makes 
all things. This Logos is not far away— "it is nigh 
thee, even in thy mouth." It became flesh in Jesus, and 
it becomes flesh, God-flesh, in all who are bold enough, 
strong enough, and persistent enough to claim its per- 
fection and power. We cannot have its perfection un- 
less we make a standard of perfection in ourselves and 
strive to demonstrate it in our lives. It is not sacrilegious 
to aspire to God perfection. Jesus understood this when 
he said. Be ye therefore perfect even as your Father 
which is in heaven is perfect." Paul says he thought it 
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not robbery to make himself equal with God. God is 
the Spirit of Goodness, of Love, of Purity, of Power, of 
Truth, of Justice. Is it sacrilegious for us to be all this? 

Then be not afraid to affirm the Truth taught by the 
ancient prophets, by Jesus, by Paul, by all the mystic- 
ally wise of every age and clime, that man is the off- 
spring of God, that all that the parent has the off- 
spring is heir to, and that that offspring is not fulfilling 
his destiny until he enters into that inheritance.

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THE LAW OF AFFIRMATION 
HENRY PROCTOR 


ANY people find it difficult to under- 
stand the law of affirmation. It is 
simply this, that they must be made in 
"the faith of God," who, himself, 
“speaks of things that are not, as 
though they were.” It is his affirma- 
tion that brings them into existence, and 
if we realize that it is. not we that speak, "but the 
Spirit of our Father that speaketh in us," we shall find 
that there is the same power in the word spoken through 
us, as that which, “in the beginning," brought worlds 
into being. There is a power in this word which “none 
of our adversaries shall be able to gainsay or to resist." 
The opponents of this Truth would do well to ask 
themselves, if, after all, they, like the Pharisees of old, 
are not taking away the key of knowledge, and are 
neither entering the kingdom of heaven themselves, nor 
suffering others to enter therein. They maintain exactly 
the same attitude to the true disciples of Jesus that the 
Pharisees did to Jesus himself. So the matter of айг- 
mation is strongly opposed by them, just as the affir- 
mations of Jesus were opposed by the orthodox Jews. 
Their only answer to his “J Am” affirmations, were ac- 
cusations of blasphemy, of demoniacal possession, and 
of being in league with Beelzebub. For this reason more 
than any other, "they sought to kill him," and frequently 
made attempts on his life. 

Upon our understanding of the affirmations of Jesus 
our whole spiritual life and progress depends, for in all 
matters he is "the prince-leader of our faith.” All 
things are possible to affirmations based on the faith of 
God" (Lit. Greek), and this faith is possible to all men. 
Jesus teaches us to affirm the things that seem most im- 
possible, such as: “If ye shall say to this mountain, 
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‘Remove hence to yonder place’; or to this sycamore 
tree, ‘Be thou rooted up and planted in the sea’, they 
should have obeyed you. Everything you ask for, 
therefore, believe that you have received, and it shall 
be yours" (Mark 11:24). 

Jesus himself marveled at and admired the faith of 
the centurion, who could say, Speak the word only and 
my servant shall be healed." But it is questioned, 
can we affirm anything truly and conscientiously when 
our feelings are against it? Yes, we must not wait for 
the flesh, and the mind of the flesh to agree to it: For 
ye are not in the flesh but in the spirit.“ When we af- 
firm the Truth we take our stand in the Spirit. And 
to produce results, there is but one thing needful; that 
is love—to be in love with every creature. For he 
that dwelleth in love; dwelleth in God, and God in 
him." 

"Follow peace with all men." If you have brought 
some gift to the altar, and there remember that your 
brother has somewhat against you, first be reconciled, 
and then come and offer your gift. Love is the great 
essential, for all law is fulfilled in love. “Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself.” Now love is patient and 
kind; very careful not to hurt the weaker brethren, or 
to put any stumblingblock in their way, but strengthens 
their drooping hearts. Great-Heart has still to help Mr. 
Feeble-Mind and his daughter Much-Afraid. 

There are earnest souls who are as yet but babes, 
who cannot take solid food but must be fed with milk. 
To deal with such we need the wisdom of God. Like 
our blessed Exemplar, we must carry the lambs in our 
bosom. We must feed them with the sincere milk of the 
Word. We must not despise their youth, but be ever 
ready to give a reason for the hope that is in us. They 
generally ask for proof from the Holy Writ, of any doc- 
trine which seems new to them. Everyone, therefore, 
who aspires to be a teacher, should be well grounded up- 
on the impregnable rock of Holy Scripture. Like Bun- 
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yan, they should live in the Bible until its words become 
their own. In fact, there is no true doctrine which can- 
not be deduced from the Bible, for it abounds with this 
teaching of affirmation, both by example and precept. 
For example, when Elijah first appears on the scene, he 
introduces himself with an affirmation, As the Lord 
God of Israel liveth, before whom I stand, there shall 
not be dew nor rain these years, but according to my 
word. The Psalms are full of affirmation. They con- 
tain an armor which, if we know how to use it, will en- 
able us to overcome in all the affairs of life. 

Praise is affirmation, and simple, cheerful, praise- 
ful souls cannot fail to be happy and prosperous, even 
without knowing why. Those who, like Jehoshaphat, 
put the singers in the forefront of the battle, find it true 
that their fighting is done for them, and they have simply 
to take the spoil, for "the battle is the Lord's. And 
this word take is itself a key to unlock the treasures of 
heaven, for God has blessed us with every spiritual 
blessing in the heavenlies, and made us to sit there with 
Christ in the place of power and dominion, high above 
all other government and authority, and every title of 
sovereignty used either in this age or the age to come 
(Eph. 1:21). For this reason, he gives us a spirit of 
wisdom and revelation through an intimate knowledge 
of him so we begin to know what is the wealth of the 
glory of his inheritance, and what the transcendent 
greatness of his power in us believes, as seen in the work- 
ing of his Infinite might when he displayed it in Christ 
by raising him from the dead, and has "raised us up 
with him, and enthroned us with him in the heavenlies 
(Eph. 2:6). 

No language that can be used by any teacher can 
be greater, more glorious, or more comprehensive than 
that of Holy Writ. "Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the heart of man, the things 
which God hath prepared for them that love him,” but 
God by his Spirit has revealed them to us—the things 
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that are freely given to us of God. For we are heirs of 
God and joint-heirs with Christ (Romans 8:17). 
Could any charter be more comprehensive or any lan- 
guage more explicit? 

All things are yours. Everything belongs to you 
(I Cor. 3:21). Eat, O Friends; Drink, O Beloved: 
let your souls delight themselves in fatness. I will 
pour water upon him that is thirsty and floods upon dry 
ground. And the water that I shall give him shall be- 
come in him a fountain of living waters: for | am come 
that they might have such an abundant life that out of 
each of them shall flow rivers of living water.

Yet there is no harm done, no pain, 
no broken bones. That is due to non-resistance. The 
muscles are limp, relaxed, and no resisting effort is made 
to stiffen the body by taughtening the muscles, and the 
consequence is that an apparent danger of a probable 
accident is reduced to a minimum. Japanese experts 
in this art of non-resistance can make their bodies so 
pliable that they bend like a reed and roll over limp 
and effortless at a push or blow from an antagonist. 

The love of God when it permeates man is non- 
resisting toward evil, accident, disease, and old age. 
Love cannot become diseased or recognize evil of any 
kind. Love cannot die, or be overcome by catastrophe 
because it never resists anything, never covets, is not 
jealous, selfish, or self-seeking. 

The man who resists God, whom to know is life, 
does not find satisfaction in life. He is always falling 
on the roadway, and the hard stones bruise him be- 
cause of his efforts to avoid the ills which are daily and 
constantly with him. Such a man is feverish, his tem- 
perature is high, he easily loses poise, and his whole 
life is made up of nervous striving to avoid pitfalls. 
Day after day, year by year, this enervating struggle 
goes on because he resists, and his life is poisoned by 
frets, worries, anxieties, and cares. He is actually dead 
and cut off from life eternal—which really means life 
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now, just at this present moment—because he resists 
God. “This is life eternal, to know God" — anything 
less than knowing God is death, and death means being 
out of correspondence or harmony with goodness. God 
cannot save or help a man until the man is willing and 
offers no resistance. 

Man should not resist anything—good or evil 
because man has no power of his own volition to en- 
compass or attain heaven now or at any time. Heaven 
is an attitude of mind toward God. It is a condition 
of peace, harmony, joy, health and love, and cornes to 
man as the gift of God, by the grace of God, through 
the spirit of God. Tt is the privilege of every man to 
use this gift as a loan but for which interest is expected 
and development demanded. When wisely used by 
man there is certain heaven here and now. 

A specialist who has just returned from France 
where for over a year he has been treating mind, nerve 
and shell-shock cases in the immediate front trenches, 
states that of the thousands of men who came under his 
observation and treatment, he never met one case where- 
in the soldier gave any visible sign that the eternal things 
of God, or religion, occupied the mind. They were too 
busily engaged in the horrible business of warfare, their 
safety, and the activities of the enemy. It was only 
after the tension and excitement of the trenches had 
been left behind and the men had returned to the rear 
that in comparative quietness their thoughts turned to 
God. 

The man whose mind is stayed in God cannot reach 
that condition called "tension or excitement," neither 
could the business of warfare absorb his whole attention 
for he lives, moves and has being in God. God is his 
life, God is his all, his health, his breath, his power. 
“If any man love the world, the love of the Father is 
not in him . . . but he that doeth the will of God 
abideth for ever. 

When the Spirit, the ego of man, the mind, the 
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1 Am of man's being, seizes upon or attaches itself to 
the infant body we know from the manifestations that 
a soul is there developing. The purpose, office, and 
object of the spirit, mind, / Ат ego, is the divine es- 
sence or breath enfolding and enveloping the infant 
body seeking to dwell therein as in a temple. This 
body-temple contains countless cells in which electrons 
are revolving at incalcuable speed amid spaces so 
minute as not to be observed through lenses of the high- 
est power. Yet the office and purpose of the divine 
mind, the І am life, is to so enclose and fill these spaces 
of the body through and by the willingness of the indi- 
vidual, that every aspiration, desire and attainment in 
development may serve and show forth the will of the 
Father during its career now or anywhere where it may 
arrive.  Non-resistance to this enfolding, embodying 
and enveloping of the I am mind produces spiritual 
man, the Christ-like man, the man in unison with the 
Father, the at-one with God, the man after God's own 
heart. The gradual overcoming penetration of the 
body, senses, and material desires is through this Christ 
mind within. Christ liveth in me.” "I live, yet not I, 
but Christ liveth in me.” "I will put my laws into their 
mind, and write them in their hearts: and I will be to 
them a God." 

This absorption of the cell space of the body is 
gained by gradual permeation by the mind, spirit, | 
am, with the assent, and willing attitude of the man 
who desires harmony with the Father-God. Resistance 
to this penetration prevents the vibrations of the body to 
syntonize with God. The repellant power of natural 
man resists the urge and striving toward goodness which 
the Christ Mind, Omnipresent in power, love, and 
soundmindedness offers to lead man to. This Omni- 
present Christ Mind is the totality of man's life, sur- 
rounding enveloping, and enfolding him like a halo of 
spiritual atmosphere through which nothing evil or 
harmful can penetrate. This mind may be in you as it 
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was in Christ Jesus if man does not resist. [t will ab- 
sorb, cleanse, and purify the whole body and make tt 
impregnable to disease, care, or calamity if the indi- 
vidual be willing, non-resistant, and passive. The per- 
sistency of mind, spirit, I am, will separate the marrow 
from the bones and create a new creature, give a new 
birth and spiritual impetus to every condition and phase 
of existence, when encouraged to occupy the temple 
called man's body. Then man becomes a living sacri- 
fice wholly acceptable to God. 

Resistance and antagonism to God prevents this 
penetration, absorption and assimilation process, while 
resistance to evil means the acknowledgment of evil as 
a power, and the recognition of man as having power 
in and of himself to adjust conditions of life to his own 
needs. Until man recognizes this fallacy, and admits 
God as the every breath of life controlling every phase 
and detail of existence, then the perishing and decaying 
process called death will continue. But thanks be to 
our God, the good news is spreading whereby death is 
being swallowed up in the victory of the Christ Mind 
penetrating, occupying and cleansing, and like yeast 
making mankind whole, wholesome, holy.

Freedom a state without limitation; immunity; ex- 
emption from fate, necessity, or any constraint. — Dict. 
IRUE Freedom is in no sense license, since 
| it works with and not against the Uni- 
versal Law of Rightness, and is impar- 
tially All and for all. It is the very 
essence of Being, coequal with God, an 
essential of the God-nature—it is, as 
| Truth is, and cannot be altered or 
limited. All-Power, call it by what name we will, 
cannot be conceived of as less than absolute and perfect 
Freedom; nor could a state of perfect Freedom be con- 
ceived of that did not embrace and include the allness 
of Good—God-wisdom, God-power, God-presence, 
and God-love. No limitation could be tolerated in our 
idea of God, nor possible of God—therefore we recog- 
nize God as Freedom per se Freedom limited-—not 
God, nor good. God limited—not free—so neither God, 
nor good. If the Principle of goodness that we call 
God is, Freedom is, always has been and ever will be; 
uncircumscribed by time, unhampered by man’s ideas of 
partial or limited Freedom, unbound by man-made 
laws, il is in its perfection. It is not created by man, 
nor subject to his ideas about it; nor is it obtained by 
working for it. If we believe that there is no such thing 
as Freedom, and hold ourselves in bondage by that 
idea, Freedom itself remains untouched and unchanged, 
eternally willing to press out into visibility, but never 
interfering with man’s free-will. 

We do not go out to find this Freedom—for it is 
right-thinking of that kingdom of heaven which is in- 
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deed within the consciousness, and to which “all things" 
shall be added, because itself contains and is all things. 

Any form of bondage is a “frame-up” of the hu- 
man mind. Eve's humanity thought that Eden was a 
circumscribed place and that God had limited her 
when he told her not to eat of the one tree. She 
hadn’t imagination enough to picture what would hap- 
pen if she did, but she possessed that curious twist of the 
human mind which desires experience because it be- 
lieves it will thus find out some fancied good. This is 
the first consciousness of separation from God, since 
God knows, and knows that he knows! Eve formed 
her own idea of Freedom, which was license, and did 
eat! 

Freedom cannot be formed, because it is a spiritual 
truth; is, in fact, Substance, or Spirit, itself, and any- 
thing formed tends toward denseness or materiality so- 
called, because it has gone outward from its center of 
power, and so seems to diffuse and lessen its force. It 
has in consciousness wandered away from God, and the 
farther away, the more it seems "lost" from its good- 
ness, and the more its God-consciousness seems to wane. 
We clothe our ideas in form-- and form, to our human 
mindedness, is always limitation—and name them 
"matter," or "disease, or "death," or "sin." Any 
condition of limitation in which man finds himself is but 
the bondage of his belief about himself.

Then 
it is true of me, and for me, and I will to have nothing 
else. If it is not true of God—away with it! I do 
not know it—I never knew it. 

The Intelligence that I am, the Intelligence that 
declares the reality of Good їп the midst of any false 
situation is the illumination of Truth, and її will every 
time dispel the hypnotic suggestion that there is reality in 
any form of bondage, and reveal to us the perfect Free- 
dom that was there all the time. It is in the midst of 
all seeming; it is the kernel of Truth in every false con- 
dition; it is the vital principle of Life which Christ knew 
to be the reality in the rotting carcass of Lazarus; it is 
the one whole indivisible Truth which frees from all 
bondage, because it is itself all there really is, the only 
presence and the one power. 

Freedom does not come through supplication; is not 
created by prayer, however fervent; is not brought into 
being by any special pleading for any special privilege 
of class or person; it is.

“It is most important to read positive words. There 
need be no fear of reading anything, because fear en- 
genders bondage to the thing we are afraid of, and 
without fear of it, nothing can hurt us. Wisdom guides 
in the matter of what we shall read. Nothing is more 
convincing than dissection of the human organism, that 
Man is not matter, nor un-matter, that he never was 
and never will be matter. The organism is kept in 
order or in discord according to the quality of individual 
knowledge of the user of it. Man is governor of his 
circumstances, master of his fate and human condition, 
through recognition of his divinity.

Plato also teaches 
the power of words, and all modern philosophy but 
crystallizes and concretes, and makes practical that 
earlier, mistier, more vague theory of life, living, ad- 
justment, relations, values and possibilities." 


BIBLE STUDIES 
No. 103—Some Hebrew Words Explained 


I suppose there is no sadder picture given us in 
Bible history than that of the tears of Esau. Апа at 
first we are inclined to feel sorry for him and to dislike 
his brother Jacob. 

But our Bible knows no sentimentality over sin and 
wrong-doing, for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap;" indeed it cannot be otherwise: in the 
natural order of things it is so; and in the sphere of 
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human life, it is what we understand by "fair play” and 
“justice.” 

The difference between Esau and Jacob is given 
us in Gen. 27:11, in Jacob's own words:  "Behold, 
Esau my brother is a hairy man, and | am a smooth 
man." Now this Arabic word "hairy," the best trans- 
lators tell us, means “intemperate and licentious;" in 
the Epistle to the Hebrews, Esau is called а forni- 
cator." The word may be taken either in its natural 
sense, or in the sense of one committing spiritual adul. 
tery; that is, being unfaithful to God, Divine Love. 

The name "Esau" seems to signify "one swept 
away. or "one who rushes forward wildly and impul- 
sively. Не is the antipode of Jacob, the "smooth." 
clean, reliable man. ‘This expression "smooth" we 
have used in the story of David, when, in order to con- 
quer Goliath, he took "five smooth stones. The 
meaning at the back of the word is found in the words 
of Jesus: the prince of the world cometh: and he hath 
nothing in me" (R. V.) i. e, he can't find a footing. 
“I arn such a ‘smooth stone’ that none of his things affect 
me in the least; they glide off me and fall to the 
ground." 

Jacob stands for the faithful sentinel who allows no 
"appearance of evil" within bowshot; Esau cares "for 
none of these things." 

We must remember that the “birthright” which 
жаи was quite willing to barter away for one morsel 
of meat” meant not only his right to the possessions of 
his father, Isaac, but the right that the spiritual bless- 
ings of the covenant should descend to him, and through 
him to the world. To “profane persons" (Heb. 12:- 
16), however, such blessings are visionary and unreal 

It would be surely wrong to imagine that Esau 
"hadn't a chance," as we say. The brothers were 
both brought up by the same godly parents; both had 
equal chances. What Esau had failed to learn was 
the wonderful lesson of self-control. To satisfy an im- 
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mediate appetite or impulse he would tread "under 
foot the Son of God,” and count “the blood of the 
covenant, wherewith he was sanctified," as nothing, or 
as "all too much trouble." 

Esau is, alas! no uncommon type. 

And the "smooth" men? Are the stones smooth 
to start with? Humanly speaking, I think we may say. 
very few. It is the constant rubbing, and cutting, and 
shaping, that makes them at last like the polished cor- 
ners of the temple," of which the literal rendering is 
"made to be very good, i. e., beautiful after the im- 
age, or pattern, of heaven." 

Now we shall understand that ail the denunciations 
spoken by the prophets Jeremiah, Obadiah and Mal- 
achi against Esau were never directed against the man 
of that name, but against a line of conduct such as his; 
and well it might appear to Malachi that God loved 
Jacob, and hated Esau, taking the names as a figure of 
speech only. 

The lesson for all of us is that of the parable of the 
Ten Virgins: to keep our lamps well trimmed and fed 
with oil; our "armour on, not laid down" (Mis. Writ., 
p. 120); to be ready and alert, that when the hour of 
midnight, i. e., sorrow or sickness, comes we have the 
spiritual. illumination. of the "wise" to recognize and 
claim our birthright. So shall we cry with exceeding 
joy. and not with weeping, "Bless me, even me also, O 
my Father," and be received into a yet higher under- 
standing of Love.—Derek, in Active Service.

I. Since your request came to write twenty para- 
graphs on "Lessons in Truth," as my first requirement 
in the course, I have spent hours and hours reading 
the book; chapter, page, paragraph, sentence, and 
finally, word, with care and thought and prayer. [t 
has been a great blessing to me to read it in this way. 
[ had read it in whole and in parts repeatedly before, 
but never with so great benefit and understanding. 1 
am so thankful. If I could live truly to all expressed 
in this book I feel that it would be a great attainment. 

II. A definite conception of the Holy Being, who 
made all that is created, has a great influence in our 
lives. Many of our acts are dependent upon this con- 
ception, and many of our thoughts. It is therefore very 
important that we know him as Spirit, as Wisdom, a: 
Law, as Principle, as well as Father. Power, Love, 
Almighty and Good, or God. It is important to 
know him as everywhere present, and especially as 
present here and now----within us, in our hearts, our ex- 
perience, our physique, our mentality, our consciousness. 
We are Spirit and are made in the image and likeness 
of God, who is Spirit. We are incarnate, but only 
for earthly uses. We manifest or express God, and 
should let him live through us, think for us and in us, 
love for us and in us, and in that way fulfill the law of 
him in whom we live and move and have our being. 
God is Infinite; we are one with him. Unless we live 
in harmony with Divine Law and Infinity, we suffer 
and are sick, in want, in distress. If we live by the 
Law in Love with Intelligence and Wisdom, we are 
well and happy and prosperous. 

ПІ. God is no respecter of persons. All alike are 
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manifestations of God. “All ye are brethren.” There- 
fore to love your neighbor as yourself is the most logical 
and natural thing, if you live spiritually. God manifests 
through us, and being Infinite, and having Infinite Life, 
Health, Power, Wisdom, we have a never-to-be-ex- 
hausted Source of every true and holy quality which 
we can ever express. God is Substance, the Real, the 
Foundation—Spirit, Creative Energy, and therefore 
must be in us or we could never be. Desire in us is 
Creative Energy or Power and Love making an effort 
to express through us. All of satisfaction there is in life 
comes from expressing the / Ат, the power of God, in- 
born in every soul. To be conscious of the indwelling of 
the Holy Spirit produces strength, courage, love, joy, 
and stirs the fountain of All-Good in one or more of its 
many forms. The Source of Life is always with us. 
Our consciousness of its presence must be nourished and 
developed by thought activity and use. 

IV. How do we think wrong thoughts or any 
but God thoughts? Our individual minds are con- 
nected with the One Mind or God by the Christ con- 
sciousness, the personal acceptance of the indwelling of 
the Holy Spirit, and only by this means can we think 
God thoughts. This it is to be “born of the Spirit.” 
Other than that is to live according to the sense-knowl- 
edge. We can think worldly thoughts prompted by 
knowledge gained through the five senses, and these 
may be wrong thoughts—not God thoughts. “Ye must 
be born again," said Jesus, who was the Christ, know- 
ing that Spirit alone can prompt God-thinking. А 
trolly car cannot go forward unless it be connected with 
a live wire. If man is controlled by his external or 
material self, he is fallen; if by his spiritual self, he 
is "born again" (risen). Though all are one, the Spirit 
is a finer, truer tone—in accordance with the Holy One 
who is All-Good, the Divine. The Spirit of Truth 
leads us into all Truth, by its indwelling presence and 
our acceptance of it. 
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V. Spirit is Truth, and its presence is felt. There 
seem to be four planes of consciousness— namely, the 
physical, the mental, the emotional, and the Divine or 
Spiritual. The Spiritual is not discerned by the phys- 
ical. The Spiritual may or may not be recognized by 
mentality. The Spiritual is felt and proved by the 
emotional. Therefore we must more than think truly, 
we must feel the Truth to receive its blessings. The 
value of repeating "God loves me and approves of 
what I do," consists in the fact that repetition causes us 
to become conscious of the Truth, and to feel that 
Truth. We turn our minds inward to the indwelling 
God, with faith that causes us to be moved by God to 
do his Holy Will. We turn our minds out to our fellow 
men in love to express the will of the Great Indwelling 
Power. Together the result is faith in God and love 
to man. We thus become channels of good from God 
to тап. We must turn to God to be fed spiritual food. 
We must turn to man in acts of kindness, that the Spir:t 
of God may flow through us. We must always be 
open to receive God, always ready to receive of his 
gifts and to disburse them to our fellowmen. We must 
let God think in us, and through us. 

VI. Perhaps one of the most difficult things for 
the student of Truth to do is to still the material think- 
ing, and concentrate upon the promptings of the “still, 
small voice" of the indwelling Christ. But it can be 
done with practice and patience and persistent faith in 
the need of doing just that. We can think of the peo- 
ple in a street car as ideas of God, as Spirit, and as ex- 
ternal expressions of Divinity. This thought will take 
the mind off of externals, and lift it to a point where 
the thought becomes a free gift to all in the car. That 
mind which is All-Wisdom, All-Love, will express 
through you to the people. We can learn to see people 
as Divine, and help them to so express themselves. 
Love flows from God through us to all whom we know 
and see, if we think pure, holy thoughts given us by 
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Divinity and are conscious of his sweet presence within 
our hearts. We must practice the presence of God. 
He is within us and about us always, but we must be 
conscious of his presence to make it efficacious and a 
blessing to us. 

VII. Denials are valuable in establishing the 
Truth to be affirmed. The Truth, the Real, the Sub- 
stance, must be recognized in consciousness, and a 
denial made of all seeming conditions which are con- 
trary to Truth and reality helps to make the recognition 
of Spirit possible. To say that the Good is true, and 
then add that evil is false emphasizes the first state- 
ment. External conditions may be changed by denials. 
"Judge not according to the appearance, but judge 
righteous judgment." We can deny the power of evil 
to touch or trouble us, through refusing to think upon 
error; and cause good to flow into us through centering 
our attention upon the good. 

VIII. Assertions of the Truth are invaluable in es- 
tablishing that Truth in consciousness. When Truth is 
established it becomes a constant factor for good and 
of inestimable value and efficacy. There are four great 
affirmations given in "Lessons in Truth." I write them 
from memory. (1) God is Life, Love, Intelligence, 
Substance, Omnipresent, Omnipotent, Omniscient. 
(2) I am a child or manifestation of God; God's Life, 
Love, Power and Wisdom flow into and through me. 
[ am one with God and governed by his laws. (3) I 
am Spirit, perfect, holy, harmonious. Nothing can hurt 
me or make me sick or afraid. I now manifest my true 
self. (4) God now works in and through me to inspire 
me to do his will; hence, I cannot fail. I have many 
times proved the great blessings emanating from the use 
of these and similar statements. They lift one into such 
a state of consciousness that ordinary disturbances lose 
their power to harm or affect one's life or happiness. 

IX. "Faith is the substance of things hoped for." 
— Paul. Faith reaches back from humanity to God. 
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Faith looks inward to the / Am. Faith looks upward 
to the Good, to Wisdom, to Love, to Substance, to 
Omnipotence, to Omniscience for strength, for power, 
for life, and all good things. This is intelligent faith. 
Faith is love and trust in Good—in God. Faith is the 
link between the unformed and the formed—between 
the heavens and the earth. One who exercises faith 
wins the fruits of the Spirit, which are love, joy, peace, 
gentleness, goodness, meekness, temperance and right- 
eousness. Faith is a spiritual quality, and one to be 
diligently cultivated. By faith we know salvation, i. e., 
by our faith in God, the Good, we are free from wrong 
and error. Faith is a light unto our path; through 
faith we walk in light, and know not darkness. Faith 
projecting to cause produces manifestation in all de- 
partments of human endeavor. 

X. Definitions of Metaphysical Terms. Thought 
transference: This term is usually spoken of as telep- 
athy, and is spoken of generally in a light way. How- 
ever its reality is well established by metaphysicians. 
It is rightly made use of as a means of Divine recog- 
nition and influence. In thinking of anyone we may 
affirm him as cognizant of his real self, his union with 
God, since man has mind-Being and All-knowing. 
Other effort to control him is not legitimate. Chemical- 
ization: When wrong thought has become habitual, 
and Truth is introduced, sometimes chemicalization or 
fermentation occurs, as between alkali and acid. Some- 
thing higher and better results in consciousness, when 
Truth asserts itself and error is dethroned. Personality 
applies to the mortal, the external. Individuality ap- 
plies to the real man, the eternal, the true ego. 

XI. Spiritual Understanding: This is one of the 
finest chapters in the book, and the culmination of previ- 
ous chapters in explaining the realization of Spint. 
After a careful reading, I found myself saying: May 
] know the life of God within; may I feel the life of 
God; may I live the life of God." Understanding is 
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spiritual birth, and is the result of much moral and con- 
scientious living. It is the gift of God— Mind. It is 
God in consciousness It is God giving himself, and 
the recipient becoming conscious of his wonderful in- 
heritance. Of all creation, understanding is the most 
wonderful, and at the same time the most reasonable 
and beneficial plan that could have been established. 
Even a child can understand and respond with love 
and joy and gladness. We, becoming as little children, 
can accept and abound in blessings forevermore. Each 
individual finds God within his own soul. To be ever 
conscious of his Presence, as Redeemer, Guide, Com- 
forter, Friend, and Savior, is the highest attainment. 

XII. How to become conscious of the oneness with 
the Father, when people all around us feel and pro- 
claim their personality and are oblivious to his Presence 
is a condition every Truth seeker has to solve. Seek 
ye first the kingdom of God.” When we let other de- 
sires take precedence, "man's extremity becomes God's 
opportunity." Then God reveals himself. The reali- 
zation of the Divine Presence is the most blessed experi- 
ence of the individual. The blessings of it can never be 
expressed. Others may be told, and under favorable 
conditions the knowledge of the joy of the Lord should 
be passed on to others. However, until the need or de- 
sire for God is felt in a life, God's power and blessing 
is not fully known, felt, or appreciated. When once felt 
and realized the person so blessed is forever changed. 
The heart of sorrow finds it possible to lay the burden 
on the Lord, never really to carry it again. 

XIII. The “Secret Place of the Most High" is 
within each one of us. No doubt many people pass 
years and years of conscientious existence, and with a 
certain amount of happiness, without ever finding the 
Secret Place of the Most High within their own hearts. 
When found, and its blessed presence realized, it begets 
Peace, Faith, Love, and eternal satisfaction. Its re- 
sources are Infinite and inexhaustible, bringing the 
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peace that truly and truthfully passes understanding. 
The "Secret Place" is within the consciousness, and is 
the Christ in the midst of thee—-the “Holy of Holies. 
The recognition of the Christ within calls it into man- 
festation in external ways, and blessings result. The 
consciousness of God's wonderful union with the indi- 
vidual soul is indeed the greatest of all experiences and 
the most to be desired and cultivated. Through the 
realization of man's union with God, we are strength- 
ened, comforted, fortified against all adverse conditions. 

XIV. Our desire to know the Truth is God draw- 
ing us near to him. ‘Behold I stand at the door and 
knock." We have only to let the Christ in for him to 
fill us full of his blessed Presence. To know and feel 
his Presence in our every experience is the only sure 
guide in life. “On his Law do I meditate day and 
night." То meditate upon the Law of the Lord is to 
be conscious of his continual presence. God cannot 
enter fully into us unless we joyfully welcome him. So 
we should by every thought, word, deed, and act put 
him, and his Law, his Love, his Intelligence, his Sub- 
stance first. Nothing else can mean to us such peace, 
such power, such blessedness. God, himself, lives in 
us, if we will let him. Не is our Light, our Life, our 
Love, our Abundance. 


XV. To find the "Secret Place of the Most High" 
is to dwell within, and to consciously know that the 
Father is within. In quietness and assurance to know 
that "where I am there ye may be also," and to remain 
there in security and peace. To practice the habit of 
a conscious realization of the presence of God is one 
good way, perhaps the only way, to ever learn to "pray 
without ceasing.” To feel and know his presence :s 
communion—-is prayer. Just let him, the blessed 
Father, reign supreme. The plan is so reasonable, pro- 
viding spiritual growth to all of us in the most con- 
venient and sensible manner. Anybody can come or 
go, any time, regardless of time, place or circumstance. 
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God is always available! “Not by might, nor by 
power, but by my spirit." The "still, small voice" can 
be heard by all who listen. If he dwelleth in us in his 
fullness there can be nothing else, and so do we unfold 
spiritually. 

XVI. Look to the Spirit, and not for results. 
"Acquaint now thyself with him, and be at peace; 
thereby good shall come unto thee." I am the way, the 
truth, and the life." "If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask whatsoever ye will, and it 
shall be done unto you." Abide, to stay, to dwell, not 
to go in and out. To everyone of us is given grace ac- 
cording to the measure of the gift of Christ in us. Seek 
to be filled with the Spirit. We must walk worthy of 
the vocation wherewith we are called, with lowliness 
and meekness, and we must love one another. Perhaps 
one way to become more loving is to realize that we are 
all necessary for one another. No one liveth to himself. 
"Keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace." 
Spiritual gifts are more to be desired than anything else. 

XVII. The consciousness of the indwelling God 
in one's own life is the one essential for which to seek. 
Lyman Abbot once wrote an article on “Practicing the 
Presence of God." One does have to practice it, hold 
to it, know it, believe it, love to feel it, use it, talk to it, 
hear its Divine answer. It is very, very wonderful, 
most precious of all experiences and most to be sought 
after and nurtured. Good is made visible through faith 
in the invisible. “Acknowledge me in all thy ways." 
[ used to say this and thought I did it, but have lately 
learned much better how to acknowledge him, and have 
no doubt that I yet have much more to learn as to how 
to acknowledge him. If thine eye be single thy whole 
body shall be full of light. 

XVIII. The bondage of the flesh should not be so 
regarded. Were we able at all times to look at all 
problems, all opportunities, all occasions from the spirit- 
e c] Es then feel that the spiritual is to manifest 
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as flesh, in the physical yet of the Spirit, we should 
prove that the spiritual is supreme and we could wield 
the power of the Spirit over the flesh. The Spirit can 
redeem us from all suffering and all adverse outward 
manifestation, and lift the physical, the flesh, into the 
realm of Perfection of Spirit. To know this law, and 
above all, to live this law, is to live the Christ life. 

ХІХ. То know that the power of the Holy Spirit 
is given to each and every one: that each and every 
one may be free from bondage to all other laws, be free 
from sin, from sorrow, from suffering, from limitation 
of any kind, is the teaching of “Lessons in Truth.” To 
feel the indwelling Christ, to use the power of one's own 
divinity, to grow in grace, and in the knowledge of this 
God-power, is the mission of man. Before this supreme 
aim, all other objects and ambitions are as nothing. To 
know God, to feel his Presence, and to express him, is 
to love. 

XX. The work of writing these paragraphs and 
being sure that I feel each one as I write has taken 
much time. I hope to live much of it. Would to God 
I could live all of these Truth's daily and hourly. 
Would that I could live the Christ-life as is intended. 
It is both beautiful and most wonderful that this sal- 
vation is for every living creature. If we could all think 
of others as potentially divine the world would be 


blessed.

Interpretation of Genesis 3:1-5, R. V. Its Application 
[n Individual Consciousness. 


l. Now the serpent was more subtle than any beast 
of the field which Jehovah God had made. And he 
said unto the woman, Y ea, hath God said, Ve shall not 
eat of any tree of the garden? 

A "serpent is representative of wisdom, as related 
to the phenomenal world, and is recognized among all 
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nations as the symbol of generation. The symbol of 
the serpent and the tree is found in the history of all 
nations, either ancient or modern. The "wisdom of the 
serpent" is not the Wisdom of God. The "serpent" is 
a product of Jehovah God, or Man identified in Mind- 
substance. Тһе "serpent" was more subtle than any of 
the beasts of the fieid, because the wisdom of Man- 
consciousness is more directly related to the wisdom of 
Divine Mind than strength, or other ideas. 

The "woman" represents the Love, the affectional 
or feeling side of man's nature, and is the source of all 
his temptations. Wisdom (serpent) and Love (wo- 
man) in man-consciousness are communing in Sub- 
stance. The "garden" is the inherent spiritual body, 
which is idealized, but not yet brought into expression. 

2, 3. And the woman said unto the serpent, Of the 
fruit of the trees of the garden we may eat; but of the 
fruit of the tree which is in the midst of the garden, God 
hath said, Ye shall not eat of it, neither shall ye touch 
it, lest ye die." 

The “woman” is also the intuitive nature in Man- 
consciousness; it is that which knows the Truth through 
feeling the Truth of an idea. The "tree which is in the 
midst of the garden" is the underlying Life Idea. Life 
ideas must be appropriated in right relation to Divine 
Life. The "tree of life" is the symbol of the God- 
created Life essence in man, which when appropriated 
in righteousness (right-use-ness) regenerates and im- 
mortalizes man in body-form or manifestation. The 
"tree in the midst of the garden" is the procreator of all 
the other “trees of the garden," and when drawn upon, 
the "other trees" (strength, power, faith, etc.) bear no 
fruit of a spiritual nature, and therefore man dies, or 
fails to bring forth the spiritual body, for he has slain 
the lamb of God (pure life essence) at its source. 

4. And the serpent said unto the woman, Y e shall 
not surely die. 

Here is pictured the questioning, doubtful state of

mind when Wisdom is active independently of the con- 
scious conviction that Man is one with God, therefore 
spiritual being, having only spiritual desires. Man seeks 
to have his desires sanctioned by the feeling side of con- 
sciousness (woman), before he executes an idea. "Ye 
shall not surely die" is not a judgment, but reveals that 
Wisdom, acting independent of Love, or feeling, is not 
wholly reliable as a guide. It is the "serpent" which 
says, "thou shalt not surely die," but Jehovah God, or 
Man in Divine consciousness, says that thou shalt not 
eat of the "tree of the knowledge of good and evil, for 
in the day that thou eatest thereof thou shalt surely die." 
The "tree of the knowledge of good and evil" is the 
knowledge of the generation of Life for purposes less 
than that of regeneration of the body. 


5. For God doth know that in the day ve cat there- 
of, then your eyes shall be opened, and ve shall be as 
God, knowing good and evil. 

God is the Universal Mind, containing in itself Di- 
vine Ideas. These ideas are established in substance 
by Jehovah God, or God identified in substance as 
Man Idea, or the Christ. The Wisdom of Divine 
Mind functions in Life, and activity is set up. We can- 
not have substance without activity of ideas upon Life. 
The “serpent” stands for the sensation of Wisdom that 
is less than Divine Wisdom. И is that which causes 
man to lose himself in the effect or feeling, thereby 
losing sight of the [dea as the creative impetus. When 
Divine Wisdom is overthrown in Man-consciousness, 
he contacts a world of thought instead of ideas, and 
becomes involved in effects, instead of being Master in 
causes. 

Heaven is as present now as it ever will be. God 
is here in his magnificence today. We must not dream 
of postponing our heaven. We must prepare to enter 
in now by loyal service to God every instant.

SILENT PRAYER: / am meek and lowly of heart. 


When the realization of our spiritual origin first 
makes its advent in the mind, and we affirm our do- 
minion over all the thoughts of the mentality, there is 
established а very unusual power. We find that we 
can bring to pass anything desired for ourselves or others 
with most marvelous alacrity, simply by affirming it, or 
speaking it aloud in the name of God. This new-found 
ability leads up to an enthusiasm, and sometimes a 
domineering state of mind, and we become loud and 
boisterous in our championship of the Lord. If there 
has been a natural tendency to leadership, and an am- 
bition to reform the world religiously, this descent of the 
Spirit augments it tremendously. This is Elijah. It is 
the perpetuation of the Elijah state of consciousness that 
makes religious leadership. Nearly all who are illum- 
ined by the Power of the Spirit in its early stages pass 
through this exaltation of the personality. 

But this is not of the Lord, although great religious 
movements are set going by such enthusiasts and good 
ultimately ensues. Paul was possessed by this Spirit 
and went contrary to the expressed and, according to his 
own admission, plainly understood, guidance of the 
Spirit. He was so determined to explain his illumina- 
tion to the Jews that he went up to Jerusalem in spite 
of warning, and suffered the consequences in years of 
imprisonment. Не is also responsible for the ecclesias- 
tical machinery of the orthodox church, which is no part 
of Jesus’ philosophy. Paul's innate ambition took a 
religious turn, and he made an institution out of what 
Jesus intended should liberate men from the institution. 

Elijah championed the cause of God with such en- 
thusiasm that he became violent and destructive. This 
was the Jezebel side of his character. But he was will- 
ing to be instructed. He slowly learned the lesson that 
the kingdom of God is to be received as a little child. 
He starts out with the roar of the whirlwind and end: 
up with the whisper of the still, small voice.

"He came hither unto the cave," not a cave. This 
means the secret, inner recesses of the soul. The power 
of the Spirit penetrates the most secret chambers of the 
mind, and sheds light upon all the dark caverns within. 
We sometimes think we have lost our Elijah power be- 
cause we have not the old time impetuosity and ability 
to speak the healing, or other words of Truth, and see 
the quick results. But there is no loss in Spirit the 
power is penetrating the inner man and some dark cave 
is its abiding place. 

The law of our being is activity. Be doing some- 
thing. If your spiritual power has struck in and is 
sulking in a seeming bondage of materiality, and claim- 
ing that it has done a great deal of good, and got no re- 
ward, and that it is the only pious one left on earth, it is 
safe to say the Lord is right now calling. What doest 
thou here?" 

The command is, “Go forth and stand upon the 
mount before the Lord." "That is, go up into the mount 
of Spiritual Understanding and analyze the situation. 
We are to discriminate between cause and effect. The 
Lord is standard—all things must conform to it. The 
breath of Spirit sets up a standard of activity, and if 
there are states of consciousness that resist, they are 
broken into pieces. Yet the Lord is not the process that 
pulverizes, though remotely its cause. Terribly destruc- 
tive armies were raised at the command of the tender- 
hearted Lincoln, but he was not in them in spirit. God 
is not in the throes of pain and disease in the body, yet 
the life established at its center is asserting itself and 
the effect without is trying to avoid the law of that 
standard, and the result is a great commotion. But the 
Lord is not in the commotion. 

A Hebrew scholar gives this as a literal translation 
of this magnificent passage: 

"Wind great and strong, rending mountains, shiv- 
ering rocks before the face of Jehovah—not in storm 

ehovah! And after the wind earthquake — not in 
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earthquake Jehovah! And after the earthquake fire 
not in fire Jehovah! Апа after the fire sound of soft 
silencing (audible gentle stilling)!”

ELIJAH MEETS AHAB IN NABOTH'S VINE- 
YARD.—I Kings 21:11-20. 

11. And the men of his city, even the elders and the 
nobles who dwelt in his city, did as Jezebel had sent unto 
them, according as it was written in the letters which she 
had sent unto them. 

12. They proclaimed a fast, and set Naboth on high 
among the people. 

13. And the two men, the base fellows, came in and 
sat before him: and the base fellows bare witness again«t 
him, even against Naboth, in the presence of the people.

Arise, go down to meet Ahab king of Israel, who 
dwelleth in Samaria; behold, he is in the vineyard of Na- 
both, whither he is gone down to take possession of it. 

19. And thou shalt speak unto him, saying, Thus 
saith Jehovah, Hast thou killed, and also taken possession ? 
And thou shalt speak unto him, saying, Thus saith Jeho- 
vah, In the place where dogs licked the blood of Naboth 
shall dogs lick thy blood, even thine. 

20. And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast thou found me. 
О mine enemy? Апа he answered, I have found thee, 
because thou hast sold thyself to do that which is evil m 
the sight of Jehovah. 


. SILENT PRAYER: All my affairs are under the di- 
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vine Law and the Spirit of Justice and Righteousness is 
supreme. 

Acquisitiveness is a legitimate faculty of the mind; 
Covetousness its Judas. When Acquisitiveness acts 
within the law it builds up the consciousness, but when 
it oversteps the law it is a destroyer. Judas was the 
treasurer of the disciples of Jesus, but he became covet- 
ous— he hath a devil“ - and his sin brought tragedy. 
King Ahab represents Acquisitiveness. This faculty 
ruled his mind and took possession of the whole man. 
When acquisitiveness throws its covetous influence over 
man he develops an insatiable desire to possess things. 
Ahab built a splendid summer palace and inlaid it with 
ivory. Extravagance grows on its own thoughts— 
Ahab's palace of ivory must have additional gardens. 
The vineyard of Naboth best suited him, and it was ac- 
quired by foul means. Covetousness has no wisdom, 
and when one gives up to its demands the most foolish 
things are done to get possession of coveted objects. 
Seemingly subtle plans, like that of Jezebel to have the 
innocent Naboth stoned to death, are always laid bare 
and their shallowness shown. Selfishness is near-sighted 
and all its ways narrow. 

Elijah, the defender of the law, is the enemy of cov- 
etousness, and reveals him in the midst of his transgres- 
sion. "Hast thou found me, О mine enemy?" 

There is no escape from the Spirit of Justice. It 
overtakes men when they think they are secure, and 
they have to give up everything. The man who takes 
advantage of another's necessity, to enrich his own 
coffers, must in due season restore fourfold, as did 
Zaccheeus. 

Ideas make brain cells, and brain cells are the cen- 
tral stations through which the mind sends its ruling 
thoughts to the various body functions. Acquisitive- 
ness has its brain area in the head, through which it 
affects the whole organism. If it is cultivated to the 
point of covetousness it dominates appetite, and more 
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food is eaten than the system needs from day to day, and 
the excess is stored up as fat. This excess of flesh is not 
properly vitalized, and eventually becomes infested with 
various sorts of material growths. Thus selfishness uses 
appetite to destroy the body. 

The remedy for all this error is to call upon the 
Divine Law to adjust every thought in which acquis- 
itiveness plays any part. Make this a daily affirmation: 
"All my affairs are ordered in righteousness, and my 
own comes to me under the Divine Law." 


SUNDAY, JANUARY 5, 1919. 


ELIJAH GOES UP BY A WHIRLWIND TO 
HEAVEN.—II Kings 2:1-11. 


l. And it came to pass, when Jehovah would take up 
Elijah by a whirlwind into heaven, that Elijah went with 
Elisha from Gilgal. 

2. And Elijah said unto Elisha, Tarry here, I prav 
thee; for Jehovah hath sent me as far as Beth-el. And 
Elisha said, As Jehovah liveth, and as thy soul liveth, І 
will not leave thee. So they went down to Beth-el. 

. Апа the sons of the prophets that were at Beth-el 
came forth to Elisha, and said unto him, Knowest thou that 
Jehovah will take away thy master from thy head today? 
And he said, Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace. 

4. And Elijah said unto him, Elisha, tarry here, I 
pray thee; for Jehovah hath sent me to Jericho. And he 
said, As Jehovah liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not 
leave thee. So they came to Jericho. 

5. And the sons of the prophets that were at Jericho 
came near to Elisha, and said unto him, Knowest thou that 
Jehovah will take away thy master from thy head today? 
And he answered, Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace. 

6. And Elijah said unto him, Tarry here, I pray thee: 
for Jehovah hath sent me to the Jordan. And he said, As 
Jehovah liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. 
And they two went on. 

7. And fifty men of the sons of the prophets went, and 
stood over against them afar off: and they two stood by the 
Jordan. 

8. And Elijah took his mantle, and wrapped it to- 
gether, and smote the waters, and they were divided hither 
and thither, so that they two went over on dry ground. 
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9. And it came to pass, when they were gone over, 
that Elijah said unto Elisha, Ask what I shall do for thee, 
before I am taken from thee. Апа Elisha said, I pray 
thee, let a double portion of thy spirit be upon me. 

10. And he said, Thou hast asked a hard thing: never- 
theless, if thou see me when I am taken from thee, it shall 
be so unto thee; but if not, it shall not be so. 

11. And it came to pass, as they still went on, and 
talked, that, behold, there appeared a chariot of fire, and 
horses of fire, which parted them both asunder; and Elijah 
went up by a whirlwind into heaven. 


SILENT PRAYER: Surely the Lord is in this place; 
and I knew il not. 


The fiery Elijah consciousness becomes more meek 
and lowly as it learns the pacific character of God, and 
the temper of the mind is changed from violence to 
mildness— Elijah to Elisha. This milder character 
comes into consciousness through certain changes in 
thought and body, which are symbolically described in 
this lesson. Gilgal means "rolled away," and refers to 
a total denial of sense-bondage. In Joshua 5:9 it is 
written, "And the Lord said unto Joshua, This day 
have I rolled away the reproach of Egypt from off you. 
Wherefore the name of that place was called Gilgal 
unto this day." When we have, in the positive spirit of 
Elijah, accompanied by the obedient willingness of 
Elisha, rolled away the Egyptian darkness of sense- 
thoughts, we are paving the way for a permanent ascent 
into higher states of consciousness. 

We often get glimpses of these higher realms, but 
do not abide there, because our minds have not been 
freed from the fiery Elijah element. So long as there 
is condemnation, impatience, and even mild anger aris- 
ing in thought, the cross-currents that burn out the cells 
of the organism will do destructive work. Elijah must 
be taken by the Lord into heaven, which is a state of 
peace and harmony; then the sweet-tempered Elisha 
will become the dominant note of the consciousness. 

In harmonious spiritual development there is a union 
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and blending of the states of consciousness on the vari- 
ous planes of action. We need the mildness of Elisha 
united with the positiveness of Elijah in every part.. A 
negative, weak tenderness is not in harmony with the 
Divine Law. Hence Elijah tries Elisha, to see if he is 
made of the right stuff. He says, “Tarry here; but 
Elisha replies, “As Jehovah liveth, and as thy soul liv- 
eth, I will not leave thee." This is an affirmation of 
the God-life and the Soul-life united with positive 
force and gentle harmony. They went down to Beth- 
el" means that they descended to a certain center just 
below the heart, which is called "the house of God." 
It seems material upon first sight. Jacob so thought it 
when he lay down there with a stone for a pillow; but 
he found a ladder reached from there to heaven, and he 
exclaimed, "Surely the Lord is in this place; and I 
knew it not." When the union of these two factors 
takes place at an inner life center there is a commotion 
and an indefinable sense of fear of loss of force. This 
is the "sons of the prophets," who are fearful of the 
result. [he word of assurance to this disturbed fear- 
fulness is that of Elisha, "I know it; hold ye your 
peace." 

Jericho, the “тооп city," is the life center in the 
lower part of the abdomen. Here again the affirmation 
of spiritual апа individual Soul-life is made and the 
union established. Jordan represents the descending 
life-flow of thought through the organism from head to 
feet. [t is muddy with sense concepts and turbulent 
with materiality. The harmony of spiritual forces— 
Elijah and Elisha—-would be disturbed if they entered 
into it, so its waters are put aside by a positive effort of 
the will, represented by Elijah’s mantle. By our think- 
ing we gradually build a thought aura, which forms an 
invisible wall, or protection, about the soul and body. 
This is held in place by the will center, and when one 
has become adept in thought power it can be concen- 
trated into a thought force, and unusual results pro- 
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duced. This concentration is represented by the wrap- 
ping together of Elijah's mantle before he smote the 
waters. 

The double portion of Elijah’s spirit which Elisha 
asked for is the positive and negative, or "yes" and 
"no" of science. Elisha, the tender, retiring one, needs 
the ability to say yes and no with all the positiveness of 
Elijah. He can have this only by "seeing," or per- 
ceiving, the true character of the change that is taking 
place in consciousness. Elijah is not taken away, but 
translated to a more interior plane. There is in reality 
opened to the one who goes through this change a con- 
scious unity with spiritual energies of which he has been 
heretofore ignorant. The chariots and horses repre- 
sent the vehicles and vital forces that attend the trans- 
formation. 


SUNDAY, JANUARY 12. 


ELISHA THE PROPHET RESTORES A CHILD 
TO LIFE.—II Kings 4:25-37. 


25. So she went, and came unto the man of God to 
mount Carmei. Апа it came to pass, when the man of God 
saw her afar ofí, that he said to Gehazi his servant, Behold, 
yonder is the Shunammite: 

26. Run, I prav thee, now to meet her, and say unto 
her, Is it well with thee? is it well with thy husband? is it 
well with the child? And she answered, It is well. 

27. And when she came to the man of God to the hill, 
she caught hold of his feet. And Gehazi came near to 
thrust her away; but the man of God said, Let her alone: 
for her soul is vexed within her; and Jehovah hath hid it 
from me, and hath not told me. 

28. Then she said, Did I desire a son of my lord? did 
I not say, Do not deceive me? 

29. Then he said to Gehazi, Gird up thy loins, and 
take my staff in thy hand, and go thy way: if thou meet 
any man, salute him not; and if any salute thee, answer him 
not again: and lay my staff upon the face of the child. 

30. And the mother of the child said, As Jehovah 
liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. And he 
arose, and followed her. 


31. And Gehazi passed on before them, and laid 
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the staff upon the face of the child; but there was neither 
voice, nor hearing. Wherefore he returned to meet him, 
and told him, saying, The child is not awaked. 

32. And when Elisha was come into the house, be- 
hold, the child was dead, and laid upon his bed. 

He went in therefore, and shut the door upon them 
twain, and prayed unto Jehovah. 

34. And he went up, and lay upon the child, and put 
his mouth upon his mouth, and his eyes upon his eyes, and 
his hands upon his hands: and he stretched himself upon 
him; and the flesh of the child waxed warm. 

35. Then he returned, and walked in the house once 
to and fro; and went up, and stretched himself upon him: 
and the child sneezed seven times, and the child opened his 


eyes. 

36. And he called Gehazi, and said, Call this Shu- 
nammite. So he called her. And when she was come in 
unto him, he said, Take up thy son. 

Then she went in, and fell at his feet, and bowed 
herself to the ground; and she took up her son, and went 
out. 


SILENT PRAYER: It is well. 


This lesson, like all Scripture, has reference to cer- 
tain phases of individual soul development. It can also 
be applied to the external life. All things without have 
their principle within man, and he can read their mes- 
sage from either state. But as the without is based up- 
on the within, man cannot understand fully and have 
dominion over the outer things until he has made him- 
self acquainted with the powers within. So we give 
most study to inner states, and through them master the 
outer. 

It is also possible and proper to study and interpret 
Scripture from both states at the same time. The feed- 
ing of the five thousand by Jesus had its possibility in 
his capacity to increase the substance of his own soul. 
When, through this inner mastery of the principle im- 
manent in all forms, he had gained this ability, he was 
equal to what seemed a miracle to those who were ig- 
norant of the law through which it was done. Those 
who see the form only, are in Egyptian darkness; those 
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who see both the form and glimpses of the animating 
principle, are the children of Israel in the wilderness; 
and those who see both the within and the without in 
proper relation are in the Promised Land. 

This lesson may be profitably studied from both 
viewpoints, as it brings out some modes of procedure 
in metaphysical practice that have been proven true by 
the modern students. 

The son of the Shunammite woman had apparently 
died of sunstroke. She laid him on the prophet’s bed 
in the room on the roof of her house and arranged to go 
at once for the help of the holy man, who was on Mount 
Carmel. When asked by her husband the cause of her 
going she merely answered, “It shall be well.“ In this 
she showed a discretion which is universally found to 
be necessary. Do not admit the error nor talk about it. 
If you have in view the restoration of life do not think 
about anything but life. The very ethers about you 
are filled with a substance that is formed and trans- 
formed at your every thought and word. It is more 
sensitive to thought than the mariner’s compass to the 
magnetic flow, or the atmosphere to waves of sound. 
A word of fear thrills the sensitive ethers of sympathetic 
souls and they tremble until they sometimes fall. Hence 
the “It shall be well" of this Shunammite woman is a 
lesson for all. She showed her wisdom again when the 
prophet asked about her family. Her answer was, "It 
is well." 

The prophet proposed sending his servant, Gehazi, 
whose name means "sight" or perception, to do the 
healing in his power (staff). But the woman would 
not leave unless the prophet himself accompanied her. 
She was very thorough and did not propose to rest with 
half measures. There are cases that the “word” can- 
not reach. There must be a receptive mind to carry the 
spiritual impetus. Jesus recognized this as faith, in 
the case of the centurion and his servant. Where the 
patient has faith in the healer, or there is some one in 
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close touch who is strong in spiritual trust, the way is 
open for demonstration in absent healing. 

Elisha found it necessary in this case to go within 
and "shut the door," and pray unto the Lord. Jesus 
gave this form of procedure as part of the way to pray. 
We are to go within our own soul and shut every door 
that leads to the sense-realm without. This means see- 
ing, hearing, feeling, smelling and tasting. In this 
inner chamber you must be immersed in the Spirit of 
God; then pray. 

The restoration of life in this case not only required 
prayer and spiritual treatment, but a physical contact, 
if we take the narrative literally. Some healers find 
that when they have not reached a case by the power of 
perception of truth, and the prayer of faith, they can 
sometimes start the life current in the organism by touch- 
ing the patient, as did Jesus the eyes of the blind man. 
or the "many" upon whom he "laid hands." But this 
laying on of hands is a dangerous process to one who 
has not a clear understanding of the spiritual source of 
all things. ‘‘Laying on of hands” must always be ac- 
companied by "prayer," and the prayer should be the 
important thing. There is no power in the hand save 
it come from the mind, and the mind is the Son of God. 

When we sneeze, the life current is animating some 
nerve center—to sneeze "seven times" means the ani- 
mation of all the life centers in the organism. In some 
parts of Europe the peasants say, "God bless you!” 
whenever anyone sneezes. 


SUNDAY, JANUARY 19. 


ELISHA’S HEAVENLY ОВЕ King: 
6:8- 

8. Now the king of Syria was warring against Israel, 
and he took counsel with his servants, saying, [n such and 
such a place shall be my camp. 

9. And the man of God sent unto the king of Israel. 
saying, Beware that thou pass not such a place; for thither 
the Syrians are coming down.

20. Апа it came to pass, when they were come into 
Samaria, that Elisha said, Jehovah, open the eyes of these 
men, that they may see.

23. And he prepared great provision for them; and 
when they had eaten and drunk, he sent them away, and 
they went to their master. And the bands of Syria came 
no more into the land of Israel. 

SILENT PRAYER: Fear not; for they that are with 


us are more than they that are with them. 


This is a lesson on non-resistance. We are in- 
structed how to overcome certain adverse intellectual 
thoughts that have been in the habit of warring against 
the spiritual. We are not always conscious of this war 
that is going on between the without and the within, 
but when we have in a measure studied the thoughts 
that move us, a communication is established and we 
know very much more about ourselves than we can put 
in words. The thoughts from the intellectual realm 
(Syria) that have no understanding of Israel (the 
Real) do come down and kill out the spiritual thoughts 
in the heart. 

But when we are trusting in the Divine Law (Do- 
than) where Elisha (the spiritual / Am) is living, a 
system of protection is set up, and the old order of 
things is entirely changed. Instead of the resisting 
thoughts being suppressed and killed they are enlight- 
ened—their eyes are opened. But first they must be 
made blind and captured. This is a denial of the 
claim that mortal thought has any understanding what- 
ever. If you are thinking thoughts and doing things 
without God as the foundation, that part of conscious- 
ness is unreal, and its seeming understanding should be 
denied and mentally erased. 

But this is not accomplished without some mental 
commotion. When you attempt to reconcile the with- 
out and the within, you are met by invisible opposing 
forces. АП the thoughts of the subjective realms are 
wrought up, and a "host" seems to encompass you. 
Fear sets in and you cry, “Alas, my master! how shall 
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we do?" Then, “Fear not; for they that are with us 
are more than they that are with them." The / Am al- 
ways assures us that the preponderance of power is with 
the spiritual. Fear nearly always throws dust in our 
eyes, and hides the mighty spiritual forces that are al- 
ways with us. 

Blessed are those who deny ignorance and fear and 
affirm the presence and power of the / Am. They be- 
hold the "mountain" (exaltation) "full of horses" 
(physical forces) and "chariots of fire" (life energies) 
"round about Elisha" (spiritual / Am). The "serv- 
ant" of spiritual Z Am is personal will. The will that 
moves the various members of the body has its center of 
force in the medulla and between the eyes. When we 
affrm ourselves to be spiritual, and moved by spiritual 
forces, we call into action a higher range of faculties 
than we are ordinarily conscious of. Wee then think 
and speak in the name of the Lord or Divine Law, and 
all the thoughts are moved and obedient to our com- 
mands. Personal will is timid and fearful: it sees and 
feels the mortal world of forms are great and powerful, 
and those people who do not have the courage to affirm 
their spiritual supremacy, nor pray, seldom have soul 
exaltations or high realizations. They do not redeem 
the error thoughts of the intellect (Syrians), but remain 
in a state of constant warfare with its attendant bodily 
discords. They do not set into action the vigorous 
horses of the body nor stir up the vibratory chariots. 

But everyone has this supreme / Am, the center 
about which all the faculties of the man, both visible and 
invisible, revolve; and everyone must eventually find 
this center and carry.out the laws inherent in it. So 
long as we refuse to do this we are tossed like cockle- 
shells on the waves of ephemeral thought. Then have 
the courage to say to your suppositional intellectual un- 
derstanding, "It is ignorance—blindness; let the law 
of the Lord do its work in it." 

But there is an intellectual realm in us that has its 
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foundation in Truth. The Samaritans were an off- 
shoot of the Israelites; they were despised because they 
had mixed with the Syrians and other pagan races. So 
true intellect is fundamental in Being. When we have 
cleansed ourselves of false thoughts, we then affirm 
that the true spiritual understanding is restored. This 
opens the eyes of the Syrians in Samaria. 

Demonstrate non-resistance by denying all intel. 
lectual opposition or antagonism. Let the substance 
of Divine Love be poured out upon all these alien 
thoughts, and you will not be bothered with them any 
more. "And the bands of Syria came no more into 
the land of Israel."

These are extracts from letters that Silent Unity has writ- 
ten to those who have asked our help in fnding and obeying 
the Divine Law of Life. There is a point in every para- 
graph that will help someone. 


While reading your letter this text came to mind, 
Үе ask, and receive not, because ye ask amiss, that ye 
may consume it upon your lusts, (worldly pleasures 
and to build up and please the personal man) — James 
4:3. There is really nothing promised to the limited, 
personal self of man; he must be denied and put off 
that the true Self, the indwelling Christ, may be brought 
into expression and manifested in our lives. James ex- 
horts us thus, "Cleanse your hands, ye sinners; and 
purify your hearts, ye double minded," It is only as we 
really come into an understanding of the Truth, that we 
realize how double minded we have been. We have 
served the Lord, yes, and prayed, and thought that he 
was all in all to us; yet most of our time has been spent 
in compromising with, pampering, and building up the 
personal self, keeping on the right side of the world, 
making a good appearance among men, to say nothing 
of the lusts of the flesh which are continued in daily. 
Yet we wonder why God did.not hear our cry and 
answer our prayers. One may be a very good Chris- 
tian from an orthodox religious standpoint, and be a 
god man in the eyes of the world, but not begin to meas- 
ure up to God's standard or thought for him. 

More than anything else we need understanding; so 
Peter has told us, "And beside this, giving all diligence, 
add to your faith virtue; and to virtue knowledge," etc. 
(See II Peter 1:5-10.) See also what Solomon says 
about understanding in Prov. 2:1-6; 3:5-6, 13-18; 
and 4:6-7. Jesus Christ said in regard to food, rai- 
ment, and the things that the outer man needs for his 
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comfort and good, Your heavenly Father knoweth 
that ye have need of all these things. But seek ye 
first the kingdom of God, and his righteousness; and 
all these things shall be added unto you.— Matt. 6:32- 
33. Jesus also said that the kingdom of heaven is 
within you. The kingdom of God, or of heaven, is the 
realm of Divine Ideas within man, and when it is 
sought and found, these Ideas express through man and 
manifest in his life in unlimited good. 

You think you have faith, and you really have that 
innate God-quality of Faith, the Faith of God, but you 
have not yet established it in harmonious relation with 
the other attributes of mind that must coóperate with it 
in order to bring about your good. Some of the other 
qualities are understanding, power, strength, love, good 
judgment, life, etc. And if you search deep down into 
the subconscious, or memory realm, of your conscious- 
ness, you will find there is a strong belief in error that 
works against your conscious faith.
